1. A perennial aromatic European herb (Ar- 
temisia absinthium), naturalised in eastern 
North America and having pinnatifid, silvery 
silky leaves and numerous nodding flower 
heads. Also called common wormwood. 2. 
An extract of absinthium and other bitter 
herbs, containing 60 per cent alcohol; pro- 
longed ingestion causes nervousness, con- 
vulsions, trismus, amblyopia, optic neuritis, 
and mental deterioration. The liqueur have a 
bitter anise or licorice flavour. Production of 


absinthe is now prohibited in many countries 
because of its toxicity. 

Flavoured, distilled liquor, yellowish green 
colour, turning to cloudy, opalescent white 
when mixed with water. Highly aromatic. this 
liqueur is dry and somewhat bitter in taste. 
Absinthe is made from spirit high in alcohol. 
such as brandy, and marketed with alcoholic 
content of 68 percent by volume. Wormwood 
(Artemisia absinthium) is the chief flavouring 
ingredient- other aromatic ingredients include 
licorice, usually predominating in the aroma, 
hyssop, fennel, angelica root, aniseed, and sta- 
ranise. The beverage was first produced com- 
mercially in 1797 by Henry-Louis Pernod, 
who purchased the formula from a French ex- 
ile living in Switzerland. 

The oil of wormwood probably due to its con- 
tent of thujone, a fragrant ketone (C,)H,,O) 
came to be considered dangerous to health, 
supposedly causing hallucinations, mental de- 
terioration, and sterility, although some au- 
thorities suggest that any harmful effects of 
the liquor are caused by its high alcohol con- 
tent and not its other ingredients. Absinthe 
manufacture was prohibited in Switzerland in 
1908, in France in 1915 and eventually in 
many other countries. In 1918 Pernod Fils es- 
tablished a factory in Tarragona, Spain, to 
manufacture both absinthe and a similar bev- 
erage, without wormwood for export to those 
countries prohibiting true absinthe. 

Beverages developed as substitutes similar in 
taste but lower in alcohol content and without 
wormwood, are known by such names as anis, 
or anisette, pastis, ouzo, or raki. Anis and pas- 
tis are also popularly known under such trade 
names as Pernod, Pernod 45, and Ricard. 
Absinthe is usually served diluted with water 
and ice and may be used to flavour mixed 
drinks The classic absinthe drink, the absinthe 
drip, is served in a special drip glass allowing 
water to slowly drip through a sugar cube into 
the liquor- Pastis also turns cloudy white when 
mixed with water, and anise turns to a cloudy, 
greenish-tinged white.

Absorption Taking of molecules of one 
substance directly into another substance. 
Absorption may be either a physical or a 
chemical process. Physical absorption de- 
pends on the solubility of the substance ab- 
sorbed, and chemical absorption involves 
chemical reactions between the absorbed 
substance and the absorbing medium. 

Drugs can be absorbed through the bodily mu- 
cous membranes e g cocaine is absorbed 
through the mucous membrane in the nose . 
Abstainer To hold back, to refrain from 
something by one's own choice. Those who 
practise abstinence from alcohol are termed 
"abstainers", total abstainers", or - in a more 
old-fashioned formulation - "teetotallers". 

The term "current abstainer", often used in 
population surveys, is usually defined as a 
person who has not drunk an alcoholic bever- 
age in the preceding 12 months; this definition 
does not necessarily coincide with a respon- 
dent's self-description as an abstainer.

Abstinence violation effect AVE, the 
mechanism of relapsing to use of a substance 


or to a behaviour after a period of abstinence. 
The initial relapse often proceeds to uncon- 
trolled use or behaviour. The AVE occurs 
when the person believes that the main cause 
or causes of the relapse are factors like lack of 
willpower or underlying diseases. In relapse 
prevention the attention is focused on control- 
lable external or situational factors that may 
trigger relapse. The goal is to provide the per- 
son with the ability to return to abstinence as 
soon as possible after a relapse. This can be 
achieved through therapeutic interventions to 
deal with feelings of failure and guilt immedi- 
ately after a relapse. AVE can be limited or 
prevented by educating persons in treatment 
programmes that a brief relapse is undesirable 
but common in the treatment process and that 
it is important to seek help if it happens.

Abstinence-orientated treatment 
Treatment where the abstinence from all alco- 
hol and drug taking is one of the main rules. 
These rulings often includes all use of psy- 
chopharmacological products. The term is 
used to differ these treatment program from 
those working with medications and/or main- 
tenance programs such as methadone mainte- 
nance. The idea behind these rules is that the 
roots of drug-taking disorders is to be found in 
the personality and that it is easy to shift from 
a drug abuse to an alcohol or pill-abuse These 
principles applies to most therapeutic commu- 
nities even though they sometimes can be 
modified to meet individual needs. 

Abstinent alcoholic An alcoholic who no 
longer drinks alcoholic beverages, one whose 
alcoholism is in remission. The term often 
used within Alcoholics Anonymous to point 
out the view that alcoholism is a chronic dis- 
ease and that moderate drinking is impossible 
when you are an alcoholic.

Abuse (drug, alcohol, chemical, substance, 
or psychoactive substance) 

A group of terms in wide use but of varying 


With- 
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meaning. In DSM-IIIR, "psychoactive sub- 
stance abuse is defined as "a maladaptive pat- 
tern of use indicated by continued use despite 
knowledge of having a persistent or recurrent 
social, occupational, psychological or physical 
problem that is caused or exacerbated by the 
use [or by] recurrent use in situations in which 
it is physically hazardous". It is a residual 
category, with dependence taking precedence 
when applicable. The term "abuse" is some- 
times used disapprovingly to refer to any use 
at all, particularly of illicit drugs. Because of 
its ambiguity, the term is not used in JCD-10 
(except in the case of non-dependence- 
producing substances, see below); harmful use 
and hazardous use are the equivalent terms in 
WHO usage, although they usually relate only 
to effects on health and not to social conse- 
quences. The Office of Substance Abuse Pre- 
vention in the USA has also discouraged em- 
ployment of the word "abuse", although terms 
such as "substance abuse" remain in wide use 
in North America and in many other countries 
to refer generally to problems of psychoactive 
substance use. In other contexts, abuse has re- 
ferred to non-medical or unsanctioned patterns 
of use, irrespective of consequences. Thus the 
definition published in 1969 by the WHO Ex- 
pert Committee on Drug Dependence was 
"persistent or medical practice"

Abuse liability The propensity of a particu- 
lar psychoactive substance to be susceptible to 
abuse, defined in terms of the relative prob- 
ability that use of the substance will result in 
social, psychological, or physical problems for 
an individual or for society. Under interna- 
tional drug control treaties . WHO is respon- 
sible for determining the abuse liability and 
dependence potential, as distinct from thera- 
peutic usefulness, of controlled substances. 
See also: Abuse; Harmful use. 

Abuse of non-dependence-producing 
substances Defined in JCD-10 (F55) as re- 
peated and inappropriate use of a substance 
which, though the substance has no depend- 
ence potential, is accompanied by harmful 
physical or psychological effects, or involves 
unnecessary contact with health professionals 
(or both). This category might more appropri- 
ately be termed "misuse of non psychoactive 
substances" (compare misuse, drug or alco- 
hol). In JCD-10, this diagnosis is included 
within the section "Behavioural syndromes as- 
sociated with physiological disturbances and 
physical factors" (F50-F59). A wide variety of 
prescription drugs, proprietary (over-the- 
counter) drugs, and herbal and folk remedies 
may be involved. The particularly important 
groups are: 


1. Psychotropic drugs that do not produce de- 
pendence, such as antidepressants and neuro- 
leptics; 2. Laxatives (misuse of which is 
termed the "laxative habit"); 3. Analgesics 
which may be purchased without medical pre- 
scription, such as aspirin (acetylsalicylic acid) 
and paracetamol (acetaminophen); 4. Steroids 
and other hormones; 5. Vitamins; and 6. Ant- 
acids. 

These substances do not typically have pleas- 
urable psychic effects, yet attempts to discour- 
age or forbid their use are met with resistance. 
Despite the patient's strong motivation to take 
the substance, neither the dependence syn- 
drome nor the withdrawal syndrome develops. 
These substances do not have dependence po- 
tential in the sense of intrinsic pharmacologi- 
cal effects, but are capable of inducing psy- 
chological dependence. 

Abuse potential Likelihood of a drug being 
abused. 

Abusive drinker Alcohol abuser, pejorative 
term implying alcohol abuse. 

Abusus Latin for abuse, sometimes used in 
older medical terminology as abusus alco- 
holicus or abusus narcoticus. The term was 
used to describe a limited misuse as compared 
to the more chronic alcoholismus and narco- 
mania. 

Abusus alcoholicus Latin, older diagnostic 
term for an alcoholic habit not yet developed 
to full alcoholism (alcoholismus). 

Abusus narcoticus Latin, older diagnostic 
term for a drug habit not yet as severe as nar- 
comania.

Acamprosate A substance that has been 
shown to decrease voluntary alcohol intake in 
rats and humans. Acamprosate is an agonist of 
GABA. It has been studied primarily in 
France. A large multicentre study in 1991 
found that the group of patients receiving 
acamprosate compared favourably with the 
placebo-group, when severely dependent per- 
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sons were evaluated for relapse 3 months after 
abstinence was initiated. 

ACAP Acronym for American Council on 
Alcohol Problems. 

Acapulco Gold Colloquial term for espe- 
cially potent, high-quality, golden brown 
Mexican marijuana originally grown near the 
town Acapulco.

Acetaldehyde CH;CHO, also called acetic 
aldehyde ethanol and ethylaldehyde, is an or- 
ganic compound belonging to the aldehyde 
group. A colourless flammable liquid with a 
pungent, fruity odour, it is important as an in- 
termediate in the manufacture of many chemi- 
cals, pharmaceuticals, and plastics, including 
acetic acid, butyl alcohol, chloral, and pyri- 
dine and is used in the manufacture of per- 
fumes and flavours. Acetaldehyde is widely 
used as a starting material for the synthesis of 
many organic compounds. 

Acetaldehyde may cause irritation of mucous 
membranes, lacrimation, photophobia, con- 
junctivitis, corneal injury, rhinitis, anosmia, 
bronchitis, pneumonia, pleurisy, headache, 
and unconsciousness. 

Acetaldehyde is also the principal product 
when ethanol is broken down. It is formed in 
the liver by oxidation of ethanol, the reaction 
being catalysed principally by alcohol dehy- 
drogenase. It is itself oxidised to acetate by 
aldehyde dehydrogenase. Acetaldehyde is a 
toxic substance, implicated in the alcohol 
flush reaction and in certain physical sequelae 
of alcohol consumption.

However, it does 
not have the anti-inflammatory and anti- 
rheumatic properties of the other two analge- 
sics, neither does it irritate the stomach lining, 
as aspirin tends to do for some users. It is of- 
ten used as a substitute for aspirin. Aceta- 
minophen's fever-reducing, or antipyretic, 
properties result from its chemical similarity 
to the antipyretic drug phenacetin, which is a 
more toxic chemical. A large overdose of 
acetaminophen may cause severe liver dam- 
age.

Acromegaly, chronic disease marked by 
overgrowth of hands, feet, and lower part of 
the face, resulting from excessive production 
of somatotropin, the growth-stimulating 
hormone. In many cases, oversecretion of 
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the hormone can be traced to a tumor of the 
pituitary gland. Acromegaly is accompanied 
by progressive weakness and sometimes by 
diabetes mellitus; on occasion it occurs dur- 
ing lactation. The disease usually appears in 
adulthood and frequently affects more than 
one member of a family. Treatment consists 
of microsurgical removal of hyperfunction- 
ing tissue, pituitary irradiation, and drugs 
that suppress growth hormone.

Acupuncture needles dating from 4000 years 
ago have been found in China. The first nee- 


dles were stone. Later, bronze, gold, or silver 
was used and today needles are usually made 
of steel. Initially, needles were used only to 
prick boils and ulcers. Acupuncture was de- 
veloped in response to the theory that there are 
special meridian points on the body connected 
to the internal organs and that vital energy 
flows along the meridian lines. According to 
this theory, diseases are caused by interrupted 
energy flow, and inserting and twirling nee- 
dles restores normal flow. 

After the discovery in 1975 of enkephalins 
and endorphins (natural pain inhibitors in the 
body), some neurophysiologists suggested that 
the needles may trigger the release of one or 
more of these substances, which inhibit pain 
signals by blocking their pathway through the 
spinal cord. This view is supported by both 
American and Chinese studies showing that 
placing acupuncture needles in certain parts of 
the brain of dogs causes a rise in the level of 
endorphins in the spinal fluid. Scientists in the 
US have also shown that acupuncture analge- 
sia is at least partly reversible by naloxone, a 
drug which blocks the action of morphine and 
morphine like chemicals such as endorphins. 
Modern research has focused on the use of 
acupuncture in pain relief and anaesthesia, to 
counteract the side effects of chemotherapy, 
and as an aid in reducing the cravings of for- 
mer smokers and drug addicts. 

In treatment of drug dependents, acupunctire 
is used to counteract withdrawal-symptoms 
and to prevent relapse. The method seems to 
specially attract the rather large group of drug 
misusers who mistrust modern medicine and 
believe in alternative-treatment. In the west- 
ern hemisphere acupuncture was mistrusted 
but won recognition at the beginning of the 
1970s when a programme for systematic use 
of acupuncture in drug abuse treatment was 
developed by Dr Michael Smith in South 
Bronx, New York. This programme has been 
the model for about 50 acupuncture pro- 
grammes in the USA and Western Europe. 
The programme consists of acupuncture, Chi- 
nese exercises (Qi-Gong), herbal treatment 
massage and psychotherapy. The programme 
is group-based has three phases and lasts for 
6-8 weeks with regular urine-controls. It ends 
with establishing contacts with self-help 
groups. 

Acupressure A variant of acupuncture in 
which the practitioner uses manipulation 
rather than penetration to alleviate pain or 
other symptoms, is in widespread use in Japan 
and has begun to find adherents in the USA. 
Also known as shiatsu, acupressure is admin- 
istered by pressing with the fingertips and 
sometimes the elbows or knees along a com- 
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plex network of trigger points (see below) in 
the patient's body.

The life of the addict 
may be dominated by substance use to the vir- 
tual exclusion of all other activities and re- 
sponsibilities. The term addiction also conveys 
the sense that such substance use has a detri- 
mental effect on society, as well as on the in- 
dividual: when applied to the use of alcohol, it 
is equivalent to alcoholism. 

Addiction is a term of long-standing and vari- 
able usage. It is regarded by many as a dis- 
crete disease entity, a debilitating disorder 
rooted in the pharmacological effects of the 
drug, which is remorselessly progressive. 
From the 1920s to the 1960s attempts were 
made to differentiate between addiction and 
habituation, a less severe form of psychologi- 
cal adaptation, In the 1960s the World Health 
Organisation recommended that both terms be 
abandoned in favour of dependence, which 
can exist in various degrees of severity. 
Addiction is not a diagnostic term in JCD-10, 
but continues to be very widely employed by 
professionals and the general public alike.

Addiction Research Foundation One of 
the worlds leading and the first major North 
American institution to study and treat alcohol 
and other drugs. Founded 1949 as Alcoholism 
Research Foundation by the Province of On- 
tario in Canada with the mandate to conduct 
research into the causes, prevention, and 
treatment of alcoholism. In 1961 the mandate 
was broadened to include research on sub- 
stances other than alcohol. The name was 
changed to Alcoholism and Drug Addiction 
Research Foundation (ARF), often shortened 
to Addiction Research Foundation. In 1977 
ARF became the first officially designated 
collaborating centre of WHO for research and 
training on drug dependence. The staff con- 
sists of several hundred scientists, clinicians, 
community development workers and educa- 
tors. David H. Archibald was the Executive 


Director of the ARF from 1951-1976. E M 
Jellinek played an important role in the first 
research programmes. 

ARF has been a pioneer in epidemiological 
studies such as household surveys, student- 
surveys, analyses of the effects of prices and 
availability on alcohol consumption. In the 
medical fields ARF has developed the hypoxic 
theory of alcohol liver damage and its treat- 
ment by propylthiouracil, development of 
clinical trail unit for the evaluation of medica- 
tions used in reducing alcohol consumption 
and research in the mechanisms of reinforce- 
ment, tolerance, and dependence in relation to 
alcohol, opioids, nicotine, benzodiazepines. It 
has also contributed with many evaluations of 
different treatment and prevention pro- 
grammes. ARF publications includes mono- 
graphs, bibliographies ands critical reviews. 
ARF provides professional training for the 
staff of addiction programmes in many coun- 
tries and is a main international player in the 
drug abuse field. 

Addiction Severity Index A structured in- 
terview to provide information about aspects 
of the life of persons with substance abuse 
problems, developed by McLellan in 1981. It 
has been translated and used world-wide. The 
basic idea is that substance abuse is best un- 
derstood in terms of the life events that pre- 
ceded, occurred at the same time as or resulted 
from the abuse. 

The ASI focus on seven areas: medical status; 
employment and support; drug use; alcohol 
use; legal status; family and social status; and 
psychiatric status. In each area the interviewer 
uses a 10-point scoring scale of lifetime prob- 
lems as well as a multi-item composite score 
of the problems in the past 30-days. The inter- 
view takes about one hour. Researchers have 
found the ASI useful because it can be used 
with accuracy to compare different groups and 
treatment programmes over time.

The medulla of the adrenal gland, composed 
of chromaffin, is made up of columnar cells 
that secrete the hormone epinephrine also 
called adrenaline, in response to stimulation 
of the sympathetic nervous system at times of 
stress. The medulla also secretes the hormone 
norepinephrine, which plays a role in main- 
taining normal blood circulation. These hor- 
mones belong to the class of chemicals called 
cathecholamines, which are darkened when 
oxidised by potassium dichromate. The me- 
dulla is frequently referred to as chromaffin 
tissue. 

Unlike the cortex, the medulla can be removed 
without endangering the life of an individual. 
The adrenal outer layer, cortex, secretes about 
30 steroid hormones, but only a few are se- 
creted in significant amounts. In the adult hu- 
man the cortex comprises about 90 percent of 
the gland. The cortex is made up of three 
structurally different concentric zones- From 
the outermost inward they are zona glomeru- 
losa, zona fasciculata and zona reticularis. The 
zona glomerulosa is principally responsible 
for the secretion of aldesterone, one of the 
most important hormones. This steroid hor- 
mone is known as a minneralocorticoid - a 
regulator of sodium and potassium metabo- 
lism. The inner two zones - fasciculata and re- 
ticularis - operate almost as a physiological 
unit and are controlled by ACTH (adrenocor- 
ticotropic hormone), a hormone secreted by 
the pituitary gland (q.v.). Their principal func- 
tion is the secretion of cortisol and of some 
adrenal androgens, or male hormones, which 
have a minor influence on the reproductive 


system. Cortisol has two primary roles: (1) 
gluconeogenesis - i. e, the breakdown of pro- 
tein to form glucose; and (2) an anti- 
inflammatory action. Thus cortisol can reduce 
disease manifestations without having any di- 
rect effect on the causative agent. Modified 
glucocorticoids, now produced synthetically, 
are superior to naturally secreted steroids for 
treatment of Addison's disease and other dis- 
orders. 

Adrenalin Adrenaline. 

Adrenaline and noradrenaline Also 
called epinephrine and norephrine, separate, 
active principles secreted by the medulla of 
the adrenal glands (q.v.). They are also liber- 
ated at the ends of sympathetic nerve fibres 
where they serve as chemical mediators for 
conveying the nerve impulses to effector or- 
gans. Chemically, the two compounds differ 
only slightly; and they exert similar pharma- 
cological actions, which resemble the effects 
of stimulation of the sympathetic nervous sys- 
tem. They are, therefore, classified as sym- 
pathomimetic agents The active secretion of 
the adrenal medulla contains approximately 80 
percent adrenaline and 20 percent noradrena- 
line; but this proportion is reversed in the 
symphatetic nerves, which contain predomi- 
nantly noradrenaline. 

The purified, active compounds are used clini- 
cally and are obtained from the adrenal glands 
of domesticated animals or prepared syntheti- 
cally. The administration of adrenaline results 
in an increase in blood pressure by increasing 
the rate and force of contraction of the heart 
and by constricting the peripheral blood ves- 
sels. It also dilates the bronchioles and in this 
way is an aid to respiration. Adrenaline exerts 
a metabolic effect manifested by a rise in 
blood glucose. Noradrenaline elicits similar 
responses but its metabolic effects and actions 
on the heart are much less than those of 
adrenaline. The rise in blood pressure after the 
administration of noradrenaline is due to its 
powerful vasoconstrictor action. Adrenaline is 
used in combination with local anaesthetics 
because its vasco-constriction properties delay 
the absorption of the local anaesthetics, and in 
this way prolongs their activity and reduces 
their toxicity. It is useful in acute allergic dis- 
orders, such as drug reactions, hives, and hay 
fever. Occasionally it is applied as a local 
vasoconstrictor in the control of superficial 
haemorrhage from the skin and mucous mem- 
branes and to relieve the nasal congestion as- 
sociated with certain allergic conditions. 
Noradrenaline is administered by intravenous 
infusion to combat the acute fall in blood pres- 
sure associated with certain types of shock. 
Large doses of these compounds may result in 
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such serious consequences as cerebral haem- 
orrhage and cardiac abnormalities. 
Adrenergic 1. Activated by, characteristic 
of, or secreting epinephrine or related sub- 
stances, particularly referring to the sympa- 
thetic nerve fibers that liberate norepinephrine 
at a synapse when a nerve impulse passes. 

2. An agent that produces such an effect. 
Adrenergic drug Also called sympaticomi- 
metic drug, any member of a class of drugs af- 
fecting the nervous system. Adrenergic drugs 
stimulate the release of adrenaline or 
noradrenaline neurotransmitters, or com- 
pounds that diffuse from the end of a stimu- 
lated nerve cell across a space called the syn- 
aptic cleft to a neighbouring nerve cell, which 
is thus stimulated. Adrenergic drugs may in- 
hibit the metabolism of these neurotransmit- 
ters or may mimic their effects. 

Adrenergics affect cardiac muscles and the 
muscles involved in blood-vessel elasticity 
and may exacerbate heart disease or urinary 
tract obstruction They are used to treat sys- 
temic trauma including bronchial asthma, 
shock, and cardiac arrest; to effect nasal de- 
congestion and appetite suppression; and to re- 
lieve allergic disorders. They increase both 
glandular secretions and the heart rate, and 
prolong the action of local anaesthetics. 
Adrenergic blocking drugs (e.g. benzamine or 
propanolol) inhibit certain responses of sym- 
pathetic nerves to adrenaline or noradrenaline 
any of various drugs that interfere with the 
functioning of the sympathetic nervous system 
by affecting the release or action of norepi- 
nephrine and epinephrine. The former are 
hormones, secreted by the adrenal gland, that 
constrict blood vessels (thus increasing blood 
pressure) and accelerate the rate and force of 
contractions of the heart. 

Adrenergic drugs that stimulate the release or 
activity of norepinephrine or that mimic its ef- 
fects are termed sympathomimetic agents. 
Among the sympathomimetic drugs are the 
amfetamine and ephedrine. Because these 
drugs raise the blood pressure and increase the 
heart rate, they are useful in treating systemic 
trauma, including bronchial asthma, shock, 
and cardiac arrest. They are also used to effect 
nasal decongestion and appetite suppression 
and to relieve allergic disorders. 

Drugs that block or inhibit the release or activ- 
ity of norepinephrine are known as adrenergic 
blocking agents. These drugs dilate blood ves- 
sels (thus lowering blood pressure) and slow 
the heart rate. They are very useful in treating 
hypertension, angina, and heart dysrhythmias. 
Among the adrenergic blocking agents are 
phenoxybenzamine, propranolol, and prazosin.

Adulteration of foods and beverages has been 
performed with the same aim - increasing 
profits for the manufacturer or merchant - 
since early times, when laws in ancient Greece 
and Rome addressed the colouring and fla- 
vouring of wine. England has had laws against 
adulteration of beer, bread, and other com- 
modities since the 13th century, culminating 
in the Adulteration of Food or Drink Act of 
1872 with its stiff penalties - six months at 
hard labour for a second offence. The law was 
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modernised with the 1955 Food and Drug Act. 
In the US numerous state and federal bills 
were introduced in the 1890s, finally resulting 
in the Pure Food and Drugs Act of 1906. This 
act was ineffective because of its light penal- 
ties, and in 1938 it was superseded by the 
Federal Food, Drug and Cosmetic Act, which 
outlaws foods and drugs dangerous to health, 
sold in interstate commerce. The 1938 law has 
been amended to cover food colourings and 
additives and supplemented by similar state 
legislation aimed at foods and drugs that do 
not come within the scope of interstate com- 
merce. Adulteration not only functions to de- 
fraud consumers but it can also pose a health 
threat. 

In the case of illegal drugs, adulteration is 
generally in the form of inert or harmless 
compounds added to the illicit substance. 
These serve to reduce the purity and to in- 
crease profits. The relative purity of drugs 
such as heroin or amfetamine which are sold 
on the illicit market varies considerably be- 
tween and within countries. Sometimes deadly 
poisons, such as sodium cyanide, have been 
sold as or mixed with the drugs. On other oc- 
casions, when drugs such as heroin have been 
sold to misusers in a more pure form than 
normally available, this has also led to over- 
doses and other serious health problems.

Aerosols Aerosols were formerly defined as 
colloidal systems consisting of very finely 
subdivided liquid or solid particles dispersed 
in a gas. Today, the term aerosol, in general 
usage, has become synonymous with a pres- 
surized package. For pharmaceutical purposes 
aerosols may be divided into two types. Space 
sprays disperse the medicament as a finely di- 
vided spray with particles not exceeding 50 
microns (0.05 millimetre, or 0.002 inch) in di- 
ameter. Surface-coating aerosols produce a 
coarse or wet spray and are used to coat sur- 
faces with a residual film. Propellants used in 
aerosols are of two main types: liquefied gases 
and compressed gases. The former consist of 
easily liquefiable gases such as halogenated 
hydrocarbons. The drug is dissolved in the 
liquefied gas or in a mixture of the gas and a 
suitable solvent. When these are sealed into 
the container, the system separates into a liq- 
uid and a vapour phase and soon reaches an 
equilibrium. The vapour pressure pushes the 
liquid phase up the standpipe and against the 
valve. When the valve is opened by pressing 
down, the liquid phase is expelled into air at 
atmospheric pressure and immediately vapor- 
izes, leaving an aerosol of the drug. The pres- 
sure inside the container is maintained at a 
constant value as more liquid changes into va- 
pour. When compressed gases are used as the 
propellant, the pressure falls steadily as the 
contents of the aerosol are used, and for this 
reason liquefied gases are used whenever pos- 
sible. Pharmaceutical aerosols include solu- 
tions, suspensions, emulsions, powders, and 
semisolid preparations. The products include 
inhalation aerosols, spray-on bandages, 
creams, and ointments. The application of 
these latter to wounds and burns is obviously 
advantageous, as rubbing is eliminated, and 
the fine film produced promotes rapid absorp- 
tion. Inhalation aerosols often include a meter- 
ing valve, so that measured quantities of drug 
may be administered; these are rapidly replac- 
ing old hand sprays. 

Sprays, solutions of drugs in aqueous or oily 
solutions, are applied by means of an atomizer 
to the mucous membranes of the nose or 
throat. Oily solutions are no longer considered 
desirable, and the ideal spray is an aqueous so- 
lution isotonic (equal in osmotic pressure) 
with nasal secretions and of the same pH.

Mental 
disorder characterized by dramatic changes in, 
or extremes of, mood. Affective disorders may 
include manic (elevated, expansive, or irrita- 
ble mood with hyperactivity, pressured 
speech, and inflated self-esteem) or depressive 
(dejected mood with disinterest in life, sleep 
disturbance, agitation and feelings of worth- 
lessness or guilt) episodes and often combina- 
tions of the two. Persons with an affective dis- 
order may or may not have psychotic symp- 
toms such as delusions, hallucinations, or 
other loss of contact with reality. In manic- 
depressive disorders, periods of mania and de- 
pression may alternate with abrupt onsets and 
recoveries. Depression is the more common 
symptom, and many patients never develop a 
genuine manic phase, although they may ex- 
perience a brief period of over-optimism and 
mild euphoria while recovering from a de- 
pression. The most extreme manifestation of 
mania is violence against others, while that of 
depression is suicide. Statistical studies have 
suggested hereditary predisposition to the dis- 
order, which commonly appears for the first 
time in young adults. Manic-depressive disor- 
ders were described in antiquity by the 2nd- 
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century Aretaeus of Cappadocia and in mod- 
ern times by the German psychiatrist Emil 
Kraeplin. The current term is derived from fo- 
lie maniaco-melancholique, which was intro- 
duced in the 17th century. See also: Psychotic 
disorder, residual and late onset, alcohol- or 
drug-induced. 

Affective education Education which fo- 
cuses on emotional content and reactions in 
contrast to cognitive content. In drug educa- 
tion, for instance, it covers how to achieve 
feelings of excitement without drugs and on 
psychodrama-like role-play to identify ways 
of dealing with situations such as being of- 
fered drugs or when a friend wants to drive 
whilst drunk etc. In general drug education 
with affective elements appear to have better 
results than education where the goals are to 
promote drug-negative attitudes.

AIDS Acquired Immune Deficiency Syn- 
drome (AIDS) a disabling and fatal disease 
caused by the human immunodeficiency virus 
(HIV). It is thought that everyone infected 
with HIV will eventually develop AIDS, be- 
cause the body's immune system is steadily 
weakened by HIV. Unable to fight off infec- 
tions, most people die within three years of the 
first signs of AIDS appearing. 

Injecting drug users represent a significant 
sub-group of people with AIDS or who have 
been infected by the HIV virus. AIDS is usu- 
ally characterised by various combinations of 
symptoms and diseases, such as diarrhoea, fe- 
ver, wasting, fungal infections, tuberculosis, 
pneumonia, lymphoma (tumours known as B- 
cell lymphomas), failure to thrive and Kaposi's 
sarcoma, which shows up as purple lesions on 
the skin. There is also a relatively high inci- 
dence of neurological complications due to 
damage to cells of the brain. Several strains of 
HIV have been isolated, and it appears to be 
continually changing in genetic makeup. This 
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makes development of a vaccine that is able to 
raise protective antibodies to all virus strains a 
very difficult task. Nevertheless, progress has 
been made in a very short time in identifying 
the molecular makeup of HIV, its modes of 
transmission, and the mechanisms by which it 
produces disease. Much research centres on 
solving the problems of treating people who 
already have AIDS and those who have been 
infected with the virus but have not yet devel- 
oped the syndrome. 

AIDS raises many legal, ethical, and civil 
rights issues. Among these are mandatory test- 
ing of all citizens or of particular populations 
(for example, marriage license applicants); 
discrimination in housing, employment, and 
medical treatment; and confidentiality versus 
notification of sex partners. The first case of 
AIDS was identified in New York in 1979. 
The cause of the disease, a retrovirus now 
called Human Immunodeficiency Virus (HIV; 
see HTLV), was identified in 1983-84 by sci- 
entists working at the National Cancer Insti- 
tute in the United States and the Pasteur Insti- 
tute in France. These workers also developed 
tests for HIV, enabling researchers to follow 
the transmission of the virus and to study the 
origin and mechanism of the disease.

Al-Anon was 
started in New York City in 1952 by Lois W., 
wife of one of the founders of Alcoholics 
Anonymous (AA), and Anne B. Alateen 
groups were first organised in California in 
1957. Although independent of AA, both pro- 
grams use the AA 12 steps to recovery and 
conduct their meetings in a similar fashion. 
Support comes entirely through voluntary con- 
tributions from members. By 1990 there were 
about 32,000 Al-Anon and Alateen groups in 
more than 112 countries. Al-Anon Family 
Groups Headquarters, Inc., maintains its 
World Service Office in New York City.

Alchemy Ancient art practised especially in 
the Middle Ages, devoted chiefly to discover- 
ing a substance that would transmute the more 
common metals into gold or silver and to find- 
ing a means of indefinitely prolonging human 
life. Although its purposes and techniques 
were dubious and often illusory, alchemy was 
in many ways the predecessor of modern sci- 
ence, especially the science of chemistry. The 
birthplace of alchemy was ancient Egypt, 
where, in Alexandria, it began to flourish in 
the Hellenistic period; simultaneously, a 
school of alchemy was developing in China. 
The writings of some of the early Greek phi- 
losophers might be considered to contain the 
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first chemical theories; and the theory ad- 
vanced in the 5th century BC by Empedocles 
that all things are composed of air, earth, fire, 
and water, was influential in alchemy. The 
Roman emperor Caligula is said to have insti- 
tuted experiments for producing gold from or- 
piment, a sulphide of arsenic, and the emperor 
Diocletian is said to have ordered all Egyptian 
works concerning the chemistry of gold and 
silver to be burned in order to stop such ex- 
periments. Zosimus the Theban (about AD 
250-300) discovered that sulphuric acid is a 
solvent of metals, and he liberated oxygen 
from the red oxide of mercury. The funda- 
mental concept of alchemy stemmed from the 
Aristotelian doctrine that all things tend to 
reach perfection. Because other metals were 
thought to be less OperfectO than gold, it was 
reasonable to assume that nature formed gold 
out of other metals deep within the earth and 
that with sufficient skill and diligence an arti- 
san could duplicate this process in the work- 
shop. Efforts toward this goal were empirical 
and practical at first, but by the 4th century 
AD, astrology, magic, and ritual had begun to 
gain prominence. A school of pharmacy 
flourished in Arabia during the Caliphates of 
the Abbasids from 750 to 1258. The earliest 
known work of this school is the Summa Per- 
fectionis (Summit of Perfection), attributed to 
the Arabian scientist and philosopher Geber. 
This work is consequently the oldest chemis- 
try book proper in the world and is a collec- 
tion of all that was then known and believed. 
The Arabian alchemists worked with gold and 
mercury, arsenic and sulphur, and salts and ac- 
ids, and they became familiar with a wide 
range of what are now called chemical re- 
agents. They believed that metals were com- 
pound bodies, made up of mercury and sul- 
phur in different proportions. Their scientific 
creed was the potentiality of transmutation, 
and their methods were mostly blind gropings. 
Yet, in this way, they found many new sub- 
stances and invented many useful processes. 
From the Arabs, alchemy generally found its 
way through Spain into Europe. The earliest 
authentic works extant on European alchemy 
are those of the English monk Roger Bacon 
and the German philosopher Albertus Magnus. 
Both believed in the possibility of transmuting 
inferior metals into gold. This idea excited the 
imagination, and later the avarice, of many 
persons during the Middle Ages. They sought 
to fabricate or discover a substance, the so- 
called philosopher's stone, so much more per- 
fect than gold that it could be used to bring the 
baser metals up to the perfection of gold. 
Roger Bacon believed that gold dissolved in 
aqua regia was the elixir of life. Albertus 


Magnus had a great mastery of the practical 
chemistry of his time. The Italian scholastic 
philosopher St. Thomas Aquinas, the Catalan 
churchman Raymond Lully, and the Benedic- 
tine monk Basil Valentine (flourished 15th 
century) also did much to further the progress 
of chemistry, although along alchemical lines, 
in discovering the uses of antimony, the manu- 
facture of amalgams, and the isolation of spir- 
its of wine, or ethyl alcohol. Important com- 
pilations of recipes and techniques in this pe- 
riod include The Pirotechnia (1540; trans. 
1943), by the Italian metallurgist Vannoccio 
Biringuccio; Concerning Metals (1556; trans. 
1912), by the German mineralogist Georgius 
Agricola; and Alchemia (1597), by Andreas 
Libavius, a German naturalist and chemist. 
Most famous of all was the 16th-century 
Swiss alchemist Philippus Paracelsus. Paracel- 
sus held that the elements of compound bodies 
were salt, sulphur, and mercury, representing, 
respectively, earth, air, and water; fire he re- 
garded as imponderable, or nonmaterial. He 
believed, however, in the existence of one un- 
discovered element common to all, of which 
the four elements of the ancients were merely 
derivative forms. This prime element of crea- 
tion Paracelsus termed alkahest, and he main- 
tained that if it were found, it would prove to 
be the philosopher's stone, the universal medi- 
cine, and the irresistible solvent. After 
Paracelsus, the alchemists of Europe became 
divided into two groups. One group was com- 
posed of those who earnestly devoted them- 
selves to the scientific discovery of new com- 
pounds and reactions; these scientists were the 
legitimate ancestors of modern chemistry as 
ushered in by the work of the French chemist 
Antoine Lavoisier. The other group took up 
the visionary, metaphysical side of the older 
alchemy and developed it into a practice based 
on imposture, necromancy, and fraud, from 
which the prevailing notion of alchemy is de- 
rived.

Word history 

ALCOHOL - Introduction Alcohol is in this 
encyclopaedia mainly defined as any intoxi- 
cating beverage containing ethanol, definition 
1 and 2. The word alcohol has however a long 
history and many different definitions in dif- 
ferents contexts which are here briefly desci- 
bed: 

1. A colourless, volatile, flammable liquid, 
C,H;OH, synthesized or obtained by fermen- 
tation of sugars and starches and widely 
used, either pure or denatured, as a solvent 
and in drugs, cleaning solutions, explosives, 
and intoxicating beverages. Also called 
ethanol, ethyl alcohol, grain alcohol. 

2. Intoxicating liquor containing alcohol. 

3. Any of a series of hydroxyl compounds, the 
simplest of which are derived from saturated 
hydrocarbons, have the general formula 
CnH2n+10H, and include ethanol and metha- 
nol. 

4.The oldest definition: The fine metallic 
powder used in the East to stain the eyelids, 
etc. Powdered ore of antimony trisulphide or 
powdered galena or lead ore. 

5. Hence by extension: Any fine impalpable 
powder produced by trituration, or especially 
by sublimation. (e g alcohol of sulphur). 

In chemical terminology, alcohols are a large 
group of organic compounds derived from hy- 
drocarbons and containing one or more hy- 
droxyl (NOH) groups. Ethanol (C2H;OH, 
ethyl alcohol) is one of this class of com- 
pounds, and is the main psychoactive ingredi- 
ent in alcoholic beverages. By extension the 
term "alcohol" is also used to refer to alco- 
holic beverages. 

Ethanol results from the fermentation of sugar 
by yeast. Under usual conditions, beverages 
produced by fermentation have an alcohol 
concentration of no more than 14%. In the 
production of spirits by distillation, ethanol is 
boiled out of the fermented mixture and re- 
collected as an almost pure condensate. Apart 
from its use for human consumption, ethanol 
is used as a fuel as a solvent, and in chemical 
manufacturing (see alcohol, non-beverage). 
Absolute alcohol (anhydrous ethanol) refers to 
ethanol containing not more than 1% by mass 
of water. In statistics on alcohol production or 
consumption, absolute alcohol refers to the al- 
cohol content (as 100% ethanol of alcoholic 
beverages). 

Methanol (CH30H), also known as methyl al- 
cohol and wood alcohol, is chemically the 
simplest of the alcohols. It is used as an indus- 
trial solvent and also as an adulterant to dena- 
ture ethanol and make it unfit to drink (methy- 
lated spirits). Methanol is highly toxic; de- 


pending on the amount consumed, it may pro- 
duce blurring of vision, blindness, coma, and 
death. 

Other non-beverage alcohols that are occa- 
sionally consumed, with potentially harmful 
effects, are isopropanol (isopropyl alcohol, of- 
ten in rubbing alcohol) and ethylene glycol 
(used as antifreeze for automobiles). 

Alcohol is a sedative/hypnotic with effects 
similar to those of barbiturates. Apart from 
social effects of use, alcohol intoxication may 
result in poisoning or even death: whilst long- 
term heavy use may result in dependence or in 
a wide variety of physical and organic mental 
disorders. Alcohol-related mental and behav- 
ioural disorders (F10) are classified as psy- 
choactive substance use disorders in [CD-10 
(F10-F19). 

ALCOHOL - History Alcohol was present 
on the earth long before humans. It first de- 
veloped some 1.5 billion years ago when bac- 
teria consumed plant cells and through this 
process developed alcohol. It is the oldest 
known drug and has been used at least since 
the earliest societies for which records exist. 
Of the numerous types of alcohol, ethyl alco- 
hol is the type consumed in drinking. In its 
pure form it is a clear substance with little 
odor. 

Ethanol is developed naturally as a by-product 
when yeasts that are free-floating in the air 
consume the sugars present in fruits, vegeta- 
ble and grains. This can occur without human 
intervention. Insects, birds, and animals is of- 
ten become drunk from eating fermented fruits 
or berries. It is not known when man first 
learned the effects of alcohol and how to make 
wine, beer and other fermented alcoholic bev- 
erages. Alcohol was probably discovered by 
many early cultures simultaneously and inde- 
pendent. Most cultures, with a few exceptions 
has known how to make alcohol. 

Wine and beer making is as old as agriculture 
itself. There is firm evidence from chemical 
analyses of the residues found in pots in 
Mesopotamia (nowadays Iran) that wine was 
produced around 3. 500 BC. Alcoholic drinks 
in historical times were slightly different from 
todays. Fermented milk, horse- and goat milk, 
honey beverages such as mead (which may be 
as ancient as wine and beer) were common. 
Wine and beer were often sweet dark and with 
a lot of sediments and were considered as an 
important food. Home-brewed beer tended to 
be highly nutritious and was only drinkable 
for a few days before becoming vinegary 
while wine was possible to save as a nutrisious 
source for long time if it was sealed. in Egypt 
2700-1200 BC beer was an important part of 
the diet. Early papyri praises the good of beer, 
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contain commercial messages for alcoholic 
beverages, warnings to young people about 
drinking to much etc. 

The earliest known written law about alcohol 
is found from Hammurabis reign in Babylon 
(2.000 B.C. This regulated the sale of beer and 
wine, established standards of measure, con- 
sumer protections and the responsibilities of 
alcohol salesmen. 

In China archeological findings suggests that 
wine and grain-based beer were used in reli- 
gious ceremonies. The only parts of the world 
that seems not to have used alcohol exten- 
sively seems to be North America and Oce- 
ania that did not get the alcoholic beverages 
until they got in contact with the European 
colonizers. 

Greece and Rome (800 BC - AD 400) were 
relatively sober societies wine was not drunk 
until after meals and often diluted with water. 
They often contrasted their temperate habits to 
those of neighboring populations such as the 
barbarians. Alcohol however played an impor- 
tant role for medical and religious purposes. 
Heavy drinking was part of religious orgies 
(Dionysian and Bacchiac). 

Alexander the Great, who conquered most of 
Europe 325 BC was infamous for his chronic 
alcoholism. 

Alcohol played an important role among Jews 
and Christians. Jesus choose wine to symbol- 
ize His blood in the Holy Communion. 

During the 1500s the distilling technique was 
spread over Europe from Russia and cheap 
vodka and gin was mass produced. Under the 
urbanization and industrialization the alcohol 
problems had enormous proportions. The tem- 
perance movement got public and political 
support, which resulted in regulations and 
taxation in order to control the alcohol misuse. 
It culminated in total prohibition of alcohol in 
many countries in the fist part of the 1900s. It 
had initially positive impact on public health 
but after a while people where suffering from 
bad quality illegal alcohol and it boosted or- 
ganized crime as a substantial part of the 
population did not support the prohibition. to- 
day most countries has an active alcohol pol- 
icy aiming at minimizing the alcohol misuse 
by limiting the consumption through regula- 
tions, taxes, treatment and prevention. The 
WHO has adopted a program to decrease the 
alcohol consumption. 

ALCOHOL - Beverages People drink alco- 
hol in three main kinds of beverages: 

Beers, which are made from grain through 
brewing and fermentation and contain from 
3% to 8% alcohol. 

Wines, which are fermented from fruits such 
as grapes and contain from 8% to 12% alcohol 


naturally, and up to 21% when fortified by 
adding alcohol. 

Distilled beverages (spirits) such as Whiskey, 
Gin, and Vodka, which on the average contain 
from 40% to 50% alcohol. Drinkers may be- 
come addicted to any of these beverages. 
Almost all alcoholic beverages are prepared 
by fermentation, followed in the case of spirits 
by distillation. Beer and ale are produced from 
fermented grain (malted barley, rice, millet, 
etc.) often with hops added. Wines are pro- 
duced from fermented fruits or berries, par- 
ticularly grapes. Other traditional fermentation 
products are mead (from honey), cider (from 
apples or other fruits), sake (from rice), pulque 
(from the maguey cactus), and chicha (from 
maize). 

Spirits vary in the underlying grain or fruit 
raw material on which they are based. for in- 
stance, vodka is based on grain or potatoes, 
whisky on rye or corn, rum on sugar cane, and 
brandy on grapes or other fruit. Sherry, port, 
and other fortihed wines are wines to which 
spirits have been added, usually to give an 
ethanol content of about 20%. 

Alcohol can also be synthesised chemically, 
e.g. from petroleum, but this has rarely been 
used for alcoholic beverages. Several thousand 
congenersNconstituents of alcoholic bever- 
ages other than ethanol and waterNhave so far 
been identified, but ethanol is the main psy- 
choactive ingredient in all common alcoholic 
beverages. Alcoholic beverages have been 
used since ancient times in most traditional 
societies, except in Australasia, North Amer- 
ica (north, roughly, of the Mexican border), 
and Oceania. Many traditional fermented 
drinks had a relatively low alcohol content and 
could not be stored for more than a few days. 
Most governments seek to license or otherwise 
control (and tax) the production and sale of al- 
cohol, although home production of various 
types of alcoholic beverage may be permitted. 
Alcoholic beverages produced illicitly, nota- 
bly spirits, often have a distinct identity (e.g. 
‘moonshine" or "white lightning" in the USA, 
"poteen" in Ireland, "samogon" in countries of 
the former Soviet Union) and may be con- 
taminated with poisons (e.g, lead) from the 
production process. 

ALCOHOL - Chemistry Alcohols are a class 
of organic compounds containing the hydroxyl 
group, OH, attached to a carbon atom. Alco- 
hols have one, two, or three hydroxyl groups 
attached to their molecules and are thus classi- 
fied as monohydric, dihydric, or trihydric, re- 
spectively. Methanol and ethanol are mono- 
hydric alcohols. Alcohols are further classified 
as primary, secondary, or tertiary, according to 
whether one, two, or three other carbon atoms 
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are bound to the carbon atom to which the hy- 
droxyl group is bound. Alcohols, although 
analogous to inorganic bases, are neither acid 
nor alkaline. They are characterized by many 
common reactions, the most important of 
which is the reaction with acids to form sub- 
stances called esters, which are analogous to 
inorganic salts. Alcohols are normal by- 
products of digestion and chemical processes 
within cells and are found in the tissues and 
fluids of animals and plants. 

Wood Alcohol 

Methyl alcohol, or methanol, CH3 OH, is the 
simplest of all the alcohols. It was formerly 
made by the destructive distillation of wood; 
however, almost all of the methanol produced 
today is synthetic, made from hydrogen and 
carbon monoxide. Methanol is used as a dena- 
turant for grain alcohol (see below), as an anti- 
freeze, as a solvent for gums and lacquers, and 
in the synthesis of many organic compounds, 
particularly formaldehyde. When taken inter- 
nally, by either drinking the liquid or inhaling 
the vapours, methanol is extremely poisonous. 
Methanol melts at -97.8 C (-144.0 F), boils at 
64.7 C (148.5 F), and has a specific gravity of 
0.7915 at 20 C (68 F). 

Grain Alcohol 

Ethyl alcohol, or ethanol, C2HSOH, is a clear, 
colourless liquid, with a burning taste and 
characteristic, agreeable odor. Ethanol is the 
alcohol in such beverages as beer, wine, and 
brandy. Because of its low freezing point, it 
has been used as the fluid in thermometers for 
temperatures below -40; C (-40; F), the freez- 
ing point of mercury, and for other special 
low-temperature purpose, such as for anti- 
freeze in automobile radiators. 

Ethanol is normally concentrated by distilla- 
tion of dilute solutions. Commercial ethanol 
contains 95 percent by volume of ethanol and 
5 percent of water. Dehydrating agents re- 
move the remaining water and produce abso- 
lute ethanol. Ethanol melts at -114.1; C (-173. 
4; F), boils at 78.5; C (173. 3; F), and has a 
specific gravity of 0.789 at 20; C (68; F). 
Ethanol has been made since ancient times by 
the fermentation of sugars. All beverage etha- 
nol and more than half of industrial ethanol is 
still made by this process. Starch from pota- 
toes, corn, or other cereals can be the raw ma- 
terial. The yeast enzyme, zymase, changes the 
simple sugars into ethanol and carbon dioxide. 
The fermentation reaction, represented by the 
simple equation 

C,H,,0, + 2C, HSOH + 2CO, 

is actually very complex because impure cul- 
tures of yeast produce varying amounts of 
other substances, including fusel oil, glycer- 
ine, and various organic acids. The fermented 


liquid, containing from 7 to 12 percent etha- 
nol, is concentrated to 95 percent by a series 
of distillations. In the production of beverages 
such as whiskey and brandy, some of the im- 
purities, which supply the flavour, are of great 
value. Much ethanol not intended for drinking 
is now made synthetically, either from acetal- 
dehyde made from acetylene, or from ethylene 
made from petroleum. A small amount is 
made from wood pulp. 

Ethanol can be oxidized to form first acetal- 
dehyde and then acetic acid. It can be dehy- 
drated to form ether. Other products made 
from ethanol include butadiene, used in mak- 
ing synthetic rubber; ethyl chloride, used as a 
local anaesthetic; and many other organic 
chemicals. Ethanol can also be mixed with 
gasoline to form the automobile fuel called 
gasohol. Ethanol is miscible (mixable) in all 
proportions with water and with most organic 
solvents. It is an excellent solvent for many 
substances and is used in making such prod- 
ucts as perfumes, lacquer, celluloid, and ex- 
plosives. Alcoholic solutions of non-volatile 
substances are called tinctures; if the solute is 
volatile, the solution is called a spirit. 

Most industrial ethanol is denatured to prevent 
its use as a beverage. Denaturing involves 
mixing ethanol with small amounts of poison- 
ous or unpleasant substances to make the 
ethanol undrinkable. In the USA, for instance 
the removal of all these substances would in- 
volve a series of treatments more expensive 
than the federal excise tax on alcoholic bever- 
ages. 

Higher Alcohols 

Higher alcohols, those of greater molecular 
weight than ethyl alcohol, have many specific 
and general uses. Isopropyl alcohol is used ex- 
tensively as a rubbing alcohol, butyl alcohol is 
a base for perfumes and fixatives, and others 
are important flavouring agents and perfumes. 
Polyhydric alcohols, those containing more 
than one éOH group, are also importantNas, 
for example, the trihydric alcohol known as 
glycerol. 

ALCOHOL - Pharmacology The effects of 
alcohol on the human body depend on the 
amount of alcohol in the blood (blood-alcohol 
concentration BAC). This varies with the rate 
of consumption and with the rate at which the 
drinker's physical system absorbs and metabo- 
lizes alcohol. The higher the alcohol content 
of the beverage consumed, the more alcohol 
will enter the bloodstream. The amount and 
type of food in the stomach also affects the 
absorption rate. Drinking when the stomach is 
filled is less intoxicating than when it is empty 
because the foods in the stomach, which con- 
tain fat and protein, delay alcohol absorption. 
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Body weight is also a factor; the heavier the 
person, the slower the absorption of alcohol. 
After alcohol passes through the stomach, it is 
rapidly absorbed through the walls of the in- 
testines into the bloodstream and carried to the 
various organ systems of the body, where it is 
metabolized. Although small amounts of al- 
cohol are processed by the kidneys and se- 
creted in the urine, and other small amounts 
are processed through the lungs and exhaled in 
the breath, most of the alcohol is metabolized 
by the liver. As the alcohol is metabolized, it 
gives off heat. The body metabolizes alcohol 
at about the rate of three-fourths of an ounce 
to one ounce of whiskey an hour. Technically 
it is possible to drink at the same rate as the 
alcohol is being oxidized out of the body. 
Most people, however, drink faster than this, 
and so the concentration of alcohol in the 
bloodstream keeps rising. 

Alcohol begins to impair the brain's ability to 
function when the blood-alcohol concentration 
(BAC) reaches 0.05%, that is, 0.05 grams of 
alcohol per 100 cubic centimeters of blood. 
With a concentration of 0.20% (a level ob- 
tained from drinking about 10 ounces of whis- 
key), a person has difficulty controlling the 
emotions and may cry or laugh extensively. 
The person will experience a great deal of dif- 
ficulty in attempting to walk and will want to 
lie down. When the blood-alcohol content 
reaches about 0.30%, which can be attained 
when a person rapidly drinks about a pint of 
whiskey, the drinker will have trouble com- 
prehending and may become unconscious. At 
levels from 0.35% to 0.50%, the brain centers 
that control breathing and heart action are af- 
fected; concentrations above 0.50% may cause 
death, although a person generally becomes 
unconscious before absorbing a lethal dosage.

ALCOHOL - Physical effects Alcohol has 
direct toxic as well as sedative effects on the 
body, and failure to take care of nutritional 
and other physical needs during prolonged pe- 
riods of excessive drinking may further com- 
plicate matters. Treatment of those who have 
engaged in such drinking patterns often re- 
quire hospitalisation. The effects on major or- 
gan systems are cumulative and include a 
wide range of digestive-system disorders such 
as ulcers, inflammation of the pancreas, and 
cirrhosis of the liver. The central and periph- 
eral nervous systems can be permanently 
damaged. Blackouts, hallucinations, and ex- 
treme tremors may occur. The latter symptoms 
are involved in the most serious alcohol with- 
drawal syndrome, delirium tremens, which 
can prove fatal despite prompt treatment. This 
is in contrast to withdrawal from narcotic 
drugs such as heroin, which, although distress- 
ful, rarely results in death. Recent evidence 
has shown that heavy and even moderate 
drinking during pregnancy can cause serious 
damage to the unborn child: physical or men- 
tal retardation or both; a rare but severe ex- 
pression of this damage is known as fetal al- 
cohol syndrome.

F10.2 Alcohol Dependence Syndrome (In- 
cludes: Chronic alcoholism Alcohol Depend- 
ence) 

A cluster of physiological, behavioural, and 
cognitive phenomena in which the use of al- 
cohol takes on a much higher priority for a 
given individual than other behaviours that 
once had greater value. A central descriptive 
characteristic of the dependence syndrome is 
the desire (often strong, sometimes overpow- 
ering) to take alcohol. There may be evidence 
that return to alcohol use after a period of ab- 
stinence leads to a more rapid reappearance of 
other features of the syndrome than occurs 
with nondependent individuals. 

Diagnostic Guidelines 

A definite diagnosis of dependence should 


usually be made only if three or more of the 
following have been experienced or exhibited 
at some time during the previous year: 

(a) a strong desire or sense of compulsion to 
take alcohol; 

(b) difficulties in controlling alcohol-taking 
behaviour in terms of its onset, termination, or 
levels of use; 

(c) a physiological withdrawal state when al- 
cohol use has ceased or been reduced, as evi- 
denced by: the characteristic withdrawal syn- 
drome for alcohol; or use of the alcohol with 
the intention of relieving or avoiding with- 
drawal symptoms; 

(d) evidence of tolerance, such that increased 
doses of alcohol are required in order to 
achieve effects originally produced by lower 
doses (clear examples of this are found in al- 
cohol-dependent individuals who may take 
daily doses sufficient to incapacitate or kill 
nontolerant users); 

(e) progressive neglect of alternative pleasures 
or interests because of alcohol use, increased 
amount of time necessary to obtain or take al- 
cohol or to recover from its effects; 

(f) persisting with alcohol use despite clear 
evidence of overtly harmful consequences, 
such as harm to the liver through excessive 
drinking; efforts should be made to determine 
that the user was actually, or could be ex- 
pected to be, aware of the nature and extent of 
the harm. 

Narrowing of the personal repertoire of pat- 
terns of alcohol use has also been described as 
a characteristic feature (e.g. a tendency to 
drink alcoholic drinks in the same way on 
weekdays and weekends, regardless of social 
constraints that determine appropriate drinking 
behaviour). 

It is an essential characteristic of the depend- 
ence syndrome that either alcohol taking or a 
desire to take alcohol should be present; the 
subjective awareness of compulsion to use al- 
cohol is most commonly seen during attempts 
to stop or control alcohol use. 

In the USA a slightly different diagnosis tradi- 
tion exists mainly organised after DSM IV. 
Diagnostic Criteria 

A.Alcohol abuse: A destructive pattern of al- 
cohol use, leading to significant social, occu- 
pational, or medical impairment. 

B.Must have three (or more) of the following, 
occurring when the alcohol use was at its 
worst: 

1. Alcohol tolerance: Either need for markedly 
increased amounts of alcohol to achieve in- 
toxication, or markedly diminished effect with 
continued use of the same amount of alcohol. 
2. Alcohol withdrawal symptoms: Either (a) 
or (b). 
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(a) Two (or more) of the following, develop- 
ing within several hours to a few days of re- 
duction in heavy or prolonged alcohol use: 
sweating or rapid pulse 

increased hand tremor 

insomnia 

nausea or vomiting 

physical agitation 

anxiety 

transient visual, tactile, or auditory hallucina- 
tions or illusions 

grand mal seizures 

(b) Alcohol is taken to relieve or avoid with- 
drawal symptoms. 3. Alcohol was often taken 
in larger amounts or over a onger period than 
was intended 4.Persistent desire or unsuccess- 
ful efforts to cut down or control alcohol use 
5.Great deal of time spent in using alcohol, or 
recovering from hangovers 6.Important so- 
cial, occupational, or recreational activities 
given up or reduced because of alcohol use. 
7.Continued alcohol use is continued despite

ALCOHOL - Social effects Alcohol de- 
pendence and misuse in an enormous public 
health problem. Many studies have been made 
of attitudes toward drinking in different socie- 
ties. Every culture has its own general ethos 
or sense of decorum about the use and role of 
alcoholic beverages within its social structure. 
In some cultures drinking is either forbidden 
or frowned upon. The Koran contains prohibi- 
tions against drinking, and Muslims are for- 
bidden to sell or serve alcoholic beverages. 
Hindus take a negative view of the use of al- 
cohol; this is reflected in the constitution of 
India, which requires every state to work to- 
ward the prohibition of alcohol except for me- 
dicinal purposes. Abstinence from alcohol has 
also been the goal of temperance movements 
in Europe and the United States. Some Chris- 
tian religious groups strongly urge abstinence, 
including the Christian Scientists, Mormons, 


Seventh-Day Adventists, Pentecostalists, and 
some Baptists and Methodists. 

In some ambivalent cultures, such as the 
United States and Ireland, the values of those 
who believe in abstinence conflict with the 
values of those who regard moderate drinking 
as a way of being hospitable and sociable. 
Temperance movements in Europe and North 
America have long had a goal of total absti- 
nence from alcohol and have had a significant 
impact on alcohol policy in some countries. 
Some psychologists believe that ambivalence 
towards the use of alcohol in a culture makes 
it harder for some people to develop a stable 
attitude towards drinking. 

Different cultures also have distinct patterns of 
drinking which can impact upon both the level 
and nature of alcohol related problems. This 
include "binge" drinking, where relatively 
large quantities of alcohol are consumed at a 
single drinking session, interspersed with pe- 
riods of relative abstinence; alcohol consump- 
tion associated with the taking of food, often 
in a family or social gathering; regular drink- 
ing throughout the day, during which large 
quantities may be consumed but at a pace 
which does not produce serious or obvious in- 
toxication. 

Some cultures have a permissive attitude to- 
ward drinking, including those of Spain, Por- 
tugal, Italy, Japan, and Israel. The proportion 
of Jews and Italians who use alcohol is high, 
but the rates of drunkenness among them are 
lower than in Irish and Scandinavian groups. 
In France the heavy consumption of alcohol 
has been related to the fact that many people 
are engaged in viticulture and in the produc- 
tion and distribution of alcoholic beverages. 
Various surveys indicate that subgroups 
within a society or culture do not all have the 
same attitudes toward alcoholic beverages or 
the same drinking patterns. Drinking behavior 
differs significantly among groups of different 
age, sex, social class, racial status, ethnic 
background, occupational status, religious af- 
filiation, and regional location. 

This wide range of attitudes towards and pat- 
terns of alcohol consumption has led to a 
plethora of laws and regulations which seek to 
control and/or restrict the buying and con- 
sumption of alcoholic beverages in individual 
countries. The social problems associated with 
the consumption range from the direct physio- 
logical impact upon families and the wider so- 
ciety. In the United States, one family in three 
is estimated to be affected in some way by a 
drinking problem. The US Institute of Medi- 
cine of the National Academy of Sciences es- 
timates that alcohol dependence and misuse in 
the United States costs society from $40 to 
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$60 billion annually, due to lost production, 
health and medical care, motor vehicle acci- 
dents, violent crime, and social programmes 
that respond to alcohol problems. One-half of 
all traffic fatalities and one-third of all traffic 
injuries are related to the abuse of alcohol. 
Also, one-third of all suicides and one-third of 
all mental health disorders are estimated to be 
associated with serious alcohol abuse. Acci- 
dents and suicides associated with alcohol 
problems are especially prominent among 
teenagers. It has been estimated that there are 
over 3 million problem drinkers between the 
ages of 14 and 17 in the United States. Chil- 
dren of alcohol dependents may be affected by 
a father's or mother's alcoholism in several 
ways. Having a problem-drinking parent in- 
creases the risk of becoming a problem 
drinker oneself. This may happen because of 
identification with or imitation of the alcoholic 
parent, but also because the social and family 
conditions associated with alcoholism are 
among those believed to contribute to the de- 
velopment of alcohol problems. These include 
family conflict, divorce, job insecurity, and 
social stigma. 

Other problems reported in children of alco- 
holic parents in the United States and in 
Europe include speech disorders, hyperactiv- 
ity, psychosomatic complaints, school prob- 
lems, antisocial behavior, and drug use. The 
type of problem varies with the age and sex of 
the child. 

While having an alcoholic parent may increase 
the child's risk of developing emotional or 
drinking problems later in life, it by no means 
makes becoming an alcohol dependent inevi- 
table for the child. In fact, some surveys of 
large communities suggest that two-thirds of 
adults whose parents were very heavy drinkers 
drink lightly themselves and have thus turned 
away from their parents’ drinking style. 
ALCOHOL - Word history Medieval 
Latin, fine metallic powder, especially of an- 
timony, from Arabic al-kohl : al, the + kohl, 
powder of antimony.The al- in alcohol being 
the Arabic definite article corresponding to 
"the" in English. The origin of -cohol is its 
Arabic ancestor kuhl, a fine powder most of- 
ten made from antimony and used by women 
to darken their eyelids; in fact, kuhl has 
given us the word kohl for such a prepara- 
tion. Arabic chemists came to use al-kuhl to 
mean any fine powder produced in a number 
of ways, including the process of heating a 
substance to a gaseous state and then recool- 
ing it. The English word alcohol, derived 
through Medieval Latin from Arabic, is first 
recorded in 1543 in this sense. Arabic chem- 
ists also used al-kuhl to refer to other sub- 


stances such as essences that were obtained 
by distillation, a sense first found for English 
alcohol in 1672. One of these distilled es- 
sences, known as alcohol of wine, is the con- 
stituent of fermented liquors which causes 
intoxication. This essence took over the term 
alcohol for itself, whence it has come to re- 
fer to the liquor that contains this essence as 
well as to a class of chemical compounds 
such as methanol. 

Alcohol Athlete Colloquial term for rum- 
runner. 

Alcohol Charter for Europe A charter 
adopted by 46 European member states of the 
World Health Organisation at the WHO 
"Health, Society and Alcohol" conference held 
in Paris, 1995. The text is available in the 
Document section of the Encyclopaedia on 
Substance Abuse. 

Alcohol Control 1. Most commonly, regu- 
lations restricting or otherwise controlling the 
production and sale of alcoholic beverages, of- 
ten administered by specific government agen- 
cies (alcoholic beverage control, ABC). 

2. In some scholarly discussions, the totality 
of government intervention in the alcoholic 
beverage market, without regard to purpose. 

3. In general public health usage concerning 
risk factors, may refer to prevention and 
treatment policies concerning alcohol in gen- 
eral (although alcohol policy is less ambigu- 
ous in this context).

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Alcohol challenge A test of the effective- 
ness of therapeutic dosaafe with a alcohol- 
reaction-causing substance such as disulfiram. 
By administrating a small amount of alcohol 
beverage to the patient a mild reaction demon- 
strates the dangers of attempting to drink 
while taking the prescribes substance. 
Alcohol concentration Amount of alcohol 
in a solution. Expressed in terms of percentage 
volume alcohol in volume solutions. 

Alcohol consumption The quantity of al- 
cohol consumed in a specific area or by a spe- 
cific population during a specified period of 
time. 

Alcohol content Percentage of alcohole in a 
solution such as a beverage. 

Alcohol counsellor See: Alcoholism coun- 
cellor. 

Alcohol dehydrogenaze Enzyme in the 
body which breaks down alcohol. The enzyme 
of the oxidoreductase class catalyzes the re- 
versible oxidation of primary or secondary al- 
cohols. See: Dehydrogenases. 

Alcohol dementia Relativly rare and mild 
mental disturbance caused by alcohol which 
seldom occurs among persons under 40. This 
can be due to that the young brain is more res- 
tistent to alcohol or becaus it takes several 
years of excesive drinking for the dementia to 
develop. Repeated injuries of the head due to 
accidents, fights, bad nutrition and lack of vi- 
tamines, as well as other alcohol-damaged 
body parts or genetical factors kan also play a 
role. The dementia is developed gradualy and 
is mainly characterized by decreased ability to 
thionk abstractly and solve problems. The 
memory is affected but not as severly as in 
Korsakoffs syndrome. In patiens with alcohol 
dementia unspecific injuries are seen in data- 
tomography or magnetic camera. In a longer 
period of alcohol-abstinence these injuries can 
partly can be restored. 

Alcohol dependence See Dependence syn- 
drome. 

Alcohol deterrent An _alcohol-reaction- 
causing substance, such as disulfiram. 
Alcohol flush See: Alcohol flush reaction. 
Alcohol flush reaction Flushing of the 
face, neck, and shoulders after the ingestion of 
alcohol, often accompanied by nausea, dizzi- 
ness, and palpitations. The alcohol flush reac- 
tion is seen in approximately 50% of some 
Asian groups and is caused by an inherited de- 
ficiency of the enzyme aldehyde dehydro- 
genase which catalyses the breakdown of ac- 
etaldehyde, The reaction also occurs when al- 
cohol is taken by people receiving treatment 
with alcohol-sensitising drugs such as disul- 
firam (Antabuse), which inhibit aldehyde de- 
hydrogenase. 


Alcohol free beer Colloquial term for beer 
with 0.0% alcohol content, psychologically 
drinking it is dangerous for recovering per- 
sons. 

Alcohol hallucinosis See: Hallucinosis, 
Psychotic disorder, alcohol- or druginduced. 
Alcohol heart muscle disease See: Alco- 
holic cardiomyopathy. 

Alcohol ingestion Alcohol drinking. A 
term sometimes preferred over drinking to dis- 
tinguish gross or alcoholismic alcohol fo- 
sumption fron the normal behaviour of drink- 
ing. 

Alcohol intake Drinking. 
Alcohol metabolism See 
Phamacology. 

Alcohol misuse Inappropiate drinking due 
to the occation, amount or manner. 

Alcohol pathology General term that refers 
to any morbid physical damage and individual 
harm direct or indirect caused by alcohol con- 
sumption and abuse. 

Alcohol poisoning High alcohol intake re- 
sulting in los of consciousness. 

Alcohol policy The aggregate of measures 
designed to control the supply of and/or affect 
the demand for alcoholic beverages in a popu- 
lation (usually national), including education 
and treatment programmes, alcohol control, 
harm reduction strategies, etc. Implying the 
need for a coordination of governmental ef- 
forts from a public health and/or public order 
perspective, the term originated in the Scandi- 
navian countries and has spread widely since 
the 1960s. 
Alcohol 
problems. 
Alcohol reaction causing substance A 
substance which when present in the organism 
together with alcohol briongs about a series of 
distressing or painful symptoms such as flush- 
ing, nausea and voimiting, severe headache, 
violent accelerated heartbeats, dificulty i 
breathing, loweered blood pressure and some- 
times prostrations. These substances include 
disulfiram, cyanamide, animal charcoal, the 
ground-pine Lycopodium selago, coprin from 
the inkycap mushroop Coprinus atramentarius 
and many carbutamides. In especial, disul- 
firam, cyanamide, as citrated calcium cyana- 
mide and in Russia Lycopodium selago have 
been used in the treatment of alcoholism, 
sometimes in conditioning therapy and aver- 
sion therapy but more often administered as ab 
adjunct to psychotherapy, creating av chemi- 
cal fence against the patient’s tendency to start 
drinking on impulse. Sometimes even caled 
alcohol deterrents or, alcohol repellants or al- 
cohol antagonists. 

Alcohol repellents See: Alcohol reaction 
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problems See. Alcohol-related 
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causing drugs and Alcohol-sensitising drug. 
Alcohol strength See. Alcohol content. 
Alcohol Withdrawal syndrome delirium 
See: Delirium. 

Alcohol, non-beverage A general term for 
products containing ethanol but not intended 
for human consumption. Many industrial and 
consumer products contain ethanol, and are 
sometimes consumed as a substitute for alco- 
holic beverages: these include mouthwashes, 
methylated spirits, and nubbing alcohol (see 
alcohol). 

A more inclusive term for products consumed 
in place of alcoholic beverages is “alcohol sur- 
rogates”, which also includes non-ethanol 
products, such as ethylene glycol (antifreeze). 
Alcohol-disulfiram reaction See: Disul- 
firam. 

Alcohol-induced psychotic disorder 
See psychotic disorder, alcohol- or drugin- 
duced. 

Alcohol-related birth defects See Fetal 
alcohol syndrome. 

Alcohol-related brain damage A generic 
term that encompasses chronic impairment of 
memory and of higher mental functions asso- 
ciated with the frontal lobe and limbic system. 
Thus, it incorporates both the alcohol-induced 
amnesic syndrome (F10.6) and the "frontal 
lobe syndrome" (included in F 10.7). 

However, the term is often used when only 
one of these disorders is present. 

Memory loss in the amnesic syndrome is typi- 
cally of recent memory. 

Frontal lobe damage is manifested by defects 
in abstract thought, conceptualization, plan- 
ning, and processing of complex material. 
Other cognitive functions are relatively well 
preserved, and consciousness is not clouded. 
A distinction is made between alcohol-related 
brain damage and alcoholic dementia. In the 
latter condition there is a more global impair- 
ment of cognitive function and usually evi- 
dence of other etiologies such as repeated 
head trauma.

Alcohol-related convulsion See: Convul- 
sion, alcohol- or drug-related. 
Alcohol-related disabilities All prob- 
lems, illnesses and other consequences secon- 
dary to alcohol use, intoxication, or depend- 
ence that diminish an individual's capacity for 
physical, social, or economic activity, 

See also: Alcohol-related problem. 
Alcohol-related problem Any of the 
range of adverse accompaniments of drinking 
alcohol. It is important to note that "related" 
does not necessarily imply causality.Use of 
the term can relate either to an individual 
drinker or to society, and was endorsed by a 


1979 WHO Expert Committee. A 1977 WHO 
report had used alcohol-related disability as an 
equivalent term at the individual level. 
Alcohol problem is often used as an equiva- 
lent term (as distinct from "the alcohol prob- 
lem", an old temperance formulation for alco- 
hol as a political issue, and from the phrase 
"he has an alcohol problem", which implies 
that an individual's drinking pattern is in itself 
a problem). 

See also: Abuse (drug, alcohol, chemical, sub- 
stance, or psychoactive substance); Harmful 
use; Misuse, drug or alcohol; Problem drink- 
ing. 

Alcohol-sensitising drug A therapeutic 
agent prescribed to assist maintenance of ab- 
stinence from alcohol by producing unpleas- 
ant side-effects if alcohol is taken. Com- 
pounds currently in use inhibit aldehyde dehy- 
drogenase, the enzyme that catalyses oxidation 
of acetaldehyde. The consequent accumula- 
tion of acetaldehyde causes a syndrome of fa- 
cial flushing, nausea and vomiting, palpita- 
tions, and dizziness. Examples of alcohol- 
sensitising drugs include disulfiram (An- 
tabuse) and calcium carbamide. 
Alcoholamblyopia Amblyopia. 
Alcoholate 1. A chemical compound in 
which an atom of hydrogen i replaced by an 
atom of an alkaline metal. 2. A tincture or or- 
her prepartaion containing alcohol. 
Alcoholature French alcoolature. Alcoholic 
tincture. 

Alcoholdehydrogenase An enzyme of the 
oxidoreductase class that catalyses the re- 
versible oxidation of primary or secondary al- 
cohols to aldehydes usig NAD as an electron 
acceptor. The reaction is the first step in me- 
tabolism of alcohols by the liver. Abbreviated 
AD and ADH. 
Alcoholdehydrogenase(NAD(P)+) An 
enzyme of the oxidoreductase class that ca- 
talyses the reversible oxidation of primary or 
secondary alcohols to aldehydes or ketones re- 
spectively, using NAD+ or NADP+ as an 
electron acceptor. The enzyme also intercon- 
verts retinol and retinal. 
Alcoholdehydrogenase(NADP+) An en- 
zyme of the oxidoreductase class that cataly- 
ses reversible oxidation of primary (or secon- 
dary) alcohols to aldehydes or ketones), using 
NADP+ as an electron acceptor. 
Alcoholemia The presence of alcohol in the 
blood . 

Alcoholic An individual who suffers from 
alcoholism. Note that this noun has a different 
meaning from the adjective in alcoholic bev- 
erage. 

Alcoholic amblyopia See: Amblyopia. 
Alcoholic amnesia See: Blackout. 
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Alcoholic beverage See: ALCOHOL Bev- 
erages. 

Alcoholic brain syndrome A general term 
for a range of disorders due to the effects of 
alcohol on the brainNacute intoxication, 
pathological intoxication, withdrawal syn- 
drome, delirium tremens, hallucinosis, amne- 
sic syndrome, dementia, psychotic disorder. 
More specific terms are preferred. 

Alcoholic cardiomyopathy A diffuse dis- 
order of heart muscle seen individuals with a 
history of hazardous consumption of alcohol, 
usually of at least 10 years' duration, Patients 
typically present with biventricular heart fail- 
ure; common symptoms include shortness of 
breath on exertion and while recumbent (noc- 
turnal dyspnoea), palpitations, ankle oedema, 
and abdominal distension due to ascites. Dis- 
turbance of the cardiac rhythm is usual atrial 
fibrillation is the most frequent arrhythmia. 
Alcoholic cardiomyopathy should be distin- 
guished from beriberi heart disease and from a 
form of "beer drinkers' cardiomyopathy" 
caused by cobalt poisoning. 

Synonym: Alcoholic heart muscle disease. 
Alcoholic cirrhosis A severe form of alco- 
holic liver disease, characterised by necrosis 
and permanent architectural distortion of the 
liver due to fibrous tissue formation and re- 
generatory nodules, This is a strictly histologi- 
cal definition, but diagnosis is often made on 
clinical grounds only. 

Alcoholic cirrhosis occurs mainly in the 40-60 
year age group, after at least 10 years of haz- 
ardous drinking. Individuals show symptoms 
and signs of hepatic decompensation such as 
ascites, ankle oedema, jaundice, bruising, gas- 
trointestinal haemorrhage from oesophageal 
varices, and confusion or stupor due to hepatic 
encephalopathy, About 30% of patients are 
"well compensated" at the time of diagnosis 
and report non-specific complaints such as ab- 
dominal pain, bowel disturbance, weight loss, 
and muscle wasting and weakness. Liver can- 
cer is a late complication of cirrhosis in ap- 
proximately 15% of cases. 

Alcoholic cirrhosis is sometimes termed "por- 
tal cirrhosis" or "Laxnnec cirrhosis", although 
neither of these terms necessarily implies an 
alcohol causation. 

In non-tropical countries in which alcohol 
consumption is substantial, alcohol use is a 
dominant cause of cirrhosis, Because of un- 
der-recording of the alcohol connection, total 
cirrhosis mortality rather than "cirrhosis with 
mention of alcoholism" is often used as an in- 
dicator of alcohol problems.

Alcoholic dementia Diagnose F10 7 in 
ICD 10. A term of variable usage, most com- 


monly implying a chronic or progressive dis- 
order occurring as a result of harmful drink- 
ing, characterised by impairment of multiple 
higher cortical functions, including memory, 
thinking, orientation, comprehension, calcula- 
tion, learning capacity, language, and judge- 
ment. Consciousness is not clouded. The cog- 
nitive impairments are commonly accompa- 
nied by deterioration in emotional control, so- 
cial behaviour, or motivation. The existence of 
alcoholic dementia as a discrete syndrome is 
doubted by some, who ascribe the dementia to 
other causes.

Alcoholic disability Physical or mental 
problem resulting from chrinic and excessive 
alcohol use. 

Alcoholic embryopathy Alternative term 
for fetal alcohol syndrome, FAS. 

Alcoholic encephalopathy Brain disorder 
resulting from chronic and excessive alcohol 
use. 

Alcoholic epilspy See: Delirium Tremens. 
Alcoholic fatty liver Accumulation of fat in 
the liver following exposure to hazardous lev- 
els of alcohol intake, with consequent 
enlargement of liver cells and sometimes 
hepatomegaly, abnormal liver function, non- 
specific abdominal pain, anorexia, and less 
commonly jaundice. Definitive diagnosis can 
be made only on histological examination of 
the liver. 

Fatty liver may develop after only a few days' 
drinking, and the condition should therefore 
not be taken to indicate a dependence on alco- 
hol. Abstinence results in regression of the 
histological abnormalities. The preferred term 
for the condition is "alcohol-induced fatty 
liver", although it is not in common usage. 
(K70.0) 

Alcoholic fugue See. Fugue. 

Alcoholic furor See: Furor. 

Alcoholic gastritis Inflammation of the 
mucosal lining of the stomach caused by alco- 
hol. It occurs typically after an alcoholic binge 
(see drinking, binge) and is characterised by 
mucosal erosions, which may bleed. Symp- 
toms include pain in the upper abdomen, and 
there may be gastric haemorrhage. 

Alcoholic gastritis is commonly accompanied 
by oesophagitis. In most cases the condition is 
self-limiting and resolves with abstinence. 
(K29.3. ) 

Alcoholic hallucinosis See: Hallucinosis. 
Alcoholic hepatitis A disorder of the liver 
characterised by liver cell necrosis and in- 
flammation following chronic consumption of 
hazardous levels of alcohol. It is a well docu- 
mented precursor of alcoholic cirrhosis, par- 
ticularly in those whose alcohol intake re- 
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mains high. 

Although the diagnosis is, strictly speaking, a- 
histological one, it is often made on the basis 
of clinical and biochemical evidence, even if 
confirmation by biopsy is not possible. The 
diagnosis is suggested on clinical grounds by 
the presence of jaundice (which may be deep) 
and tender hepatomegaly, and sometimes as- 
cites and haemorrhage. Alcoholic hepatitis has 
ICD-10 diagnos: K70.1. 

Alcoholic insanity See Alcoholic psychosis. 
Alcoholic jealousy A type of chronic, alco- 
hol-induced psychotic disorder, characterised 
by delusions that the marital or sexual partner 
is unfaithful. The delusion is typically accom- 
panied by intense searching for evidence of in- 
fidelity and direct accusations that may lead to 
violent quarrels. It was formerly regarded as a 
distinct diagnostic entity, but this status is now 
controversial. Alcoholic jealousy has JCD-10 
diagnos: F10.5. 


Synonyms: Amorous paranoia; Conjugal 
paranoia. 

Alcoholic liver disease See: Liver dis- 
eases.

Alcoholic pancreatitis A disorder charac- 
terised by inflammation and necrosis of the 
pancreas, often accompanied by fibrosis and 
malfunction, related to the consumption of 
hazardous levels of alcohol. 

Alcoholic pancreatitis may be acute or 
chronic. The acute form presents with upper 
abdominal pain, anorexia, and vomiting, and 
can be complicated by hypotension, renal fail- 
ure, lung disease, and psychosis. The chronic 
form usually presents with recurrent or persis- 
tent abdominal pain, anorexia, and weight 
loss: there may be signs of pancreatic defi- 
ciency involving the exocrine functions of the 
pancreas (e.g. malabsorption, nutritional defi- 
ciency) or the endocrine functions (diabetes 
mellitus). Alcoholic pancreatitis has [CD-10 
diagnos K86.0. 

Alcoholic paranoia A type of alcohol- 
induced psychotic disorder in which delusions 
of a self-referential or persecutory nature are 
prominent. Alcoholic jealousy is sometimes 
included as a form of alcoholic paranoia. Al- 
coholic paranoia has ICD diagnos F10.5. See 
also Delirium Tremens. 

Alcoholic person Supererogatory term for 


an alcoholic. 

Alcoholic personality A term developed in 
the 1950s as a result of the book, The Road to 
H, by psychologist Isadore Chein, which as- 
cribes alcoholism and addiction to lack of ap- 
propriate family background, a passive adapta- 
tion to stress; debunked by the genetic re- 
search of the 1970s. 

Alcoholic polyneuropathy See: Periph- 
eral neuropathy. 

Alcoholic psychosis Mental disorder res- 
luting from chronic and excessive alcohol use. 
Alcoholic seizures See: Delirium tre- 
mens. 

Alcoholic states A physical or mental il- 
ness associated with or an immediant conse- 
quent to drinking. 

Alcoholic steatonecrosis See Alcoholic 
fatty liver. 

Alcoholicity Alcoholic content. 

Alcoholics Anonymous A worldwide 
fellowship of men and women who meet to- 
gether to attain and maintain sobriety. It 
originated in 1935 when Bill W., a New 
York stockbroker, and Dr. Bob S., a surgeon, 
met in Akron, Ohio and embarked on help- 
ing each other stay sober. They were in- 
spired by the christian Oxford-movement. 
AA has grown to an estimated 87,000 groups 
in more than 130 countries, with a total 
membership of more than 2 million. 

The AA:s basic ideology is that alcoholism 
is a chronic disease and the only way to treat 
it successfully is by total abstinence from all 
forms of alcohol and by following twelve 
steps. At an early stage the first members 
wrtote the AA Big Book, which created a 
common philosophy. The three first para- 
graphs tell you to commit yourself to God. 
However, today there are self help groups 
who do not work in a religious context 

All men and women who feel they have a 
drinking problem are welcome to attend any 
AA meeting. The only requirement for mem- 
bership is a desire to stop drinking. Members 
are anonymous at the public level, and no dues 
or fees are required; contributions are entirely 
voluntary. A member usually only identifies 
himself with his first name and the initial of 
his family name. The AA program is one of 
total abstinence, in which members are en- 
couraged to stay away from one drink, one 
day at a time. Their sobriety is maintained by 
sharing their experiences, strength, and hopes 
at group meetings, and following the sug- 
gested Twelve Steps to recovery. Even iso- 
lated alcoholics in remote regions without ac- 
cess to AA groups, can seek help from the 
Loners program through the General Service 
Office in New York City. Intergroup offices in 
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most urban areas provide information on times 
and places of nearby meetings. 

A board of trustees, of whom seven are non- 
alcoholics and 14 are AA members, adminis- 
ters the organization's activities in the United 
States and Canada. Regional delegates vote on 
matters of general significance at annual con- 
ferences; an international convention is held 
every five years. Alcoholics Anonymous 
(1939; 3rd edition, 1976), by Bill W. and oth- 
ers, explains how the AA program works and 
contains the Twelve Steps recovery program. 
AA has been the model for other 12-step 
groups such as Narcotics Anonymous and Co- 
caine Anonymous. Today there are mutual 
self-help groups targeting hundreds of syn- 
droms such as gambling, eating disorders, and 
excessive shopping. 

The AA-concept has inspired residential 
treatment centres e g Hazelden, Minnesota- 
model. 

Scientific studies show a better recovery rate 
for people participating in AA-meetings after 
residential treatment. 

Alcoholics for Christ A 12 Step group 
similar to AA, but recognizing Jesus Christ as 
the "higher Power". uses the book Dying for a 
Drink by Anderson Spickard, Jr., M.D. as a 
main reference. 

Alcoholiday Colloquial term for drinking 
spree. 

Alcoholism (F10.2) A term of long-standing 
use and variable meaning, generally taken to 
refer to chronic continual drinking or periodic 
consumption of alcohol which is characterised 
by impaired control over drinking, Frequent 
episodes of intoxication and preoccupation 
with alcohol and the use of alcohol despite 
adverse consequences. 

The term alcoholism was originally coined in 
1849 by Magnus Huss Until the 1940s it re- 
ferred primarily to the physical consequences 
of long-term heavy drinking (beta alcoholism 
in Jellineks typology). A narrower concept is 
of alcoholism as a disease (see alcoholism, 
disease concept of marked by loss of control 
over drinking, caused by a pre-existing bio- 
logical abnormality, and having a predictable 
progressive course. Later, the term was used 
by Jellinek and others to denote the consump- 
tion of alcohol leading to any type of harm 
(physical, psychological, or social: individual 
or societal). Jellinek subdivided alcoholism 
thus defined into a series of "species" desig- 
nated by Greek letters (see Jellinek's typol- 
ogy). 

The inexactness of the term led a 1979 WHO 
Expert Committee to disfavour it, preferring 
the narrower formulation of alcohol depend- 
ence syndrome as one among a wide range of 


alcohol-related problems. Alcoholism is not 
included as a diagnostic entity in JCD-10.

Alcoholism Counselor Nonmedical pro- 
fessional who offers advice and assistance in 
overcoming alcohol problems. 

Alcoholism Hospital Hospital spezializing 
in treatment of alcoholism. 

Alcoholism estimation formula A 
method of deriving the approximate numbers 
of alcoholics or rate of alcoholism freom rele- 
vant indicants. The most widely used fromula 
is the Jellinek estimation formula. 
Alcoholism phases See Jellineks phaseol- 
ogy and phases. 

Alcoholism, disease concept of The be- 
lief that alcoholism is a condition of primary 
biological causation and predictable natural 
history, conforming to accepted definitions of 
a disease. The lay perspective of Alcoholics 
Anonymous (1939) - that alcoholism, charac- 
terized by the individual s loss of control over 
drinking and thus over his or her life, was a 
"sickness"Nwas carried into the scholarly lit- 
erature in the 1950s in the form of the disease 
concept of alcoholism. The concept was 
rooted in 19th-century medical and lay con- 
ceptions of inebriety as a disease. This earlier 
encept of alcoholism as a disease has largely 
been discredited within the scientific littera- 
ture. Alcohol dependence has found general 
acceptance in current nosologies. 
Alcoholism: Journal on Alcoholism and 
Related Addictions Founded in 1965 and 
published by the Centre for Study and Control 
of Alcoholism and Addictions, Zagreb, Croa- 
tia, Alcohol Research Centre, University of 
Trieste, Italy and the International Council on 
Alcohol and Addictions. 
Alcoholism:Clinical and Experimental 
Research Journal founded by the US Na- 
tional Council on Alcoholism and Drug De- 
pendence. It is the official journal of the US 
Research Society on Alcoholism and the In- 
ternational Society for Biomedical Research 
on Alcoholism. 

Alcoholismic Pertaining to alcoholism, 
rather than to the alcoholic or to alcohol. 
Alcoholismus Latin for alcoholism. 
Alcoholismus Chronicus 1. Latin for 
chronic alcoholism. 2. Title of classic book on 
alcoholism published 1849-1851 by Magnus 
Huss. 

Alcoholismus complicatus Misuse of al- 
cohol leading to secondary psychiatric syn- 
dromes. 

Alcoholist Synonyme for an alcoholic, the 
term is rarely used in english, though it has 
been favoured by some scientists for having 
the advantage that it parallels with alcoholism 
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and cannnot be confused with the adjective. 


Alcoholization (French: alcoolsation) 

1. The frequent drinking of substantial 
amounts of alcoholic beverages, so as to main- 
tain a high blood alcohol level. Also, the proc- 
ess of increasing the frequency of alcohol con- 
sumption. The term can be applied either to 
the individual drinker or to a society as a 
whole. 

"Alcoolisation" was originally used in the con- 
text of French drinking patterns and implies 
that the drinking is normative in the sociocul- 
tural conditions, rather than reflecting individ- 
ual psychopathology. Synonym: Inveterate 
drinking. See also: Jellinek's typology (delta 
alcoholism).

Alkaloid One of a large group of nitrogenous 
basic substances found in plants. They are 
usually very bitter, and many are pharmaco- 
logically active. Examples are atropine, caf- 
feine. coniine, morphine, nicotine, quinine, 
strychnine. The term is also applied to syn- 
thetic substances (artificial alkaloids) which 
have structures similar to plant alkaloids, such 
as procaine. 

Alkaloids, group of mildly alkaline com- 
pounds, mostly of plant origin and of moder- 
ate molecular complexity. Even in very small 
amounts, the alkaloids produce strong physio- 
logical effects on the body. All contain nitro- 
gen atoms that are structurally related to those 
of ammonia. 

Nearly 3000 alkaloids have been recorded; the 
first to be prepared synthetically (1886) was 
one of the simplest, called coniine, or 2-propyl 
piperidine, C;H,)NC3H,. It is highly poison- 
ous; less than 0.2 g (0.007 oz) is fatal. Coni- 
ine, obtained from seeds of the hemlock, was 
the poison used in the execution of Socrates. 
Some 30 of the known alkaloids are used in 
medicine. For example, atropine, obtained 
from belladonna, causes dilation of the pupils; 
morphine is a painkiller; quinine is a specific 
remedy for malaria; nicotine is a potent insec- 
ticide; and reserpine is a valuable tranquilizer. 
any of a class of naturally occurring organic 
nitrogen-containing bases. Alkaloids have di- 
verse and important physiological effects on 
humans and other animals. Well-known alka- 
loids include morphine, strychnine, quinine, 
ephedrine, and nicotine. 

Alkaloids are found primarily in plants and are 
especially common in certain families of 
flowering plants. More than 3,000 different 
types of alkaloids have been identified in a to- 
tal of more than 4,000 plant species. In gen- 
eral, a given species contains only a few kinds 


of alkaloids, though both the opium poppy 
(Papaver somniferum) and the ergot fungus 
(Claviceps) each contain about 30 different 
types. Certain plant families are particularly 
rich in alkaloids; all plants of the poppy family 
(Papaveraceae) are thought to contain them, 
for example. The Ranunculaceae (buttercups), 
Solanaceae (nightshades), and Amaryllidaceae 
(amaryllis) are other prominent alkaloid- 
containing families. A few alkaloids have 
been found in animal species, such as the New 
World beaver (Castor canadensis) and poison- 
dart frogs (Phyllobates). Ergot and a few other 
fungi also produce them. 

The function of alkaloids in plants is not yet 
understood. It has been suggested that they are 
simply waste products of plants' metabolic 
processes, but evidence suggests that they may 
serve specific biological functions. In some 
plants, the concentration of alkaloids increases 
just prior to seed formation and then drops off 
when the seed is ripe, suggesting that alkaloids 
may play a role in this process. Alkaloids may 
also protect some plants from destruction by 
certain insect species. 

The chemical structures of alkaloids are ex- 
tremely variable. Generally, an alkaloid con- 
tains at least one nitrogen atom in an amine- 
type structure-i.e., one derived from ammonia 
by replacing hydrogen atoms with hydrogen- 
carbon groups called hydrocarbons. This or 
another nitrogen atom can be active as a base 
in acid-base reactions. The name alkaloid 
("alkali-like") was originally applied to the 
substances because, like the inorganic alkalis, 
they react with acids to form salts. Most alka- 
loids have one or more of their nitrogen atoms 
as part of a ring of atoms, frequently called a 
cyclic system. Alkaloid names generally end 
in the suffix -ine, a reference to their chemical 
classification as amines. In their pure form 
most alkaloids are colourless, nonvolatile, 
crystalline solids. They also tend to have a bit- 
ter taste. 

Interest in the alkaloids stems from the wide 
variety of physiological effects (both wanted 
and unwanted) they produce in humans and 
other animals. Their use dates back to ancient 
civilizations, but scientific study of the chemi- 
cals had to await the growth of organic chem- 
istry, for not until simple organic bases were 
understood could the intricate structure of the 
alkaloids be unraveled. The first alkaloid to be 
isolated and crystallized was the potent active 
constituent of the opium poppy, morphine, in 
1805-06. 

Alkaloids are often classified on the basis of 
their chemical structure. For example, those 
alkaloids that contain a ring system called in- 
dole are known as indole alkaloids. On this 
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basis, the principal classes of alkaloids are the 
pyrrolidines, pyridines, tropanes, pyrrolizidi- 
nes, isoquinolines, indoles, quinolines, and the 
terpenoids and steroids. Alternatively, alka- 
loids can be classified according to the bio- 
logical system in which they occur. For exam- 
ple, the opium alkaloids occur in the opium 
poppy (Papaver somniferum). This dual classi- 
fication system actually produces little confu- 
sion because there is a rough correlation be- 
tween the chemical types of alkaloids and 
their biological distribution. 

The medicinal properties of alkaloids are quite 
diverse. Morphine is a powerful narcotic used 
for the relief of pain, though its addictive 
properties limit its usefulness. Codeine, the 
methyl ether derivative of morphine found in 
the opium poppy, is an excellent analgesic that 
is relatively nonaddictive. Certain alkaloids 
act as cardiac or respiratory stimulants. Quin- 
idine, which is obtained from plants of the 
genus Cinchona, is used to treat arrhythmias, 
or irregular rhythms of the heartbeat. Many al- 
kaloids affect respiration, but in a complicated 
manner such that severe respiratory depression 
may follow stimulation. The drug lobeline 
(from Lobelia inflata) is safer in this respect 
and is therefore clinically useful. Ergonovine 
(from the fungus Claviceps purpurea) and 
ephedrine (from Ephedra species) act as 
blood-vessel constrictors. Ergonovine is used 
to reduce uterine hemorrhage after childbirth, 
and ephedrine is used to relieve the discomfort 
of common colds, sinusitis, hay fever, and 
bronchial asthma. 

Many alkaloids possess local anesthetic prop- 
erties, though clinically they are seldom used 
for this purpose. Cocaine (from Erythroxylon 
coca) is a very potent local anesthetic. Quinine 
(from Cinchona species) is a powerful antima- 
larial agent that was formerly the drug of 
choice for treating that disease, though it has 
been largely replaced by less toxic and more 
effective synthetic drugs. The alkaloid tubocu- 
rarine is the active ingredient in the South 
American arrow poison, curare (obtained from 
Chondodendron tomentosum), and is used as a 
muscle relaxant in surgery. Two alkaloids, 
vincristine and vinblastine (from Vinca rosea), 
are widely used as chemotherapeutic agents in 
the treatment of many types of cancer. 
Nicotine obtained from the tobacco plant 
(Nicotiana tabacum) is the principal alkaloid 
and chief addictive ingredient of the tobacco 
smoked in cigarettes, cigars, and pipes. Some 
alkaloids are illicit drugs and poisons. These 
include the hallucinogenic drugs mescaline 
(from Anhalonium species) and psilocybine 
(from Psilocybe mexicana). Synthetic deriva- 
tives of the alkaloids morphine and lysergic 


acid (from C. purpurea) produce heroin and 
LSD, respectively. The alkaloid coniine is the 
active component of the poison hemlock (Co- 
nium maculatum). Strychnine (from Strychnos 
species) is another powerful poison. 

Special methods have been developed for iso- 
lating commercially useful alkaloids. In most 
cases, plant tissue is processed to obtain aque- 
ous solutions of the alkaloids. The alkaloids 
are then recovered from the solution by a 
process called extraction, which involves dis- 
solving some components of the mixture with 
reagents. Different alkaloids must then be 
separated and purified from the mixture. 
Chromatography may be used to take advan- 
tage of the different degrees of adsorption of 
the various alkaloids on solid material such as 
alumina or silica. Alkaloids in crystalline form 
may be obtained using certain solvents.

The history of the American Tobacco Com- 
pany traces to the post-Civil War period in 
North Carolina, when a Confederate veteran, 
Washington Duke, began trading in tobacco. 
In 1874 he and his sons, Benjamin N. Duke 
and James Buchanan Duke, built a factory and 
in 1878 formed the firm of W. Duke, Sons & 
Co., one of the first tobacco companies to in- 
troduce cigarette-manufacturing machines. 
Entering the "cigarette war," the Dukes even- 
tually established the American Tobacco 
Company in 1890, with James as president. 
Through mergers and purchases, the Duke 
brothers eventually acquired corporate control 
of virtually the entire American tobacco indus- 
try-some 150 factories in all. In 1911, how- 
ever, after five years of litigation, a U.S. Court 
of Appeals judged this tobacco trust in viola- 
tion of the Sherman Anti-Trust Act and or- 
dered it dissolved. The main manufacturers to 
emerge, in addition to American, were R.J. 
Reynolds, Liggett & Myers, and Lorillard. 

In 1916 American introduced its most popular 
cigarette brand, Lucky Strike, and in 1939 it 
introduced one of the first king-size cigarettes, 
Pall Mall (an old name reapplied to a new 
cigarette). The sales of these two brands made 
American Tobacco the most successful ciga- 
rette manufacturer in the 1940s. The company 
failed to establish equally strong brands of fil- 
ter cigarettes in the 1950s, however, and by 
the 1970s it had slipped to a minor position 
among U.S. tobacco makers. 

American Tobacco began diversifying in the 
1960s with the purchase of Gallaher Ltd., one 
of the largest tobacco companies in Great 
Britain. It acquired the Franklin Life Insurance 
Company in 1979, and its other subsidiaries 
make Jim Beam whiskey, Master locks, and 
Acco office supplies. In 1994 American 
Brands sold its tobacco unit, American To- 
bacco Company, to the British conglomerate 
B.A.T. Industries PLC. 

American Cancer Society American Can- 
cer Society, cancer research and public educa- 
tion organisation. The organisation was 
founded in 1913 as the American Society for 
the Control of Cancer; its purpose was to dis- 
seminate knowledge concerning the symp- 
toms, treatment, and prevention of cancer, to 
investigate conditions under which cancer is 
found, and to compile statistics in regard 
thereto. The society adopted its current name 
in 1945. In 1993 it had more than two million 
members. 


The society consists of a national office, 57 
divisions, and more than 3400 units. The na- 
tional society is responsible for overall plan- 
ning; the administration of research programs, 
medical grants, and clinical fellowships; and 
public and professional education at the na- 
tional level. The divisions and units are lo- 
cated at the state and county levels and are re- 
sponsible for local education and programs. 
The society supports research outside the or- 
ganisation as well as conducting its own re- 
search. Studies performed by the society have 
demonstrated the effects of cigarette smoking 
on mortality and lung cancer, and have exam- 
ined how different lifestyles affect the occur- 
rence of cancer. 

American Civil Liberties Union American 
Civil Liberties Union (ACLU), non-profit liti- 
gation and lobbying organisation founded in 
1920. Originally established to defend consci- 
entious objectors during World War I (1914- 
1918), the organisation later expanded its ac- 
tivities to include defending freedom of ex- 
pression, privacy, due process, and equal pro- 
tection in a non-partisan fashion on behalf of 
anyone, irrespective of how unpopular the 
cause. Founding members of the ACLU in- 
cluded social reformer Jane Addams, writers 
Helen Keller and James Weldon Johnson, so- 
cialist leaders Eugene V. Debs and Norman 
Thomas, jurist Felix Frankfurter, legislator 
and women's rights leader Jeanette Rankin, 
and other women's rights activists, such as 
Crystal Eastman, Mary Ware Dennett, and 
Elizabeth Gurley Flynn. The ACLU's national 
headquarters are in New York City. The or- 
ganization also maintains offices in Washing- 
ton, D.C. 

Among the issues that concern the ACLU are 
women's rights, reproductive freedom, lesbian 
and gay rights, art censorship, children's 
rights, immigrants' and aliens' rights, AIDS, 
civil liberties, national security, privacy and 
technology, capital punishment, and prisons. 
American Council for Drug Education 
Formerly the American Council on Marijuana 
and other Psychoactive Drugs. Founded in 
1977 and renamed 1983 with the aim to edu- 
cate the public about health hazards associated 
with the use of psychoactive drugs. The coun- 
cil believes an educated public is the best de- 
fence against drug abuse and therefore it pro- 
motes scientific findings, organizes confer- 
ences and seminars and provide medcia re- 
sources and publishes educational material. 
Operated by Phoenix House. 

American Council on Marijuana and 
other Psychoactive Drugs See American 
Council for Drug Education. 

American Lung Association Organisation 
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founded in 1904 to fight lung disease through 
education, community service, advocacy, and 
research. The organisations medical section is 
the American Thoracic Society, a professional 
society of more than 10,000 members. The 
American Lung Association chairs and serves 
as secretariat for the National Coalition to 
Eliminate Tuberculosis, a coalition of sixty- 
five organisations assembled to fight tubercu- 
losis. The American Lung Association has lo- 
cal Lung Associations across the United 
States. National headquarters is in New York 
City. 

American Medical Association (AMA), 
federation of state and territorial medical asso- 
ciations, founded in 1847 and incorporated in 
1897, to promote medical knowledge and pro- 
tect the welfare of United States physicians. 
Activities of the association include maintain- 
ing standards of medical education and ethics, 
providing scientific information to the profes- 
sion and health education information to the 
public, and developing programs to advance 
the practice of medicine and serve the health 
needs of the public.

AMFETAMINES - Introduction One of a 
class of sympathomimetic amines with power- 
ful stimulant action on the central nervous sys- 
tem The class includes amfetamine, dexamfe- 
tamine, and metamfetamine. Pharmacologi- 
cally related drugs include methylphenidate, 
phenmetrazine, and amfepramone (diethyl- 
propion). In street parlance, amfetamines are 
often referred to as "speed". 

Symptoms and signs suggestive of intoxica- 
tion with amfetamines or similarly acting 
sympathomimetics include tachycardia, pupil- 
lary dilatation, elevated blood pressure, hyper- 
reflexia, sweating, chills, anorexia, nausea or 
vomiting, insomnia, and abnormal behaviour 
such as aggression, grandiosity, hypervigi- 
lance, agitation, and impaired judgement. In 
rare cases, delirium develops within 24 hours 
of use. Chronic use commonly induces per- 
sonality and behaviour changes such as impul- 
sivity, aggressivity, irritability, suspiciousness, 
and paranoid psychosis (see Amfetamine psy- 
chosis). Cessation of intake after prolonged or 
heavy use may produce a withdrawal reaction, 
with depressed mood, fatigue, hyperphagia, 
sleep disturbance, and increased dreaming. 
Currently, prescription of amfetamines and re- 
lated substances is limited principally to the 
treatment of narcolepsy and attention-deficit 
hyperactivity disorder. Use of these agents as 
anorectic agents in the treatment of obesity is 
discouraged. See also: Psychotic disorder, al- 
cohol- or drug induced. 
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AMFETAMINES - History Amfetamine 
was synthesized in 1887 but its central stimu- 
lating effects were not discovered until 1927. 
It was patented 1932. The interest was first fo- 
cused on its respiratory stimulating effect but 
soon even its CNS stimulating andrenaline- 
like effects was noted. Amfetamine became 
very soon the drug of fashion in the 1930s and 
1940s with striking similarities to the enthusi- 
asm when cocaine was introduced in the 
1880s. It was promoted as being an effective 
cure for a wide range of ills but its addictive 
effects was ignored. In the beginning it was 
prescribed as a medicine against common 
colds and nose problems because of its vessel 
constricting effects and also to counteract 
sedative poisoning. The pharmaceutical indus- 
try then enthusiastically promoted it as a cure 
for a wide spectra of symptoms e g hang- 
overs, depressions, nausea, vomiting in preg- 
nancy, weight reduction. 

Derivates of amfetamine such as metamfeta- 
mine was developed in both oral and intrave- 
nous preparation and became widely available. 
Amfetamines were inexpensive, easy to pro- 
duce in large quantities and had a long dura- 
tion of action. Although some early reports of 
adverse reactions and dependence they were 
considered as rather harmless and amfetamine 
pills became popular among housewives with 
overweight, truck-drivers and other night- 
workers as well as in the academic world 
among scientists, teachers and students. 
During the second world war Amfetamines 
were widely used by the military in Britain, 
Germany, Japan and United States. The pur- 
pose was to increase alertness during battle, 
counteract fatigue, increase endurance and 
elevate mood. Military research concluded 
that Amfetamines increased the alertness and 
like cocaine could minimize the need for sleep 
which in many critical military operation was 
of great importance. 

After the war the military had millions of am- 
fetamine pills like Benzerdrine in their sur- 
plus, millions of soldiers had also had brief 
positive experience of using amfetamine as a 
stimulant. One name for amfetamines Purple 
Hearts. reflected this association with the war. 
Subsequently the pharmaceutical industry 
launched massive advertising campaigns of 
different amfetamines under a wide range of 
trade names. Pills were the original commer- 
cial form In the 1950s misusers of amfetamine 
began to mix the pills with water and to inject 
directly into the blood-stream. The first major 
outbreak of amfetamine misuse, with metam- 
fetamine being taken orally and intravenously, 
occurred in Japan immediately after the war. 
This was followed in the late 1950s by an 


outbrake of amfetamine misuse Sweden. 
Misuse first began among intellectuals in the 
Metamorfos-group but was soon spread to 
other groups. Amfetamines still remain domi- 
nant in the Swedish drug-scene. 

In the US a major amfetamine epidemic 
peaked in the mid 1960:s with widespread use 
among the university-population (13%). In the 
UK there was a parallel epidemic. by the late 
1960s this was largely ended, but those who 
continued to misuse amfetamines began to 
turn to injectable metamfetamine. 

In the late 1970:s amfetamines lost popularity 
in many countries and other drugs. for in- 
stance cocaine in the US became the drug of 
choice among the central stimulants. In the US 
amfetamine became associated with gangs 
such as the Hells Angels and developed a 
reputation amongst drug-users as an unsafe 
drug that can induce mental illness "speed 
kills". 

In the 1980s. whilst the US saw a rapid in- 
crease in the misuse if cocaine, especially in 
the smokable form crack, amfetamine use re- 
emerged in Europe. 

In the 1990:s smoked metamfetamine (ice) 
emerged and many drugs related to amfeta- 
mine for example ecstasy gained popularity in 
the rave-culture. In Eastern Europe amfeta- 
mine production and misuse has increased 
substantially during the 1960s both local con- 
sumption and export to Western Europe. Most 
amfetamine is now taken orally direct or dis- 
pensed in drinks or beer. It can also be sniffed 
like cocaine. amfetamine is under interna- 
tional control under the 1971 Convention on 
Psychotropic Drugs. 

AMFETAMINES - Chemistry C,H,;N. Ra- 
cemic amfetamine, methylbenzeneethanamine, 
methylphenethylamine. Amfetamine is a mo- 
bile liquid with amine odor and acrid burning 
taste. Volatilizes slowly at room temperature.

There is stereoselec- 
tivity in their biological action with the d- 
isomer (dextroamfetamine) more potent.

A group of closely related com- 
pounds having similar actions, including am- 
fetamine and its salts, dextroamfetamine, and 
metamfetamine.

AMFETAMINES - Pharmacology Amfe- 
tamine can be eaten, drunk, inhaled or in- 
jected. 

Amfetamine is a sympathomimetic amine that 
has a stimulating effect on both the central and 
peripheral nervous systems. It acts by increas- 
ing concentrations of the neurotransmittors 
dopamine and norepinephrine. There are simi- 
larities with the action of cocaine; first a kick 
with euphoria followed by lethargy, depres- 
sion, irritability and abnormal sleep-pattern 
The effects of amfetamine is noticed fast es- 
pecially when it is injected and the high lasts 
up to six hours. The half-life of amfetamine is 
ten hours (compare cocaine one hour). It can 
be detected in the urine up to four days after 
the intake. 

AMFETAMINES - Physical effects Amfe- 
tamine in lower doses relaxes both systolic 
and diastolic blood pressure and bronchial 
muscle, contracts the sphincter of the urinary 
bladder- and depresses the appetite. In higher 
doses it increases both the diastolic and sys- 
tolic blood pressure, increases the heart rate 
and respiration and can cause cardiac aryth- 
mias, repetitive motor activity and steroptype 
behaviour is common, increased doses can 
lead to convulsions, coma and death. 

Abuse of Amfetamines and its salts may lead 
to dependence, characterized by strong psy- 
chic dependence, to marked tolerance. Abrupt 
withdrawal can cause severe fatigue, mental 
depression, and abnormalities in the electroen- 
cephalogram. 

When a person is given a single moderate dose 
of amfetamine he generally show an increased 
talkativeness, activity and euphoria, and de- 
crease both food intake and fatigue. The REM 
(rapid eye movement) sleep is suppressed. 

A typical symptom of amfetamine are the mo- 
toric changes with exaggerated movements of 
arms, legs and the head. It is often very diffi- 
cult for an amfetamine-user to sit still and the 
walking often become strange. Long-term am- 
fetamine abusers often develop repetitive be- 
haviour patterns like chorea, tics, noddings, 
pickings that can last for hours and the psy- 
chomotoric disturbance in some cases become 
chronic. It is Such repetitive stereotyped pat- 
terns is also seen in animal experiments and is 
related to dopaminergic facilitation. 

The increased blood-pressure increases the 
risk for bleedings which in extreme cases can 
be fatal. The suppression of the hunger 
mechanisms generally leads to substantial 
weight-loss among amfetamine abusers. 
Weight-loss of 40 kilos are not uncommon. 


The teeth are often severely damaged because 
of the deceased and changed saliva-production 
and massive caries is common. The facial 
muscles are often tense and damage on the 
teeth are common. 

Intravenous amfetamine abusers have often 
problems with bacterial infections and hepati- 
tis. The risk for getting hiv-infection and aids 
through hypodermic needles and sex is also 
high. 

A typical sign of amfetamine intoxication is 
wide pupils, fast talk and aggression. 
AMFETAMINES - Mental effects Moder- 
ate use of amfetamine can give euphoria, self- 
confidence, weight loss and sexual stimulation 
for many hours. These effects explains the 
popularities of the amfetamine-pills in the 
1930s through the 1960s. 

After repeated long-term use a schizophrenia- 
like psychosis can develop. The first amfeta- 
mine-psychosis occurred in 1938. Administra- 
tion of amfetamine to volunteers with no his- 
tory of psychosis have showed that a majority 
of the persons develop paranoid psychosis af- 
ter already after one to five days of admini- 
stration. The symptoms wear off after the drug 
is discontinued usually within a week. Of ethi- 
cal reasons experiments with healthy persons 
has been limited, but the amfetamine psycho- 
sis represent a reasonably accurate model of 
schizophrenia , including symptoms of para- 
noia, persecution, hyperactivity, excitation, 
hallucinations (visual and auditory) as well as 
changes in the body image. 

The amfetamine abusers have wide pupils, a 
forced speech, and are often aggressive. The 
initially pleasurable sexual effects is often de- 
veloped into long mechanical intercourses 
damaging the genitalia and hours of masturba- 
tion. Maphetamione abusers often prefers pro- 
longed masturbation with pornography. The 
sexual effects makes it sometimes difficult in 
the rehabilitation process, because of feelings 
of impotence and inability to perform sexually 
without the drug. 

There is a marked risk for violent behaviour 
due to irritability and paranoia. The risk of 
traffic accidents are increased. 

Cessation of amfetamine is generally accom- 
panied with letargy, depression and abnormal 
sleep-patterns. 

AMFETAMINES - Social effects Abuse of 
amfetamines has many social implications. It 
is not possible to maintain studies or a regular 
work under an intense amfetamine-binge. Am- 
fetamine is sometimes associated with crimi- 
nal and outlaw gangs. The amfetamine in- 
duced aggression increase the risk of violent 
behaviour. The paranoia that usually appear 
with increased amfetamine intake is also a 
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risk-factor for unprovoked violence against 
spouses. The periodic nature of amfetamine 
abuse: Intensive use followed by collapse. 
AMFETAMINES - Treatment Detoxifica- 
tion of amfetamine abusers are relatively sim- 
ple. The basic need after an intense amfeta- 
mine-binge is calm and continuous sleep - 
sometimes for several days. If the amfetamine 
abuser is heavily intoxicated intake of com- 
mon ascorbic acid will accelerate the detoxifi- 
cation process.’ 

If in an exited and restless state, single doses 
of benzodiazepines may be administered dur- 
ing a short time. Paranoia and other psychotic 
symptoms can be medicated but it is advisable 
to wait for three or four days to allow the am- 
fetamine to be eliminated from the body. If the 
symptoms remain, a short treatment with neu- 
roleptics in low doses can be appropriate. 
Damage to the central nervous system slowly 
decreases but some former users continue to 
experience chronic muscle irritability with 
tics, and forced speech. 

There is a good prognosis for treatment and 
rehabilitation of amfetamine misusers where 
their specific needs are addressed. These may 
be significantly different from those of, for in- 
stance, heroin misusers. As for other drug 
misusers residence in a rehabilitation house or 
therapeutic community, free from drugs and 
with the provision of a range of therapeutic in- 
terventions can be effective. Where amfeta- 
mine misuse has been of short duration, short 
term residential treatment followed by out- 
patient treatment has also proved beneficial. 
The risk of relapse is reduced by aftercare 
which may include individual. group and fam- 
ily therapy.

Di- 
amines, triamines, and polyamines contain 
two, three, or more nitrogen groupings of the 
aforementioned types. Amines are alkaline, al- 
though the intensity of this property varies. 
Naturally occurring amines include the alka- 
loids, which are present in certain plants; the 
catecholamine neurotransmitters (i.e., dopa- 
mine, norepinephrine, and epinephrine); and a 
local chemical mediator, histamine, that oc- 
curs in most animal tissues. 

Aniline, ethanolamines, and several other 
amines are major industrial commodities used 
in making rubber, dyes, pharmaceuticals, and 
synthetic resins and fibres and in a host of 
other applications. Most of the numerous 
methods for the preparation of amines may be 
broadly divided into two groups: (1) chemical 
reduction (replacement of oxygen with hydro- 
gen atoms in the molecule) of members of 
several other classes of organic nitrogen com- 
pounds and (2) reactions of ammonia or 
amines with organic compounds.

While JCD-10 uses the term "induced", other 
factors may be involved in the etiology of the 
syndrome, Alcohol-induced Korsakov psycho- 
sis (or syndrome) is one example of the amne- 
sic syndrome and is often associated with 
Wernicke encephalopathy. The combination is 
frequently referred to as the Wernicke- 
Korsakov syndrome.

History of Anaesthetics 

Of the few anaesthetic agents known to the 
ancients, opium and hemp (see CANNABIS) 
were the most important. Both were taken by 
ingestion or by burning the drug and inhaling 
the smoke. Nitrous oxide, discovered by the 
British chemist Sir Humphry Davy about 
1800, was first used as an anaesthetic in 1844 
by the American dentist Horace Wells. In 
1842 the American surgeon Crawford Long 
successfully used ethyl ether as a general an- 
aesthetic during surgery. He failed to publish 
his findings, however, and credit for the dis- 
covery of the anaesthetic properties of ether 
was given to the American dentist William 
Morton, who in 1846 publicly demonstrated 
its use during a tooth extraction. In 1847 the 
British physician Sir James Simpson discov- 
ered the anaesthetic properties of chloroform. 
Many other general anaesthetics have since 
been discovered. Ether and chloroform have 
been largely abandoned because of their dan- 
gerous side effects and flammability. Some 
anaesthetics act by depressing the central 
nervous system (barbiturates, halothane), 
whereas others induce amnesia and dissocia- 
tion (nitrous oxide, enflurane). 

General Anaesthesia 

Surgical anaesthesia (complete general anaes- 
thesia, characterised by muscular paralysis 
sufficient to permit surgical manipulation) is 
produced by inhalation anaesthetics: gases or 
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volatile liquids such as cyclopropane, nitrous 
oxide, halothane, and enflurane. The anaes- 
thetic, usually mixed with oxygen, is either 
inhaled or administered into the windpipe 
through a tube. 

Modern anaesthesia almost always involves a 
combination of agents. Before administering 
the inhalation anaesthetic, the anaesthetist may 
give intravenously a short-acting barbiturate 
such as pentobarbital or sodium pentothal 
(more properly called thiopental sodium or 
thiopentone), or an antianxiety drug such as 
diazepam, to induce unconsciousness. A nar- 
cotic analgesic such as meperidine or fentanyl 
may be used in addition. To allow use of 
smaller amounts of the inhalation anaesthetic, 
special muscle-paralyzing drugs are given. 
These include tubocurarine, gallamine, and 
succinylcholine. The combination of a nar- 
cotic, a barbiturate, a muscle-paralyzing drug, 
and nitrous oxide is called balanced anaesthe- 
sia. Because muscular activity is prevented in 
all these procedures, the anaesthetist must in- 
duce breathing in the patient mechanically. 
Surgical anaesthesia must continue throughout 
the operation, but prolonged anaesthetisation 
can kill, paralysing first the respiratory system 
and then the heart. The correct level is main- 
tained by constant monitoring of the patient's 
condition and increasing or decreasing the 
dosage as needed. 

Thiopental sodium in small doses is some- 
times used in psychiatry because it allows pa- 
tients to talk uninhibitedly. This quality has 
also given the drug some value in law en- 
forcement as a Otruth serum.O See also sco- 
polamine. 

Local Anaesthesia 

Some surgical procedures do not require total 
muscular relaxation and can be performed us- 
ing local anaesthetics, which temporarily 
block nerve conduction without damaging 
nerve fibers. Local anaesthesia is produced by 
injecting into the tissues to be affected a solu- 
tion of a natural alkaloid such as cocaine, the 
oldest of all local anaesthetics, or a synthetic 
agent such as procaine, widely known under 
the trade name Novocain, or lidocaine (Xylo- 
caine). 

Block anaesthesia, a much more extensive lo- 
cal anaesthesia, is produced by injecting the 
agent into a nerve trunk, next to a nerve, or all 
around the operative field, thereby deadening 
the entire area. The best-known block anaes- 
thesia is probably the spinal block, produced 
by injecting an anaesthetic into the spinal ca- 
nal. 

A mild local anaesthesia, useful in many mi- 
nor dental and medical procedures, can be 
produced by numbing the tissues with cold, ei- 


ther by applying ice or by spraying with a 
volatile liquid such as ethyl chloride.

Narcotics affect the central nervous system, 
are dependence producing and are used only 
for severe pain; synthetic opiates such as pro- 
poxyphene (Darvon), pentazocine (Talwin), 
and butorphanol (Stadol) are also dependence 
producing. The nonnarcotics act by inhibiting 
the synthesis of prostaglandins in the body. 
Aspirin is a good anti-inflammatory but can ir- 
ritate the stomach, whereas acetaminophen is 
less effective against inflammation. Ibuprofen 
is also an anti-inflammatory, but it can irritate 
the stomach, as well as aggravate high blood 
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pressure and damage the kidneys. With the 
discovery of natural opiate receptors in the 
brain, and of hormones such as endorphins 
and enkephalins that link to them, research has 
been devoted to ways in which these systems 
could be made to ease pain.

In 1988, Allyn Howlett of St Louis 
University Medical School in USA discovered 
a specific protein receptor for THC in mouse 
nerve cells - a protein that only THC and its 
relatives dock onto. Two years later, Tom 
Bonner's group at the National Institute of 
Mental Health in USA pinpointed the DNA 
that encodes the same receptor in rats. Several 
laboratories set to work on the problem and, 
1992 Mechoulam's group in Jerusalem was the 
first to come up with an answer, in the form of 
a greasy, hairpin-shaped chemical. The re- 
searchers dubbed it anandamide, from "an- 
anda", the Sanskrit word for bliss. 

Finding a cannabinoid receptor and anan- 
damide implies that THC - unlike alcohol - 
has a quite precise modusoperandi that taps 
into a specific brain function. Presumably the 
drug binds to nerves that have the receptor, 
and the nerves respond in turn by altering their 
behaviour. The classic effects of marijuana 
smoking are the consequences: changes in 
mood, memory, appetite, movement and per- 
ception, including pain. Researchers think 
THC affects so many mental processes be- 
cause receptors are found in many brain re- 
gions, especially in those that perform tasks 
known to be disturbed during THC intoxica- 
tion: in the banana-shaped hippocampus, cru- 
cial for proper memory; in the crumpledcere- 
bral cortex, home of higher thinking; and in 
the primitive basal ganglion, controller of 


movement.

Gen- 
eral anesthesia involves loss of consciousness, 
usually for the purpose of relieving the pain of 
surgery. Local anesthesia involves loss of sen- 
sation in one area of the body by the blockage 
of conduction in nerves. 

Drugs of various kinds have been used for 
many centuries to reduce the distress of surgi- 
cal operations. Homer wrote of nepenthe, 
which was probably cannabis or opium. Ara- 
bian physicians used opium and henbane. 
More recently powerful rum was administered 
freely to British sailors before emergency am- 
putations were carried out on board ship in the 
aftermath of battle. 

In 1799 Sir Humphry Davy, British chemist 
and inventor, tried inhaling nitrous oxide 
(laughing gas) and discovered its anesthetic 
properties, but the implications of his findings 
for surgery were ignored. By the early 1840s 
parties had become fashionable in Britain and 
the United States at which nitrous oxide, con- 
tained in bladders, was passed around and in- 
haled for its soporific effect. It was soon found 
that ether, which could be carried much more 
conveniently in small bottles, was equally po- 
tent. In the United States several young den- 
tists and doctors experimented independently 
with the use of nitrous oxide or ether to dull 
the pain of tooth extractions and other minor 
operations. In 1845, Horace Wells, an Ameri- 
can dentist, attempted to publicly demonstrate 
the use of nitrous oxide anesthesia for dental 
extractions. Unfortunately, the demonstration 
was unsuccessful. 

Historians argue about who should be credited 
with the first use of true surgical anesthesia, 
but it fell to William Morton, an American 
dentist, to convince the medical world that 
general anesthesia was a practical proposition. 
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He administered ether to a patient having a 
neck tumour removed at the Massachusetts 
General Hospital, Boston, in October 1846. 
Crawford Long, an American surgeon, had 
used ether in his practice since 1842 but did 
not make his findings public until 1849. 

A few weeks after Morton's demonstration, 
ether was used during a leg amputation per- 
formed by Robert Liston at University College 
Hospital, London. In Britain, official royal 
sanction was given to anesthetics by Queen 
Victoria, who accepted chloroform from her 
physician, John Snow, when giving birth to 
her eighth child, Prince Leopold, in 1853. 
Early anesthetics had unpleasant side effects 
(often causing vomiting on recovery) and were 
somewhat hazardous, since the dose needed to 
produce unconsciousness and full muscle re- 
laxation (so that the surgeon could work un- 
impeded) was not far short of that which 
would paralyze the breathing centre of the 
brain. In addition, the early anesthetics were 
administered by simple devices consisting of 
glass or metal containers for sponges soaked 
in ether or chloroform (which was introduced 
as an anesthetic in 1847) and allowed no con- 
trol of dosage. 

Modern inhalation anesthetics such as trichlo- 
rethylene and halothane have a much wider 
safety margin and are administered, mixed 
with oxygen and nitrous oxide, from an anes- 
thetic machine. The anesthetist can control the 
flow and composition of the gas mixture pre- 
cisely and, using a tube placed down the tra- 
chea (windpipe) after the patient is uncon- 
scious, can, if necessary, maintain respiration 
by mechanical means. Delivering the gas mix- 
ture to the lungs through a close-fitting en- 
dotracheal tube also prevents accidental inha- 
lation of mucus, saliva, and vomit. 

With respiration artificially maintained it is 
possible to paralyze the muscles with drugs 
like curare, a neuromuscular blocking agent, 
so that procedures requiring full muscle re- 
laxation, such as chest and abdominal surgery, 
can be carried out under light anesthesia. 
Many short operations can be carried out un- 
der anesthesia produced by injecting an agent 
such as the barbiturate sodium thiopental 
(Pentothal) into a vein, either as a single dose 
or intermittently through a saline drip. Patients 
are also commonly put to sleep by this method 
before the administration of an inhalation an- 
esthetic is begun, since it is a distress-free 
procedure, and unconsciousness occurs 
smoothly within 10 or 15 seconds of starting 
the injection. 

Local anesthetics work by blocking the pas- 
sage of impulses along nerves. Cocaine was 
thus used for eye operations in 1884 by a Vi- 


ennese surgeon, Carl Koller, acting on the 
suggestion of Sigmund Freud. A solution of 
the drug was applied directly to the part to be 
operated on. Soon it was being injected under 
the skin to facilitate small, local operations, 
and it was later successfully used for larger 
procedures by injecting it into the trunks of 
nerves supplying a part. Now, synthetic co- 
caine substitutes are widely used. 

Major operations on the lower half of the body 
can be carried out after injecting a suitable lo- 
cal anesthetic into the fluid-filled space be- 
tween the spinal cord and its outer membrane 
coverings (spinal anesthesia). Painless child- 
birth can be achieved by an epidural block, 
which involves injecting the anesthetic agent 
through a fine tube threaded into the space 
surrounding the tough membrane covering the 
lower end of the spinal cord, thus dulling the 
emerging nerves that supply the pelvic organs. 
In recent years much interest has been shown 
in acupuncture anesthesia, whereby apparently 
painless major operations are carried out after 
the insertion of acupuncture needles into 
specified points on the skin. Often an electric 
current is passed through the needle used. The 
results of some research into the efficacy of 
acupuncture have suggested that the stimula- 
tion of the peripheral nerves by the needles 
triggers the release of endorphins, a group of 
neurochemicals that have pain-killing effects. 
Anesthetics Anesthetics are drugs that in- 
duce a temporary inability to perceive any 
sensory stimuli by acting on the brain or pe- 
ripheral nervous system to suppress responses 
to sensory stimulation, primarily to touch, 
pressure, and pain. Such drugs permit the hu- 
mane application of medical or dental surgical 
procedures. Anesthesia is the unresponsive 
state induced by anesthetic drugs. General an- 
esthetics induce anesthesia throughout the 
body and can be administered either by inhala- 
tion or by direct injection into the blood- 
stream. Local anesthetics provide restricted 
anesthesia with full retention of consciousness 
and internal neuronal regulation and are ap- 
plied to the peripheral sensory nerves inner- 
vating a region.

This faltering enterprise was bought 
by the soap manufacturer Eberhard Anheuser 
in 1860, and the following year Anheuser's 
daughter married Adolphus Busch (q.v.), a 
brewery supplier who became the driving 
force behind the brewery's future success. 
Busch pioneered the use of refrigerated rail 
cars and of pasteurization in the brewing in- 
dustry as part of his efforts to create the first 
nationally selling beer in the United States. In 
1876 the company introduced a new, light- 
coloured beer called Budweiser. Busch be- 
came president of the company in 1879. The 
company greatly expanded its brewing opera- 
tions during the presidency (1946-75) of Au- 
gust Anheuser Busch, Jr., and the latter's son 
August A. Busch III headed the firm into the 
late 20th century. By then Anheuser-Busch 
Companies had become the world's largest 
brewer owing to its popular Budweiser and 
Michelob lines. The company began to diver- 
sify in the 1970s with the production of baked 
goods, snack foods, and beverage containers. 
It is also a major owner of family- 
entertainment attractions. Among the latter are 
four Sea World amusement parks and Busch 
Gardens (The Dark Continent), a zoo and 
amusement park in Tampa, Fla., that has Afri- 
can themes. Anheuser-Busch also owns the St. 
Louis Cardinals professional baseball team.

Anorexia nervosa A mental disorder occur- 
ring predominantly in females, usually devel- 
oping during adolescence, and characterised 
by refusal to maintain a normal minimal body 
weight and intense fear of becoming obese 
that is undiminished by weight loss, distur- 
bance of body image resulting in a feeling of 
being fat even when extremely emaciated, and 
amenorrhea (in females). Associated features 
seen in many cases are denial of the illness 
and resistance to psychotherapy, markedly de- 
creased interest in sex, eating binges, self- 
induced vomiting, abuse of laxatives or diuret- 
ics, and peculiar behaviour connected with 
food, such as hiding food around the house. 
Hospitalisation to prevent death from starva- 
tion is often required. 

Anorexia Nervosa, in medicine, a condition 
characterised by intense fear of gaining weight 
or becoming obese, as well as a distorted body 
image, leading to an excessive weight loss 
from restricting food intake and excessive ex- 
ercise. Anorexia nervosa is not associated with 
any pre-existing physical illness. It is found 
chiefly in adolescents, especially young 
women. Between 5 and 18 percent of known 
anorexia nervosa victims die of starvation, and 
the condition may also lead to abnormalities in 
the menstrual cycle and increased susceptibil- 
ity to infection. Persons with the condition 


may also exhibit the practice, known as buli- 
mia, of ingesting large quantities of food and 
then voiding it through self-induced vomiting 
in order to remain thin. Repeated vomiting de- 
pletes the body of fluids and of the element 
potassium, and the disturbance can adversely 
affect heart function. 

No generally recognised therapy for anorexia 
nervosa exists. It is often associated with de- 
pression and low self-esteem, and patients 
may benefit from treatment with antidepres- 
sant drugs. Psychotherapy, including family 
therapy, often helps, and about half of the 
cases resolve themselves without relapses. The 
behavioural problem may lead to actual 
chemical disorders in the body, however, that 
aggravate the condition. 

Because many persons with anorexia nervosa 
never seek medical treatment, the exact preva- 
lence of the condition is unknown. Studies in- 
dicate that it may develop in as many as 1 per- 
cent of the young women.

He was known as a hard-liner and 
promoter of the "war against drugs". He op- 
posed the idea of differentiating between hard 
and soft drugs and consequently fought every 
effort to decriminalize cannabis.

It drew most of its support 
from Protestant evangelical churches, and it 
lobbied at all levels of government for legisla- 
tion to prohibit the manufacture and sale of in- 
toxicating beverages. After the adoption of the 
Eighteenth (Prohibition) Amendment in 1919, 
the league sought strict enforcement of the 
Prohibition laws; but, after the repeal of that 
amendment in 1933, it ceased to be a force in 
American politics. In 1950 it merged with 
other groups to form the National Temperance 
League.

An antidote can react 
chemically with the poison to form a harmless 
compound (chemical antidote or prevent the 
absorption of a poison (mechanical antidote) 
or counteract the effects of a poison by pro- 
ducing opposing physiological effects (physio- 
logical antidote). 

In older medicine a "universal antidote", mix- 
ture of 2 parts activated charcoal, 1 part of 
magnesium oxide and 1 part of tannic acid; 
was given when the exact poison did not was 
known. This is no longer recommended. Acti- 
vated charcoal alone is preferred. 

Ethanol is an effective antidote to methanol, 
because it blocks the livers uptake of metha- 
nol. Several drugs like most opioids has anti- 
dotes used at emergency rooms in overdose- 
cases. 

Antidote may neutralise the poison chemi- 
cally, as bicarbonate taken as an antidote for 
acid; it may render the poison insoluble and 
therefore harmless It may absorb the poison or 
it may coat the stomach.

ties. Antihistamines can also alleviate itching 
and rash caused by food allergy. Chemically, 
antihistamines comprise several classes, and a 
person who does not obtain relief from one 
type may benefit from another. Side effects of 
these drugs can include drowsiness, loss of 
concentration, and dizziness. People taking 
antihistamines should not drink alcoholic bev- 
erages or perform tasks requiring mental alert- 
ness, such as driving. A few antihistamines, 
such as terfenadine and astemizole, are nonse- 
dating. Although antihistamines are included 
in many over-the-counter cold remedies, their 
usefulness in such preparations is question- 
able. Antihistamines may relieve symptoms of 
allergy accompanying a cold, or they may 
have an anticholinergic effects, drying cold 
secretions, but they do not have any influence 
on viral infections, which are the cause of 
colds. Moreover, the drying effect may be un- 
desirable, especially for persons with bron- 
chial infection, glaucoma, or urinary tract dif- 
ficulties. 

Antihistamines A drug used to counteract 
the physiological effects of histamine produc- 
tion in allergic reactions and colds.

Antipsychotic 
agents bind to dopamine, histamine, mus- 


carinic cholinergic, adrenergjc, and serotonin 
receptors. Blockade of dopaminergic trans- 
mission in various areas is thought to be re- 
sponsible for their major effects antipsychotic 
action by blockade in the mesolimbic and 
mesocortical areas, extrapyramidal side effects 
(dystonia, akathisia, parkinsonism, and tardive 
dyskinesia) by blockade in the basal ganglia; 
and antiemetic effects by blockade in the 
chemoreceptor trigger zone of the medulla. 
Sedation and autonomic side effects (or- 
thostatic hypotension, blurred vision, dry 
mouth, nasal congestion, and constipation) are 
caused by blockade of histamine, cholinergic, 
and adrenergic receptors. 

Antipsychotics Counteracting or diminish- 
ing the symptoms of psychotic disorders, 
such as schizophrenia, paranoia, and manic- 
depressive psychosis.

But a small minority of persons are 
highly allergic to antipyrine, and in them the 
drug can cause severe skin eruptions, giddi- 
ness, tremor, vascular collapse, and even coma 
and death. In combination with benzocaine, 
antipyrine is still sometimes used as a topical 
agent to relieve earache. The use of antipyrine 
has been greatly reduced since its undesirable 
side effects have been recognized.

Aphrodisiac 1. Exciting the libido. 2. Any 
drug that arouses the sexual instinct. 
Aphrodisiacs are agents reputed to stimulate 
or excite sexual desire. Throughout the ages 
many foods have been considered sexual 
stimulants. Similar claims have been made for 
alcohol, amfetamines, cocaine, LSD, mari- 
juana, morphine, opium, and mescaline. These 
substances break down inhibitions, the cause 
of much sexual malfunctioning; but if taken in 
large enough quantities, they diminish rather 
than enhance sexual capacity. Cantharides 
(Spanish fly) and yohimbine are also consid- 
ered aphrodisiacs. The former, by irritating the 
genitourinary tract and concomitantly dilating 
the associated blood vessels, does produce a 
certain stimulation of the genitals, and yo- 
himbine stimulates the spine nerve centers that 
control erection. 

Amyl nitrite ("poppers"), a chemical used to 
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dilate blood vessels, is reputed to intensify or- 
gasmic pleasure; again, valid data for aphrodi- 
siac effects are not available. Androgens, male 
hormones produced by both sexes, are the 
only substances known to increase sexual in- 
terest, drive, and performance in both sexes. 
Where deficiency exists, physicians may pre- 
scribe androgen therapy to increase desire and 
performance without causing other behavioral 
changes. 

Central stimulants as amfetamines and cocaine 
has an aphrodisiac effect and is often con- 
nected with sexual activities. When central 
stimulants are abused for a longer time, the 
pleasure of the drug kick becomes more desir- 
able than sexual stimulation and a paradoxal 
effect disinterest in sexual activity can appear. 
In rehabilitation of cocaine and amfetamine 
abusers the sexual aspects are important. Sex- 
ual activities is often strongly connected with 
drug-taking often with multiple partners or 
hours of masturbating with pornography. 
Drug-free sex can therefore be complicated 
and initially cause impotence. 

Despite long-standing literary and popular in- 
terest in internal aphrodisiacs, few scientific 
studies of them have been made. Scientific re- 
search is limited to occasional tests of drugs or 
hormones for the cure of male impotence. 
Most writings on the subject are little more 
than unscientific compilations of traditional or 
folkloric material. Of the various foods to 
which aphrodisiac powers are traditionally at- 
tributed, fish, vegetables, and spices have been 
the most popular throughout history. In none 
of these foods, however, have any chemical 
agents been identified that could effect a direct 
physiological reaction upon the genitourinary 
tract, and it must be concluded that the reputa- 
tion of various supposedly erotic foods is 
based not upon fact but upon folklore. 

It has been suggested that man's universal at- 
tribution of libidinous effects to certain foods 
originated in the ancient belief in the therapeu- 
tic efficacy of signatures: if an object resem- 
bled the genitalia, it possessed, so it was rea- 
soned, sexual powers. Thus the legendary aph- 
rodisiac powers of ginseng root and powdered 
rhinoceros horn. From Greek Aphrodite. 
Aphrodite. Also called Cythera. In Greek 
mythology, the goddess of love and beauty 
and the counterpart of the Roman Venus. In 
Homer's Iliad she is said to be the daughter of 
Zeus and Dione, one of his consorts, but in 
later legends she is described as having sprung 
from the foam of the sea and her name may be 
translated foam-risen. In Homeric legend Aph- 
rodite is the wife of the lame and ugly god of 
fire, Hephaestus. Among her lovers was Ares, 
god of war, who in later mythology became 


her husband. She was the rival of Persephone, 
queen of the underworld, for the love of the 
beautiful Greek youth Adonis. 

Perhaps the most famous legend about Aphro- 
dite concerns the cause of the Trojan War. 
Eris, the goddess of discord, the only goddess 
not invited to the wedding of King Peleus and 
the sea nymph Thetis, resentfully tossed into 
the banquet hall a golden apple, marked for 
the fairest. When Zeus refused to judge be- 
tween the three goddesses who claimed the 
apple, Hera, Athena, and Aphrodite, they 
asked Paris, prince of Troy, to make the 
award. Each offered him a bribe: Hera, that he 
would be a powerful ruler; Athena, that he 
would achieve great military fame; and Aph- 
rodite, that he should have the fairest woman 
in the world. Paris selected Aphrodite as the 
fairest and chose as his prize Helen of Troy, 
the wife of the Greek king Menelaus. Paris's 
abduction of Helen led to the Trojan War. 
Probably Oriental in origin, Aphrodite was 
identified in early Greek religious beliefs with 
the Phoenician Astarte and was known as 
Aphrodite Urania, queen of the heavens, and 
as Aphrodite Pandemos, goddess of the peo- 
ple.

Apollinaire, Guillaume (1880 -1918), was 
an art critic and poet who had a significant in- 
fluence on the French avant-garde of the early 
20th century. An important modernist figure, 
he is frequently linked with such diverse 
movements as Cubism and futurism and is 
said to have coined the terms orphism and sur- 
realism. 

Apollinaire was the son of a Polish aristocrat 
and an Italian army officer and was originally 
named Wilhelm Apollinaris de Kostrowitzki. 
Raised and educated in Monte Carlo, he even- 
tually moved to Paris. After working (1901- 
02) as a tutor in the Rhineland, where he had 
an unhappy love affair with an English gov- 
erness, Annie Playden, he returned to Paris. 
There he published art criticism and poetry for 
such journals as La Plume and Les Soirees de 
Paris. 

Apollinaire's close association with scores of 
Parisian painters, including Braque, Delaunay, 
Derain, Dufy, Picasso, and Henri Rousseau, 
aided him in writing numerous influential es- 
says, culminating in The Cubist Painters: Aes- 
thetic Meditations (1913; Eng. trans., 1944; 
rev. ed., 1949). The book helped to define the 
style of cubism and eventually made Apolli- 
naire a critic of international renown. 

In 1913 he published a collection of poems, 
Alcools (Eng. trans., 1964), in which he radi- 
cally blended traditional rhyme schemes with 
unpunctuated free verse. The volume contains 
two of Apollinaire's best poems, Zone and La 
chanson du mal-aime. This work was consid- 
ered his poetic masterpiece. It was followed 
by Calligrammes (1918; Eng. trans, 1970), in 
which the visual shape of the poem corre- 
sponds to its subject matter: rain streams down 
a page; a fountain spurts up. He also wrote fic- 
tion, including The Poet Assassinated (1916; 


Eng. trans, 1923), and such surrealistic plays 
as The Breasts of Tiresias (1918; Eng. 
trans.,1966). 

Apollinaire volunteered for the French army 
during World War I and received a head 
wound in 1916. Never fully recovering, he 
contracted Spanish influenza and died just be- 
fore the Armistice.

They were 
introduced into Europe through Antoine Gal- 
land's French translation (1704-17). The best- 
known English version is by the explorer Sir 
Richard Burton, who published (1885-88) a 
complete version. 

The frame story, Persian in origin, turns on the 
woman-hating King Schahriah (Shahryar) 
who, after his queen's blatant infidelity, mar- 
ries a different woman each night and then 
slays her the next morning, thus ensuring her 
faithfulness. The bride Scheherazade (Shah- 
razad), however, beguiles the king with a se- 
ries of stories for a thousand and one nights, 
withholding the ending of each story until the 
next night. In this way she saves her life. 

The elaborately plotted stories, filled with in- 
trigue, are folkloric in origin. Three of the best 
known are The History of Aladdin, or the 
Wonderful Lamp, The History of Sinbad the 
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Sailor, and The History of Ali Baba and the 
Forty Thieves and Tale of the Hashisch Eater. 
These stories sometimes refer to hashish and 
its effect, especially on sexuality. The stories 
were the first introduction to cannabis and its 
effects for many Europeans. It has been sug- 
gested that the flying carpet was inspired by 
cannabis intoxication.

Arsenic is poisonous in doses significantly 
larger than 65 mg (1 grain), and the poisoning 
can arise from a single large dose or from re- 
peated small doses, as, for example, inhalation 
of arsenical gases or dust. On the other hand, 
some persons, notably the so-called "arsenic 
eaters" of the mountains of southern Austria, 
have found that arsenic has a tonic effect and 
have built up a tolerance for it, so that they 
can ingest each day an amount that would 
normally be a fatal dose. This tolerance, how- 
ever, does not protect them against the same 
amount of arsenic administered hypodermi- 
cally.

Aspirin C,H,0,, acetylsalicylic acid, syn- 
thetic chemical compound. It is made from 
salicylic acid, found in the bark of the willow 
tree, which was used by the ancient Greeks 
and Native Americans, among others, to 
counter fever and pain. Salicylic acid is bitter, 
however, and irritates the stomach. The Ger- 
man chemist Felix Hoffman synthesised the 
acetyl derivative of salicylic acid in 1893 in 
response to the urging of his father, who took 
salicylic acid for rheumatism. It was commer- 
sially spread and marketed by Bayer from 
1899. 

In some persons, aspirin is most effective in 
relieving slight to moderately severe pain, par- 
ticularly headache, muscle aches, and joint 
pains. It is less effective against deep-seated 
pain originating in internal organs. Because it 
suppresses inflammatory processes while re- 
lieving pain, it is still the treatment of choice 
for arthritis and related disorders. Aspirin re- 
duces fever by increasing blood flow to the 
surface, thereby promoting sweating and heat 
loss from the body. There is evidence that all 
the therapeutic effects of aspirin involve the 
inhibition of the synthesis of prostaglandins, 
fatty acids with hormone like functions, which 
are implicated in inflammation and fever. This 
effect has been linked with the prevention of 
blood clots and studies suggests that half an 
aspirin tablet per day may reduce risk of heart 
attack and stroke. Aspirin causes insignificant 
gastrointestinal bleeding that can over time, 
however, cause iron deficiency. Gastric ulcers 
may also occur with long-term use. Complica- 
tions can be avoided by using enteric-coated 
aspirin, which does not dissolve until reaching 
the intestine. 

In large doses aspirin is toxic, however, caus- 
ing kidney damage and, in severe cases, death. 
Aspirin should never be given to children with 
viral diseases such as chicken pox or influ- 
enza. Such use has been associated with oc- 
currences of the sometimes-fatal Reye’s syn- 
drome.

On the 
death (1094) of al-Mustansir, the Fatimid ca- 
liphate in Egypt was seriously split between 
his two sons; the Assassins were partisans of 
his deposed eldest son, Nizar. They seized 
and fortified a string of mountain strong- 
holds in northern Persia, most notably Ala- 
mut in the Elburz Mountains, and Syria. 
From these fortresses they waged a war of 
terror against both orthodox Muslims and the 
Christian Crusaders. They often murdered 
prominent individuals; hence assassin in 
English came to mean a politically motivated 
murderer. 

The Western designation for this group actu- 
ally derives from the Arabic hashashin, 
meaning “users of hashish.” The story re- 
lated by Marco Polo and others that halluci- 
natory drugs were used to stimulate the As- 
sassins to their acts is unconfirmed, how- 
ever, in any Ismaili sources. The extremism 
of the Assassins began to moderate in the 
13" century. They were destroyed in Persia 
by the Mongols (1256) and in Syria by the 
Mamelukes (1273). French, from Medieval 
Latin assass ”nus, from Arabic han, pl.

Atropine C,,H,,;NO, , a poisonous, bitter, 
crystalline alkaloid, obtained from belladonna 
and other related plants. It is used to dilate the 
pupils of the eyes and as an antispasmodic. 
From New Latin Atropa, genus name of bella- 
donna, from Greek atropos, unchangeable. 
poisonous, crystalline substance belonging to 
a class of compounds known as alkaloids and 
used in medicine. Its chief use is in ophthal- 
mology, in which it is applied locally to the 
eye to dilate the pupil in the examination of 
the retina or to break up or prevent adhesions 
between the lens and the iris. It gives symp- 
tomatic relief from hay fever and head colds 
by drying up nasal and lachrymal secretions. 
Because atropine relaxes intestinal spasms re- 
sulting from stimulation of the parasympa- 
thetic portion of the autonomic nervous sys- 
tem, it is prescribed in certain types of bowel 
distress and is included in a number of pro- 
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prietary cathartics. It is used in the treatment 
of childhood bedwetting and is occasionally 
employed to relieve ureteral and biliary 
spasms. Atropine is no longer used as a respi- 
ratory stimulant. In the treatment of bronchial 
asthma to relax bronchial spasms, it has been 
largely replaced by epinephrine. 

Specific effects of atropine include the arrest 
of secretion of sweat, mucus, and saliva; inhi- 
bition of the vagus nerve, which results in an 
increased heart rate; dilation of the pupil and 
paralysis of accommodation of the lens of the 
eye and relaxation of bronchial, intestinal, and 
other smooth muscles. Central effects include 
excitement and delirium followed by depres- 
sion and paralysis of the medulla oblongata, a 
region of the brain continuous with the spinal 
cord. 

The ubiquitousness of the effects of atropine is 
a distinct disadvantage in its clinical use; as a 
result, a number of synthetic substitutes with 
more specific effects have been introduced. 
Homatropine, for example, has a more tran- 
sient action in the eye and little or no effect on 
the central nervous system; trasentine and syn- 
tropan, on the other hand, have the antispas- 
modic action of atropine without producing di- 
lation of the pupil, dryness of the mouth, or an 
increase in heart rate. 

Atropine, which does not occur in appreciable 
amounts in nature, is derived from levo- 
hyoscyamine, a component of plants such as 
belladonna, henbane, thorn apple, and Scopo- 
lia, all of the family Solanaceae; the best 
source is Egyptian henbane (Hyoscyamus mu- 
ticus). It forms a series of well-crystallized 
salts, of which the sulfate is principally used 
in medicine. Both atropine and hyoscamine 
have been synthesized from tropine.

The term refers to any of several 
forms of treatment of alcohol or other drug 
dependence directed toward establishing a 
conditioned aversion to the sight, smell, taste, 
or thought of the misused substance. Gener- 
ally the stimulus is a nauseant drug, such as 
emetine or apomorphine, administered just be- 
fore an alcoholic drink, so that immediate 
vomiting occurs and absorption of the alcohol 
or other substance is avoided. Other stimuli 
involve an electric shock given in association 
with an alcoholic drink or with visual sugges- 
tions of drinking (bottles, advertisements), 
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administration of a drug that causes brief pa- 
ralysis of breathing, or verbal suggestion with 
or without hypnosis. A related technique is 
covert sensitisation, in which the entire aver- 
sion procedure is carried out in the imagina- 
tion.

AZT Drug used to treat patients infected 
with the human immunodeficiency virus 
(HIV), which causes AIDS; also called azi- 
dothymidine. It inhibits the virus's ability to 
reproduce and may decrease the frequency 
of infection by other diseases, enhancing the 
lives of HIV-infected patients, but it does not 
cure AIDS. Adverse effects include anemia 
and a reduction in the number of certain 
white blood cells. Two other drugs that act 
similarly to AZT, ddI (didanosine or dide- 
oxyinosine) and d4T (stavudine), are used to 
treat patients who do not respond to or can- 
not tolerate AZT. Another similarly acting 
drug, ddC (zalcitabine or dideoxycytidine), 
is given in combination with AZT. The ef- 
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fectiveness of AZT is controversial. Long 
term follow ups has not scientifically proven 
that it prolongs the life and quality of life for 
the aids-patients.

B.A.T. Industries British conglomerate 
formed on July 23, 1976, in the merger of To- 
bacco Securities Trust Company Limited 
(TST) with British-American Tobacco Com- 
pany Limited (BAT). In the late 20th century 
it was the world's largest manufacturer of to- 
bacco products. The company was converted 
into a public limited company in 1981. The in- 
ternational headquarters are in London. 

BAT began a corporation for handling interna- 
tional trade in tobacco products in 1992. Until 
1911 the major stockholder was the American 
Tobacco Company, when a US. Court of Ap- 
peals dissolved the trust. BAT then became 
independent. In 1927 it acquired the Brown & 
Williamson Tobacco Corporation. In 1970 it 
acquired majority control of Wiggins Teape 


Limited, a paper product's manufacturer. Be- 
ginning in 1971 it began investing in Ameri- 
can department-store chains, eventually buy- 
ing Marshall Field and Company and Saks 
Fifth Avenue. It sold these two businesses in 
1990, however. In 1989 BAT entered the field 
of financial services with the purchase of the 
insurer Farmers Group Inc. 

TST was incorporated into BAT in 1928 as an 
investment trust and acquired minority hold- 
ings in certain subsidiary and associated com- 
panies of BAT, mainly overseas. In the merger 
in 1976, TST changed its name to B.A.T In- 
dustries, and the old BAT became a wholly 
owned subsidiary.

The reputation of these festi- 
vals as orgies led in 186 BC to a decree of 
the Roman Senate that prohibited the Bac- 
chanalia throughout Italy, except in certain 
special cases. Nevertheless, Bacchanalia

The name Bacchus came into use in ancient 
Greece during the 5th century BC. It refers to 
the loud cries with which he was worshiped at 
the Bacchanalia, frenetic celebrations in his 
honor. These events, which supposedly origi- 
nated in spring nature festivals, became occa- 
sions for licentiousness and intoxication, at 
which the celebrants danced, drank, and gen- 
erally debauched themselves. The Bacchanalia 
became more and more extreme and were 
prohibited by the Roman Senate in 186 BC. In 
the first century AD, however, the Dionysiac

mysteries were still popular, as evidenced by 
representations of them found on Greek sar- 
cophagi. 

Bacchus and the myths surrounding him have 
been an important subject in later cults and 
celebrations of alcohol and the holiness of the 
intoxication, especially in Europe in the 18th 
century.

Bacteiral infections Inflammations caused 
by bacteria, one-cell microorganisms is a 
common complication to substance abuse. 
Addicts have a remarkable low resistance 
against these infections, because of malnutri-

tion and because the liver often is overloaded 
with toxic substances and can not engage in 
the normal defense. 

Local infections or inflammations in in the 
vascular walls (tromboflebit), inflammation 
often spread via lymphatic system and the 
lymphatic glands. It is often the intravenous 
misusers own staphylococci from his skin that 
are spread via the injections. 

A dermatologic complication is the the so 
called "drug roses" caused by bacteria spread 
via the circulation of the blood. They consists 
of plenty of blushes and are specially common 
among intravenous amfetamine misusers. 
They are caused by bacteria in the injected 
substance. 

A dangerous complication after bacterial at- 
tacks are blood poisoning, sepsis. Bacteria in 
the circulation of the blood can also attack the 
cardiac valve (endocardit), the brain (brainab- 
cess) or the cerebral membranes (meningit). 
Syringe and needle exchange programs seems 
to reduce these risks considerably. 
Tuberculosis, caused by the tubercle bacillus 
has since the beginning of the 1990s had a 
rapid spread especially among HIV-positive 
drug misusers in the bigger cities in USA and 
Europe, in some cases it is multi-resistent tu- 
bercle bacillus.

Barbiturates One of a group of central 
nervous system depressants that chemically 
are substituted derivatives of barbituric acid; 
examples are amobarbital, pentobarbital, 
phenobarbital, and secobarbital. They are 
used as antiepileptics, anaesthetics, sedatives, 
hypnotics, and - less commonly - as anxio- 
lytics or anti-anxiety drugs. Acute and chronic 
use induces effects similar to those of alcohol. 
The barbiturates are derivatives of barbituric 
acid (malonyl urea), which is formed from 
malonic acid and urea. Barbital was first syn- 
thesized in 1903, and phenobarbital became 
available in 1912. The barbiturates act by de- 
pressing the central nervous system; they act 
particularly on certain portions of the brain, 
though they tend to depress the functioning of 
all the body's tissues. Most of them exert a 
sedative effect in small doses and a hypnotic 
effect in larger doses. 

They are classified according to their duration 
of action. Long-acting barbiturates, such as 
barbital and phenobarbital, may last in their 
effects for as long as 24 hours and are used in 
conjunction with other drugs for the treatment 
of epilepsy, in which their prolonged depres- 
sant action helps prevent convulsions. Barbi- 
turates of intermediate duration of action, such 
as amobarbital and butabarbital sodium, act 
for 6 to 12 hours and are used to relieve in- 
somnia. Short-acting barbiturates, such as 
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amobarbital and secobarbital, are used to 
overcome difficulty in falling asleep. Ul- 
trashort-acting barbiturates, such as thiopental 
sodium and thiamylal, are used intravenously 
to induce unconsciousness smoothly and rap- 
idly in patients about to undergo surgery, after 
which gaseous anesthetics are used to main- 
tain the unconscious state. 

Barbiturates have a narrow therapeutic-to- 
toxic dosage ratio and are often lethal in over- 
dose. Because of their greater therapeutic ra- 
tio, the safer benzodiazepines have largely re- 
placed barbiturates as sedatives/hypnotics or 
anxiolytics. Tolerance to barbiturates develops 
rapidly and the liability for harmful use or de- 
pendence is high. Patients who use these drugs 
over long periods can become psychologically 
and physically dependent. even though the 
prescribed dose is never exceeded. 
Barbiturates are associated with the full range 
of substances use disorders in cathegory F13 
of ICD-10. Specific syptomatology includes 
the following: Barbiturate intoxication - im- 
paired concentration, memory and coordina- 
tion slurred speech, unsteady gait), lability of 
mood, garrulity, and loss of control over sex- 
ual or aggressive impulses. In overdose, in- 
toxication may be fatal. 

Withdrawal syndrome - following persistent 
use, rapid reduction or total cessation of barbi- 
turates leads to a range of symptoms: nausea, 
vomiting, weakness, sympathetic nervous sys- 
tem hyperactivity (sweating, rapid pulse, ele- 
vated blood pressure), insomnia, coarse tremor 
of the hands or tongue. Grand mal convulsions 
occur in a high percentage of chronic barbitu- 
rate users after abrupt withdrawal Delirium 
usually appears within one week after cessa- 
tion or significant reduction in dosage. 
Dementia - also termed barbiturate-induced 
residual psychotic disorder: persistent impair- 
ment of multiple higher cortical functions, in- 
cluding memory thought. orientation. compre- 
hension, calculation, learning capacity, lan- 
guage, and judgment. 

Besides having therapeutic uses, barbiturates 
are often used for their pleasurably intoxicat- 
ing effects. Some people take them in addition 
to alcohol, or as a substitute. Heavy users of 
other drugs sometimes turn to them if their 
usual drugs are not available, or to counteract 
the effects of large doses of stimulants such as 
amfetamine or cocaine. 
Barbiturates are known generally on the street 
as "downers" or "barbs." Many are named for 
the colors of their brand name versions - blues 
or blue heavens (Amytal), yellow jackets 
(Nembutal), red birds or red devils (Seconal).

As a 
young man, Carroll belonged to the St. Vitus 
basketball team, the best Catholic team in 
New York. His three teammates and best 
friends and he loved to hang out. They were a 
rebellious lot and loved to experiment with 
drugs. Often they would steal from rival 
teams, and beat them up. Jim was a little dif- 
ferent from the other three because he was a 
compulsive writer who kept detailed journals. 
The boys initially innocent drug use led them 
into a spiral of increasingly stronger drugs and 
eventual heroin addiction. Two of the boys are 
kicked off the basketball team for drug use. 
Jim's own mother kicks him out of the house 
for his. The addicted friends become petty 
thugs to support their habits. Eventually Jim's 
mother gets him arrested and Jim realizes his 
life has bottomed out.

Battered woman syndrome Repeated epi- 
sodes of physical assault on a woman by the 
man with whom she lives, often resulting in 
serious physical and emotional damage to the 
woman. Such violence tends to follow a pre- 
dictable pattern. 

The violent episodes usually follow verbal ar- 
gument and are accompanied by verbal abuse. 
Almost any subject: housekeeping, money, 
childrearing. may begin the episode. Often the 
violence become more frequent and severe 
over time. once a month becomes once a 
week; a shove becomes a punch. Studies show 
that the longer the woman stays in the rela- 
tionship, the more likely she is to be seriously 
injured. Less and less provocation seems to be 
enough to trigger an attack once the syndrome 
has begun. The use of alcohol increases the 
severity of the assault; a man who usually 
shoves or slaps his partner is more likely to 
punch or kick her if he is drunk. Stimulants 
also have this effect; especially when they are 
triggering paranoia and paranoic jealousy. 
With opioids the man is more likely to be abu- 
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sive as the drug is wearing off. Battering oc- 
curs in cycles of violence. The first phase is 
characterized by the man acting increasingly 
irritable, edgy, and tense. Verbal abuse, in- 
sults, and criticism increase, and shoves or 
slaps begin. The second phase is the violent 
activity. As the tension mounts, the woman 
becomes unable to calm the man, and she may 
argue or defend herself. The man uses this as 
the justification for his anger and assaults her, 
often saying that he is "teaching her a lesson." 
The third stage is characterized by apology 
and remorse on the part of the man, with 
promises of change. The calm continues until 
tension builds again. The battered woman 
syndrome occurs at all socioeconomic levels. 
The battered woman syndrome is much better 
recognized now than a decade ago, and several 
different agencies can assist and protect the 
woman. In many communities the police have 
programs to remove the man and to refer the 
woman to help. Social service departments, 
battered women's shelters, and counseling ser- 
vices' hotlines can provide both emergency 
services and long-term help.

Baudelaire was 
moody and rebellious, imbued with an intense 
religious mysticism, and his work reflects an 
unremitting inner despair. His main theme is 
the inseparable nature of beauty and corrup- 
tion. His major work, The Flowers of Evil 
(1857), originally condemned as obscene, is 
recognized as a masterpiece, especially re- 
markable for the brilliant phrasing, rhythm, 
and expressiveness of its lyrics. 

Baudelaire contracted syphilis as a young man 
and his involvement with opium and hashish 
was initially for medical reasons. Later he 
was attracted by what he conceived to be the 
aesthetic potential of the "artificial paradises." 
In Les Paradis artificiels, 1860 he detailed and 
expressive described the mental effects of 
cannabis and opium, that often has been re- 
ferred to by other authors.

Ginsberg, William Burroughs, and Lawrence 
Ferlinghetti provided a stimulus that found its 
way into art and music, as well as active social 
protest. "Beat," with its double connotation of 
depressed and beatific, was first used in this 
way by Kerouac about 1952. See: Beat move- 
ment. 

Beat movement American social and liter- 
ary movement originating in the 1950s and 
centered in the bohemian artist communities 
of San Francisco's North Beach, Los Angeles' 
Venice West, and New York City's Greenwich 
Village. Its adherents, self-styled as "beat" 
(originally meaning "weary," but later also 
connoting a musical sense, a "beatific" spiritu- 
ality, and other meanings as beautitude and 
beaten) and derisively called "beatniks," ex- 


pressed their alienation from conventional, or 
"square," society by adopting an almost uni- 
form style of seedy dress, manners, and "hip" 
vocabulary borrowed from jazz musicians. 
The beat generation was a anlalogi to Hem- 
ingways expression the lost generation. They 
advocated personal release, purification, and 
illumination through the heightened sensory 
awareness that might be induced by drugs, 
jazz, sex, or the disciplines of Zen Buddhism. 
The beatniks had a romantic view of outsiders 
and idealized alcoholics and drug addicts as 
rebels. Jack Keroacs novel On the road has 
became classical as a romantic story about 
vagabonding and drug taking. 

Beat poets sought to liberate poetry from aca- 
demic preciosity and bring it "back to the 
streets." They read their poetry, sometimes to 
the accompaniment of progressive jazz, in 
such Beat strongholds as the Coexistence Ba- 
gel Shop and Lawrence Ferlinghetti's City 
Lights bookstore in San Francisco. The verse 
was frequently chaotic and liberally sprinkled 
with obscenities but was sometimes, as in the 
case of Allen Ginsberg's Howl (1956), rug- 
gedly powerful and moving. Ginsberg and 
other major figures of the movement, such as 
the novelist Jack Keroacs, advocated a kind of 
free, unstructured composition in which the 
writer put down his thoughts and feelings 
without plan or revision-to convey the imme- 
diacy of experience-an approach that led to the 
production of much undisciplined and inco- 
herent verbiage on the part of their imitators. 
By about 1960, when the faddish notoriety of 
the movement had begun to fade, it had pro- 
duced a number of interesting and promising 
writers, including Ferlinghetti, Gregory Corso, 
Philip Whalen, and Gary Snyder, and had 
paved the way for acceptance of other unor- 
thodox and previously ignored writers, such as 
the Black Mountain poets and the novelist 
William Burroughs.

The psychedelic 
influence culminated in Sergeant Peppers 
lonely heart club band. The songs Lucy in the 
sky with diamonds, Fixing a hole and Being 
for the benefit of Mr Kite has been interpreted 
as wordgames around cannabis and LSD. The 
experiment with psychedelic colours music 
and dreams dreams continued in Magical mys- 
tery tour. 

In an interview John Lennon 1970 told that 
"Help was made on marijuana, A Hard Day's 
Night on pills. They are real drugs, stronger 
than marijuana. I have been on pills since I 
was fifteen, no since I was seventeen or nine- 
teen, than i Became a musician, You got them 
by the waiters the pills and the boze. I was a 
hopeless drunk when I went to art school 
When we wrote Help we began smoking mari- 
juana and stopped drinking alcohol. | have al- 
ways needed a drug to survive. Same with the 
others but I always needed more. I took al- 
ways more pills, more of everything, 
proberbly because I’am crazier. 

The Beatles made a public scandal when they 
told that they have smoked t cannabis at the 
toilet in Buckingham Palace i when they 1965 
were honored with the Imperial order of the 
Queen Elizabeth II.

Beaujolais Red wines produced in the Beau- 
jolais region of southern Burgundy, France. 
The wine is made from the Gamay grape; it is 
medium red in colour, with a relatively light 
body and a fruity, refreshing taste. 

Wines from the southern part of the region are 
simply called Beaujolais. Wines from certain 
areas in the northern part of the region with 
the appellation Beaujolais-Villages generally 
have more colour and body and are considered 
to be superior in quality. Ten villages in the 
north produce the best Beaujolais, classified as 
Grands Crus; notable among them are Moulin- 
a-Vent and Fleurie. 

The popularity of Beaujolais increased rapidly 
in the latter half of the 20th century. It became 
fashionable to drink it shortly after harvest; 
this very young wine is called Beaujolais nou- 
veau. By the early 1990s more than half the 
production was drunk as nouveau. Beaujolais, 


and particularly Beaujolais nouveau, is often 
served chilled.

Becher, Johannes Robert (1891-1958), 
German poet, author and leading intellectual 
in Berlin in the 1910s and 1920s. During his 
youth he was idealizing cocaine and was also 
referring to his cocaine dependence to quit the 
army. 

Becher studied medicine, literature, and phi- 
losophy and, in 1918, joined the German 
Communist Party (KPD). He was already an 
established commentator on the social and ar- 
tistic scene and a leader of the movement to 
transform German society through a revolu- 
tion of the proletariat. Involved in the Expres- 
sionist school that dominated German writing 
in the period 1910-20, he wrote romantic, 
emotionally complex poetry that mirrored 
both his personal turmoil and his visions of a 
new social order. 

He was a member of the rebellious Spartakus 
Group, and his early experimentation with 
form gave way to a strict socialist realism. 
His most famous expressionist poem was "An 
Europa" (To Europe, 1916). He joined the 
German Communist party in 1919. In 1933 the 
Nazis forced Becher into exile, and in 1935 he 
settled in Moscow as editor of Internationale 
Literatur, Deutsche Blatter. After the war he 
was appointed cultural commissary of poetry 
in East Germany and demanded strict socialist 
dogma from writers. His own Marxist works 
include Heimkehr (Homecoming, 1946) and 
Neue deutsche Volkslieder (New German Folk 
Songs, 1950).

One of the oldest known alcoholic bever- 
ages. At first brewed chiefly in the house- 
hold and monastery, it has been a commer- 
cial product since late medieval times and is 
made today in most industrialized countries. 
Color, flavor, and alcoholic content (usually 
3%-6%) may vary, but the process in brew- 
ing is similar: A mash of malt (usually bar- 
ley), cereal adjunct (e.g., rice and corn), and 
water is heated and agitated. The liquid is 
boiled with hops and cooled. Yeast is then 
added, and fermentation occurs. 

Known to the Egyptians, Babylonians, and 
probably to earlier civilizations, beer became 
the common beverage in northern climates not 
conducive to grape cultivation. Although beer 
and wine are both fermented and undistilled, 
wine is made from basic materials rich in 
natural sugar, while beer is made from materi- 
als high in starch content. Starches must be 
converted to sugar before fermentation can 
occur. 

Lager beers, are aged beers of German origin, 
taking their name from the German lagern ("to 
store"). Bottom-fermented, they are stored at a 
low temperature for several months, clearing, 
acquiring mellowness, and becoming charged 
with carbon dioxide. Most lagers are light in 
colour, with high carbonation, medium hop 
flavour, and alcohol content of 3-5 percent by 


volume. They include Pilsener, Dortmund, 
Munich, and California steam beer. Top- 
fermented beers, popular in Great Britain, in- 
clude ale, stout, and a brew intermediate be- 
tween the two, called porter. They have a 
sharper, more strongly hopped flavour than 
lagers and alcohol content ranging from 4 to 
6.5 percent or more by volume. 

Beers made from raw materials other than bar- 
ley include hundreds of local African drinks 
made from millet, sorghum, and other avail- 
able starch crops; Russian kvass, made from 
fermented rye bread; Chinese samshu, Korean 
suk, and Japanese sake, all brewed from rice; 
and pulque, an indigenous Mexican beer made 
from the fermented sap of the agave plant. The 
Mexicans and the Japanese also brew and ex- 
port several brands of Western-style beer.

The main strategy against drug 
abuse according to Bejerot was isolation of the 
contaminated and a very restrictive policy to- 
wards drugs. He was highly controversial dur- 
ing the 1970s but during the 1980s his ideas 
was to a large extent adopted by the govern- 
ment. His ideas are behind the - in comparison 
with other European countries - very strict 
Swedish drug policy.

The actors were heavy 
into the more modern cult of cocaine that was 
snorted both during performances with im- 
provisation and afterwards. 

He was very successful in the American TV- 
show Saturday Night Live in the 1970s. The 
show was full of witty jokes about cocaine of- 
ten making fun of the drug laws and picturing 
cocaine as a harmless party-drug. Belushi also 
played the burlesque figures in the films Na- 
tional Lampoon (1978) and Blues Brothers 
(1979). The films became so popular that he 
even became a rock star touring with the Blues 
Brothers band. Belushi was driven into a 
manic cocaine use. He died in a combination 
of cocaine and heroin in a hotel suite in Hol- 
lywood. The journalist Bob Woodward inter- 
viewed hundreds of persons with connections 
to Belushi and wrote the biography Wired 
(1984) one of the best and most well docu- 
mented stories about the cocaine-culture in the 
American entertainment-industry during the 
1970s.

Benn, Gottfried (1886-1956), German phy- 
sician, poet and author, leading expressionist 
in the 1910s. His life was characterized of 
aristocratic nihilism with a cynical tone - later 
even a deep cultural pessimism and a belief 
that only the artist can save the man from 
chaos. The son of a Lutheran clergyman, Benn 
studied theology at the University of Marburg, 
then transferred to the academy there for mili- 
tary-medical instruction and became a special- 
ist in venereal and skin diseases. He took 
medical jobs on cruise ships, got to know the 
Mediterranean (a frequent setting in his po- 
ems), and as a German officer in World War I 
was made medical supervisor of jail inmates 
and prostitutes in occupied Brussels. 
Degeneracy and medical aspects of decay are 
important allusions in his early poems, which 
also were shadowed by the death of his first 
wife (1914) and the suicide of an actress 
friend. His first and third collections of verse 
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were fittingly titled Morgue (1912) and 
Fleisch (1917; "Flesh").He was early on fasci- 
nated of the mysticism and irrationalism in the 
nazi-party, which he left 1934. 1938 his writ- 
ings were forbidden. Benn has had an impor- 
tant influence on German poetry and the post- 
war esthetical discussions. He was together 
with Ernst Jünger the writer who was most 
fascinated of the effects of cocaine. One of his 
most famous quotations are "Potent brains are 
not getting strong on milk but on alkaloids". 

In his essay Das moderne Ich (The Modern I, 
1919) he expresses the idea that concepts are 
being replaced by myths, but his notion that 
art is an alternative to nihilism is developed in 
Nach dem Nihilismus (After Nihilism, 1932). 
In Kunst und Macht (Art and Might, 1934) 
Benn defended National Socialism. He re- 
versed this position in the essay "Kunst und 
Drittes Reich" (Art and the Third Reich, 
1941). His gradual loss of cynicism is richly 
reflected in the autobiography Doppelleben 
(1950; "Double Life"). His later works include 
Statistische Gedichte (Statistical Poems, 1948) 
and the posthumous collection Primal Vision 
(1958; Eng. trans., 1960).

Benzine Even called ligroin, light, colorless 
fluid obtained from the fractional distillation 
of petroleum.

BENZODIAZEPINES Introduction One of 
a group of structurally related drugs used 
mainly as sedatives/hypnotics muscle relax- 
ants, and anti-epileptics, and once referred to 
by the now-deprecated term "minor tranquil- 
lizers". These agents are believed to produce 
therapeutic effects by potentiating the action 
of gamma-aminobutyric acid (GABA), a ma- 
jor inhibitory neurotransmitter. 
Benzodiazepines were introduced as safer al- 
ternatives to barbiturates. They do not sup- 
press REM sleep to the same extent as barbi- 
turates, but have a significant potential for 
physical and psychological dependence and 
misuse. 

Short-acting benzodiazepines include halaze- 
pam and triazolam, both with rapid onset of 
action; alprazolam, flunitrazepam, nitraze- 
pam, lorazepam, and temazepam, with inter- 
mediate onset; and oxazepam, with slow onset. 
Profound anterograde amnesia ("blackout" and 
paranoia have been reported with triazolam, as 
well as rebound insomnia and anxiety. Many 
clinicians have encountered particularly diffi- 
cult problems on discontinuing treatment with 


alprazolam. 

Long-acting benzodiazepines include diaze- 
pam (with the fastest onset of action), cloraze- 
pate (also fast onset), chlordiazepoxide (in- 
termediate onset), flurazepam (slow onset), 
and prazepam (slowest onset). The long-acting 
benzodiazepines may produce a cumulative 
disabling effect and are more likely than the 
short-acting agents to cause daytime sedation 
and motor impairment. 

Even when benzodiazepines are taken in 
therapeutic doses, their abrupt discontinuation 
induces a withdrawal syndrome in up to 50% 
of people treated for 6 months or longer. 
Symptoms are more intense with shorter- 
acting preparations; with the long-acting ben- 
zodiazepines, withdrawal symptoms appear 
one or two weeks after discontinuation and 
last longer, but are less intense. As with other 
sedatives, a schedule of slow detoxification is 
necessary to avoid serious complications such 
as withdrawal seizures Some benzodiazepines 
have been used in combination with other 
psychoactive substances to accentuate eupho- 
ria, e g 40-80 mg of diazepam taken shortly 
before or immediatly after a daily maintenance 
dose of methadone. Benzodiazepines are fre- 
quently misused in conjunction with alcohol 
or in opioid dependence see multiple drug 
use). 

Fatal overdose is rare with any benzodiazepine 
unless it is taken concurrently with alcohol or 
other central nervous system depressants. 
BENZODIAZEPINES History Leo H 
Sternbach, a chemist employed by the phar- 
maceutical company Hoffman-La Roche, in- 
vestigated 1955 a substance chlordiazepoxide 
that had been synthesized already 1947. He 
noticed that when a certain dose of chlordi- 
azepoxide was given to a mouse it would 
loosen its grip on an inclined wire screen and 
fall to the floor of the test cage. When the 
mouse was given barbiturates it promptly fell 
asleep but when given chlordiazepoxide it 
continued to walk around sniffing the cage in 
a normal manner. This led to further investiga- 
tions and chlordiazepoxide was considered as 
an almost perfect selective "antianxiety" drug 
that produced less drowsiness than the barbi- 
turates and had a larger safety marginal before 
overdose death occurred. Chlordiazepoxide 
was introduced 1960 under the trade name 
Librium, followed five years later by diaze- 
pam under the tradename Valium. The intro- 
duction of benzodiazepines was an immediate 
medical and commercial success. They rapidly 
became the most widely used sedative- 
hypnotics worldwide. The marketing was ag- 
gressive. 

The benzodiazepines were important innova- 
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tions in the treatment of anxiety disorders and 
they were rapidly replacing barbiturates, bro- 
mides, opioids which were more toxic and had 
more serious side effects. One of the mayor 
advantages compared with these older sub- 
stances was that benzodiazepines were a lot 
safer. The number of fatal overdoses fell con- 
siderably when benzodiazepines were intro- 
duced. 

The benzodiazepines became so popular that 
they influenced the whole concept and accep- 
tance of drug-taking. Rolling Stones sang 
about "Mother’s little helper" and it became 
widely accepted to use benzodiazepines even 
for minor problems with anxiety and sleeping 
disorders. The health care professionals were 
so enthusiastic of the fairly "safe" therapeutic 
index (the amount needed to induce sedation 
was much lower than the amount that would 
cause overdose) and the relatively mild side- 
effects that they promoted a wide use that was 
accompanied by intense marketing from the 
pharmaceutical industry. 

After a few years the darker sides of the ben- 
zodiazepines where reported: the lengthy time 
it lasted in the body, the ability to induce ad- 
diction even at low levels of use, the severity 
of withdrawal symptoms and the frequent use 
of the substance in combination with alcohol 
and other drugs. 

Beginning in the 1970 a wave of criticism 
against what was claimed as the over- 
prescription of benzodiazepines. Self help 
groups of people dependent on benzodiazepi- 
nes was formed. The benzodiazepines was 
placed under international control in the UN 
Convention on Psychotropic drugs 1971. In 
the 1980 a book written by the American jour- 
nalist Barbara Gordon "J am dancing as fast 
as I can" played an important role in forming 
a political opinion against the "overprescrip- 
tion". In the media several cases of persons 
who had became violent after use of especially 
short-acting benzodiazepines were reported. 
There were also several reports on low-dose 
dependency. Mainly middle-aged women who 
had taken low therapeutic doses of benzodi- 
azepines reported severe withdrawal problems 
and rebound effects. There were also a more 
ideological critisism of the frequent use of 
benzodiazepines for "normal" crises. It was 
strongly questioned whether it was good prac- 
tice to prescribe benzodiazepines in life-crises 
such as divorces, deaths of close relatives, mi- 
nor family problems or workplace problems 
and sleeping disturbances. The idea of the crit- 
ics where that these problems will only be 
contained, prolonged and worsened by "sedat- 
ing" them with benzodiazepines. 

The use of benzodiazepines is still controver- 


sial. While almost all health care professionals 
agree on the good of their relaxing, sleep- 
inducing and mucle-relaxant effects and their 
relative safety, it is still controversial how 
broad the indications shall be. The more psy- 
choanalytic and psychotherapeutic oriented 
professionals are generally more restrictive in 
this sence. 

In the 1990 the use of benzodiazepines has 
culminated in many industrialized countries. 
The use of Selective Serotenine Reuptake In- 
hibitors, though they act in a whole different 
way has partly taken over as the substances of 
choice especially in treatment of depressions 
and anxiety. 

BENZODIAZEPINES Chemistry and 
pharmacology All substances in this group 
has a center of benzodiazdepine. They interact 
with or act as the naturally occurring neuro- 
transmitter in the brain called gamma amino 
butyric acid, or GABA for short. GABA is one 
of the most important inhibitory neurotrans- 
mitters. Benzodiazepines greatly increase the 
actions of GABA and also influence other se- 
dating neurotransmitters such as serotonin and 
dopamine. The effect is selective and does not 
influence the whole central nervous system. 
There have been intensive efforts to isolate an 
endogenous benzodiazepine-like substance 
from brain tissue, this has so far not suc- 
ceeded, but a diazepam binding inhibitor 
(DBD peptide has been isolated. 
Benzodiazepines is eliminated through the 
liver and through the kidneys, the elimination 
time is relatively long, it takes for example 
about a week for most of the diazepam (Val- 
ium) to leave it. The breakdown-process can 
be especially long in elderly persons where 
there is a risk for cumulation.

BENZODIAZEPINES Effects, tolerance, 
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withdrawal syndrome and overdose A 
therapeutic dose of benzodiazepines (i.e., 
medically prescribed) can relieve anxiety and 
insomnia. They also have a significant mus- 
cle-relaxant effect. 

Some examples: alprazolam is used to treat 
patents subjects to panic attacks, triazolam is 
used to treat insomnia, diazepam is used to 
control seizures such as those that occur dur- 
ing severe alcohol or barbiturate withdrawal. 
Benzodiazepines are commonly used as pre- 
medication before surgeries. The. benzodi- 
azepines has also very powerful anti-epileptic 
properties, but the effect wears off within a 
few months and they are therefore rarely used 
for long term treatment of epilepsy. Especially 
diazepam and clonazepam is the drug of 
choice for treating life-threat conditions of 
status epilepticus. 

Generally, benzodiazepines are well tolerated 
and have a wide margin of safety. But some 
people may experience drowsiness, lethargy 
dizziness or difficulty with co-ordination. 
High doses lead to heavier sedation and can 
impair both mental sharpness and physical co- 
ordination. Lower doses are recommended for 
older people and for those with some chronic 
diseases, since they may be more sensitive to 
medications and may metabolize them more 
slowly. It has also been suggested that benzo- 
diazepines can impair the ability to learn and 
remember new information. 

Studies show that anti-anxiety agents, even 
when correctly prescribed, may interfere with 
the ability of some users to perform certain 
physical, intellectual and perceptual functions. 
Most side-effects usually occur early in treat- 
ment and wane over time. 

For these reasons, individuals should assess 
their response to benzodiazepines before they 
operate a motor vehicle or engage in tasks re- 
quiring concentration and co-ordination. Such 
activities may become more dangerous if ben- 
zodiazepines are used together with alcohol 
and/or other sedative hypnotics or antihista- 
mines (found in many cold, cough and allergy 
remedies). 

Because some benzodiazepines (such as di- 
azepam and flurazepam) are metabolized and 
eliminated from the body quite slowly, the 
medication can accumulate in body tissues 
with long-term use and may heighten such ef- 
fects as lethargy in some individuals. Some 
users may feel drowsy or "hung over," even 
on the day after they take the medication. Sen- 
iors, in particular, may be at increased risk of 
falls, fractures and confusion. 

Tolerance and Dependence 

Tolerance is the need to increase the dose of a 
drug to maintain the desired effects. Tolerance 


to the anxiety-relieving effects of benzodi- 
azepines is uncommon and most individuals 
do not increase their benzodiazepine dose. But 
tolerance to the sedative and other effects of 
benzodiazepines can develop in some people 
with regular use. When the liver becomes 
more efficient in processing the drug, toler- 
ance develops since more benzodiazepines is 
needed to achieve the same effect. 

Risk of physical dependence increases if ben- 
zodiazepines are taken regularly (e.g., 
daily)for more than a few months, especially 
at higher than normal doses. However, prob- 
lems have been reported after shorter periods 
of use. The user's body adapts to the presence 
of the medication and experiences withdrawal 
symptoms when use is stopped. The frequency 
and severity of these symptoms depend on the 
dosage, the duration of use, and whether the 
medication is stopped abruptly or tapered off. 
Stopping abruptly can bring on such symp- 
toms as trouble sleeping, gastrointestinal up- 
set, feeling unwell, loss of appetite, sweating, 
trembling, weakness, anxiety, and changes in 
perception (e.g.numbness and altered sensitiv- 
ity to light, sound and smells ). In rare cases 
after high doses, psychosis and convulsions 
may occur. 

After high dose , continuous use for about two 
months, or lower-dose for a year or more, 
withdrawal can be severe. 

First there will be craving fro the drug, then 
more anxiety, sleep disturbances. pacing the 
floor, tremulous movements and even halluci- 
nations and temporary loss of vision or hear- 
ing, seizures and convulsions. The symptoms 
continue and peak in the first to to third 
weeks. 

The onset and severity of withdrawal are often 
more marked for benzodiazepines that are rap- 
idly eliminated from the body (e.g., triazolam, 
alprazolam) than for those that are slowly 
eliminated (e.g., diazepam). 

It is highly advisable to gradually taper the 
benzodiazepine dose to minimize discomfort, 
especially after long-term use. Gradual discon- 
tinuation of the medication is preferred, but it 
may not entirely eliminate withdrawal symp- 
toms. 

There are also several reports on low-dose de- 
pendence on benzodiazepines in low or even 
very low doses. Persons who have taken ben- 
zodiazepines for a long time in therapeutic 
doses have reported withdrawal symptoms, 
anxiety and rebound effects. They are usually 
mild as a few sleepless nights but can also be 
severe with headache, muscle pain, and over 
sensitivity for sound and light. The users are 
often frightened especially when it is com- 
bined with rebound-effects for example that 
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the anxiety for a life trauma for which the 
medication originally was taken is returning. 
Low-dose dependence is however controver- 
sial and is not included in most diagnostic sys- 
tem. 

The persistence of benzodiazepines in the 
body from low or regular doses taken over 
long time results not only in prolonged with- 
drawal symptoms but also in symptoms that 
erratically come and go in cycles separated by 
2 to 10 days. These symptoms are called pro- 
tracted withdrawal syndrome and may persist 
for several months after the drug use has been 
discontinued. 

If several depressant drugs is used the combi- 
nation can cause a much greater reaction than 
simply the sum of the effects. When alcohol 
and diazepam is taken together, the liver is so 
busy metabolizing alcohol that the strength of 
the diazepam and its breakdown products pass 
through the body in a much greater strength. 
Benzodiazepines also exhibit cross depend- 
ence and cross tolerance between different as 
well as similar chemical drug classes such as 
alcohol, barbiturates chlormetiazole and opi- 
oids. 

Toxic Effects and overdoses 

Symptoms of overdose include drowsiness, 
loss of consciousness, depressed breathing, 
coma and death if left untreated. 

While it usually takes 50-100 pills to cause a 
serious overdose, street versions of the drugs, 
sometimes misrepresented and sold as Quaa- 
ludes can be so strong that 5-10 pills could 
cause severe reactions. 

While death rarely results from benzodi- 
azepine overdose alone, these medications 
may be fatal when used in combination with 
alcohol and other drugs that depress the cen- 
tral nervous system. 

People do die from just a few pills of benzodi- 
azepines and a modest amount of alcohol. 


BENZODIAZEPINES Misuse patterns 
The misuse of benzodiazepines has a very 
broad spectrum. It spans from older women 
who are on very low dose presciptions of ben- 
zodiazepines and experince that they are de- 
pendent on the drug and can not live without it 
to people highly physically adiicted to doses 
10 to 20 times the normal daily dose and in- 
trovenous drug addicts who uses benzodi- 
azepines in combination with cocaine or her- 
oin. 

Amfetamine and cocaine users use benzodi- 
azepines to calm down from excess stimula- 
tion and mildering the crash. 

Heroin addicts use often benzodiazepines as a 
substitute when they can not get opiates and 
alcoholics are frequently using benzodiazepi- 


nes in combination with alcohol or as a self- 
medication to prevent life-threatening with- 
drawal symptoms as convulsions. Methadone 
patiens in some cases use benzodiazepines as 
their drug of choice. 

BENZODIAZEPINES Treatment A slow 
descalation over at least 4-6 weeks is strongly 
recommended to avoid the sometimes severe 
withdrawal symptoms. If the dependence on 
benzodiazepines is one of the main problems 
for the individual counceling, group therapy 
and contact with self-help groups gives often 
the best results. 

For many patiens especially persons who have 
got their initial benzoadiazepines in connec- 
tion with a life-crise such as a dicvorce, a 
death of a relative etc it can be necessary with 
individual or group-therapy for a year or more. 
For a small group av patients eg persons with 
borderline syndromes, and certain types of se- 
vere anxiety the dependence on benzodiazepi- 
nes even over a very long time is a lesser 
probem compared with the underlying diagno- 
sis. To these persons it can be counterproduc- 
tive and inhuman to force them to withdraw 
from their medication. They need the help of 
benzodiazepines as well as other psyciatric 
help. Moralizing over their drug dependence is 
counter productive. 

BENZODIAZEPINES Prevention Benzo- 
diazepines were put under international con- 
trol in the 1971 UN convention on psychotro- 
pic drugs., the reason was the rapid spread of 
misuse. 

Most nations has restricted the preisciptions of 
benzodiazepines. It has been done by narrow- 
ing the indications and by educationg the 
medical professionals. 

Common rules and recommendations on ben- 
zodiazepines often include restrictions and 
carefulness when to prescribing benzodiazepi- 
nes to certain gruops such as: 

- young persons, especially young persons in 
different maternity crisis. 

- patients with anxiety if not other measures 
are taken simultaniously. 

- patients that the phisichen not has a good pe- 
rosnal knowledge of. 

- patients with known substance misuse his- 
tory or spouce with known substance misuse. 
The doses and durationm of medication are of- 
ten recommended to be limited 

A common method of getting large amounts 
of benzodiazepines used by addicts is to go to 
tens or seometiomes hundreds of physichans 
and obtain prescriptions for real or fake sym- 
potoms or to "buy" pills or prescriptions 
dirctly from medical professionals or perons 
wokring in the pharmacetutical industry. As 
computers are introduced in pharmacies and 
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drug stores it is nowdays easy to impliment 
control systems on both patiens and physicans 
but many such ssystems has been stopped by 
intersts groups the pharmaceutical industry of- 
ten motivatd by a concern for the right of pri- 
vacy. 

As the interational trade has increased smug- 
gling of pharmaceutical products esopecially 
from Latin America and Eastern Europe 

It has also been common to invclude educa- 
tion on benzodiazepines in the drug educations 
in schools. A common way to start the use of 
benzodiazepines is by getting them from a 
friend or a family member,.teenage girls often 
get them from their mothers. 

Many special units dealing with benzodi- 
azepine misuse has been established. They 
tend to reach middle aged soially functioning 
middle age women that are not alikely to show 
up at a regular drug abuse unit. 

In many countrises self-help groups has been 
formed. Volontary organisations on benzodi- 
azepine misuse working with treatment and 
opinion making now exist in most industrial- 
ized countries. 

The use of benzodiazepines are still controver- 
sial in many countires. Self help groups and 
mass-media often point out the misuse of ben- 
zodiazepines as a very widespread and hidden 
problem. They also often point out that pre- 
sciption of benzodiazepines often are per- 
formed routinely, symptom-oriented and that 
the important REM-sleep are disturbed and 
crises are contained rather than penetrated. 
The advocates of extensive use of benzodi- 
azepines in the medical profession as well as 
in the pharmaceutical industry points out that 
the majority of the millions of benzodiazepine 
users do not have any problems with them and 
that the critics not take in to account the mas- 
sive suffering of, anxiety, depressions, ten- 
sions and sleeping-problems that the benzodi- 
azepines at least partly counteract. The rela- 
tive safety of the drugs are also udnerlined. 
Several national concensus conference on 
benzodiazepines has been arranged. But the 
differing opinions on benzodiazepines seems 
to depend on basic views on mental health, 
psychiatry, psychopharmacology and the soci- 
ety as a whole. Most medical professionals 
tend to have a pragmatic view between these 
exterms. Hardly no one defends routin high- 
dose presciptions. and very few would never 
use them in the therapeutic arsenal. As in al- 
most all other medical practice the answer is 
to find a reasonable balance for the individual 
patient.

Occasional use do not 
produce dependence but regular use can pro- 
duce dependence, and habitual use often re- 
sults in health problems, particularly impo- 
tence, diseases of the mouth, including a form 
of mouth cancer, frequent in India. There have 
been few efforts to control use.

A trait 
marker identifies a relatively stable and endur- 
ing attribute that reflects a continuing condi- 
tion or, particularly in the case of a genetic 
marker; a predisposition to a specific disorder. 
Most biological markers for alcohol and other 
drugs are state markers, and many simply re- 
flect the recent history of consumption. A high 
blood alcohol level, for example, may identify 
a state of alcoholic intoxication, but it does not 
confirm alcohol dependence. Many, but not 
all, state markers for alcohol are in fact tests 
of hepatic damage (such as elevated plasma y- 
glutamyltransferase). They are diagnostic tests 
of alterations in liver status secondary to 
chronic drinking, and not valid indicators of 
alcohol dependence.

grams percent. and millimoles per litre. A 
concentration of 8 parts per thousand would 
be expressed in legal terminology in USA as 
08%, in Scandinavia as 0.8 promille. 

and in Canada and elsewhere as 80 mg/100 
ml. National differences also exist in the BAL 
set as the legal limit for driving under "per se" 
laws with most limits in the range 20-100 
mg/100 ml. 

The BAL is often extrapolated from measure- 
ments made on breath or urine or other bio- 
logical fluids in which the alcohol concentra- 
tion bears a known relationship to that in the 
blood. The Widmark calculation is a technique 
for estimating BAL at a given time after alco- 
hol ingestion by extrapolating from BALs at 
known times and assuming a fixed rate of al- 
cohol elimination (zero order kinetics). In 
some jurisdictions this is considered a dubious 
assumption and estimates of BALs at previous 
points in time are not accepted.

Breath analyzer The breath analyzer is an 
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instrument that detects alcoholic impairment 
by measuring the concentration of alcohol in 
the breath; there is a definite relationship be- 
tween the concentration of alcohol in breath 
and blood. The breath analyzer collects 
specimens of breath and, using any of a num- 
ber of available chemical laboratory tech- 
niques, quickly determines the percentage of 
blood alcohol concentration (BAC). Under 
US. government standards, a BAC of 0.10 
percent or more is evidence of alcoholic im- 
pairment. Breath analyzer results are accepted 
as evidence in all 50 states. In some countries 
the finding must be corroborated by the results 
of blood analyses.

The rationale for brief intervention is that, 
even if the percentage of individuals who alter 
their substance use after a single intervention 
is small the public health impact of large 
numbers of primary health care workers pro- 
viding these interventions systematically is 
considerable Brief intervention is often linked 
to systematic screening testing for hazardous 
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and harmful substance use particularly of al- 
cohol and tobacco.

Acute bronchitis 
may subside, or, particularly with continued 
exposure to irritants, may persist and progress 
to chronic bronchitis or pneumonia Bronchitis 
can be treated with antihistamines, cough sup- 
pressants, bronchodilators, or antibiotics. 
Acute bronchitis is characterized by a cough 
that releases sputum, fever, mucus-secreting 
structures growing larger, and back pain. 
Caused by the spread of viral infections to the 
bronchi, the swelling often occurs with child- 
hood infections, as measles, whooping cough, 
diphtheria, and typhoid fever. Treatment in- 
cludes bed rest, aspirin, cough drugs, and anti- 
biotics. 

Chronic bronchitis is characterized by an ex- 
cess release of mucus in the bronchi with a 
cough that releases sputum for at least 3 
months in at least 2 years.

Bufotenin 
also functions as a powerful constrictor of 
blood vessels, causing a rise in blood pressure. 
Other sources of bufotenin are the mushroom 
Amanita muscaria and the tropical American 


tree Piptadenia peregrina, the seeds of which 
were used at the time of the early Spanish ex- 
plorations by the Indians of Trinidad and of 
the Orinoco Plain to make the hallucinogenic 
snuff called cohoba, or yopo.In modern medi- 
cine, bufotenin has been used only experimen- 
tally, to simulate psychotic disease states for 
the purpose of psychiatric study.

Bukowski, Charles (1920-1994), American 
poet, short-story writer, and novelist that be- 
came cult hero in the beat tradition in the early 
1970s. Bukowski's voluminous works- 
unconventional, unrevised, uneven-powerfully 
evince a negative world view in their depic- 
tion of the Los Angeles low life from which 
he seemed to draw creative strength. He wrote 
about alcohol, drugs aging and his vagabond- 
ing life, He was an anarchistic outsider who 
described USA’s obsession with drugs, sex 
and violence. probed into the life of the inner 
city and the inner self and described what he 
found there in uncompromising, often crude, 
language. A cult figure, first in Europe and, 
after the success of his screenplay for the mo- 
tion picture Barfly (1987), in the US. as well, 
Bukowski parlayed his life of hard drinking 
and womanizing into a literary genre. Born in 
the German Rhineland of a US. occupation 
soldier and his German wife, Bukowski 
moved to Los Angeles when he was two. His 
childhood was marred by an abusive father, 
and after a short stint at a local college and a 
few years in New York trying to become a 
writer, Bukowski embarked on what was es- 
sentially a 10-year drinking binge, finally ar- 
riving at the brink of death in the charity ward 
of a Los Angeles hospital with an ulcerated 
liver in 1956. He achieved his first successes 
in local and underground publications. Los 
Angeles publisher John Martin recognized the 
peculiar genius of the self-described "dirty old 
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man" and established Black Sparrow Press to 
publish Bukowski's works. Bukowski's poetry 
appeared in dozens of volumes, including 
Flower, Fist and Bestial Wail (1960) and Po- 
ems Written Before Jumping out of an 8 Story 
Window (1968); his novels and short-story 
collections include Notes of a Dirty Old Man 
(1969), Post Office (1971), Erections, Ejacu- 
lations, Exhibitions, and General Tales of Or- 
dinary Madness (1972), Factotum (1975), and 
Ham on Rye (1982). He completed a mystery 
novel, Pulp, just before his death.

(ATF) administers and enforces the federal 
laws relating to firearms and explosives, and 
to alcohol and tobacco products. Previously, 
these responsibilities were under the aegis of 
the Internal Revenue Service. Since the pas- 
sage of the federal Anti-Arson Act in 1982, 
the ATF has also dealt with arson-for-profit 
activities. The bureau currently operates on an 


annual budget of about $335 million, and em- 
ploys some 4,100 people. 

The ATF is divided into two sections. One, 
called Regulatory Enforcement, is charged 
with monitoring trade-practice violations, is- 
suing permits and licenses, and determining 
and collecting taxes on legal alcohol, tobacco, 
and firearms. The other, called Criminal En- 
forcement, is charged with suppressing illegal 
trafficking in the named products, as well as 
investigating tax evasion and arson for profit. 
Other ATF tasks include assisting federal, 
state, and local revenue and law-enforcement 
agencies; inspecting and regulating storage fa- 
cilities for explosives; and maintaining records 
so that firearms and explosives used to com- 
mit crimes can be traced. 

The ATF came under public scrutiny for its 
flawed raid on the compound of the Branch 
Davidians in Waco, Tex., on Feb. 28, 1993. 
Not only were four ATF agents and six cult 
members killed in the initial raid, but the ensu- 
ing 51-day siege (conducted by the FBI) re- 
sulted in disaster. A Treasury Department re- 
port was highly critical.

Burroughs, William S(eward) (1914- 
1998), American writer, painter, and ex- 
perimental artist. He was born in Saint 
Louis, Missouri, and graduated from Har- 
vard University in 1936. He also briefly at- 
tended medical school in Vienna, Austria, 
and graduate school in anthropology at Har- 
vard. Burroughs took a series of odd jobs as 
private detective, vemin-hunter and briefly 
served in the United States Army before set- 


tling in New York City in 1943. In 1944 he 
met Allen Ginsberg and Jack Kerouac, with 
whom he helped found the Beat Generation 
literary movement. In New York Burroughs 
also met Joan Vollmer Adams, who became 
his common-law wife. They had one son, 
William S. Burroughs, Jr., also a writer. 
Burroughs's friendships, drug experimenta- 
tion, and the accidental shooting death of his 
wife in 1951 shaped his writing style. Start- 
ing in 1949, he led an expatriate artist's life 
in Mexico City, Mexico; Tangier, Morocco; 
Paris, France; and London, England, return- 
ing to New York in 1974. He settled in Law- 
rence, Kansas, in 1981. 

Burroughs's literary experimentation is appar- 
ent in his novels, which combine visionary in- 
tensity, strong social satire, and the use of 
montage, collage, and improvisation. He was 
the inventor of the routine (a satirical fantasy 
the author composes through improvisation), 
the cutup (a collage technique applied to prose 
writing in which the writer literally cuts up 
and recombines text), and pop mythologies 
(mythologies the writer creates using material 
from popular culture). His novels include 
Junky (1953), Naked Lunch (1959), The Soft 
Machine (1961), The Ticket That Exploded 
(1962), Nova Express (1964), The Wild Boys 
(1971), Exterminator (1973), Port of Saints 
(1975), Cities of the Red Night (1981), Place 
of Dead Roads (1984), Queer (1985), and The 
Western Lands (1987). 

Naked Lunch, based on Burroughs's experi- 
ence as a drug addict, is acknowledged to be a 
seminal work. The novel's sexually explicit 
language and evocation of grotesque images 
resulted in the book being banned in Boston, 
Massachusetts. The ban was lifted after a trial 
in 1965 and 1966 that effectively ended cen- 
sorship of literature in the United States. 
Burroughs also wrote a number of short ex- 
perimental prose pieces, short stories, short 
novels, and essays. He collaborated with other 
writers and artists on literary, film, musical, 
and multimedia works. In the 1980s he also 
became a painter, and exhibited widely. 
Burroughs deep knowledge of drug depend- 
ence has been important for his writings. His 
descriptions of extreme violent homosexuality 
made him highly controversial.

The usefulness of the cocoa bean was 
well known to the Pre-Columbian inhabi- 

tants of tropical Meso-America-particularly 
the Mayas and Aztecs, who used the bean 

not only to produce a beverage but also as a 
medium of exchange. During the 16th cen- 
tury cocoa beans were carried to Europe, 
where refinements in processing led to the 
development of cocoa and chocolate and to 
the extraction of cocoa butter (q.v.), a natural 
vegetable fat. 

The cacao tree is grown throughout the wet 
lowland tropics, often in the shade of taller 
trees. Its thick trunk rises up to 12 metres (40 
feet) and supports a canopy of leathery oblong 
leaves up to 30 centimetres (1 foot) long. The 
small, foul-smelling, pinkish flowers are borne 
directly on the branches and trunk. The flow- 
ers are followed by the fruit, or pods, which 
are ovoid, yellow-brown to purple, and di- 
vided on the surface by 10 ribs, or ridges. The 
pods may be up to 35 cm long and 12 cm in 
diameter. Each pod yields 20-40 seeds, or co- 
coa beans. The beans, about 2.5 cm long, are 
embedded within the pod in a pink mucilagi- 
nous pulp. After the fourth year a tree may 
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bear 60 to 70 fruits annually. 

After harvesting, the pod is split open and the 
seeds, or beans, are removed and allowed to 
ferment for several days. They are then subject 
to a series of processes-including drying, 
cleaning, roasting, and grinding-that yields a 
paste called chocolate liquor. This liquor is 
then either pressed, to produce cocoa butter 
and cocoa powder, or combined with addi- 
tional cocoa butter (and sometimes other in- 
gredients), to yield one of many chocolate 
products.

Caffeine A xanthine which is a mild central 
nervous system stimulant vasodilator and diu- 
retic. Caffeine is found in coffee, chocolate, 
cola and some other soft drinks, and tea in 
some cases with other xanthines such as theo- 
phylline or theobromine. Acute or chronic 
overuse (e.g. a daily intake of 500 mg or 
more), with resultant toxicity is termed caf- 
feinism. Symptoms include restlessness, in- 
somnia flushed face, muscle twitching, tachy- 
cardia, gastrointestinal disturbances including, 
abdominal pain, pressured or rambling thought 
and speech, and sometimes exacerbation of 
preexisting anxiety of panic states, depression, 
or schizophrenia. The substance use disorders 
in JCD-10 include caffeine use disorder and 
caffeine dependence (classified in F15). 
Caffeine is the world's most popular drug. The 
white, bitter-tasting, crystalline substance was 
first isolated from coffee in 1820. Both words, 
caffeine and coffee, are derived from the Ara- 
bic word gahweh (pronounced "kahveh" in 
Turkish). The origins of the words reflect the 
spread of the beverage into Europe via Arabia 
and Turkey from north-east Africa, where cof- 
fee trees were cultivated in the 6th century. 
Coffee began to be popular in Europe in the 
17th century. By the 18th century plantations 
had been established in Indonesia and the 
West Indies. 

The caffeine content of coffee beans varies 
according to the species of the coffee plant. 
Beans from Coffea arabica, grown mostly in 
Central and South America, contain about 
1.1% caffeine. beans from Coffea robusta, 
grown mostly in Indonesia and Africa, contain 
about 2.2% caffeine. Caffeine also occurs in 
cacao pods and hence in cocoa and chocolate 
products; in kola nuts, used in the preparation 
of cola drinks; and in the ilex plant, from 
whose leaves the popular South American 
beverage yerba mate is prepared. 

Caffeine is also found in tea. It was first iso- 
lated from tea leaves in 1827 and named 
"theine" because it was believed to be a dis- 
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tinctly different compound from the caffeine 
in coffee. Tea leaves contain about 3. 5% caf- 
feine, but a cup of tea usually contains less 
caffeine than a cup of coffee because much 
less tea than coffee is used during preparation. 
The caffeine content of a cup of coffee aver- 
ages about 50-100 mg, but varies widely ac- 
cording to cup size, the method of preparation, 
and the amount of coffee used. Generally, 
cups prepared from instant coffee contain less 
caffeine (average 65 mg) and cups prepared 
by drip methods contain more caffeine (aver- 
age 110 mg). Cups of tea average about 30 
mg, but the range is also large - from 10 to 90 
mg. 

Cola drinks contain about 35 mg caffeine per 
standard 280 ml serving, with some 5% of the 
caffeine being a component of kola nuts and 
most of the remainder being added in the form 
of a by-product of the decaffeination of coffee 
and tea. Caffeine-containing soft drinks ac- 
count for more than 65% of soft drink con- 
sumption. A cup of hot chocolate contains 
about 4 mg caffeine, and a 50-gram chocolate 
bar between 5 and 60 mg, increasing with the 
quality of the chocolate. Caffeine is an ingre- 
dient of certain headache pills (30-65 mg). It 
is the main ingredient of non-prescription 
"stay-awake" pills (100-200 mg). 

Caffeine taken in beverage form begins to 
reach all tissues of the body within five min- 
utes. Peak blood levels are reached in about 30 
minutes. Half of a given dose of caffeine is 
metabolized in about four hours þ more rap- 
idly in smokers and less rapidly in newborn 
infants, in women in late pregnancy, and in 
sufferers from liver disease. Normally, almost 
all ingested caffeine is metabolized. Less than 
3% appears unchanged in urine, and there is 
no day-to-day accumulation of the drug in the 
body. 

Caffeine use may increase blood pressure. 
Caffeine stimulates the brain and behavior. 
Use of 75-150 mg of caffeine elevates neural 
activity in many parts of the brain, postpones 
fatigue, and enhances performance at simple 
intellectual tasks and at physical work that in- 
volves endurance but not fine motor coordina- 
tion. (Caffeine-caused tremor can reduce hand 
steadiness.) 

Caffeine's effects on complex intellectual 
tasks and on mood do not lend themselves to a 
simple summary. The effects depend on the 
personality of the user, on the immediate envi- 
ronment, on the user's knowing whether caf- 
feine has been taken, and even on the time of 
day. 

The effects of caffeine on sleep are clear-cut: 
taken before bedtime, it usually delays sleep 
onset, shortens overall sleep time, and reduces 


the "depth" of sleep. After using caffeine, 
sleepers are more easily aroused, move more 
during sleep, and report a reduction in the 
quality of sleep. The effects of caffeine on 
dreaming are less clear. 

Larger doses of caffeine, especially when 
given to non-users, can produce headache, jit- 
teriness, abnormally rapid heartbeat (tachy- 
cardia), convulsions, and even delirium. Near- 
fatal doses cause a crisis resembling the state 
of a diabetic without insulin, including high 
levels of blood sugar and the appearance of 
acetone-like substances in urine. 

The lowest known dose fatal to an adult has 
been 3,200 mg - administered intravenously 
by accident. The fatal oral dose is in excess of 
5,000 mg - the equivalent of 40 strong cups of 
coffee taken in a very short space of time. 
Tolerance refers to the body's "getting used" 
to a drug with its repeated taking. It is difficult 
to study the tolerance of human subjects to the 
various effects of caffeine because nearly eve- 
ryone in our society uses caffeine regularly in 
one form or another. Careful research has sug- 
gested that tolerance develops to most of caf- 
feine's effects - meaning that, with experience 
of the drug, the same dose produces a reduced 
effect, or a larger dose is required to produce 
the same level of effect. 

Regular use of upwards of 350 mg of caffeine 
a day causes physical dependence on the drug. 
This means that interruption of the regular use 
produces a characteristic withdrawal syn- 
drome, the most conspicuous feature of which 
is an often severe headache that can be re- 
lieved by taking caffeine. Absence of caffeine 
also makes regular users feel irritable and 
tired. Relief from these withdrawal effects is 
often given as a reason for using caffeine. 
Long-term effects of a toxic nature do not ap- 
pear evident when regular caffeine use is be- 
low about 650 mg a day - equivalent to .about 
eight or nine average cups of coffee. Above 
this level, users may suffer from chronic in- 
somnia, persistent anxiety and depression, and 
stomach ulcers. Caffeine use appears to be as- 
sociated with irregular heartbeat and may raise 
cholesterol levels, but there is no firm evi- 
dence that caffeine causes heart disease. 

The evidence is also unclear concerning caf- 
feine and cancer. Caffeine and some of its me- 
tabolites can cause changes in the cells of the 
body and in the way in which they reproduce 
themselves, and caffeine certainly enhances 
this kind of action by some known carcino- 
gens. However, although caffeine is suspected 
as a cause of cancer, the evidence is contradic- 
tory and does not allow a clear conclusion. 
Some animal studies suggest that caffeine can 
have anti-cancer properties. For example, in 
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rats it prevents breast cancer caused by dieth- 
ylstilbestrol (the "morning after" pill). 
Caffeine certainly has the ability to cause a va- 
riety of reproductive effects in animals, in- 
cluding congenital abnormalities and repro- 
ductive failures, reduced fertility, prematurity, 
and low birth weight. What is unknown is 
whether these findings are relevant to the use 
of ordinary amounts of caffeine-containing 
beverages by pregnant women. Pregnant 
women have been advised to restrict caffeine 
intake by both Canadian and United States 
governments. Pregnant smokers should be es- 
pecially wary. 

The most common medicinal use of caffeine is 
as a part of headache preparations and other 
pain relievers. Caffeine is added both for its 
specific ability to relieve headache, including 
that caused by caffeine withdrawal, and for its 
ability to help analgesics do their work better. 
The ability of caffeine to stimulate breathing 
is used in the treatment of apnea (cessation of 
breathing) in newborn babies, and as an anti- 
dote against the depression of breathing by 
overdoses of heroin and other opiate drugs. 
More controversial therapeutic uses of caf- 
feine are these: to kill skin funguses; to im- 
prove sperm mobility; to enhance the toxic ef- 
fects of chemicals used in cancer therapy; and 
to facilitate the production of seizures during 
electroconvulsive therapy. 

Annual world consumption of caffeine is 
about 120,000 tonnes - equivalent to 70 mg of 
the drug a day for each inhabitant. Of this total 
consumption, 54% is in the form of or derived 
from coffee; 43% is in the form of or derived 
from tea. Some three-quarters of the coffee 
that is cultivated is of the arabica species, but 
the robusta species accounts for rather more 
than a quarter of all caffeine derived from cof- 
fee because it contains twice as much caffeine. 
In the United States, daily per capita consump- 
tion of caffeine is about 210 mg. About 60% 
of United States consumption is in the form of 
coffee, with tea and soft drinks each account- 
ing for about 16% of the total. Caffeine con- 
sumption is very much higher in some Euro- 
pean countries. In Britain, daily per capita use 
of caffeine is about 445 mg, about 72% of 
which is in the form of tea and 19%, in the 
form of coffee. In Sweden, daily per capita 
consumption is near 425 mg, 85% in the form 
of coffee and 6% in the form of tea.

Although a simple questionnaire can not sub- 
stitute for a complete history or thorough 
evaluation this simple and easy to manage 
questionnaire has proved to be a good instru- 
ment to detect alcohol problems and is rec- 
ommended to use in general health examina- 
tions. The problem drinkers can than be sub- 
ject for a more detailed structured interviews 
and early intervention.

Camellia Genus of about 80 species of East 
Asian evergreen shrubs and trees, belonging to 
the tea family (Theaceae), most notable for 
three ornamental flowering species and for C. 
sinensis (sometimes called Thea sinensis), the 
source of tea. The common camellia (C. ja- 
ponica) is the best known, particularly for its 
double (many-petaled) cultivated varieties, 
whose overlapping petals range in colour from 
white through pink to red and variegated. In 


the wild form five to seven petals surround a 
mass of yellow stamens, with sepals dropping 
as the petals open. The tree has glossy green, 
oval leaves usually about 10 cm long and 
reaches a height of about 9 m. 

A similar but shorter species, C. reticulata, 
has flowers to 15 cm (6 inches) wide and dull 
green leaves. C. sasanqua, a loose straggling 
shrub with slightly fragrant, 5-centimetre- 
wide flowers, can tolerate dryness and alkaline 
soils. It blooms in autumn and frequently is 
grown as a wall or hedge plant. 

The tea plant (C. sinensis) reaches 9 m but in 
cultivation is kept to a low, mounded shrub, 
often pruned back to encourage development 
of young leaves. The flowers are fragrant, yel- 
low-centred, white, and about 4 cm wide.

CANNABIS - Introduction Cannabis is a 
natural product under international control ac- 
cording to the UN Single Convention 1961 
and its amendments, Schedule I. It is defined 
as "the flowering or fruiting tops of the canna- 
bis plant, Cannabis sativa (excluding the 
seeds and leaves when not accompanied by 
the tops) from which the resin has not been 
extracted. 


tortuosum. See: 
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Modern botanist specify only one spiecy of 
cannabis , Cannabis sativa L. with three sub- 
species: Subspecies sativa (oil- and fiber 
plant), Subspecies indica (hashish- and mari- 
juana plant) and Subspecies spontania (wild 
hemp). These subspecies are viewed as eco- 
types stemming from the same plant that 
through climate and actions by man has de- 
veloped different qualities. 

The word cannabis comes from Greek kanna- 
bis, hemp. 

Cannabis is a generic term used to denote the 
several psychoactive preparations of the hemp 
plant, Cannabis sativa. Cannabis contains at 
least 60 cannabinoids, several of which are 
biologically active. The most psychoactive 
constituent is D-9-tetrahydrocannabinol 
(THC), its metabolites can be detected in urine 
for several weeks after usage of cannabis. The 
THC-content variates between different types 
of cannabis and is also depending on in what 
climate it has been grown in. 

The most important preparations are: 

1. Bhang - dried flowering tops and leaves that 
has been extracted in a fluid usually water, 
drunk as tea or mixed with milk, often sweet- 
ened with sugar or honey, traditional drink in 
India and Pakistan. THC content usually 1-2 
per cent. 2. Marijuana - dried flowering tops 
and leaves from Cannabis sativa. Normally 
smoked as cigarettes or in pipes often mixed 
with tobacco. THC-content usually 1-3 per 
cent. 3. Ganja, sinsemilla - small flowering 
and fruiting tops of cultivated from female 
Cannabis sativa plants, normally smoked as 
marijuana. THC-content usually 5-10 per 
cent. 4. Hashish, in international conventions 
called cannabis resin and defined as "the sepa- 
rated resin, whether crude or purified, ob- 
tained from the cannabis plant" " The resin 
comes from the flowering tops and female 
parts of the plant that has been pressed to- 
gether in in bricks or lumps varying from yel- 
low, brown an black. Hashish is smoked in 
cigarettes or pipes often mixed with tobacco. 
THC-content usually 8-15 per cent. 5. Hashish 
oil - a brown sirup-like oil extracted from 
Cannabis sativa with chemicals and thereafter 
have been filtered and concentrated. It is usu- 
ally dropped on tobacco and smoked in a 
cigarette. THC-content usually 40-60 per cent. 
6. Pure THC is almost never available, except 
for research. Substances sold as THC on the 
street often turn out to be something else, such 
as PCP. 

CANNABIS-History Cannabis is second to 
alcohol the most used mind-altering drug in 
the world. It has been known and used for at 
least 10.000 years. In religion and folk medi- 
cine it played an important role in ancient 


China and India. Homer describes elixir of 
cannabis as a healing drink which lessens feel- 
ings of unhappiness. The, according to the his- 
tory-tellers, cruel assassins used the drug ex- 
tensively in warfare. 

In the Muslim world cannabis spread exten- 
sively, partly due to the alcohol restrictions in 
the Koran. In Europe the interest in cannabis 
arose after Napoleon’s invasion of Egypt. In 
the middle of the 19ths century the French 
doctor Jaques-Joseph Moreau initiated Le 
Club des Haschichins where some of the most 
prestigious writers and artists of the time ate 
hashish jam and hailed its effects. 

In USA cannabis was the drug of the slaves 
that later was associated with the jazz music in 
the afro-american community. 1920 the inter- 
est in cannabis became more widespread as a 
substitute for the prohibited alcohol. Cannabis 
also played a role in the beat-movement in the 
1950s but it was not until the middle of the 
1960s during the hippie-movement that canna- 
bis was spread all over the western world as 
the drug of choice of millions of rebelling stu- 
dents. Cannabis was connected with flower- 
power and the revolt against the establishment 
and cannabis-positive messages was spread 
through popular music and literature. In the 
rastafari-culture with its reggeamusic canna- 
bis-smoking was a main component. During 
the 1980s the use of cannabis tended to go 
down considerably but in the late 1990s can- 
nabis gained new popularity as a "downer" to 
calm down after using ecstasy and other dance 
drugs. Since the 1960s the discussions of the 
legal status of cannabis has continued. Some 
countries has in practice differentiated be- 
tween cannabis and hard drugs and are not en- 
forcing personal use of small amounts of the 
drugs, it has also in some countries been pos- 
sible for physicians to prescribe cannabis 
and/or THC. Most countries though has con- 
tinued and in some cases even hardened their 
attitudes towards cannabis and are critical over 
the tendencies to make the law enforcement 
towards cannabis more liberal. 
CANNABIS-Botany The cannabis evolved 
in the Himalaya mountains. Carl von Linné 
classified 1753 the hemp plant and gave it the 
name Cannabis sativa, sativa means culti- 
vated. It is an annual herb that can grow up to 
9 meters high but are usually 1,5-2 meter. The 
male plants are small and thin while the fe- 
male plants are thicker and produce a lot more 
of resin. 

The stems contains bastcells that can be up to 
3 centimeters long this are connected with 1-3 
meter long fibers, The fatty seeds, even called 
nuts contains hemp-oil. Hemp has been culti- 
vated for: 
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1. The fibers which played an important role 
as raw material for textiles and ropes. Hemp 
rope was especially important for the sailing 
ships as they do not easily rotten. 2. The seeds 
which are used as a grainlike food and animal 
feed. 3. The resin which contains the highly 
psychoactive THC has been used medically 
and as a mind-altering drug. 

The plant is usually called hemp when refer- 
ring to the use of its seeds and fibers while it 
is called cannabis when referring to its psy- 
choactive properties. 

The whole plant is covered with small gland- 
hairs that produces cannabis resin. Hemp cul- 
tivated in a subtropic climate tends to produce 
more resin. cannabis is easy to grow and it 
adapts itself to different conditions Cannabis 
has been evolving for hundreds of thousands 
generations on its own and by informal breed- 
ing programs by farmers. A diverse group of 
varieties has evolved or been developed to 
create a plant that is efficient at producing a 
desired product. Varieties differ i height, 
width, branching traits, leaf size, leaf shape, 
flowering time, yield, potency, taste and 
aroma. Potency is mainly a factor of genetics. 
Cannabis is usually dioecious, plants are either 
male or female, although some varieties are 
monoecius, they have male and female plants 
at the same plant. 

Cannabis annual cycle begins with germina- 
tion in early spring. The plants require a long 
period of sunlight and grows fast for several 
months. It flowers in the late summer or early 
fall and sets seed, The seeds drop as the plant 
dies. 

By indoor growing the cultivator determines 
when the plants are to be stared, flower, 
whether they will flower, produce seeds and 
even if they are to bear a second harvest. In- 
door growing for getting high potency mari- 
juana and hashish has developed to industrial 
proportions Seeds and equipment for indoor 
lightning makes it possible to grow cannabis 
with extremely high THC content. The THC 
content of especially marijuana is therefore 
generally considerably higher today than 20 
years ago. 

CANNABIS-Chemisiry and pharmacol- 
ogy 

Cannabis consists of 420 different identified 
parts of with about 80, the so called cannabi- 
noids are most active. The cannabinoids has 
some chemical similarities with human ster- 
oids (eg cholestorol and sex hormones) 

THC is the strongest and most studied of the 
cannabinoids and is possible to make syntheti- 
cally. In tablets gives pure THC the same 
pharmacological effects as concentrated can- 
nabis resin. The cannabinoids are closely 


chemically related and are soluble in fat. They 
and their metabolites can be stored in fat- 
tissues in the human body for a relatively long 
time and is the main course of the long term 
effects of the drug among long time cannabis 
users that can persists weeks after the acute in- 
toxication. 

THC and the other cannabinoids is effectively 
absorbed by the lungs during smoking. The 
maximum blood-concentration is usually 
achieved after 10-30 minutes. The blood con- 
centration decreases rapidly and after 8 hours 
only a very small amount i left in the blood. 
THC is first binded to the blood-proteins but 
as it is fat -soluble THC and its metabolites is 
taken up by fat tissues and in different organs, 
the brain that has a high fat-content and the 
liver THC can easily pass the blood-brain- 
barrier and also pass to the placenta and influ- 
ence the fetus. THC is even pass to the moth- 
ers milk and to the child through breast- 
feeding. 

THC metabolize slowly and is eliminated in 
four weeks, for persons who have smoked 
cannabis for a long time it can take up to 8 
weeks. the metabolites can be found in the 
urine with the EMIT-methode. The slow proc- 
ess makes the cannabinoids accumulate in the 
fat-depots of the human body which influence 
the long-term effects as flash-backs and psy- 
chosis 

The biochemical ways of action are not fully 
known Some of the. cannabinoids are binded 
to special receiving molecules, cannabis- 
receptors on the brain cells and change their 
functions. A hypotheses is that the cannabi- 
noids block the reception of certain substances 
such as the aminoacid arginin. In the same 
way as the body produces its own morphine - 
endorphine - which binds itself to certain re- 
ceptors on the brain cells, their seems to be 
certain cannabis receptors who originally are 
designed to bind the bodies own "cannabis". 
This was discovered 1992, the cannabis-like 
substance where given the name anandamide 
(from hindi anand, happiness). 
CANNABIS-Effects, tolerance, with- 
drawal syndrome and overdose Canna- 
bis intoxication produces a feeling of eupho- 
ria, lightness of the limbs, and often social 
withdrawal. It impairs driving and the per- 
formance of other complex, skilled activities: 
it impairs immediate recall, attention span, re- 
action time, learning ability, motor coordina- 
tion, depth perception, peripheral vision, time 
sense (the individual typically has a sensation 
of slowed time), and signal detection. Other 
signs of intoxication may include excessive 
anxiety, suspiciousness or paranoid ideas in 
some and euphoria or apathy in others, im- 
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paired judgment, conjunctival injection, in- 
creased appetite, dry mouth, and tachycardia. 
Cannabis is sometimes consumed with alco- 
hol, a combination that is additive in its psy- 
chomotor effects. 

There are reports of cannabis use precipitating 
a relapse in schizophrenia. Acute anxiety and 
panic states and acute delusional states have 
been reported with cannabis intoxication; they 
usually remit within several days. Cannabi- 
noids are sometimes used therapeutically for 
glaucoma and to counteract nausea in cancer 
chemotherapy. 

Cannabinoid use disorders are included in the 
psychoactive substance use disorders in [CD- 
10 (classified in F12). 

The high 

There individual response to the high of the 
cannabis smoking differs a lot, due to set and 
setting but also due to the THC content of the 
drug and the smoking technique. Some per- 
sons experience hardly any effects at all the 
first times they smoke cannabis on the other 
extreme there are persons who can get hallu- 
cinations and a panic attack the first time they 
smoke. 

The first experience tends to be a slight nau- 
sea, increased heartbeat and pulse rate , dry- 
ness of the mouth and eyes and bloodshot eyes 
Thereafter follows the desired mild euphoric 
feelings of happiness , enhanced felling of 
self-confidence, relaxation and vivid associa- 
tions. the experience of time is different - 
there are usually a feeling of that the time 
slows down. colours and sounds get a different 
flavour and music can is experienced differ- 
ently. The perception of the body and other 
persons gets different. Normally however the 
altered experiences tend to be based on reality. 
Things and persons can get different colours 
or size. The dryness of the mouth often trigger 
a thirst and even a flavour for sugar-rich food. 
In larger doses the cannabis intoxication tends 
to be more hallucinogenic and resembles the 
effects of LSD. 

The onset of the drugs are about 10 seconds 
and the intoxication effects tend to peak after 
10-30 minutes and last for 2-4 hours and are 
usually not noticeable 4-6 hours after the in- 
take. Some of the impaired functions tend to 
persist for a longer time and the day after 
heavy intake is often characterized of feelings 
of tiredness and difficulties to concentrate. 

A common bad reaction to marijuana is the 
"acute panic anxiety reaction." People de- 
scribe this reaction as an extreme fear of "los- 
ing control," which causes panic. The symp- 
toms usually disappear in a few hours. 
Tolerance 

There have earlier been conflicting reports of 


the tolerance to cannabis, in older literature a 
negative tolerance is described meaning that 
she cannabis smoker decreases the doses. This 
is however due to the smoking technique. It 
takes a certain time to learn the smoking tech- 
nique to inhale the hot cannabis smoke and 
keep the smoke in the lungs as long as possi- 
ble and then slowly exhale. 

There is a slight devlopment of tolerance, a 
chronic hashish-smoker usually smoke 1-4 
grams of hashish per day a dose that would 
have toxic effects on a beginner. 

There is a cross-tolerance between alcohol and 
cannabis and also between cannabis and many 
sleeping agents. 

Dependence 

Most cannabis users never experience any 
physical withdrawal symptoms. Long-term 
regular users of marijuana can experience ab- 
stinence symptoms with sleep-disturbance, ir- 
ritation, tremors, diarrhea and stomach pains. 
Compared with opioids like heroin the physi- 
cal withdrawal symptoms are mild. Regular 
users may however may become psychologi- 
cally dependent. They may have a hard time 
limiting their use, they may need more of the 
drug to get the same effect, and they may de- 
velop problems with their jobs and personal 
relationships. The drug can become the most 
important aspect of their lives. 

Overdose 

There is a natural limit of how much cannabis 
the body can receive. In high doses the human 
body reacts with nausea, vertigo and confu- 
sion and stop the intake of the drug. Cannabis 
can be toxic in high doses but no over-dose 
deaths due to only cannabis in itself has not 
been reported. 

Effects on the heart 

Marijuana use increases the heart rate as much 
as 50 percent, depending on the amount of 
THC. It can cause chest pain in people who 
have a poor blood supply to the heart - and it 
produces these effects more rapidly than to- 
bacco smoke does. 

Effects on the the lungs 

Scientists believe that marijuana can be espe- 
cially harmful to the lungs because users often 
inhale the unfiltered smoke deeply and hold it 
in their lungs as long as possible. Therefore, 
the smoke is in contact with lung tissues for 
long periods of time, which irritates the lungs 
and damages the way they work. Cannabis 
smoke contains some of the same ingredients 
in tobacco smoke that can cause emphysema 
and cancer. In addition, many marijuana users 
also smoke cigarettes; the combined effects of 
smoking these two substances creates an in- 
creased health risk. 

Cannabis and cancer 
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Cannabis smoke has been found to contain 
more cancer-causing agents than is found in 
tobacco smoke. Examination of human lung 
tissue that had been exposed to marijuana 
smoke over a long period of time in a labora- 
tory showed cellular changes called metapla- 
sia that are considered precancerous. In labo- 
ratory test, the tars from marijuana smoke 
have produced tumors when applied to animal 
skin. These studies suggest that it is likely that 
marijuana may cause cancer if used for a 
number of years. 

Effects on the human reproductive system 
Some research studies suggest that the use of 
marijuana during pregnancy may result in 
premature babies and in low birth weights. 
Studies of men and women may have a tempo- 
rary loss of fertility. These findings suggest 
that marijuana may be especially harmful dur- 
ing adolescence, a period of rapid physical and 
sexual development. 

Effects on driving 

Driving experiments show that marijuana af- 
fects a wide range of skills needed for safe 
driving - thinking and reflexes are slowed, 
making it hard for drivers to respond to sud- 
den, unexpected events. Also, a driver's ability 
to "track" (stay in lane) through curves, to 
brake quickly, and to maintain speed and the 
proper distance between cars is affected. Re- 
search shows that these skills are impaired for 
at least 4-6 hours after smoking a single mari- 
juana cigarette, long after the "high" is gone. 
If a person drinks alcohol, along with using 
marijuana, the risk of an accident greatly in- 
creases. Marijuana presents a definite danger 
on the road. 

CANNABIS-Long-term effects Most can- 
nabis smokers has occasionally experienced 
adverse reaction of the drug such as panic at- 
tacks when the intoxication instead of the de- 
sired euphoria gives anxiety and panic- 
reactions. Flash-backs has also been reported 
where drug effects of apparently no reason 
reappear although no cannabis has been 
smoked for days or even weeks. It has been 
suggested that the THC in the body-fat can be 
the course of the flash-backs. 

The most commonly reported effect of long 
term cannabis smoking is the amotivational- 
syndrome, even called cannabis burn out syn- 
drome. it is characterized by decreased drive 
and ambition, shortened attention span, poor 
judgment, high distractibility, impaired com- 
munication skills, and diminished effective- 
ness in interpersonal situations. 

Infrequently, a "cannabis psychosis" may oc- 
cur, but generally this type of psychiatric reac- 
tion is associated only with heavy, long-term 
use of hashish, and are most common in coun- 


tries such as in India and Morocco. Other ef- 
fects of chronic hashish use are a debilitation 
of the will and mental deterioration. The can- 
nabis psychosis is characterized of confusion, 
paranoia, visual and audial hallucinations, and 
impulsive behavior. Cannabis psychosis is 
similar to mania and psychiatric care is usu- 
ally needed. The cannabis psychosis normally 
decrease and disappears within five weeks but 
there are cases reported when psychosis come 
in a row and became chronic. 

Cannabis can also trigger psychiatric syn- 
drome or make it difficult to treat especially 
schizofrenia. 

CANNABIS-Cannabinoid Dependence 
Syndrome In the World Health Organization 
ICD-10 Classification of Mental and Behav- 
ioural Disorders defined as: 

F12.2 Cannabinoid Dependence Syndrome 

A cluster of physiological, behavioural, and 
cognitive phenomena in which the use of can- 
nabinoid takes on a much higher priority for a 
given individual than other behaviours that 
once had greater value. A central descriptive 
characteristic of the dependence syndrome is 
the desire (often strong, sometimes overpow- 
ering) to take cannabinoid (which may or may 
not have been medically prescribed). There 
may be evidence that return to substance use 
after a period of abstinence leads to a more 
rapid reappearance of other features of the 
syndrome than occurs with nondependent in- 
dividuals. 

Diagnostic Guidelines 

A definite diagnosis of dependence should 
usually be made only if three or more of the 
following have been experienced or exhibited 
at some time during the previous year: 

(a) a strong desire or sense of compulsion to 
take cannabinoid; 

(b) difficulties in controlling cannabinoid- 
taking behaviour in terms of its onset, termina- 
tion, or levels of use; 

(c) a physiological withdrawal state when 
cannabinoid use has ceased or been reduced, 
as evidenced by: the characteristic withdrawal 
syndrome for cannabinoid; or use of the same 
(or a closely related) substance with the inten- 
tion of relieving or avoiding withdrawal 
symptoms; 

(d) evidence of tolerance, such that increased 
doses of cannabinoid are required in order to 
achieve effects originally produced by lower 
doses; 

(e) progressive neglect of alternative pleasures 
or interests because of cannabinoid use, in- 
creased amount of time necessary to obtain or 
take the substance or to recover from its ef- 
fects; 

(f) persisting with cannabinoid use despite 
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clear evidence of overtly harmful conse- 
quences, such as depressive mood states con- 
sequent to periods of heavy substance use, or 
drug-related impairment of cognitive function- 
ing; efforts should be made to determine that 
the user was actually, or could be expected to 
be, aware of the nature and extent of the harm. 
Narrowing of the personal repertoire of pat- 
terns of cannabinoid use has also been de- 
scribed as a characteristic feature. 

It is an essential characteristic of the depend- 
ence syndrome that either cannabinoid taking 
or a desire to take cannabinoid should be pre- 
sent; the subjective awareness of compulsion 
to use drugs is most commonly seen during at- 
tempts to stop or control substance use. 

In the USA a slightly different diagnosis tradi- 
tion exists mainly organised after DSM 
IV.:Diagnostic Criteria 

A.Cannabis abuse: A destructive pattern of 
cannabis use, leading to significant social, oc- 
cupational, or medical impairment. 

B.Must have three (or more) of the following, 
occurring when the cannabis use was at its 
worst: 

1. Cannabis tolerance: 

Either need for markedly increased amounts of 
cannabis to achieve intoxication, or markedly 
diminished effect with continued use of the 
same amount of cannabis. 

2. Greater use of cannabis than intended: 
Cannabis was often taken in larger amounts or 
over a longer period than was intended 

3. Unsuccessful efforts to cut down or control 
cannabis use: 

Persistent desire or unsuccessful efforts to cut 
down or control cannabis use 

4.Great deal of time spent in using cannabis, 
or recovering from hangovers 

5.Cannabis caused reduction in social, occupa- 
tional or recreational activities: 

Important social, occupational, or recreational 
activities given up or reduced because of can- 
nabis use. 

6.Continued using cannabis despite knowing it 
caused significant problems: 

Continued cannabis use is continued despite 
knowledge of having a persistent or recurrent 
physical or psychological problem that is 
likely to have been worsened by cannabis

CANNABIS-Treatment Most cannabis 
smokers end their experimentation with the 
drug without any need for treatment. But 
sometimes even a brief encounter with the 
drug can induce panic attacks or trigger under- 
laying psychiatric problems. Heavy cannabis 
smoking can also lead to a full blown psycho- 
sis that can not been differed from a schizof- 
renic psychosis. There is an academic discus- 
sion whether this is to be labeled as a special 
hashish psychosis or if it rather is a schizof- 
renic psychosis triggered of the THC-intake, 
in clinical practice this i however of less inter- 
est as these problems are treated symptomati- 
cally in the usual psychiatric setting. 

The main problem is a relatively small group 
of cannabis smokers who have used the drugs 
for a long time, often daily smoking and 
where cannabis smoking often have become 
one of the main activities in their lives often 
accompanied with a ideological or religious 
philosophy where the use of cannabis is inte- 
grated. They often find it hard to stop using 
the drug even when they want to. They can 
suffer from mild withdrawal symptoms and 
flash-backs. As THC is stored in the fat body 
tissues it can take several weeks before the 
cannabinoids are eliminated. When a longtime 
regular cannabis smoker stop the drug taking 
he often suffers from depression 

The most well described symptoms after long 
term cannabis use is the amotivational syn- 
drome - characterized by a lack of interest 
lowered intellectual capacity, sleepiness and 
low resistance capability even to everyday 
problems. It has similarities to the state in 
which users of benzodiazepines are in in the 
withdrawal period. It has been documented 
that long term cannabis smokers has about 10 
percent lower cerebral blow flow which can 
be the biological explanations to these phe- 
nomena. 

The wish for stop smoking cannabis often ap- 
pears in connection with a change of lifestyle 
as a new relationship, a pregnancy or new 
study or job opportunities. In the counseling it 
is often hard to differ what are drug or drug 
withdrawal effects or what is a depression de- 
veloped as a reaction to the sorrow to leave a 
value system or the sorrow accompanied with 
the awareness. 

The best treatment in these cases appears to be 
counseling and group therapy where it is 
pointed out the relatively long time that can 
pass before the THC is eliminated from the 
body fat tissues and where supporting and 
conflict-solving are, the main themes. Some- 
times it is necessary to treat the depression 
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symptomatically.

Chemical dependency A physical and 
psychological habituation to a mood- or 
mind-altering drug, such as alcohol or co- 
caine. 

The body's physical and/or psychological ad- 
diction to a psychoactive (mind-altering) sub- 
stance, such as narcotics, alcohol, or nicotine. 
Physical dependency on such chemicals as 
prescription drugs or alcohol stems from re- 
petitive use followed by the gradual increase 
in the body's tolerance to, or ability to assimi- 
late, that drug. Thus, increasingly larger doses 
must be consumed to maintain the drug's de- 
sired effects, which may include the tempo- 
rary alleviation of depression or anxiety, or the 
induction of euphoria. Without an increase in 
the dosage, it is possible for actual or antici- 
pated drug withdrawal symptoms to occur. 
The two most common forms of chemical de- 
pendency are alcoholism and addiction to cen- 
tral-nervous-system drugs. The latter include 
short- and intermediate-acting barbiturates 
such as secobarbital, pentobarbital, and amo- 
barbital, tranquillizers such as chlordiazepox- 
ide, diazepam, meprobamate and metha- 
qualone, and amfetamine such as 
metamfetamine and dexamfetamine. Charac- 
teristics of dependency on these drugs include 
a strong desire or need to continue taking the 
drug, a periodic tendency to increase the dos- 
age, and a psychic and physical need to rely 
on the drug's effects for the maintenance of 
homeostasis (physical balance). Individuals 
who develop a dependency for one drug may 
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also consume other types of mind-altering 
drugs to affect feelings and perceptions. Poly- 
drug users may swing between ingesting bar- 
biturates ("downers") and amfetamine ("up- 
pers"). 

Excess of both barbiturates and alcohol may 
result in a form of intoxication with the similar 
symptoms of impaired mental and psychomo- 
tor skills. Taken together, barbiturates and al- 
cohol, potentiate each other; that is, the effects 
of the two drugs taken together is greater than 
the sum of their effects when taken separately. 
Sudden drug withdrawal can lead to symp- 
toms associated with delirium tremens, such 
as rapid pulse, elevated blood pressure, pro- 
fuse sweating, paranoid delusions, and hallu- 
cinations. Treatment for chemical depend- 
ency, known as detoxification, should only be 
conducted under close medical supervision, 
usually in a hospital. 

Detoxification programs may be either self- 
contained or part of broader psychiatric- 
treatment programs and normally involve both 
medical and psychological personnel. Individ- 
ual and group psychotherapy are critical ele- 
ments in aiding the patient to adjust to the 
physical symptoms of withdrawal and the 
pressures which underlay the addiction. Sup- 
port groups, mainly Alcoholics Anonymous, 
have been very successful in treating alcohol- 
ics. It is generally agreed, however, that a per- 
son with a vulnerability to a certain kind of 
chemical substance abuse can never be totally 
cured in a medical sense; he must remain vigi- 
lant and committed to avoiding similar prob- 
lems in the future. In fact, the ability to admit 
addiction and the will to change are necessary 
first steps to any successful detoxification pro- 
gram. 

The individual dependent on opiate drugs such 
as heroin or morphine may be permanently 
dependent. In 1967, two Americans, internist 
Vincent P. Dole and psychiatrist Marie E. Ny- 
swander, suggested that a chronic chemical 
dependency on opiates "induces a physiologic 
change at the cellular level that is permanent 
and not reversed by withdrawal of these 
agents." Opiate-addicted individuals are often 
treated by maintaining them with the synthetic 
narcotic methadone in a manner comparable to 
the way that a diabetic needs insulin to correct 
a physiologic deficiency.

Also called trichloro- 
methane, nonflammable, clear, colourless, 
mobile, heavy liquid with a pleasant, etherlike 
odour, used as a solvent and an anesthetic. It 
was first prepared in 1831. The Scottish phy- 
sician Sir James Simpson of Edinburgh was 
the first to use it as an anesthetic, in 1847, and 
it was generally accepted by 1853, when an 
English physician, John Snow, gave it to 
Queen Victoria during the birth of Prince 
Leopold, her eighth child. 

Chloroform is one of the most potent inhala- 
tion anesthetics, a few millilitres usually being 
enough to produce surgical anesthesia within a 
few minutes. It is mainly excreted with the 
exhaled air, and the patient awakens in 10-15 


minutes, usually groggy but with very little 
nausea or vomiting. The margin of safety in 
chloroform use is relatively narrow. It has a 
depressing effect on most organs, especially 
the heart, blood vessels, liver, pancreas, and 
kidneys. Fatalities occurring during induction 
of anesthesia, termed primary collapse, are 
most often due to overdosage. Delayed chloro- 
form poisoning results when chloroform is 
given in high concentration with too little 
oxygen and occurs most often in poorly nour- 
ished patients.

Chlor- 
promazine acts selectively upon the higher 
centres in the brain as a depressant of the 
central nervous system. It is used in the 
treatment of persons with psychotic disor- 
ders. Chlorpromazine was first synthesized 
in 1950 and became generally available for 
medical use in the mid-1950s. One of the 
first tranquilizers introduced into medicine- 
along with the rauwolfia alkaloid, reserpine- 
chlorpromazine soon displaced reserpine in 
psychiatric practice. Chlorpromazine is a 
representative and important member of a 
series of tranquilizing agents that includes 
promazine, triflupromazine, and trifluop- 
erazine; these agents are called phenothiazi- 
nes because they are chemically related to 
the parasiticide phenothiazine. Generally 
considered as the standard compound in the 
treatment of psychotic patients, chlorpro- 
mazine is widely used to suppress or miti- 
gate delusions and hallucinations, to reduce 
agitation and violent behaviour, and to re- 
store or increase the patient's response to 
psychotherapy. Some specific conditions 
treated with chlorpromazine are chronic de- 
lirium, manic states, conceptual disorders, 
motor hyperactivity, catatonia, and paranoia. 
A wide variety of schizophrenic conditions 
are alleviated by chlorpromazine. The intro- 
duction of chlorpromazine and related drugs 
onto the wards of mental hospitals in the 
1950s had profoundly beneficial medical and 
social effects. Many previously intractable, 
agitated, or grossly delusional patients be- 
came quieter, more rational, and more acces- 
sible to conventional psychotherapy. Such 
drugs enabled many episodically psychotic 
patients to have shorter stays in the hospital, 
and many other patients who would other- 
wise have been permanently institutionalized 
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were able to live in the outside world once 
they were maintained on chlorpromazine. 
The principal side effect of chlorpromazine 
is the rigidity it imparts to the muscles of 
certain patients; this rigidity may be accom- 
panied by a characteristic tremor of the limbs 
involved. Chlorpromazine hydrochloride, 
sometimes marketed under the trade name 
Thorazine, may be administered orally or 
rectally or by injection.

At the court of Monte- 
zuma, the Aztec ruler of Mexico, in 1519, 
Hernán Cortés was served xocoatl, a bitter 
cocoa-bean drink, which he introduced to 
Spain. Sweetened, flavoured with cinnamon 
and vanilla, and served hot, the beverage re- 
mained a Spanish secret for almost a hun- 
dred years before its introduction to France. 
In 1657 a Frenchman opened a shop in Lon- 
don, at which solid chocolate for making the 
beverage could be purchased at 10 to 15 shil- 
lings a pound. At this price only the wealthy 
could afford to drink it, and there appeared 
in London, Amsterdam, and other European 
capitals fashionable chocolate houses, some 


of which later developed into famous clubs. 
About 1700 the English improved chocolate 
by the addition of milk. The reduction of the 
cost of the beverage was hampered in Great 
Britain by the imposition of high import du- 
ties on the raw cocoa bean, and it was not 
until the mid-19th century, when the duty 
was lowered to a uniform rate of 1 penny a 
pound, that chocolate became popular. 
Chocolate is made from the kernels of fer- 
mented and roasted cocoa beans. The kernels 
are ground to form a paste called chocolate 
liquor, which may be hardened in molds to 
form baking (bitter) chocolate; pressed to re- 
duce the cocoa butter (vegetable fat) content 
and then pulverized to make cocoa powder; 
or mixed with sugar and additional cocoa 
butter to make sweet (eating) chocolate, de- 
veloped by the English firm of Fry and Sons 
in 1847. Coating chocolate for use on can- 
dies and biscuits (cookies) came into use 
soon afterward. The addition of concentrated 
milk to sweet chocolate produces milk 
chocolate, introduced by Daniel Peter of 
Switzerland in 1876.

Cider Pressed from fruits, especially apples, 
used as a beverage or to make other products, 
such as vinegar. Used as a beverage or for 
making other products (such as applejack, 
vinegar, or apple butter). In most European 
countries the name is restricted to fermented 
juice. In North America, the freshly expressed 
juice that has not been subjected to any per- 
manent preservative treatment is generally 
called sweet cider, whereas juice that has been 
permitted to undergo some natural fermenta- 
tion is designated hard cider. The expressed 
juice of apples that has been treated by some 
method to prevent spoilage while in hermeti- 
cally sealed cans or bottles is marketed as ap- 
ple juice in most countries. Apple juice or ci- 
der is relatively low in content of protein, fat, 
ascorbic acid (vitamin C), and vitamin A and 
contains a moderate amount of carbohydrates. 
However, about 75 percent of the carbohy- 
drates consists of sugars that are readily as- 
similated by humans. Ascorbic acid, too, is 
easily added. 

In the making of cider, the apples are ground 
into a fine pulp or pomace and then pressed. 
For hard cider, the extracted juice is conveyed 
directly into fermenting vats or casks. If the 
fermented cider is to be sweet, the juice must 
be filtered at an early stage to make possible 
the retention of the desired percentage of un- 
fermented sugar. If a dry cider is desired, fer- 
mentation must proceed until all or most of the 
sugar is converted into alcohol. Natural fer- 
mentation resulting from the wild yeasts pre- 
sent on the apples is the usual practice, but 
some makers pasteurize the fresh juice and 
then add pure cultures of selected yeasts. After 
about three months the juice is subjected to fil- 
tration to remove sedimentation and the look 
of turbidity. Flavour is improved by aging 
hard cider for a few months, or even two or 
three years, after filtration. Some hard cider is 
carbonated. France has the largest production 


of cider. Cider manufactured in France must 
be produced by the fermentation of the juice 
of fresh apples or a mixture of apples and 
pears and must conform to specific standards 
for the different kinds, designated by different 
names. English and American cider has been 
extremely variable because of a lack of legal 
standards, except for those regulations relating 
to contamination.

Cigar Cylindrical roll of tobacco for smok- 
ing, consisting of cut tobacco filler formed in 
a binder leaf and with a wrapper leaf rolled 
spirally around the bunch. Wrapper leaf, the 
most expensive leaf used in cigars, must be 
strong, elastic, silky in texture, and even in 
colour; it must have a pleasant flavour and 
good burning properties. 

Columbus and the explorers who followed 
him in Cuba, Mexico, Central America, and 
Brazil found that the Indians of those regions 
smoked a long, thick bundle of twisted to- 
bacco leaves wrapped in a dried palm leaf or 
corn (maize) husk. A pottery vessel discov- 
ered at Uaxactun, Guatemala, dating from the 
10th century AD or earlier, shows the figure 
of a Maya smoking a string-tied roll of to- 
bacco leaves. The Spanish word cigarro, from 
which "cigar" is derived, probably was an ad- 
aptation of sik'ar, the Mayan term for smok- 
ing. By 1600 the cigar had been introduced 
into Spain, where it was a symbol of con- 
spicuous wealth for two centuries before it 
was widely used in other European countries. 
Modern cigars are described by their size and 
shape as follows: corona is a straight-shaped 
cigar with rounded top (the end placed in the 
mouth), about 5 % inches (14 centimetres) 
ong; petit corona, or corona chica, is about 5 
in. long; tres petit corona is about 4 ’4 in. long; 
half a corona is about 3 % in. long; Lonsdale is 
the same shape as a corona, about 6 % in. 
ong; ideales is a slender, torpedo-shaped ci- 
gar, tapered at the lighting end, about 6 % in. 
ong; bouquet is a smaller, torpedo-shaped ci- 
gar; Londres is a straight cigar about 4 % in. 
ong. These descriptive terms appear after the 
brand name. A panatela is a thin cigar open at 
both ends, usually about 5 in. long with a 
straight shape but sometimes having a shoul- 
der, or drawn-in portion, at the mouth end; 
originally it had a finished top that had to be 
cut off before smoking. A cheroot is a thin ci- 
gar, open at both ends, usually thicker and 
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stubbier than a panatela, and sometimes 
slightly tapered. The name whiff, used in Brit- 
ain, refers to a small cigar open at both ends, 
about 3 ’ in. long. 

The main colour classifications of cigars are 
claro (CCC), light; colorado-claro (CC), me- 
dium; colorado (C), dark; colorado-maduro 
(CM), very dark; and maduro (M), exception- 
ally dark. The last two are seldom seen in the 
United Kingdom or the United States. The 
colour of the wrapper is no indication of the 
strength of a cigar, but considerable care is 
given to the matching of colours. Good- 
quality cigars may be sorted into as many as 
20 different shades to ensure that all cigars in 
a box have a uniform appearance. 

Cigars should be kept in a fairly dry and 
warm, not hot, atmosphere at constant condi- 
tions. 

In modern packaging, a band is placed on the 
cigar or printed on the protective covering, 
usually cellophane. The covering, applied by 
machine, preserves the natural humidostatic 
condition of the cigar. Selectors and packers, 
working under suitable lighting, arrange the 
cigars according to colour and perfection of 
wrapper and place them in boxes made of 
wood, metal, paper, or glass.

The Aztecs smoked a hollow reed or cane tube 
stuffed with tobacco. Other natives of Mexico, 
Central America, and parts of South America 
crushed tobacco leaves and rolled the shreds 
in corn (maize) husk or other vegetable wrap- 
pers. But it was the cigar rather than this pro- 
totype of the cigarette that the conquistadors 
brought back to Spain as a luxury for the 
wealthy. 

Early in the 16th century beggars in Seville 
began to pick up discarded cigar butts, shred 
them, and roll them in scraps of paper (Span- 
ish papeletes) for smoking, thus improvising 
the first cigarettes. These poor man's smokes 
were known as cigarrillos (Spanish: "little ci- 
gars"). Late in the 18th century they acquired 
respectability and their use spread to Italy and 
Portugal; they were carried by Portuguese 
traders to the Levant and Russia. French and 
British troops in the Napoleonic Wars became 
familiar with them; the French named them 
cigarettes. Forty years later another generation 
of French and British troops, fighting in the 
Crimean War, made the acquaintance of Turk- 
ish cigarettes. At the same time, cigarettes 
were becoming popular in the U.S. British 


taste later switched to cigarettes filled with 
unmixed Virginia tobacco, but the U.S. mar- 
ket developed a preference for a blend includ- 
ing some Turkish tobacco. 

At first, all cigarettes were made by hand ei- 
ther by the smoker or in factories. The factory 
process consisted of hand rolling on a table, 
pasting, and hand packaging. In 1880, James 
A. Bonsack was granted a U.S. patent for a 
cigarette machine in which tobacco was fed 
onto a continuous strip of paper and was 
automatically formed, pasted, closed, and cut 
to lengths by a rotary cutting knife. The Bon- 
sack machine was imported to England in 
1883. In the next few years the cigarette in- 
dustry developed in several European coun- 
tries. 

Improvements in cultivation and processing 
that lowered the acid content of cigarette to- 
bacco and made it easier to inhale contributed 
to a major expansion in cigarette smoking dur- 
ing the first half of the 20th century. During 
World War I the prejudice against smoking by 
women was broken, and the practice became 
widespread among women in Europe and the 
United States in the 1920s. 

In the 1950s and '60s research produced medi- 
cal evidence that linked cigarette smoking 
with health hazards, especially with lung can- 
cer, emphysema, and heart disease. In some 
nations, notably the United Kingdom and the 
United States, measures were taken to dis- 
courage the use of cigarettes. In the 1980s and 
‘90s, despite growing awareness of the health 
risks involved, smoking continued to increase, 
with greater consumption in Third World 
countries offsetting the effects of antismoking 
sentiment elsewhere.

The activi- 
ties were centered around the eating of green 
hashish jam (consisting of hashish, cinnamon, 
clove, nutmeg, pistachio, sugar, orange juice, 
butter and cantharis). Among the members 
where Alexandre Dumas, Victor Hugo, 
Eugene Delacroix and Charles Baudelaire. Le 
Club des Haschichins had an influence even in 
our time and gave the use of cannabis an intel- 
lectual and prestigious flavour. The club met 
in Hotel Pimodan, originally a palace with 
Gothic architecture with a magic atmosphere. 
Theophile Gautier has suggestively written 
about how the members met nightly when the 
fog was over the Seine river. On the top of the 
staircase stood Dr. Moreau with the crystal 
vase saying "This will be taken from your 
share in paradise". The slow onsetting effects 
of the ingested hashish was than experienced 
in front of a fireside. Gautier gave up the 


hashish after a short time "Not because it 
harmed me physically, but a real author do not 
need anything other than his own natural 
dreams and does not want to have his thoughts 
influenced by foreign substances". Charles 
Baudelaire who wrote the hashish inspired 
book Les Paradis artificiels was mainly an 
observer during the seanses on Hotel Pimo- 
dan. Alexandre Dumas wrote about hashish in 
the book The Count of Monte Christo. 

Club drugs Ecstasy, Herbal Ecstasy, Rohyp- 
nol, GHB, and Ketamine are among the drugs 
used by teens and young adults who are part 
of a nightclub, bar, rave, or trance scene. 
Raves and trance events are generally night- 
long dances, often held in warehouses. Many 
who attend raves and trances do not use drugs, 
but those who do may be attracted to the gen- 
erally low cost, seemingly increased stamina, 
and intoxicating highs that are said to deepen 
the rave or trance experience. Recent hard sci- 
ence, however, is showing serious damage to 
several parts of the brain from use of these 
drugs. 

Many users tend to experiment with a variety 
of club drugs in combination. Also, combina- 
tions of any of these drugs with alcohol can 
lead to unexpected adverse reactions and 
death. 

Club drugs are an increasing challenge for 
treatment programs. Many teens and young 
adults enter treatment with a number of these 
drugs and alcohol, rather than a single drug, as 
their primary problem. 

MDMA, called "Adam," "Ecstasy," or "XTC," 
on the street, is a synthetic, psychoactive drug 
with hallucinogenic and amphetamine-like 
properties. 

Many problems MDMA users encounter are 
similar to those found with the use of am- 
phetamines and cocaine. Psychological diffi- 
culties can include confusion, depression, 
sleep problems, severe anxiety, and paranoia. 
Physical problems can include muscle tension, 
involuntary teeth clenching, nausea, blurred 
vision, faintness, and chills or sweating. Use 
of the drug has also been associated with in- 
creases in heart rate and blood pressure, a spe- 
cial risk for people with circulatory or heart 
disease. Recent research also links Ecstasy use 
to long-term damage to those parts of the brain 
critical to thought, memory, and pleasure.

Cob Argentinean colloquial term for a sy- 
ringe entering a vein and causing bleeding. 
Cobain, Kurt (1967-1994), US. musician, 
composer and singer in the rock-group Nir- 
vana. Described as the anointed angst-ridden 
poet of the so-called Generation X, bespoke a 
deeply personal despair that struck a chord of 
fellowship among young adults struggling 
with their own frustrations. Cobain turned to 
music and then heroin as a source of consola- 
tion. He and bass player Chris Novoselic 
formed Nirvana in 1986, and they recruited 
Dave Grohl in 1989 to complete the trio. The 
band, whose style derived from punk rock, 
combined the fury of that genre (they often 
smashed their equipment during perform- 
ances) with a deafening sound of anguished 
lyrics, a signature that together with their torn 
jeans and flannel shirts ushered in what be- 
came known as grunge rock. In 1989 Nirvana 
released its first album Bleach and gained a 
counterculture following among college stu- 
dents. Their second album, Nevermind (1991), 
featured the strident lyrics of "Smells like Teen 
Spirit," which became something of an official 
anthem for their fans. Cobain's unexpected 
rise to stardom-the album went triple plati- 
num-elevated him to a prominence he ab- 
horred. In Nirvana's next blockbuster album, 
In Utero (1993), he railed against his fame, "J 
do not want what I have got." He and his wife, 
Courtney Love, also a heroin addict, tempo- 
rarily lost custody of their daughter when 
Love admitted having taken the drug during 
her pregnancy. His wife was also lead singer 
of the neo-punk band Hole. In March 1994, 
while Nirvana was touring Europe, Cobain 
was rushed to a hospital after slipping into a 
drug-and-alcohol-induced coma. Less than a 
month later he committed suicide by shooting 
himself. After his death he has became an icon 
for many young people.

Coca 1. Erythroxylum coca, tropical shrub, 
of the family Erythroxylaceae, the leaves of 
which are the source of the drug cocaine 
(q.v.). The plant, cultivated in Africa, northern 
South America, Southeast Asia, and Taiwan, 
grows about 2.4 m (8 feet) tall. The branches 
are straight, and the lively green leaves are 
thin, opaque, oval, and more or less tapering at 
the extremities. A marked characteristic of the 
leaf is an areolated portion bounded by two 
longitudinal curved lines, one on each side of 
the midrib, and more conspicuous on the un- 
der face of the leaf. The flowers are small and 
disposed in little clusters on short stalks; the 
corolla is composed of five yellowish white 
petals, the anthers are heart-shaped, and the 
pistil consists of three carpels united to form a 
three-chambered ovary. The flowers are suc- 
ceeded by red berries. 

The plants thrive best in hot, damp situations, 
such as the clearings of forests; but the leaves 
most preferred are obtained in drier localities, 
on the sides of hills. The leaves are considered 
ready for plucking when they break on being 
bent. The green leaves (matu) are spread in 
thin layers and dried in the sun; they are then 
packed in sacks, which, in order to preserve 
the quality, must be kept from damp. 

The composition of different specimens of 
coca leaves is very inconstant. Good samples 
have a strong tealike odour; when chewed 
they produce a sense of warmth in the mouth 
and have a pleasant, pungent taste. Besides the 
important alkaloid cocaine, there are several 
other alkaloids. 2. Colloquial term for co- 
caine. 

Coca base 1. Crude cocaine paste (may 
contain sulfuric acid and kerosene).

Coca folium Coca leaf: 

Coca leaf Natural product under interna- 
tional control according to the UN Single 
Convention 1961 and its amendments, Sched- 
ule I. Defined as "the leaf of the coca bush, 
except a leaf from which all ecgonine, cocaine 
and any other ecgonine alkaloids have been 
removed". 


The leaves of the coca bush Erythrolylon 
coca, traditionally chewed or sucked in An- 
dean cultures with a pinch of alkaline ashes as 
a stimulant and appetite suppressant and to in- 
crease endurance at high altitudes. Cocaine is 
extracted from coca leaves. 

Coca levelek Coca leaf. 

Coca paste The product of the first step in 
the process of extracting cocaine from coca 
leaves. It contains 50-90% cocaine sulfate and 
toxic impurities such as kerosene and sulfuric 
acid. It is smoked in South America with 
marijuana, with tobacco, or alone. Coca paste 
mixed with marijuana and/or tobacco is 
known as pitillo in Bolivia and basuco. in Co- 
lombia. Spanish: Pasta de coca 

Coca pisadores Bolivian term for coca 
"stompers". 

Coca-Cola The drink Coca-Cola was origi- 
nated in 1886 by an Atlanta pharmacist, John 
S. Pemberton (1831-88), at his Pemberton 
Chemical Company; his bookkeeper, Frank 
Robinson, chose the name for the drink and 
penned it in the flowing script that became the 
Coca-Cola trademark. Pemberton originally 
touted his drink as a tonic for most common 
ailments, basing it on cocaine from the coca 
leaf and caffeine-rich extracts of the kola nut. 
(The cocaine was removed from Coca-Cola's 
formula in 1905.) He sold his syrup to local 
soda fountains, and, with advertising, the 
drink became phenomenally successful. By 
1891 another Atlanta pharmacist, Asa Griggs 
Candler (1851-1929), had secured complete 
ownership of the business (for a total cash out- 
lay of $2,300 and the exchange of some pro- 
prietary rights), and he incorporated the Coca- 
Cola Company the following year. 

Under Candler's leadership, sales rose from 
about 9,000 gallons of syrup in 1890 to 
370,877 gallons in 1900, and during the dec- 
ade syrup-making plants were established in 
Dallas, Texas, and in Los Angeles and Phila- 
delphia, selling in every US. state and territory 
and to Canada. In 1899 the Coca-Cola Com- 
pany signed its first agreement with an inde- 
pendent bottling company, which was allowed 
to buy the syrup and produce, bottle, and dis- 
tribute the Coca-Cola drink. Such licensing 
agreements formed the basis of a unique dis- 
tribution system that now characterizes most 
of the American soft-drink industry. 

The Coca-Cola Company was sold in 1919 to 
a group of investors led by Atlanta business- 
man Ernest Woodruff, whose son, Robert 
Winship Woodruff, as president and chairman, 
guided the company for three decades (1923- 
55). 

The post-World War II years saw diversifica- 
tion in the packaging of Coca-Cola and also in 
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the development or acquisition of new prod- 
ucts. In 1946 the company purchased rights to 
the Fanta soft drink, previously developed in 
Germany. It introduced the lemon-lime drink 
Sprite in 1961 and the sugar-free cola Tab in 
1963. 

By purchase of Minute Maid Corporation in 
1960, it entered the citrus beverage market. 
The trademark "Coca-Cola" was registered in 
the U.S. Patent Office in 1893; the trademark 
"Coke" (first used in advertising in 1941) was 
registered in 1945; the contoured Coca-Cola 
bottle (introduced in 1916) was registered in 
1960.

Cocada Andean term for a cud of coca 
leaves and lime chewed by South American 
natives - to cope with altitude and fatigue - ef- 
fective for about 40 minutes (2-3 kilometers) 
in mountains.

Cocaethylene Ecgonine benzoylethylester. 
Cocaetylen A substance which existence has 
not been proven but according to a theory is 
initiated when a human being combines alco- 
hol and cocaine.

COCAINE-Introduction C; H,,NO,. An 
alkaloid found in coca leaves or prepared by 
synthesis from ecgonine under international 
control according to the UN Single Conven- 
tion 1961 and its amendments, Schedule I. 
Molecular weight: 303. 4. Percentage of anhy- 
drous base: 100. 

An alkaloid obtained from coca leaves or syn- 
thesized from ecgonine or its derivatives. Co- 
caine hydrochloride was commonly used as a 
local anaesthetic in dentistry, ophthalmology, 
and ear, nose and throat surgery because its 


strong vasoconstrictor action helps to reduce 
local bleeding, Cocaine is a powerful central 
nervous system stimulant used non-medically 
to produce euphoria or wakefulness; repeated 
use produces dependence. Cocaine, or "coke", 
is often sold as white, translucent, crystalline 
flakes or powder ("snuff", "snow"), frequently 
adulterated with various sugars or local anaes- 
thetics The powder is sniffed ("snorted") and 
produces effects within 1-3 minutes that last 
for about 30 minutes. Cocaine may be in- 
gested orally, often with alcohol, and com- 
bined opioid and cocaine users are likely to in- 
ject it intravenously. "Freebasing" refers to in- 
creasing the potency of cocaine by extracting 
pure cocaine alkaloid (the free base) and in- 
haling the heated vapours through a cigarette 
or water pipe. An aqueous solution of the co- 
caine salt is mixed with an alkali (such as bak- 
ing soda), and the free base is then extracted 
into an organic solvent such as ether or hex- 
ane. The procedure is dangerous because the 
mixture is explosive and highly flammable. A 
simpler procedure, which avoids use of or- 
ganic solvents, consists of heating the cocaine 
salt with baking soda; this yields crack or 
"rock" 

Crack is alkaloidal (free base) cocaine, an 
amorphous compound that may contain crys- 
tals of sodium chloride. It is beige in colour. 
Crack refers to the crakling sound made when 
the compound is heated. An intense "high" oc- 
curs 4-6 seconds after crack is inhaled; an 
early feeling of elation or the disappearance of 
anxiety is experienced, together with exagger- 
ated feelings of conhdence and self-esteem 
There is also impairment of judgment, and the 
user is thus likely to undertake irresponsible, 
illegal, or dangerous activities without regard 
for the consequences Speech is pressured and 
may become disjointed and incoherent. Pleas- 
urable effects last only 5-7 minutes, after 
which the mood rapidly descends into dyspho- 
ria, and the user is compelled to repeat the 
process in order to regain the exhilaration and 
euphoria of the "high". Overdose appears to 
be more frequent with crack than with other 
forms of cocaine. Repeated administration of 
cocaine known as a "run" is typically followed 
by the "crash" when use i dicontinued. The 
"crash" may be viewed as a withdrawal syn- 
drome in which euphjoria gives way to appre- 
hension, profound depression, sleepiness, and 
inertia. 

Acute toxic reactions may occur in both the 
naive experimenter and the chronic abuser of 
cocaine. They include a panic-like delirium, 
hyperpyrexia, hypertension. (sometimes with 
subdural or subarachnoid haemorrhage), car- 
diac arrhythmias, myocardial infarction, in- 
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clude a psychotic syndrome with paranoid de- 
lusions, auditory and visual hallucinations, 
and ideas of reference. "Snow lights" is the 
term used to describe hallucinations or illu- 
sions resembling the twinkling of sunlight on 
snow crystals. Teratogenic effects have been 
described, including abnormalities of the uri- 
nary tract and limb deformities. Cocaine use 
disorders are among the psychoactive sub- 
stance use disorders included in [CD-10 (clas- 
sified in F14). 

COCAINE-History Archeologic findings 
shows that coca has been cultivated 1900- 
1750 BC. The Indians of South America be- 
lieved that coca was a plant given by the 
Gods. Chewing coca was effective against 
tiredness and hunger. Coca was used by the 
European colonialists, they paid the miners 
with coca. 

A German chemist Albert Niemann 1860 ex- 
tracted the active substance from cocaine 
which he named cocaine. Karl Koller intro- 
duced cocaine as a revolutionary local an- 
astetic. Cocaine became a popular medicine 
against depressions, syphilis, tuberculosis. 
Cocaine-drinks like Vin Mariani and Coca- 
Cola became very popular. Among the enthu- 
siasts for cocaine where the young Austrian 
physician Sigmund Freud who after experi- 
menting on himself and with his patients 
wrote an enthusiastic report Uber Coca 1885, 
he recommended cocaine against depressions. 
The military forces began to experiment with 
cocaine to keep the troops more alert awaken 
and for a short critical time fight more effec- 
tively without food. 

At the end of the 1890s the misuse and many 
deaths in cocaine overdoses made many coun- 
tries to view cocaine as a poison and regulate 
the use. The cocaine containing patent medi- 
cines and drinks where outlawed in many 
countries. 

Under the 1920s and 1930s cocaine once 
again became fashionable. Cocaine from the 
military forces on the first world war came out 
on the and cocaine became the drug of fashion 
in Paris, Berlin and Vienna. After the second 
world war cocaine use decreased. Both the 
militaries and the illegal drug market where 
more interested in the new synthetical stimu- 
lants: amfetamines. 

In the 1970s cocaine sniffing once again be- 
came fashionable, now in the disco-culture of 
New York and the rapidly spread over the 
western world. Cocaine was sniffed to stay 
awake and to give sexual pleasure. In the be- 
ginning cocaine was very expensive and re- 
garded as an exclusive drug for the upper 
classes. The fast conversion of coca meant for 
the local chewing markets to cocaine by the 


Medellin and Cali cartels in Colombia made 
cocaine cheaper and in the 1980s freebase 
smoking and later the introduction of crack 
made the cocaine market boom and lowered 
the prices. 

COCAINE-Chemistry and pharmacol- 
ogy The chemical structure of cocaine 
C,7H,;NO, has some similarities with atropine 
and scopolamine. As cocaine is not stable co- 
caine is generally sold on the street as a hy- 
drochloride salt - a fine, white crystalline 
powder known as coke, C, snow, flake, or 
blow. Street dealers dilute it with inert (non- 
psychoactive) but similar-looking substances 
such as cornstarch, talcumpowder, and sugar, 
or with active drugs such as procaine and ben- 
zocaine (used as local anesthetics), or other 
CNS stimulants such as amfetamines. 

Cocaine hydrochloride can be chemically al- 
tered to remove other substances. The process, 
called "freebasing," is potentially dangerous 
because the solvents used are highly flamma- 
ble. The pure form of cocaine that results 
("free base") is smoked rather than snorted. 
The drug commonly called crack is a crude 
form of free base that has become popular in 
recent years. 

Crack is cocaine hydrochloride heated with 
baking soda which forms beige rocks of pure 
cocaine for immediate use. 

Cocaine can be absorbed by any of the mu- 
cous membranes of the body , the modes of 
administration are: 

1. Chewing of coca-leaves. 2. Snorting of co- 
caine hydrochloride into the nostrils. 3. Smok- 
ing of crack. 4. Smoking of coca paste. 

5. Smoking of freebase cocaine. 6. Applica- 
tion of cocaine and rubbing into the mucous 
linings of the mouth, rectum, or vagina. 7. In- 
jecting cocaine. 

The exact impact on the central nervous sys- 
tem of cocaine is nor fully understood but it is 
effecting the transmitter substances of the 
nerve cells by blocking the reuptake 
noradrenaline and dopamine and serotonine. 

It results in an overstimulation with height- 
ened pulse and blood pressure and effecting 
the brain area responsible for thirst, hunger, 
sleep, body temperature, sleep and sexuality. 
Cocaine is fast metabolized in the body, the 
half life is about 1 hour. Less than 20 percent 
is excretioned in the urine. After a few days it 
is not possible to trace cocaine. The excretion 
i continued after the death which is the reason 
why some cocaine overdoses are not correctly 
diagnosed. 

10-20 mg is a normal snorting dose. The fatal 
dose in humans is normally 1,2 g but deaths 
has been reported with as little as 25 mg. 
COCAINE-Effects 
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Cocaine's short-term effects appear soon after 
a single dose and disappear within a few min- 
utes or hours. Taken in small amounts (up to 
100 mg), cocaine usually makes the user feel 
euphoric, energetic, talkative, and mentally 
alert - especially to the sensations of sight, 
sound, and touch. It can also temporarily dis- 
pel the need for food and sleep. Paradoxically, 
it can make some people feel contemplative, 
anxious, or even panic-stricken. Some people 
find that the drug helps them perform simple 
physical and intellectual tasks more quickly; 
others experience just the opposite effect. 
Physical symptoms include accelerated heart- 
beat and breathing, and higher blood pressure 
and body temperature. 

Large amounts (several hundred milligrams or 
more) intensify users' "high," but may also 
lead to bizarre, erratic, and violent behavior. 
These users may experience tremors, vertigo, 
muscle twitches, paranoia, or, with repeated 
doses, a toxic reaction closely resembling am- 
fetamine poisoning. Physical symptoms may 
include chest pain, nausea, blurred vision, fe- 
ver, muscle spasms, convulsions, and coma. 
Death from a cocaine overdose can occur from 
convulsions, heart failure, or the depression of 
vital brain centres controlling respiration. 

With repeated administration over time, users 
experience the drug's long-term effects. 
Euphoria is gradually displaced by restless- 
ness, extreme excitability, insomnia, and para- 
noia - and eventually hallucinations and delu- 
sions. These conditions, clinically identical to 
amfetamine psychosis and very similar to 
paranoid schizophrenia, disappear rapidly in 
most cases after cocaine use is ended. 

While many of the physical effects of heavy 
continuous use are essentially the same as 
those of short-term use, the heavy user may 
also suffer from mood swings, paranoia, loss 
of interest in sex, weight loss, and insomnia. 
Chronic cocaine snorting often causes stuffi- 
ness, runny nose, eczema around the nostrils, 
and a perforated nasal septum. Users who in- 
ject the drug risk not only overdosing but also 
infections from unsterile needles and hepatitis 
or AIDS (acquired immune deficiency syn- 
drome) from needles shared with others. Se- 
vere respiratory tract irritation has been noted 
in some heavy users of cocaine free base. 
Tolerance to any drug exists when higher 
doses are necessary to achieve the same ef- 
fects once reached with lower doses. But sci- 
entists have not observed tolerance to co- 
caine's stimulant effect: users may keep taking 
the original amount over extended periods and 
still experience the same euphoria. Yet some 
users frequently increase their dose to inten- 
sify and prolong the effects. Amounts up to 10 


g (10,000 mg) have been reported. 

Some users, however, report that they become 
more sensitive to cocaine's anesthetic and 
convulsant effects even without increasing the 
amount. This theory of increased sensitivity 
has been put forward to explain some deaths 
that have occurred after apparently low doses. 
Psychological dependence exists when a drug 
is so central to a person's thoughts, emotions, 
and activities that it becomes a craving or 
compulsion. Among heavy cocaine users, an 
intense psychological dependence can occur; 
they suffer severe depression if the drug is un- 
available, which lifts only when they take it 
again. 

Experiments with animals suggest that cocaine 
is perhaps the most powerful drug of all in 
producing psychological dependence. Rats 
and monkeys made dependent on cocaine will 
always strive hard to get more. 

At present, researchers do not agree on what 
constitutes physical dependence on cocaine. 
When regular heavy users stop taking the 
drug, however, they experience what they 
term the "crash" shortly afterwards. 

Overall, during abstinence, many users com- 
plain of sleep and eating disorders, depression, 
and anxiety, and the craving for cocaine often 
compels them to take it again. Treatment of 
the dependent cocaine user is therefore diffi- 
cult, and the relapse rate is high. Nevertheless, 
some heavy users have been able to quit on 
their own. 

There is little research on cocaine's effects on 
pregnant women or the fetus. One preliminary 
report suggests that its tendency to raise blood 
pressure may increase the risk of obstetrical 
complications. Studies of the effects of crack 
use on offspring have been reported, but the 
possible contribution to these effects of other 
factors, including use of other drugs - such as 
alcohol, cannabis, and tobacco - is difficult to 
assess. 

COCAINE- Dependence Syndrome In 
the World Health Organization /CD-10 Classi- 
fication of Mental and Behavioural Disorders 
defined as: 

F14.2 Cocaine Dependence Syndrome 

A cluster of physiological, behavioural, and 
cognitive phenomena in which the use of co- 
caine takes on a much higher priority for a 
given individual than other behaviours that 
once had greater value. A central descriptive 
characteristic of the dependence syndrome is 
the desire (often strong, sometimes overpow- 
ering) to take cocaine (which may or may not 
have been medically prescribed). There may 
be evidence that return to substance use after a 
period of abstinence leads to a more rapid re- 
appearance of other features of the syndrome 
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than occurs with nondependent individuals. 
Diagnostic Guidelines 

A definite diagnosis of dependence should 
usually be made only if three or more of the 
following have been experienced or exhibited 
at some time during the previous year: 

(a) a strong desire or sense of compulsion to 
take cocaine; 

(b) difficulties in controlling cocaine-taking 
behaviour in terms of its onset, termination, or 
levels of use; 

(c) a physiological withdrawal state when co- 
caine use has ceased or been reduced, as evi- 
denced by: the characteristic withdrawal syn- 
drome for cocaine; or use of the same (or a 
closely related) substance with the intention of 
relieving or avoiding withdrawal symptoms; 
(d) evidence of tolerance, such that increased 
doses of cocaine are required in order to 
achieve effects originally produced by lower 
doses (clear examples of this are found in co- 
caine-dependent individuals who may take 
daily doses sufficient to incapacitate or kill 
nontolerant users); 

(e) progressive neglect of alternative pleasures 
or interests because of cocaine use, increased 
amount of time necessary to obtain or take the 
substance or to recover from its effects; 

(f) persisting with cocaine use despite clear 
evidence of overtly harmful consequences, 
such as depressive mood states consequent to 
periods of heavy substance use, or drug- 
related impairment of cognitive functioning; 
efforts should be made to determine that the 
user was actually, or could be expected to be, 
aware of the nature and extent of the harm. 
Narrowing of the personal repertoire of pat- 
terns of cocaine use has also been described as 
a characteristic feature. 

It is an essential characteristic of the depend- 
ence syndrome that either cocaine taking or a 
desire to take cocaine should be present; the 
subjective awareness of compulsion to use 
drugs is most commonly seen during attempts 
to stop or control substance use. 

In the USA a slightly different diagnosis tradi- 
tion exists mainly organised after DSM IV. 
Diagnostic Criteria 

A.Cocaine abuse: A destructive pattern of co- 
caine use, leading to significant social, occu- 
pational, or medical impairment. 

B.Must have three (or more) of the following, 
occurring when the cocaine use was at its 
worst: 

1. Cocaine tolerance: 

Either need for markedly increased amounts of 
cocaine to achieve intoxication, or markedly 
diminished effect with continued use of the 
same amount of cocaine. 

2. Cocaine withdrawal symptoms: 


Either (a) or (b). 

(a) Two (or more) of the following, develop- 
ing within several hours to a few days of re- 
duction in heavy or prolonged cocaine use: 
sweating or rapid pulse 

increased hand tremor 

insomnia 

nausea or vomiting 

physical agitation 

anxiety 

transient visual, tactile, or auditory hallucina- 
tions or illusions 

grand mal seizures 

(b) Cocaine is taken to relieve or avoid with- 
drawal symptoms.

With the shift in terminology from al- 
coholism to alcohol dependence, codependent 
and codependence came into use, also refer- 
ring to relatives of those dependent on other 
drugs. Use of the term implies an attributed 
need for treatment or help, and some have 
proposed classifying codependence as a psy- 
chiatric disorder. The term is also now used 
figuratively to refer to the community or soci- 
ety acting as an enabler of alcohol or drug de- 
pendence.

Its branches carry bouquets of small 
white flowers with a jasmine-like fragrance. 
The fruit, 15 to 18 millimetres (‘4-% inch) 
long and red when mature, is called a cherry; 
it consists of a fleshy pulp and two seeds 
joined with even planes side by side. Each 
seed is protected by two coverings: a thin, 
hard endocarp and a fine membranous pellicle. 
The species C. arabica has given rise to a 
number of varieties, among which are 
maragogype, with bulky seeds; bourbon, ap- 
preciated for quality; and caturra, of excep- 
tional quality and cultivated in Brazil and Co- 
lombia. The species C. robusta possesses 
greater strength and resistance to disease than 
C. arabica, yields more fruit, and adapts to 
warm, humid climates to which the C. arabica 
is not suited. 

The coffee beverage is consumed hot or cold 
by about one-third of the world's population, 
and its total consumption is larger than that of 
any other beverage except tea. A coffee bever- 
age may be prepared from the roasted and 
ground coffee beans in various ways and using 
diverse apparatus, sometimes with filtration: 
grounds may be steeped in water in a pot or 
leached with water in a percolator; espresso 
coffee is made by forcing steam through pow- 
dered coffee in a special machine; a decoction 
may be made by boiling the grounds in water 
ina pot. 

Mild coffees are exclusively high-quality va- 
rieties of C. arabica, principally from Central 
and South America, excluding Brazil. The va- 
rieties obtained from Kenya, Tanzania, Ethio- 
pia, and Cameroon are related to this group. 
Brazilian coffees, known for their diversity, 
are also varieties of C. arabica, but they are 
characterized by less refined flavour and 
aroma than those of the mild group. Coffees of 
the C. robusta species are more neutral in taste 
and less aromatic than the C. arabica varieties, 
but are becoming more appreciated, particu- 
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larly in the form of soluble coffee. Most cof- 
fee products are mixtures that combine the 
characteristics of different species and varie- 
ties, professionally blended to satisfy consum- 
ers' tastes. 

Coffee may derive its name from the Arabic 
gahwah, but some etymologists connect it 
with the name Kaffa, a province in southwest- 
ern Ethiopia, reputedly its birthplace. 2. Col- 
loquial term for LSD.

Coleridge, Samuel Taylor (1772-1834), 
English poet, critic, and philosopher, who was 
a leader of the romantic movement. From 
1791 until 1794 he attended Jesus College, 
University of Cambridge, except for a brief 
period when he was deeply in debt and entered 
the army. At the university he absorbed politi- 
cal and theological ideas then considered radi- 
cal, especially those of Unitarianism. He left 
Cambridge without a degree and joined the 
poet Robert Southey in a plan, soon aban- 
doned, to found a utopian society in Pennsyl- 
vania. In 1795 the two friends married sisters; 
for Coleridge, the marriage proved unhappy. 
Southey departed for Portugal, but Coleridge 
remained in England to write and lecture. In 
1796 he published Poems on Various Subjects. 
Coleridge was most of his life addicted to 
opium smoking originally prescribed to him as 
a cure for his nervousness and rheumatism. 
1797 he wrote one of his most famous poems 
Kubla Kahn (not published until 1816), based 
on the cannabis using assasins and their myths 
and inspired of contemporary oriental poems. 
Under an opium high he had a detailed dream 
and immediately after waking up he wrote 
down the colorful rhythmic poem. 

1816 Coleridge, still addicted to opium and 
now estranged from his family, took residence 
in the London home of an admirer, the physi- 
cian James Gillman. There he wrote his major 
prose work, Biographia Literaria (1817), a se- 
ries of autobiographical notes and disserta- 
tions on many subjects, including some bril- 
liantly perceptive literary criticism. The sec- 
tions in which Coleridge defines his views on 
the nature of poetry and the imagination and 
discusses the works of Wordsworth are espe- 
cially notable. Other writings were published 
while he was in seclusion at the Gillman 
home, notably Sibylline Leaves (1817), Aids to 
Reflection (1825), and Church and State 
(1830).

as to deliberately ration the upper limit of total 
consumption in order to "control" the resultant 
behavior and prevent further problems.

At both international and national 
levels (as in the 1970 United States Controlled 
Substances Act), controlled drugs are com- 
monly classified according to a hierarchy of 
schedules reflecting different degrees of re- 
striction of availability, 2. US expression for a 
drug or chemical substance whose possession 
and use are regulated under the Controlled 
Substances Act.

In some 
countries, the term custody diversion is used 
to make explicit that in many diversion 
schemes the individual may attend court but is 
diverted away from custody into a programme 
of treatment or re-education.

The 
drug's availability has greatly increased the 
number of cocaine addicts worldwide. Crack 
is alkaloidal (free base) cocaine, an amor- 
phous compound that may contain crystals of 
sodium chloride. It is beige in colour. Crack 
refers to the crackling sound (like popcorn 
popping) made when the compound is heated. 
The heated cocaine is oiled with baking soda 
and the pure cocaine is coming up to the sur- 
face as small gray, beige or yellow-white vials 
or flakes The technique was developed by 
drug dealers in Bahamas and was first intro- 
duced on the West Coast of the USA, it was a 
major product development of cocaine, to get 
a a less expensive, more potent, smokable 
form of the drug, An intense "high" occurs 4-6 
seconds after crack is inhaled; an early feeling 
of elation or the disappearance of anxiety is 
experienced, together with exaggerated feel- 
ings of confidence and self-esteem There is 
also impairment of judgment, and the user is 
thus likely to undertake sexual. aggressive, il- 
legal, or dangerous activities without regard 
for the consequences Speech is pressured and 
may become disjointed and incoherent. Pleas- 
urable effects last only 5-7 minutes, after 
which the mood rapidly descends into dyspho- 
ria, and the user is compelled to repeat the 
process in order to regain the exhilaration and 
euphoria of the "high". Overdose appears to 
be more frequent with crack than with other 
forms of cocaine. See: Cocaine.

De Quincey, Thomas (1785 -1859.), Eng- 
lish essayist and critic, best known for his 
Confessions of an English Opium-Eater.De 
Quincey was alienated from his, prosperous 
mercantile family by his sensitivity and pre- 
cocity. At the age of 17 he ran away to Wales 
and then lived incognito in London (1802-03). 
There he formed a friendship with a young 
prostitute named Ann, who made a lasting im- 
pression on him. Reconciled to his family in 
1803, he entered Worcester College, Oxford, 
where he conceived the ambition of becoming 
"the intellectual benefactor of mankind." He 
became widely read in many subjects and 
eventually would write essays on such sub- 
jects as history, biography, economics, psy- 
chology, and German metaphysics. 1804, he 
took his first opium to relieve the pain of fa- 
cial neuralgia. By 1813 he had become "a 
regular and confirmed opium-eater", keeping a 
decanter of laudanum by his elbow and stead- 
ily increasing the dose; he remained an addict 
for the rest of his life. De Quincey became a 
close associate of William Wordsworth and 
Samuel Taylor Coleridge. He rented Words- 
worth's former home, Dove Cottage at Gras- 
mere, on and off from 1809 to 1833. Though 
he wrote voluminously, he published almost 
nothing. His financial position as head of a 
large family went from bad to worse until the 
appearance of Confessions of an opium eater 
(1821) in London Magazine made him fa- 
mous. It was reprinted as a book in 1822. The 
avowed purpose of the first version of the 
Confessions is to warn the reader of the dan- 


gers of opium, and it combines the interest of a 
journalistic exposé of a social evil, told from 
an insider's point of view, with a somewhat 
contradictory picture of the subjective pleas- 
ures of drug addiction. The book begins with 
an autobiographical account of the author's 
addiction, describes in detail the euphoric and 
highly symbolic reveries that he experienced 
under the drug's influence, and recounts the 
horrible nightmares that continued use of the 
drug eventually produced. The highly poetic 
and imaginative prose of the Confessions 
makes it one of the enduring stylistic master- 
pieces of English literature. In 1856 he seized 
the opportunity provided by the publication of 
his collected works to rewrite the book that 
had made him famous. He added some de- 
scriptions of opium-inspired dreams that had 
appeared about 1845 in Blackwood's Maga- 
zine under the title Suspiria de Profundis 
("Sighs from the Depths"). But by this time he 
had lost most of the accounts he had kept of 
his early opium visions, so he expanded the 
rather short original version of the Confes- 
sions in other ways, adding much autobio- 
graphical material on his childhood and his 
experiences as a youth in London. De Quin- 
cey became increasingly solitary and eccen- 
tric, especially after his wife's death in 1837, 
and he often retreated for long periods into 
opium dreams.

It often results 
from an overdose of sedatives, especially 
bromide, and can be provoked by the too- 
abrupt discontinuance of barbiturates in ad- 
dicts. Alcoholic delirium-called delirium tre- 
mens because of the characteristic tremor-is a 
result not merely of excessive consumption of 
alcohol but of a complicating exhaustion, lack 
of food, and dehydration; prior to the outbreak 
of delirium, the patient has usually been dete- 
riorating physically because of vomiting and 
restlessness. Delirium usually clears up soon 
after the physical causes have been checked. 


Recovery, however, depends not only on rid- 
dance of poisons but also on the extent of the 
damage done to the brain and on the capacity 
of the body's reparative mechanisms to undo 
it. 

Delirium tremens Withdrawal syndrome 
with delirium; an acute psychotic state occur- 
ring during the withdrawal phase in alcohol- 
dependent individuals and characterized by 
confusion, disorientation, paranoid ideation, 
delusions, illusions, hallucinations (typically 
visual or tactile, less commonly auditory, ol- 
factory, or vestibular), restlessness, distracti- 
bility, tremor (which is sometimes gross), 
sweating, tachycardia, and hypertension.

Dependence As a general term, the state of 
needing or depending on something or some- 
one for support or to function or survive. As 
applied to alcohol and other drugs, the term 
implies a need for repeated doses of the drug 
to feel good or to avoid feeling bad. In DSM- 
IIIR, dependence is defined as "a cluster of 
cognitive, behavioral and physiologic symp- 
toms that indicate a person has impaired con- 
trol of psychoactive substance use and contin- 
ues use of the substance despite adverse con- 
sequences". It is roughly equivalent to the de- 
pendence syndrome of /CD-10. In the ICD-10 
context, the term dependence could refer gen- 
erally to any of the elements in the syndrome. 
The term is often used interchangeably with 
addiction and alcoholism. In 1964 a WHO Ex- 
pert Committee introduced "dependence" to 
replace addiction and habituation.1 The term 
can be used generally with reference to the 
whole range of psychoactive drugs (drug de- 
pendence, chemical dependence, substance 
use dependence), or with specific reference to 
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a particular drug or class of drugs (e.g. alcohol 
dependence, opioid dependence). While [CD- 
10 describes dependence in terms applicable 
across drug classes, there are differences in the 
characteristic dependence symptoms for dif- 
ferent drugs. 

In unqualified form, dependence refers to both 
physical and psychological elements. Psycho- 
logical or psychic dependence refers to the 
experience of .impaired control over drinking 
or drug use (see craving, compulsion), while 
physiological or physical dependence refers to 
tolerance and withdrawal symptoms (see also 
neuroadaptation). In biologically-oriented dis- 
cussion, dependence is often used to refer only 
to physical dependence. Dependence or physi- 
cal dependence is also used in the psy- 
chopharmacological context in a still narrower 
sense, referring solely to the development of 
withdrawal symptoms on cessation of drug 
use. In this restricted sense, crossdependence 
is seen as complementary to cross- tolerance, 
with both referring only to physical sympto- 
matology (neuroadaption). 

Dependence potential The propensity of 
a substance, as a consequence of its pharma- 
cological effects on physiological or psycho- 
logical functions, to give dependence on that 
substance. Dependence potential is determined 
by those intrinsic pharmacological properties 
that can be measured in animal and human 
drug testing procedures. See also: Abuse li- 
ability. 

Dependence syndrome A cluster of be- 
havioural, cognitive, and physiological phe- 
nomena that may develop after repeated sub- 
stance use. Typically, these phenomena in- 
clude a strong desire to take the drug, im- 
paired control over its use, persistent use de- 
spite harmful consequences, a higher priority 
given to drug use than to other activities and 
obligations, increased tolerance, and a physi- 
cal withdrawal reaction when drug use is dis- 
continued. In JCD-10, the diagnosis of de- 
pendence syndrome is made if three or more 
of six specified criteria were experienced 
within a year. 

The dependence syndrome may relate to a 
specific substance (e.g. tobacco, alcohol, or 
diazepam), a class of substances (e.g. opioids), 
or a wider range of pharmacologically differ- 
ent substances. See also: Addiction; Alcohol- 
ism.

Theoretically, the number 
of potential synthetic analogs that can be made 
and distributed is very large. The most com- 
monly known types of synthetic analog drugs 
available through the illicit drug market in- 
clude analogs of fentanyl and meperidine 
(both synthetic opioids), phencyclidine 
(PCP,), and amfetamine and metamfetamine 
(which have hallucinogenic and stimulant 
properties). The street names of designer 
drugs vary according to time, place, and 
manufacturer, and they change frequently. 
Fentanyl Analogs 

Fentanyl was introduced in 1968 by a Belgium 
pharmaceutical company as a synthetic nar- 
cotic to be used as an analgesic in surgical 
procedures because of its minimal effect on 
the heart. In the early 1980s, however, crude 
clandestine laboratories began manufacturing 
fentanyl derivatives that were pharmacologi- 
cally similar to heroin and morphine. These 
fentanyl analoges create addiction similar to 
that of the opiate narcotics and present a sig- 
nificant drug abuse problem, including an in- 
creased potential for overdose. The most 
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commonly known fentanyl analog is alpha- 
methylfentanyl, which is known on the streets 
as China White. Other fentanyl analoges on 
the street include synthetic heroin, Tango and 
Cash, and Goodfella. 

As with other narcotic analgesics, respiratory 
depression is the most significant acute toxic 
effect of the fentanyl derivatives. Fentanyl 
analogs are 80 to 1,000 times more potent than 
heroin, depending on how they are made, and 
are 200 times more potent than morphine. 
They are intended to duplicate the euphoric 
effects of heroin. 

Fentanyl analogs have a very rapid onset (1 to 
4 minutes) and a short duration of action (ap- 
proximately 30 to 90 minutes), which varies 
according to the particular drug. Because of 
the potency and quick onset, even a very small 
dose of a fentanyl analog can lead to sudden 
death. 

The most common route of administration is 
by injection. Authorities report that a victim 
can die so suddenly from respiratory paralysis 
that the needle may still be present in the dead 
user's arm. The antidote naloxone may be used 
in an overdose situation to counter respiratory 
depression when the victim is found in time. 
Recent data indicate that smoking and sniffing 
are two means of ingestion that are becoming 
more popular - perhaps because of the attempt 
on the part of users to avoid the transmission 
of HIV/AIDS. 

Meperidine Analogs 

Meperidine, known by the trade name of 
Demerol. Over thepast decade, the illicit use 
of meperidine has increased during periods 
when heroin was scarce. Two meperidine ana- 
logs that have appeared on the streets include 
MPPP (1-methyl-4-phenyl-4- 
propionoxypiperidine) and PEPAP (1-[2- 
phenylethyl]-4-acetyloxypiperdine).They of- 
ten are marketed as "new heroin." MPPP is 
popular among drug users because when it is 
injected, it produces a euphoria similar to that 
produced by heroin. An impurity formed dur- 
ing the clandestine manufacture of MPPP, 
called MPTP  (1-methyl-4-phenyl-1,2,3,6,- 
tetrahydro-pyridine), 

has been shown to be a potent neurotoxin and 
has caused irreversible brain damage in sev- 
eral individuals. The damage is manifested in 
a syndrome resembling a very severe parkin- 
sonism, which results in increased muscle 
tone, difficulty in moving and speaking, drool- 
ing, and cogwheel rigidity of the upper ex- 
tremities. Tremor in such patients characteris- 
tically involves the proximal muscles and is 
more pronounced than the typical involuntary 
rest tremor occurring in idiopathic parkinson- 
ism. 


Methamfetamine Analogs 

Several dozen analogs of amfetamine and 
methamfetamine are hallucinogenic; many 
have been scheduled under the CSA. The 
methamfetamine analogs currently of concern 
include MDA (3,4-methylenedioxyamfetami- 
ne) and MDMA (3,4-methylenedioxymeth- 
amfetamine). 

MDA, known by the street name "love drug," 
became a drug of abuse in the 1960s. MDA 
produces a heightened need for interpersonal 
relationships, and users report an increased 
need to talk to and be with other people. MDA 
became more widely abused in the early 1980s 
on college campuses and by psychiatrists, un- 
til scientists discovered that MDA damages the 
brain's serotonin neurons, thereby producing 
brain damage. Effects of MDA use resemble 
those of amfetamine intoxication: hyperactiv- 
ity, hyperthermia, tachycardia, hypertension, 
and seizures. 

MDMA, often known on the streets as "ec- 
stasy" or "Adam," is structurally similar to 
methamfetamine and mescaline and stimulates 
the central nervous system and produces hal- 
lucinogenic effects. MDMA was first synthe- 
sized in the early 1900s as an appetite sup- 
pressant, although it was never used as such. It 
was first synthesized illegally in 1972 but was 
not widely abused until the 1980s. 

MDMA also is closely related to the amfeta- 
mine family because it can result in a variety 
of acute psychiatric disturbances, including 
panic, anxiety, depression, and paranoid think- 
ing. Physical symptoms include muscle ten- 
sion, nausea, blurred vision, faintness, chills, 
and sweating. MDMA also increases the heart 
rate and blood pressure. MDMA has been 
shown to destroy serotonin-producing neurons 
in animals. These neurons play a direct role in 
regulating aggression, mood, sexual activity, 
sleep, and sensitivity to pain. MDMA also has 
been reported to cause jaw clenching, tremor, 
and hallucinations. 

Both MDMA and MDA have been shown to 
be neurotoxic. In animal studies, the doses of 
MDA that produce neurotoxicity are only two 
or three times more than the minimum dose 
needed to produce a psychotropic response. 
This suggests that individuals who are self- 
administering the drug may be getting a neu- 
rotoxic dose. The relationship between the 
neurotoxic dose and the psychotropic dose of 
MDMA is currently under investigation. Be- 
cause of its neurotoxic effects and its abuse 
potential, MDMA was placed on Schedule I of 
the CSA on an emergency basis in July 1985. 
Various claims have been made by a small 
number of psychiatrists for the usefulness of 
MDMA in enhancing psychotherapy. No evi- 
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dence has been presented to document these 
few anecdotal reports.

Diagnosis The determination of the nature 
of a disease. Modern diagnosis combines the 
taking of the patient's health history, a physi- 
cal examination, and laboratory and radiologi- 
cal examinations.

Diagnostic instrument In general medical 
usage, any machine or instrument, and - by ex- 
tension - any clinical procedure or interview 
schedule used for the determination of an in- 
dividual's medical condition or the nature of 
his or her illness. With respect to substance 
use and other behavioural disorders, the term 
refers principally to lists of questions oriented 
to diagnosis, including structured interview 
schedules that can be administered by trained 
lay interviewers. The Composite International 
Diagnostic Interview (CIDI) and the Diagnos- 
tic Interview Schedule (DIS) are examples of 
such schedules, which allow diagnosis of psy- 
choactive substance use disorders as well as a 
range of other mental disorders. See also: 
Screening test. 

Diagnostic test A procedure or instrument 
used in conjunction with observation of be- 
haviour patterns, history, and clinical exami- 
nation to help in establishing the presence, na- 
ture, and source of, or vulnerability to, a dis- 
order, or to measure some specified character- 
istic of an individual or group. Physical 
specimens tested vary according to the nature 
of the investigation examples include urine 
(e.g. for the presence of drugs), blood (e.g. for 
blood alcohol level), semen (e.g. for motility 
of spermatozoa), faeces (e.g. for the presence 
of parasites), amniotic fluid (e.g. for the pres- 
ence of a heritable disorder in the fetus), and 
tissues (e.g. for the presence and activity of 
neoplastic cells). The methods of testing also 


vary and include biochemical, immunological, 
neurophysiological, and histological examina- 
tions. Diagnostic imaging techniques include 
X-ray, computed tomography (CAT scan), 
positron emission tomography (PET), and 
magnetic resonance imaging (MRI). Psycho- 
logical investigations may involve intelligence 
tests, personality tests, projective tests (such as 
the Rorschach ink blot test), and neuropsy- 
chological batteries of tests to assess the type, 
location, and degree of any brain dysfunction 
and its behavioural expressions.

Dionysia In GrecoRoman religion, any of the 
several festivals of the wine god, Dionysus, 
the wine god. They originated as rites of fertil- 
ity gods. The most famous of the Greek Dio- 
nysia were in Attica and included the Little, or 
Rustic, Dionysia, characterized by simple, old- 
fashioned rites; the Lenaea, which included a 
festal procession and dramatic performances; 
the Anthesteria, essentially a drinking feast; 
the City, or Great, Dionysia, accompanied by 
dramatic performances in the theatre of Dio- 
nysus, which was the most famous of all; and 
the Oschophoria ("Carrying of the Grape 
Clusters").

Dionysus In Greek mythology, god of fer- 
tility and wine, later considered a patron of 
the arts. Probably of Thracian origin, Diony- 
sus was one of the most important Greek 
gods and the subject of profuse and contra- 
dictory legends. He was thought to be the 
son of either Zeus and Persephone or of Zeus 
and Semele. Dionysus was attended by a ca- 
rousing band of Satyrs, Maenads, and 
Nymphs. He taught humans viticulture but 
was capable of dreadful revenge upon those 
(e.g., Orpheus and Pentheus) who denied his 
divinity. His worship was characteristically 
drunken and orgiastic. The chief figure in the 
Orphic mysteries and other cults, Dionysus 
had many festivals in his honor. From the 
music, singing, and dancing of the Greater 
Dionysia in Athens developed the dithyramb 
and, ultimately, Greek drama. The Romans 
identified him with Liber and Bacchus, who 
was more properly the wine god.

The belief that a 
psychoactive drug, especially alcohol, gives 
rise pharmacologically to uninhibited behav- 
iour, is often expressed in the 19th century 
physiological formulation of the shutting on/ 
of inhibitions located in "the higher centres of 
the mind". Almost any adjective, from "ma- 
lign" to expressive", can be used to describe 
the behaviour attributed to the disinhibitory ef- 
fect. The term "disinhibition theory" is used to 
distinguish this belief from the more recent 
perspective that pharmacological effects are 
heavily mediated by cultural and personal ex- 
pectations and by context. 2. Used by neuro- 
physiologists and neuropharmacologists to re- 
fer to the removal of an inhibitory influence 


on a neuron or circuit, as distinct from direct 
stimulation of the neuron or circuit. For exam- 
ple, opioid drugs depress the activity of dopa- 
minergic neurons that normally exert a tonic 
inhibitory effect on the secretion of prolactin 
by pituitary gland cells. Thus, the opioids "dis- 
inhibit" secretion of prolactin and indirectly 
cause a rise in serum prolactin level.

Distillation Process used to separate the sub- 
stances composing a mixture; it involves a 
change of state, e.g., liquid to gas, and subse- 
quent condensation. A simple distillation ap- 
paratus consists of three parts: a flask in which 
the mixture is heated, a condenser in which 
the vapor is cooled, and a vessel in which the 
condensed vapor, called distillate, is collected. 
Upon heating, the substances with a higher 
boiling point remain in the flask and constitute 
the residue. When the substance with the low- 
est boiling point has been removed, the tem- 
perature can be raised and the process re- 
peated with the substance having the next 
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lowest boiling point. The process of obtaining 
portions (or fractions) in this way is called 
fractional distillation. In destructive distilla- 
tion various solid substances, such as wood, 
coal, and oil shale, are heated out of free con- 
tact with air, and the portions driven off are 
collected separately. Distillation is used in 
preparing alcoholic beverages with higher al- 
cohol content as vodka, whiskey, and cognac. 
Distilled liquor Alcoholic beverage (such as 
brandy, whiskey, rum, or arrack) that is ob- 
tained by distillation from wine or other fer- 
mented fruit juice or plant juice or from a 
starchy material (such as various grains) that 
has first been brewed. The alcoholic content of 
distilled liquor is higher than that of beer or 
wine. 

In general, the raw material used for a distilled 
liquor is a natural sugar or a starchy substance 
that may be easily converted into a sugar. 
Grapes are a principal raw material used for 
the production of distilled liquor, producing 
brandy. Peaches, apples, and many other fruits 
are used according to local availability. The 
most common vegetables used are sugarcane 
and sugar beets, which produce rum. Corn is 
the most widely used grain. Rye, rice, and bar- 
ley grains are also used. Distilled liquors made 
from grain are usually called whiskeys. 

The distillation process is based on the differ- 
ent boiling points of water and alcohol. The 
alcohol vapours that arise while the fermented 
liquid boils are trapped and recondensed to 
create a liquid of much greater alcoholic 
strength.

After the death of his son from 
wounds incurred in World War I, he dedicated 
himself to the cause of spiritualism.

Drinking, controlled Drinking that is mod- 
erated to avoid intoxication or hazardous use. 
The term is applied especially when there is a 
reason to question the ability to drink in a con- 
trolled fashion at all times, as in the case of 
individuals who have exhibited signs of alco- 
hol dependence or harmful drinking. When 
applied to the use of other psychoactive sub- 
stance, the analogous term "controlled drug 
use" refers to the maintenance of regular, non- 
compulsive substance use that does not inter- 
fere with ordinary functioning, and to methods 
of use that minimize untoward drug effects. 
Compare impaired control. See also: Drinking, 
moderate. 

Drinking, escape Drinking motivated by 
the desire or need to escape an unpleasant 
mood or situation. Cognate terms are: per- 
sonal-effects reasons (vs social); use of alco- 
hol for coping: negative-affect drinking. 
Drinking, excessive Currently a non- 
preferred term for a pattern of drinking con- 
sidered to exceed some standard of moderate 
drinking or acceptability. Hazardous drinking 
is a rough equivalent in current use. The 
Eighth Revision of the International Classifi- 
cation of Diseases distinguished two types of 
excessive drinking: episodic and habitual, 
where excessive drinking was apparently 
equivalent to intoxication. Episodic excessive 
drinking includes relatively brief bouts of ex- 
cessive consumption of alcohol occurring at 
least a few times a year. These bouts may last 
for several days or weeks (see binge drinking). 
Habitual excessive drinking includes regular 


consumption of quantities of alcohol large 
enough to be detrimental to the individual's 
health or social functioning.

Drinking, heavy A pattern of drinking that 
exceeds some standard of moderate drinking 
or more equivocally - social drinking, Heavy 
drinking is often defined in terms of exceeding 
a certain daily volume (e.g. three drinks a day) 
or quantity per occasion (e.g. five drinks on an 
occasion, at least once a week). 

See also: Drinking, excessive. 

Drinking, problem Drinking that results in 
problems, individual or collective, health or 
social. Earlier usages included drinking in re- 
sponse to a life problem. The term has been 
used since the mid-1960s in a more general 
sense that avoids commitment or reference to 
the disease concept of alcoholism. In some us- 
ages, problem drinking is assimilated to the 
alcoholism concept as an earlier or Iess seri- 
ous stage. A problem drinker is a person 
whose drinking has resulted in health or social 
problems. 

Formulations that avoid the labeling inherent 
in the term include "drinking-related prob- 
lems" and "drinking problems" (see alcohol- 
related problems). The term "problematic 
drinking" has been used by some to cover the 
related concept of drinking that has the poten- 
tial to cause problems (roughly equivalent to 
hazardous use of alcohol), while "the drink 
problem" is a term that dates from the temper- 
ance era and like "the liquor question" - re- 
ferred to alcohol policy as a whole. 

Drinking, social 1. Literally, drinking in 
company, as opposed to solitary drinking. 

2. Often used loosely to mean a drinking pat- 
tern that is not problem drinking. 3. More pre- 
scriptively, the use of alcoholic beverages in 
compliance with social custom, primarily in 
the company of others, and then only for so- 
cially acceptable reasons and in socially ac- 
ceptable ways. (Also known as "integrated 
drinking".) 

Social drinking is not necessarily moderate 
drinking. In certain South American societies, 
for example, individuals engage in commun- 
ally approved "fiesta" drinking, often to the 
point of intoxication. (Compare moderate 
drinking, recreational use.) Synonyms (sense 
2): Responsible drinking; Sensible drinking. 
Drinking-driving The generally favoured 
term for the criminal action of driving a vehi- 
cle with a blood alcohol level over a specified 
limit. The legislation that criminalizes this ac- 
tion is called a per se law; reflecting the sup- 
plementation of older legislation by per se 
laws, the term "drinking-driving" includes, but 
is not limited to, drunk driving, driving under 
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the influence (DUI), and driving while intoxi- 
cated (Dwl). In recent years, drinking-driving 
laws have been commonly extended to apply 
to "drugged driving", generally forbidding 
driving with any trace of specified drugs in the 
bloodstream. Synonym: Drink-driving (par- 
ticularly in Australasia) 

Drinking-moderate An inexact term for a 
pattern of drinking that is by implication con- 
trasted with heavy drinking. It denotes drink- 
ing that is moderate in amount and do not 
cause problems. Sometimes, moderate drink- 
ing is also contrasted with light drinking.

Drip system Colloquial term for watering 
system for indoor growth of marijuana -may 
cover as much as an acre underground or in 
abandoned factory and be totally self- 
sufficient. 

Dripper Colloquial term for medicine drop- 
per used as syringe; the skin is pierced with a 
pin or a needle first. 

Drive-in Colloquial term for smuggling of 
drugs into a prison. 

Driver Colloquial term for amfetamines. 
Driving sideways Colloquial term for using 
alcohol and marijuana at the same time 
Driving the porcelain bus Colloquial term 
for vomiting from too rapid alcohol consump- 
tion. 

Driving, alcohol and drugs Driving while 
impaired - whether by alcohol, by other drugs, 
or by alcohol and one or more other drugs 
combined - is a major health and safety prob- 
lem. Most traffic crashes are the result of hu- 
man error. At highest risk are young people. 
Motor vehicle accidents are the main killer of 
those under 25. Those between the ages of 16 
and 25 are most vulnerable. 

Alcohol is the most widely used drug and the 
one most often linked to motor vehicle acci- 
dents. Other drugs, however, and especially 
when they are combined with alcohol, can also 
interfere with a person's ability to drive. While 
there is a large body of research on the contri- 
bution of alcohol to traffic injuries and deaths, 
researchers have less information about the ef- 
fects of prescription, over-the-counter, or il- 
licit drug use, especially when these drugs are 
combined with alcohol. There is no doubt, 
though, that since driving involves such basic 
skills as attention, judgment, perception, deci- 
sion-making, physical reaction - and the abil- 
ity to coordinate these skills - drivers under 
the influence of any behavior- or mood- 
altering drug may present a road safety hazard. 
Best advice for anyone taking any kind of 
medication is to ask a pharmacist or doctor 
about the effects on driving and whether even 


a small amount of alcohol will increase the 
drug's effect. Best advice for anyone using il- 
licit drugs or legal drugs in a non-medical way 
is. 

Alcohol 

Alcohol impairs performance on a wide vari- 
ety of measures, ranging from simple reaction 
time and eye-hand coordination tasks to meas- 
ures of judgment and ability to perform sev- 
eral tasks simultaneously. Tasks requiring di- 
vided attention (e.g. watching for oncoming 
traffic and changing traffic lights at the same 
time) are most sensitive to alcohol effects. Im- 
pairment of these tasks has been observed at 
blood alcohol levels of 0.02% - i.e. a blood al- 
cohol level below that which would occur af- 
ter consumption of a single standard drink for 
many people. The more a person drinks, the 
more likely he or she is to drink and drive. 
Tranquillizers & Barbiturates 

Tranquillizers and barbiturates are particu- 
larly dangerous in conjunction with alcohol 
because the mixture increases the accident risk 
beyond that found with any one of the drugs 
alone. Particularly strong is the interaction be- 
tween alcohol and diazepam. Taking tranquil- 
lizers or barbiturates with antihistamines (in 
cold, cough, and allergy remedies) can also be 
hazardous because of disruption of certain 
physical, intellectual, and perceptual func- 
tions. 

On their own, benzodiazepines - can slow re- 
action time, decrease eye-hand coordination, 
and interfere with one's judgment. The neuro- 
leptics , impair information processing, espe- 
cially at the onset of treatment. However, 
these considerations need to be weighed 
against the possibility of even greater impair- 
ment of someone's ability to drive when de- 
pressed, anxious, preoccupied, or irritable 
without the beneficial effects of such medica- 
tions as tranquillizers or antidepressants. It 
would be wise to check with your pharmacist 
or physician before deciding to drive. 

Because of the risks associated with barbitu- 
rate abuse, and the availability of safer drugs 
such as the benzodiazepines, barbiturates are 
less frequently prescribed today than in the 
past. Nonetheless, they are still available, both 
on prescription and illegally. Even at moderate 
doses, they affect motor skills, coordination, 
vision, and vehicle handling ability. Taken 
with alcohol, sedatives can also cause sudden 
mood swings or emotional flare-ups - with an- 
gry, reckless driving as a possible result. 
Narcotics 

Single doses of narcotics can have marked ef- 
fects on performance, such as reaction time. 
However, epidemiological and other data sug- 
gest that narcotics do not present a hazard or 
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exist as a significant factor in automobile driv- 
ing. However, users of heroin are also prone 
to heavy use of other psychoactive drugs, such 
as cocaine, alcohol, certain seda- 
tive/hypnotics, and tranquillizers all of them 
dangerous drugs when it comes to driving. 
Over-the-Counter Medications 

Some drugs have depressant side effects along 
with their main medical effect. Included in this 
category are cough medicines, cold remedies, 
drugs to prevent motion sickness or nausea, 
and antihistamines to control allergy symp- 
toms. Taken on their own, but especially when 
combined with alcohol, they can cause 
drowsiness, slower reaction times, and de- 
creased attention and coordination. 

Cannabis 

Experimental evidence indicates that cannabis 
impairs the skills important for driving. Per- 
ception and attention are greatly affected and 
various tracking functions are also impaired. 
Tests on driving simulators showed the big- 
gest impairment caused by cannabis was in 
perceiving and responding to potentially haz- 
ardous situations. Combined with alcohol, 
sedatives, and various other drugs, cannabis 
heightens their effects on thinking, behavior, 
and muscle control. 

Antidepressants 

The sedative effect of some antidepressants 
can impair vigilance, significantly decrease 
reaction time, and seriously affect a person's 
ability to handle a vehicle properly. Users 
should be particularly careful when driving 
demands divided attention. 

Stimulants 

Caffeine 

It is an enduring myth that the caffeine in cof- 
fee can sober one up. This is not true. Only 
time can lower alcohol concentration in the 
blood - and it takes much more time for the 
body to metabolize and eliminate alcohol than 
it takes to drink it. Caffeine might wake peo- 
ple up but it also leaves them still impaired. 
Using stimulants like the caffeine in coffee, 
tea, cola drinks, or "stay awake pills" to over- 
come fatigue on long drives or night trips can 
also lead to trouble. The stimulant effects can 
wear off suddenly, leaving someone who is 
very tired fast asleep at the wheel. 
Amfetamines and Cocaine. 

The changes in a person's perception, mood, 
and thinking during cocaine intoxication are 
particularly relevant to driving skills. The 
most dramatic effects of cocaine with respect 
to driving are on vision. Cocaine may cause a 
higher sensitivity to light, halos around bright 
objects, and difficulty focusing. Users have 
also reported blurred vision, glare problems, 
and hallucinations, particularly "snow lights" - 


weak flashes or movements of light in the pe- 
ripheral field of vision, which tend to make 
drivers swerve toward or away from the lights. 
Some users have also reported auditory hallu- 
cinations (e.g. ringing bells) and olfactory hal- 
lucinations (e.g. smell of smoke or gasoline). 
Many users say that cocaine and amfetamines 
actually improves their driving ability, which 
is not surprising because the drugs induces 
euphoria and feelings of increased mental and 
physical abilities. Such self-reports must be 
accepted with caution, however, since these 
effects of cocaine are short-lived and are often 
followed by fatigue and lassitude. 

Cocaine and amfetamines can also heighten ir- 
ritability, excitability, and startle response. 
Users have reported that sudden sounds, such 
as horns or sirens, have caused them severe 
anxiety coupled with rapid steering or braking 
reactions, even when the source of the sound 
was not in the immediate vicinity of their ve- 
hicles. Suspiciousness, distrust, and paranoia - 
other reactions to cocaine - have prompted us- 
ers to flee in their cars or drive evasively. Eve- 
ryone surveyed reported attention lapses while 
driving and ignoring relevant stimuli such as 
changes in traffic signals.

Drug 1. A substance used in the diagnosis, 
treatment, or prevention of a disease or as a 
component of a medication.

A chemical 
substance, such as a narcotic or hallucino- 
gen, that affects the central nervous system, 
causing changes in behavior and often addic- 
tion. 

A term of varied usage. In medicine, it refers 
to any substance with the potential to prevent 
or cure disease or enhance physical or mental 
welfare, and in pharmacology to any chemical 
agent that alters the biochemical or physio- 
logical processes of tissues or organisms. 
Hence, a drug is a substance that is, or could 
be, listed in a pharmacopoeia. In common us- 
age, the term often refers specifically to psy- 
choactive drugs, and often, even more specifi- 
cally, to illicit drugs, of which there is non- 
medical use in addition to any medical use. 
Professional formulations (e.g. "alcohol and 
other drugs") often seek to make the point that 
caffeine, tobacco, alcohol, and other sub- 
stances in common non-medical use are also 
drugs in the sense of being taken at least in 
part for their psychoactive effects. 

Middle English drogge, from Old French 
drogue, drug, from Middle Dutch droge 
(vate), dry (cases), pl. of drog, dry. originally 
referring to dried herbs and medical prepara- 
tions imported by the trade companies, later it 
referred to dried medical product from plants. 
Drug (the) Colloquial term for cocaine. 
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Drug Abuse Current international drug con- 
trol treaties do not define drug abuse but make 
reference to a variety of terms, including 
abuse, misuse, and illicit use. In the context of 
international drug control, drug abuse consti- 
tutes the use of any substance under interna- 
tional control for purposes other than medical 
and scientific, including use without prescrip- 
tion, in excessive dose levels, or over an un- 
justified period of time. 

Drug Abuse-Related Harm Any adverse 
social, physical, psychological, legal or other 
consequence of drug use which is experienced 
as harmful to a drug user and/or those living 
or otherwise affected by the actions of a drug 
user. This term is preferred by many to that of 
“drug problem” because there is no implica- 
tion of an enduring personal problem requiring 
treatment. It focuses attention on whether or 
not the use of a drug is related to measurable 
harm of some kind. 

Drug Deal Colloquial term for the exchange 
of money for drugs 

Drug Enforcement Administration 
Agency of the US. Department of Justice es- 
tablished in 1973. DEA merged the functions 
of four separate drug law enforcement agen- 
cies. The primary task of the agency is to re- 
duce the supply of illicit drugs produced do- 
mestically or entering the US. from abroad. 
DEA also regulates the legal trade in narcotic 
and dangerous drugs, manages a national nar- 
cotics intelligence system, and works with 
other agencies to support drug traffic preven- 
tion. In 1982, concurrent jurisdiction over 
drug offenses was given to the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation and DEA. Agents of the two 
organizations work together on drug law en- 
forcement, and DEA's administrator reports to 
the director of the FBI. DEA has offices in all 
US states and in more than 40 countries, nor- 
mally located in the US embassies. 

Drug Policy Foundation US organisation 
founded 1987, working for legalizing drugs. 
Drug Strategies A US non-profit research 
institute promoting more effective approaches 
to the nation's drug problems by supporting 
private and public initiatives that reduce the 
demand for drugs through prevention, educa- 
tion, treatment, law enforcement and commu- 
nity coalitions. 

Drug abuse See: Abuse (drug, alcvohol, 
chemical, substance, or psychoactive sub- 
stance). 

Drug abuse warning network Data col- 
lecting systems based on emergency room re- 
porting of drug overdoses and other related 
problems from 21 of the most important urban 
areas in the USA. The information is used to 
have a early warning system about new drugs 


or drug use patterns as well as monitoring the 
ever changing drug scene in order to adjust 
preventive activities and drug policies. 

Drug abuser Euphemistic term which de- 
scribes persons who have problems which are 
related to drug use, but which avoids labels 
such as 'addict' which have stereotypic societal 
responses associated. 

Drug buy Colloquial term for purchasing 
drugs. 

Drug control The regulation, by a system of 
laws and agencies, of the production, distribu- 
tion, sale, and use of specific psychoactive 
drugs (controlled substances) locally, nation- 
ally, or internationally (see conventions, inter- 
national drug). Alternatively, equivalent to 
drug policy (compare alcohol policy). 

The first major national efforts to control the 
distribution of narcotic and other dangerous 
drugs were the efforts of the Chinese in the 
19th century. Commerce in poppy (opium) 
and coca leaf (cocaine) developed on an or- 
ganized basis during the 1700s. The Manchus 
of China attempted to discourage opium im- 
portation and use, but the English East India 
Company, which maintained an official mo- 
nopoly over British trade in China, was en- 
gaged in the profitable export of opium from 
India to China. This monopoly of the China 
trade was eventually abolished in 1839-42, 
and friction increased between the British and 
the Chinese over the importation of opium. 
Foreign merchants, including those from 
France and the United States, were bringing in 
ever-increasing quantities of opium. Finally, 
the Manchu government required all foreign 
merchants to surrender their stocks of opium 
for destruction. The British objected, and the 
Opium War (1839-42) between the Chinese 
and the British followed. The Chinese lost and 
were forced into a series of treaties with Eng- 
land and other countries that took advantage 
of the British victory. In 1858 the importation 
of opium into China was legalized by the 
Treaty of Tientsin, which fixed a tariff rate for 
opium importation. Further difficulties fol- 
lowed. An illegal opium trade carried on by 
smugglers in south China encouraged gang- 
sterism and piracy, and the activity eventually 
became linked with powerful secret societies 
in the south of China. 

Throughout the 1800s, the Chinese govern- 
ment considered opium an important moral 
and economic question, but obviously China 
needed international help. In 1909, US. Presi- 
dent Theodore Roosevelt proposed an interna- 
tional investigation of the opium problem; a 
meeting of 13 nations held in Shanghai in the 
same year resulted in recommendations that 
formed the basis of the first opium convention 
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held at The Hague in 1912. Ratification of the 
Hague Convention occurred during the meet- 
ings of 1913 and 1914. Although further regu- 
latory activity was suspended during the 
course of World War I, ratification of the Ver- 
sailles peace treaties of 1919-20 also consti- 
tuted a ratification of the Hague Convention of 
1912. The League of Nations was then given 
responsibility to supervise agreements with 
regard to the traffic in opium and other dan- 
gerous drugs. A further important develop- 
ment in drug control was the convention of 
1925, which placed further restrictions on the 
production and manufacture of narcotics. Six 
more international conventions and agree- 
ments were concluded between 1912 and 
1936. Under a Protocol on Narcotic Drugs of 
December 1946 the functions of the League of 
Nations and of the Office International d'Hy- 
giéne Publique were transferred to the United 
Nations and to the World Health Organization. 
In 1948 a protocol extended the control sys- 
tem to synthetic and natural drugs outside the 
scope of the earlier conventions. In 1953 a fur- 
ther protocol was adopted to limit and regulate 
the cultivation of the poppy plant and the pro- 
duction of, or international and wholesale 
trade in, and use of opium. Before the protocol 
became operative in 1963 the international 
control organs found a need for codifying and 
strengthening the existing treaties, and a Sin- 
gle Convention on Narcotic Drugs was drawn 
up in New York in 1961.This Convention 
drew into one comprehensive control regime 
all the earlier agreements, limited the use of 
coca leaves and cannabis to medical and sci- 
entific needs, and paved the way for the Inter- 
national Narcotics Control Board. The Con- 
vention came into force in 1964, and the new 
board began duty in 1968. 

Drug dependence See: Dependence. 

Drug house Colloquial term for a home 
where addicts attempt withdrawal. 

Drug hunger Colloquial term for generic 
term indicating craving for a particular drug. 
Drug policy 1. In the context of psychoac- 
tive drugs, the aggregate of policies designed 
to affect the supply and/or the demand for il- 
licit drugs, locally or nationally, including 
education, treatment, control, and other pro- 
grammes and policies. In this context, "drug 
policy" often does not include pharmaceutical 
policy (except with regard to diversion to non- 
medical use), or tobacco or alcohol policy. 

2. In the context of WHO's Action Programme 
on Essential Drugs, "national drug policy" re- 
fers to a national pharmaceutical policy con- 
cerning the marketing, availability, and thera- 
peutic use of medicines. WHO recommends 
that every country should have such a policy, 


formulated in the conColloquial term for of a 
national health policy. The WHO List of Es- 
sential Drugs is an effort to assist developing 
countries to develop a pharmaceutical policy 
attuned to allocating scarce funds for pharma- 
ceuticals on the basis of health needs rather 
than market considerations. 

Drug roses See: Bacterial infections. 

Drug seeking Actions to acquire drugs. In- 
cludes buying from licit suppliers (e.g. liquor 
outlets, cigarette vendors), illicit drug suppli- 
ers or dealers, forging medical prescriptions or 
presenting to medical practitioners in an at- 
tempt to acquire prescription medication for 
non-medical use. 

Drug testing The analysis of body fluids 
(such as blood, urine, or saliva) or hair or 
other tissue for the presence of one or more 
psychoactive substances. 

Drug testing is employed to monitor absti- 
nence from psychoactive substances in indi- 
viduals pursuing drug rehabilitation pro- 
grammes, to monitor surreptitious drug use 
among patients on maintenance therapy, and 
where employment is conditional on absti- 
nence from such substances.

Drug-related problem Any of the range of 
adverse accompaniments of drug use, particu- 
arly illicit drug use. "Related" does not neces- 
sarily imply causality. The term was coined by 
analogy with alcohol-related problem but is 
ess used, since it is drug use itself, rather than 
the consequences, that tends to be defined as 
the problem; it can be used to refer to prob- 
ems at an individual or societal level. In in- 
ternational drug control, drug-related prob- 
ems are taken into account in setting a level 
of control for a controlled substance through a 
WHO assessment of the drug's dependence 
potential and abuse liability. 

"Drug problems" is a possible cognate term, 
but can be confused with "the drug problem", 
meaning illicit drugs as a policy issue.

He later 
helped to organize the American Snuff Com- 
pany (1900) and the American Cigar Com- 
pany (1901). In 1911 the US. Supreme Court 
ordered the dissolution of the monopolistic 
American Tobacco Company, and Duke bore 
the chief task of breaking the company up into 
the separate corporations that henceforth be- 
came the principal cigarette manufacturers of 
the United States.

Dumas, Alexander (1802-70), French nov- 
elist and playwright of the romantic period, 
known as Dumas père. Dumas, the most 
widely read of all French writers, is best re- 
membered for his historical novels The Three 
Musketeers (1844) and The Count of Monte- 
Cristo (1844). In the latter he in detail de- 
scribes the use of hashish jam when the sailor 
Simbad is invited to a gourmet dinner, fin- 
ished with the green hashish jam of the same 
type as Dumas was being served in the Club 
des Haschichins. Althougth Dumas was a 
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prominent member of the club he was not us- 
ing the drug extensively, in his hectic and 
manic life coffein was the preferred stimulant 
and he drank enormous amounts of coffee. 
Dumas was born in Villers-Cotteréts, Aisne, 
July 24, 1802. He was the son of a general and 
the grandson of a nobleman who had settled in 
Santo Domingo (Dominican Republic) and 
married a black woman there. He had little 
formal education but read voraciously and was 
especially attracted to 16th- and 17th-century 
adventure stories. While working as a clerk, 
he attended performances of an English 
Shakespearean company and was inspired to 
write drama. The Comédie Frangaise produced 
his play Henri III et sa cour (Henry III and 
His Court) in 1829 and the romantic drama 
Christine in 1830; both were resounding suc- 
cesses. Dumas was a prolific writer; about 
1200 volumes were published under his name. 
Although many were the result of collabora- 
tion or the production of a "fiction factory" in 
which hired writers executed his ideas, almost 
all the writing bears the unmistakable imprint 
of his personal genius and inventiveness. Du- 
mas's earnings were enormous but scarcely 
sufficient in his later years to sustain his ex- 
travagant style of living. He spent great sums 
of money in maintaining his estate outside 
Paris (Monte-Cristo), supporting numerous 
mistresses (one of whom was the mother of 
his son Alexandre), purchasing artworks, and 
making up the losses incurred by numerous 
business ventures. At his death, on December 
5, 1870, he was virtually bankrupt. Besides his 
historical novels, the works of Dumas include 
the plays Antony (1831), La tour de Nesle 
(The Tower of Nesle, 1832), Catherine How- 
ard (1834), and L'Alchimiste (The Alchemist, 
1839), as well as numerous dramatizations of 
his own fiction. He also wrote memoirs, which 
give a vivid picture of his times.

Treatment is offered or provided be- 
fore such time as patients might present of 
their own volition, and in many cases before 
they are aware that their substance use might 
cause problems. It is directed particularly at 
individuals who have not developed physical 
dependence or major psychosocial complica- 
tions. Early intervention is therefore a pro- 
active approach, which is initiated by the 
health worker rather than the patient. The first 
stage consists of a systematic procedure for 
early detection. There are several approaches: 
routine enquiry about use of alcohol, tobacco, 
and other drugs in the clinical history, and the 
use of screening tests, for example, in primary 
health care settings. Supplementary questions 
are then asked in order to confirm the diagno- 
sis. The second component, treatment, is usu- 
ally brief and takes place in the primary health 
care setting (lasting on average 5-10 minutes). 
Treatment may be more extensive in other set- 
tings.-See also: Brief intervention

History 

Ecstasy is the most common name of MDMA 
a drug that was synthesized 1914 by the phar- 
maceutical company Merck. It was planned to 
be sold as a slimming cure. 1953-54 it was 
tested in animal research at US Army Medical 
Centers but the negative effects where made 
the agency not to recommended it. In the 
1960s MDA and MDMA was in combination 
with psychotherapy was tried in the USA. It 
was at the same times when psychiatrist was 
using LSD. MDMA was reported to have good 
effect especially in marriage counseling. it 
was recommended by psychotherapists as a 
catalyst to stimulate trust and empathy for 
matriage counseling (hug-drug) .By giving the 
patients MDMA before the therapy sessions 
they became more p positive towards each 
other and psychiatrists in UK and the USA re- 
ported enthusiastic that they have found the 
love drug. MDA was in first marketed in the 
illicit drug scene as the "love drug" in the 
1970s. But many reports and emergency room 
incidents of heart and breathing problems, fe- 
ver and delirium and hallucinations made 
MDA less popular. In 1972 MDMA under the 
new name Ecstasy began to appear in USA 
and the UK. The drug was adopted of the 
dance-culture. Young people who were gath- 
ering at rave-parties to dance to techno-music 
found that the drug could be used to get into 
trance, give hallucinations and counter sleepi- 
ness at the all-night raves. Ecstasy became the 
main drug of the man dance-drug accompa- 
nied by a new interest in other hallucinogens 
like LSD. Ecstasy was in the 1980s considered 
as a rather mild and safe drug. But especially 
from UK many reports over unexpected deaths 
by young people, often of over-heating high- 
lighted the ecstasy-influenece on the tempera- 
ture regulation of the brain. Information cam- 
paigns were launched stressing the importance 
of drinking and chill down when ecstasy were 
taken especially in warn ill ventilated loca- 
tions. In the 1990s many psychiatric complica- 
tions, such as severe depressions has been 
linked to the use of ecstasy because of its im- 
pact on the serotonin level in the brain. There 
was also growing concern that ecstasy for 
many young teenagers was the gateway to 
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other hallucinogens like LSD and other drugs 
like cannabis and heroin to chill-out after ec- 
stasy use. 

Chemistry and pharmacology 

Ecstasy the popular name for 3-4 methyl- 
enedioxymethamphetamine is an amfetamine 
but has chemically similarities to mescaline. It 
is also similar to two other synthetic drugs, 
MDA and metamfetamine. In the body MDMA 
is converted to MDA. A normal dose is 75 . 
160 mg. The euphoria comes within 30 min- 
utes and reach its maximum after 90 minutes. 
The high remains for about 3 hours. 

Ecstasy influence serotonine system of the 
brain in an unique way, different from other 
amfetamines, cocaine or LSD. At first there is 
a release of serotonin but the receptors seems 
after a while to be damaged. When studying 
ecstasy users the serotonine in the cerebo- 
spinal fluid fluid is remarkably lower even 2 
months after the ecstasy intake. 

Ecstasy probably due to its effects on the sero- 
tonine levels also can give strong disturbances 
on the bodys temperature regulation systems. 
Hundreds of deaths due to heat strokes in 
young otherwise healthy persons has been re- 
ported. 

Effects 

The high usually begins with a light sickness 
feeling and thirst, tense muscles and sweating. 
After 30 minutes the euphoria occurs it has 
been described as a feeling of universal love 
and happiness and and urge to get emotional 
contact with all persons around. There is also 
a visual impact, the contours of things and 
persons fade and are colored. For some this is 
a nice dreamy stage when music, dance and 
stroboscopic lightning underline the hallucina- 
tions but for other or even for the same per- 
sons at another time the hallucination can be 
fearful and give anxiety. Under moderate 
doses the user seldom lose the complete con- 
trol of the situation. 

Many problems users encounter with MDMA 
are similar to those found with the use of am- 
fetamines and cocaine. They are: 
Psychological difficulties, including confu- 
sion, depression, suicide, sleep problems, drug 
craving, severe anxiety, and paranoia-during 
and sometimes weeks after taking MDMA 
(even psychotic episodes have been reported); 
Physical symptoms such as muscle tension, 
involuntary teeth-clenching, nausea, blurred 
vision, rapid eye movements, faintness, and 
chills or sweating;increases in heart rate and 
blood pressure, a special risk for people with 
circulatory or heart disease.

The 
highest degree of occurrence is among 
heavy cigarette smokers. In recent years 
emphysema has become a serious public 
health problem in terms of rapidly increas- 
ing numbers of disabilities and deaths. In 
the course of the disease the passages lead- 
ing to the air sacs of the lungs become nar- 
rowed. Air is trapped in the sacs, and the 
tissues of the lungs lose their natural elas- 
ticity and undergo destructive changes. As 
the disease progresses the volume of resid- 
ual air trapped in the lungs increases, and 
the volume of each breath decreases. The 
lungs increase in size, and in severe cases 
the patient develops a characteristic "barrel 
chest". The lungs become unable to supply 
enough oxygen to the body tissues. This re- 
duction in oxygen intake causes the heart to 
pump faster; consequently, the heart be- 
comes strained. Excessive carbone dioxide 
in the blood gives the patient a bluish skin 
color. Although the deterioration in the 
lungs brought about by emphysema is per- 
manent and irreversible, treatment can give 
relief and increase functioning capacity. 
Abstention from smoking is essential, and 
change of occupation or residence may be 
necessary if air pollution or occupational 
pollution aggravates the condition. Bron- 
chial dilators, special breathing exercises, 
and antibiotics are also helpful. Therapy is 
most successful in instances when the dis- 
ease is diagnosed at an early stage. 2. Infil- 
tration of air into connective tissue and be- 
tween air cells of the lungs.Greek em- 
phusma, inflation.

Erythroxylum novogratense Species of 
the coca bush named after Nueva Granada the 
former Spanish name for Colombia. Also 
called Colombian coca or Hayo. The bush is 
cultivated extensively in South America and 
the leaves has a relatively high cocaine con- 
tent. Under the beginning of the 1900 the bush 
was spread over the tropical parts of the Brit- 
ish Empire especially in India and Ceylon (Sri 
Lanka) and large commercial plantations was 
established in Java for industrial production of 
cocaine. 

Erythroxylum truxillense Also called 
trujillococa, variant of Erythroxylum no- 
vogratense. It is cultivated along the coast of 
Peru on relative low altitude and is growing as 
high bushes with small thick leaves. It has she 
best taste and aroma of the coca species and is 
exported mainly from the city of Trujillo in 
northern Peru to among others Coca-Colas ex- 
tract factories in the USA. The cocaine is ex- 
cluded from the cocamass before it is used for 
the soft drinks.

As set by 
the Fetal Alcohol Study Groups of the Re- 
search Society on Alcoholism, the criteria for 
diagnosing FAS are: 

1. Weight and/or length below the 10th per- 
centile; 2. Central nervous system involve- 
ment, including neurological abnormalities, 
developmental delays, behavioral dysfunction, 
intellectual impairment, and skull or brain 
malformations; and 3. A characteristic face 
with short eye openings, a thin upper lip, an 
elongated, flattened midface, and a groove in 
the middle of the upper lip. When only some 
of these criteria are met, the diagnosis is fetal 
alcohol effects (FAE). The harmful effects of 
prenatal exposure to alcohol are now known 
to exist on a continuum, ranging from full- 
blown FAS to mild FAE that may include 
more subtle cognitive and behavioral defects. 
Mental disabilities and hyperactivity are 
probably the most debilitating aspects of FAS. 
Problems with learning, attention, memory, 
and problem solving are common, along with 
lack of coordination, impulsiveness, and 
speech and hearing impairment. Deficits in 
learning skills persist even into adolescence 
and adulthood. The characteristic facial fea- 
tures are difficult to recognize in newborns, 
and mental retardation may not be identified 
until several years after birth. 

Not all women who drink alcohol during 
pregnancy have babies with FAS or FAE. 
Variables affecting outcome include genetics, 


cigarette smoking and other drug use, nutri- 
tion, and time of use during pregnancy. Unlike 
other known causes of mental retardation, 
FAS and FAE are totally preventable. Preven- 
tion efforts have focused on educating the 
public about the risks of consuming even 
small amounts of alcohol during pregnancy. 
Many countries have conducted education 
campaigns, and some require posting warning 
signs about the risk of alcohol-related birth de- 
fects at establishments where alcoholic bever- 
ages are sold.

It is 
sometimes taken to enhance a heroin high, as 
a substitute when opioids or to mellow or ease 
the experience of coming down from a co- 
caine or crack high. Used with alcohol, fluni- 
trazepam produce disinhibition and amnesia. 
Flunitrazepam is tasteless and odorless, and it 
dissolves easily in carbonated beverages. The 
sedative and toxic effects of Flunitrazepam are 
aggravated by concurrent use of alcohol. The 
drug can cause profound "anterograde amne- 
sia"; that is, individuals may not remember 
events they experienced while under the ef- 
fects of the drug. This may be why one of the 
street names for Flunitrazepam is "the forget- 
me pill" and it has been reportedly used in 
sexual assaults. Other adverse effects associ- 
ated with Rohypnol include decreased blood 
pressure, drowsiness, visual disturbances, diz- 
ziness, confusion, gastrointestinal distur- 
bances, and urinary retention. Flunitrazepam 
have especially in USA and Eastern Europe 
gained a reputation as the "date rape" drug. 
Girls and women have reported being raped 
after being involuntarily sedated with 
"roofies," which were often slipped into their 
drink. Flunitrazepam has also been involved in 
criminal activities when tourists are robbed in 
bars, often involving contacts with prostitutes. 
The drug has no taste or odor so the victims 
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don't realize what is happening. About 10 
minutes after ingesting the drug, the person 
may feel dizzy and disoriented, simultane- 
ously too hot and too cold, and nauseated. He 
or she may experience difficulty speaking and 
moving, and then pass out. Such a victim will 
often have no memories of what happened 
while under the drug's influence. 

It is not approved for prescription use in the 
United States, although it is approved in 
Europe and is used in more than 60 countries 
as a treatment for insomnia, as a sedative, and 
as a presurgery anesthetic.

His 
psychoanalytic theories, which initially met 
with hostility, profoundly influenced 20th- 
century thought. 1884- 1887 Freud devoted 
most of his time to the study of cocaine, he 
ordered the substance from the pharmaceuti- 
cal company Merck in Darmstadt and in- 
jected himself with relative small quantities 
and tried it on his patients 28 years old he 
published a very enthusiastic report on co- 
caine Uber Coca. where he hailed cocaine as 
an ideal drug against depression, nervous- 
ness, hysteria, hypochondria, neurasthenia, 
anemia, tuberculosis and persistent fever, he 
also briefly mentioned the local anesthetic 
effects of cocaine. Freud also prescribed co- 
caine to his friend Ernst von Fleischl who 
was addicted to morphine. It was Freuds 
friend the ophtalmologist Carl Koller who 
discovered and published articles about the 
revolutionary anesthetic effects of cocaine. 
Freud regretted deeply that he had not him- 
self finished his studies over this because he 
was in love and wanted to visit his fiancee. 
Ernst von Fleischl died in a severe double 
dependence on cocaine and morphine. In 
several scientific papers Freud was criticized 
over his naive enthusiasm over cocaine and 
Freud has described this period as one of the 
worst in his life.

Garcia, Jerome John (Jerry) (1942-1995) 
US. musician, personified the hippie counter- 
culture for three decades as the leader of the 
rock band the Grateful Dead. Garcia was the 
singer, songwriter, and lead guitarist of the 
San Francisco-based group that emerged from 
the Haight-Ashbury psychedelic-drug-and- 
music scene in the mid-1960s. Known for his 
gentle, laid-back stage presence and soulful 
extended guitar improvisations, he became the 
patriarch of a devoted legion of nomadic fans 
called the Deadheads, who followed the band 
on tour in spirited makeshift communities. 
Garcia, whose father was a jazz musician, was 
raised amid a variety of musical influences, 
including folk, bluegrass, country, rock, and 
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rhythm-and-blues. The band gained notoriety 
as the party band for Ken Kesey's Acid Tests, 
featuring revelers experimenting with the 
then-legal hallucinogen LSD, and fame for 
performing at such high-profile rock concerts 
as the Monterey (Calif.) Pop Festival in 1967 
and Woodstock, N.Y., in 1969. Although the 
Grateful Dead regularly released albums, they 
made only one top-10 single. They became, 
however, one of the most successful touring 
bands in the USA, as much for the spectacle of 
their Deadhead entourage as for Garcia's 
marathon four-hour musical meanderings. 
Garcia and the band discovered newfound 
fame in the late 1980s, when baby-boomer 
nostalgia combined with a new generation of 
young fans to make the Grateful Dead more 
popular than ever before. Garcia was in ill 
health for the last decade of his life and had 
long struggled with heroin addiction. He died 
of a heart attack at a drug rehabilitation center.

GHB Since about 1990, GHB (gamma- hy- 
droxybutyrate) has been abused. for euphoric, 
sedative, and anabolic (body building) effects. 
As with Rohypnol and clonazepam, GHB has 
in the USA been associated with sexual as- 
sault in cities throughout the country. Reports 
indicate liquid GHB is being used in night- 
clubs for effects similar to those of Rohypnol. 
It is known as "liquid ecstacy," "somatomax," 
"scoop," or "grievous bodily harm." In Miami, 
poison control center calls have reflected 
problems associated with increased GHB use, 
including loss of consciousness. Coma and 
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seizures can occur following abuse of GHB 
and, when combined with methamphetamine, 
there appears to be an increased risk of sei- 
zure. Combining use with other drugs such as 
alcohol can result in nausea and difficulty 
breathing. GHB may also produce withdrawal 
effects, including insomnia, anxiety, tremors, 
and sweating. Because of concern about Ro- 
hypnol, GHB, and other similarly abused 
sedative-hypnotics, the United States Con- 
gress passed the "Drug-Induced Rape Preven- 
tion and Punishment Act of 1996" in October 
1996. This legislation increased Federal penal- 
ties for use of any controlled substance to aid 
in sexual assault. GHB can be produced in 
clear liquid, white powder, tablet, and capsule 
forms, and it is often used in combination with 
alcohol. GHB has been increasingly involved 
in poisonings, overdoses, "date rapes," and fa- 
talities. The drug is used predominantly by 
adolescents and young adults, often when they 
attend nightclubs and raves. GHB is often 
manufactured in homes with recipes and in- 
gredients found and purchased on the Internet. 
GHB is usually abused either for its intoxicat- 
ing/sedative/euphoriant properties or for its 
growth hormone-releasing effects, which can 
build muscles. 

Some individuals are synthesizing GHB in 
home laboratories. Ingredients in GHB, 
gamma-butyrolactone (GBL) and 1,4- 
butanediol, can also be converted by the body 
into GHB. These ingredients are found in a 
number of dietary supplements available in 
health food stores and gymnasiums to induce 
sleep, build muscles, and enhance sexual per- 
formance. 

GHB is a central nervous system depressant 
that can relax or sedate the body. At higher 
doses it can slow breathing and heart rate to 
dangerous levels. GHB's intoxicating effects 
begin 10 to 20 minutes after the drug is taken. 
The effects typically last up to 4 hours, de- 
pending on the dosage. At lower doses, GHB 
can relieve anxiety and produce relaxation; 
however, as the dose increases, the sedative 
effects may result in sleep and eventual coma 
or death. Overdose of GHB can occur rather 
quickly, and the signs are similar to those of 
other sedatives: drowsiness, nausea, vomiting, 
headache, loss of consciousness, loss of re- 
flexes, impaired breathing, and ultimately 
death. 

GHB is cleared from the body relatively 
quickly, so it is sometimes difficult to detect 
in emergency rooms and other treatment fa- 
cilities.

Its origin is attributed to Franciscus Sylvius, a 
17th-century professor of medicine at the Uni- 
versity of Leiden in Holland, who distilled the 
juniper berry with spirits to produce an inex- 
pensive medicine having the diuretic proper- 
ties of juniper-berry oil. The beverage became 
popular and was introduced to England by 
soldiers returning from the Low Countries. In 
the 18th century excessive consumption of the 
inexpensive beverage presented a social prob- 
lem, as depicted in William Hogarth's engrav- 
ing "Gin Lane." 

Netherlands gins, known as Hollands, geneva, 
genever, or Shiedam, for a distilling centre 


near Rotterdam, are made from a mash con- 
taining barley malt, fermented to make beer. 
The beer is distilled, producing spirits called 
malt wine, with 50-55 percent alcohol content 
by volume. This product is distilled again with 
juniper berries and other botanicals, producing 
a final product having alcoholic content of 
about 35 percent. English and American gins 
are distilled from malt wine purified to pro- 
duce an almost neutral spirit, without flavour 
or aroma, having alcohol content of 90-94 
percent by volume. This is reduced with dis- 
tilled water, combined with the flavouring 
agents, and distilled and reduced again, pro- 
ducing a final product of 40-47 percent alco- 
holic content. The dry gins have more added 
flavouring ingredients than Dutch types. Each 
producer employs a secret formula, including, 
in addition to the juniper berries, combinations 
of such botanicals as orris, angelica, and lico- 
rice roots, lemon and orange peels, cassia 
bark, caraway, coriander, cardamom, anise, 
and fennel.

Ginsberg grew up in Paterson, N.J., where his 
father, Louis Ginsberg, himself a poet, taught 
English. Allen Ginsberg's mother, whom he 
mourned in his long poem Kaddish (1961), 
was confined for years in a mental hospital. 
Ginsberg was influenced in his work by Wil- 
liam Carlos Williams, particularly toward the 
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use of natural speech rhythms and direct ob- 
servations of unadorned actuality. 

While at Columbia University, where his an- 
archical proclivities pained the authorities, 
Ginsberg became close friends with Jack Ker- 
ouac and William Burroughs, who were later 
to be numbered among the Beats. After leav- 
ing Columbia in 1948, he traveled widely and 
worked at a number of jobs from cafeteria 
floor mopper to market researcher. Howl, his 
first published book, laments what Ginsberg 
believed to have been the destruction by in- 
sanity of the "best minds of [his] generation." 
Dithyrambic and prophetic, owing something 
to the romantic bohemianism of Walt Whit- 
man, it also dwells on homosexuality, drug 
addiction, Buddhism, and Ginsberg's revulsion 
from what he saw as the materialism and in- 
sensitivity of post-World War II America. 
Empty Mirror, a collection of earlier poems, 
appeared along with Kaddish and Other Po- 
ems in 1961, followed by Reality Sandwiches 
in 1963. Kaddish, one of Ginsberg's most im- 
portant works, is a long confessional poem in 
which the poet laments his mother's insanity 
and tries to come to terms with both his rela- 
tionship to her and with her death. In the early 
1960s Ginsberg began a life of ceaseless 
travel, reading his poetry at campuses and cof- 
fee bars, traveling abroad, and engaging in 
left-wing political activities. He became an in- 
fluential guru of the American youth counter- 
culture in the late 1960s. He acquired a deeper 
knowledge of Buddhism, and increasingly a 
religious element of love for all sentient be- 
ings entered his work. 

His later volumes of poetry included Planet 
News (1968); The Fall of America: Poems of 
These States, 1965-1971 (1972), which won 
the National Book Award; Mind Breaths: Po- 
ems 1972-1977 (1978); and White Shroud: 
Poems 1980-1985 (1986). His Collected Po- 
ems 1947-1980 appeared in 1984.

The term also includes use of a drug in a way 
that implies that the drug has substantial de- 
pendence potential; "habit-forming" however, 
is more colloquial and sounds less threatening, 
and is therefore used, for instance, on pharma- 
ceutical warning labels. See also: Habituation 
Habitador Mexican colloquial term for a 
middleman who transfers opium gum to a 
processing center.

Hallucinations 1. False perception in any 
of the five sensory modalities when no exter- 
nal stimulus exists, as when a nonexistent ob- 
ject is seen. Hallucinations may occur in the 
twilight state between sleeping and awaken- 
ing, or in delirium, or exhaustion; they also 
may be induced under hypnosis. The visual 
sense is most often affected. Persistent hallu- 
cinations are characteristic of schizofrenia. 
Hallucination is distinguished from illusion, a 
false perception of an actual stimulus, and is 
common following self-administration of cer- 
tain drugs such as mescaline, cannabis and 
LSD. Both illusions and hallucinations can be 
drug induced. 2. Chemically induced changes 
in perception, in thought, and in mood, but 
which seldom produce mental confusion, 
memory loss, or disorientation for person, 
space, and time. 

Hallucinogen A chemical agent that in- 
duces alterations in perception, thinking, and 
feeling which resemble those of the functional 
psychoses without producing the gross im- 
pairment of memory and orientation character- 
istic of the organic syndromes. 

They produces psychological effects that are 
normally associated only with dreams, schizo- 
phrenia, or religious exaltation. It produces 
changes ranging from distortions of what is 
sensed (illusions) to sensing objects where 
there are none to be sensed (hallucinations). 
Hallucinogens heighten sensory signals, but 
this is often accompanied by loss of control 
over what is experienced. these drugs have 
also been labeled illusionogenic, psychotomi- 
metic, psychedelic, and mind-expanding de- 
pending on whether scientists or users are 
talking about them. hallucinogens include a 
wide variety of substances, which are different 
from each other in structure and range from 
wholly synthetic products to natural plant ex- 


tracts. 

Among the most prevalent of these are d- 
lysergic acid diethylamide, or LSD-25, which 
originally was derived from ergot Claviceps 
purpurea, a fungus on rye and wheat; mesca- 
line, the active principle of the peyote cactus 
Lophophora williamsii, which grows in the 
southwestern United States and Mexico; and 
psilocybine and psilocine, which come from 
certain mushrooms (notably two Mexican spe- 
cies, Psilocybe mexicana and Stropharia 
cubensis). Other drugs of this group include 
bufotenine, originally isolated from the skin of 
toads; harmine, from the seed coats of a plant 
of the Middle East and Mediterranean region; 
and the synthetic compounds methylenedi- 
oxyamfetamine (MDA), ecstasy (MDMA), and 
phencyclidine (PCP). Tetrahydrocannabinol 
(THC), the active ingredient of cannabis, or 
marijuana, obtained from the leaves and tops 
of the hemp plant Cannabis sativa, is also 
sometimes classified as a hallucinogen. 

The hallucinogenic mushrooms of Mexico 
were considered sacred and called "god's 
flesh" by the Aztecs. During the 19th century 
the Mescalero Apaches of the southwestern 
United States practiced a peyote rite that was 
adopted by many of the Plains tribes. Pe- 
yotism eventually became fused with Christi- 
anity, and the Native American Church was 
formed in 1918 to protect peyotism as a form 
of worship. 

Scientific interest in these substances devel- 
oped slowly. Mescaline was finally isolated as 
the active principle of peyote in 1896. It was 
not until 1943, when the Swiss chemist Albert 
Hofmann accidentally ingested a synthetic 
preparation of lysergic acid diethylamide and 
experienced its psychedelic effects, that the 
search for a natural substance responsible for 
schizophrenia became widespread. Gordon 
Wasson, a New York banker and mycologist, 
called attention to the powers of the Mexican 
mushrooms in 1953, and the active principle 
was quickly found to be psilocybine. 

Only the d isomer of LSD is found to be psy- 
chedelically active. It is thought that LSD, 
psilocine, bufotenine, and harmine as well as 
psilocybine, act antagonistically toward sero- 
tonin, an important brain amine. However, 
evidence for this is quite contradictory. Some 
chemicals that block serotonin receptors in the 
brain have no psychedelic activity. Mescaline 
is structurally related to the adrenal hormones 
epinephrine and norepinephrine- 
catecholamines that are very active in the pe- 
ripheral nervous system and are suspected of 
playing a role as neurotransmitters in the cen- 
tral nervous system. 

During the 1950s and '60s there was a great 
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deal of scientific research with these hallu- 
cinogens in psychotherapy. LSD was used in 
the treatment of alcoholism, to reduce the suf- 
fering of terminally ill cancer patients, and in 
the treatment of autistic children. 

Controversy arose over social aspects of the 
drugs. A drug subculture sprang up surround- 
ing these hallucinogens in the 1960s. Further 
research indicated that the side effects of these 
drugs were more serious than previous re- 
search had indicated, and that human experi- 
mentation was somewhat premature. As a re- 
sult, many of the hallucinogens were limited 
to scientific use, with pharmaceutical manu- 
facture strictly regulated. 

The effects of any hallucinogen and the users's 
reaction to it can differ significantly among 
individuals, and can range from ecstasy to ter- 
ror. In fact, during any one hallucinogenic epi- 
sode, a user is likely to experience various 
psychic and emotional reactions.In low doses, 
the hallucinogens produce a spectrum of ef- 
fects depending on the properties of the par- 
ticular drug and the individual user's sensitiv- 
ity. These effects include alterations in mood 
and perception. More severe effects, such as 
hallucinations, are most likely to occur at high 
doses. Users may experience different reac- 
tions to the same drug on different occasions, 
finding the effects at times pleasant and at 
other times disturbing and threatening. Al- 
though the differences may be due in part to 
the wide variations in the composition and 
quality of illicit drugs, it also happens when 
the drugs are known to be pure and the doses 
on different occasions are equal. 

Regular use of such hallucinogens as LSD, 
mescaline, and psilocybine induce tolerance 
within a few days: that is, little or no effect is 
experienced even with high doses. Cross- 
tolerance develops among LSD, mescaline, 
psilocybine, and DMT; that is, a person who 
has built up tolerance to one of these drugs 
will be unable to experience the effects of any 
of the other three. 

Normal sensitivity is usually restored after ab- 
staining for several consecutive days. 

Chronic users may also become psychologi- 
cally dependent on hallucinogens. Psychologi- 
cal dependence exists when a drug is so cen- 
tral to a person's thoughts, emotions, and ac- 
tivities that the need to continue its use 
amounts to a craving or compulsion. Hallu- 
cinogens do not appear to cause physical de- 
pendence, for withdrawal reactions have not 
been observed, even after long-term use.Most 
hallucinogens are taken orally; DMT, how- 
ever, is sniffed or smoked. Use is typically 
episodic; chronic, frequent use is extremely 
rare, Effects are noted within 20-30 minutes of 


ingestion and consist of pupillary dilatation, 
blood pressure elevation, tachycardia, tremor, 
hyperreflexia, and the psychedelic phase (con- 
sisting of euphoria or mixed mood changes, 
visual illusions and altered perceptions, a blur- 
ring of boundaries between self and non-self, 
and often a feeling of unity with the cosmos). 
Rapid fluctuations between euphoria and dys- 
phoria are common. After 4-5 hours, that 
phase may be replaced with ideas of reference, 
feelings of increased awareness of the inner 
self, and a sense of magical control. 

In addition to the hallucinos;s that is regularly 
produced, adverse effects of hallucinogens are 
frequent and include: 

1. Bad trips; 2. Post-hallucinogen perception 
disorder or flashbacks; 3. Delusional disorder, 
which generally follows a bad trip;the percep- 
tual changes abate but the individual becomes 
convinced that the perceptual distortions ex- 
perienced correspond with reality; the delu- 
sional state may last only a day or two, or it 
may persist. 4. Affective or mood disorder, 
consisting of anxiety, depression, or mania oc- 
curring shortly after hallucinogen use and per- 
sisting for more than 24hours; typically the 
individual feels that he or she can never be 
normal again and expresses concern about 
brain damage as a result of taking the drug. 
Hallucinogens have been used for insight ther- 
apy in psychotherapy, but this has been re- 
stricted or even banned by legislation.

Hallucinogen Dependence Syndrome 
In the World Health Organization, JCD-10 
Classification of Mental and Behavioural Dis- 
orders defined as: 

F16.2 Hallucinogen Dependence Syndrome 

A cluster of physiological, behavioural, and 
cognitive phenomena in which the use of hal- 
lucinogen takes on a much higher priority for 
a given individual than other behaviours that 
once had greater value. A central descriptive 
characteristic of the dependence syndrome is 
the desire (often strong, sometimes overpow- 
ering) to take hallucinogen (which may or 
may not have been medically prescribed). 
There may be evidence that return to sub- 
stance use after a period of abstinence leads to 
a more rapid reappearance of other features of 
the syndrome than occurs with nondependent 
individuals. 

Diagnostic Guidelines 

A definite diagnosis of dependence should 
usually be made only if three or more of the 
following have been experienced or exhibited 
at some time during the previous year: 

(a) a strong desire or sense of compulsion to 
take hallucinogen; 

(b) difficulties in controlling hallucinogen- 
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taking behaviour in terms of its onset, termina- 
tion, or levels of use; 

(c) a physiological withdrawal state when hal- 
lucinogen use has ceased or been reduced, as 
evidenced by: the characteristic withdrawal 
syndrome for hallucinogen; or use of the same 
(or a closely related) substance with the inten- 
tion of relieving or avoiding withdrawal 
symptoms; 

(d) evidence of tolerance, such that increased 
doses of hallucinogen are required in order to 
achieve effects originally produced by lower 
doses; 

(e) progressive neglect of alternative pleasures 
or interests because of hallucinogen use, in- 
creased amount of time necessary to obtain or 
take the substance or to recover from its ef- 
fects; 

(f) persisting with hallucinogen use despite 
clear evidence of overtly harmful conse- 
quences, such as depressive mood states con- 
sequent to periods of heavy substance use, or 
drug-related impairment of cognitive function- 
ing; efforts should be made to determine that 
the user was actually, or could be expected to 
be, aware of the nature and extent of the harm. 
Narrowing of the personal repertoire of pat- 
terns of hallucinogen use has also been de- 
scribed as a characteristic feature. 

It is an essential characteristic of the depend- 
ence syndrome that either hallucinogen taking 
or a desire to take hallucinogen should be pre- 
sent; the subjective awareness of compulsion 
to use drugs is most commonly seen during at- 
tempts to stop or control substance use. 

In the USA a slightly different diagnosis tradi- 
tion exists mainly organised after DSM IV: 
Diagnostic Criteria 

A.Hallucinogen abuse: A destructive pattern 
of hallucinogen use, leading to significant so- 
cial, occupational, or medical impairment. 
B.Must have three (or more) of the following, 
occurring when the hallucinogen use was at its 
worst: 

1. Hallucinogen tolerance: 

Either need for markedly increased amounts of 
hallucinogen to achieve intoxication, or mark- 
edly diminished effect with continued use of 
the same amount of hallucinogen. 

2. Greater use of hallucinogen than intended: 
Hallucinogen was often taken in larger 
amounts or over a longer period than was in- 
tended 

3. Unsuccessful efforts to cut down or control 
hallucinogen use: 

Persistent desire or unsuccessful efforts to cut 
down or control hallucinogen use 

4. Great deal of time spent in using hallucino- 
gen, or recovering from hangovers 

5. Hallucinogen caused reduction in social, 


occupational or recreational activities: 
Important social, occupational, or recreational 
activities given up or reduced because of hal- 
lucinogen use. 

6. Continued using hallucinogen despite 
knowing it caused significant problems: 
Continued hallucinogen use is continued de- 
spite knowledge of having a persistent or re- 
current physical or psychological problem that 
is likely to have been worsened by hallucino- 
gen

Physical features may 
include fatigue, headache, thirst, vertigo, gas- 
tric disorder, nausea, vomiting, insomnia, fine 
tremors of the hands, and raised or lowered 
blood pressure. Psychological symptoms in- 
clude acute anxiety, guilt, depression, irritabil- 
ity, and extreme sensitivity. The amount of al- 
cohol needed to produce hangover varies with 
the mental and physical condition of the indi- 
vidual, although generally the higher the blood 
alcohol level during the period of intoxication, 
the more intense the subsequent symptoms. 
The symptoms vary also with social attitude. 
Hangover usually lasts not more than 36 hours 
after all traces of alcohol have left the system. 
Some of the symptoms of hangover are similar 
to those of the alcohol withdrawal syndrome, 
but the term "hangover" is usually reserved for 
the after-effects of a single drinking episode 
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and does not necessarily imply any other al- 
cohol use disorder.

THC-content 
usually 8-15 per cent depending on the quality 
of the plant material and the adulterants. Hash- 
ish is often adulterated and colored black to 
give impression of being of high quality. 
Common adulterants are henna, liquorice, 
common grass, flour, camel or donkey dung. 
More loosely, in Arabic-speaking countries, 
the term may denote a preparation made from 


any of various parts of the hemp plant-such as 
the leaves or dried flowering tops, used to 
prepare what is elsewhere more commonly 
called marijuana (q.v.). 

The hashish made from resin is known by 
many names, including bhang and ganja, and 
is usually more potent than marijuana. It may 
be either smoked or eaten for its intoxicating 
effects. Most hashish comes from the Middle 
East, North Africa, Nepal, Afghanistan and 
other Asian countries. 

The word in Arabic means dry herb, There are 
many different theories about the etymology. 
One is that the word comes from the Hebrew 
word schischon, happiness. Another theory is 
that hashish is named after the assassins and 
their leader Hassan-ibn-Sabah. Hashich al fo- 
caro, the fakirs herb is another older Arabic 
name for hashish. 

Hashish is the most common form of cannabis 
in Asia, Africa and Europe. In the cultivation 
areas hashish is pressed to massive balls, or 
bricks. The dealers often carries a brick that is 
carved with a knife and sold to the customer. 
On the street level hashish is often sold in 
matchboxes or small plastic bags in small 
lumps of 0,5 to 5 grams. 

Hashish is normally smoked in pipes with dif- 
ferent techniques for chilling the hot smoke 
before it enters the lungs, or smoked in ciga- 
rettes, joints. Sometimes the hashish is eaten, 
either pure or mixed in a jam or baked in a 
sweet cake. Hashish is sometimes mixed with 
other drugs such as opium and belladonna. 
The effects of smoking hashish is today nor- 
mally identical with smoking marijuana as the 
marijuana on the illegal market usually has 
nearly the same THC-content. The smoking 
technique also tend to be used in a way that 
the user regulate the inhalation in a way that 
he continues until he has reached the desired 
THC effect.

Hemlock, or poison 
hemlock, Conium maculatum is a large, 
coarse, unpleasant-smelling plant, all parts 
of which are poisonous and may be fatal if 
eaten. It is the poison hemlock that was 
used to put Socrates to death. Native to 
Europe, the plant is up to 3 m tall, and 
grows along roadsides and in abandoned 
fields. The dark-green leaves are divided 
and redivided into small, ovate, toothed 
segments. The hollow stems are character- 
istically blotched with purple. The small 
white flowers are grouped into flat-topped 
clusters called umbels. The poisonous prin- 
ciples in hemlock are alkaloids that affect 
the nervous system and induce trembling, 
loss of coordination, and paralysis of respi- 
ration. 

The second type of poison hemlock are the 
water hemlocks, such as musquash root 
Cicuta maculata., related botanically to 
poison hemlock but toxicologically entirely 
different. The roots and, to a much lesser 
extent, the foliage contain a complex un- 
saturated alcohol that brings on convul- 
sions. The roots grow in clusters of dahli- 
alike tubers that are about 5 cm (about 2 in) 
long. The amount of root that must be eaten 

to cause death is very small. The plant 
grows in swamps, along streams, and in 
other moist locations. The foliage, which 
arises in early spring in a cluster from the 
roots, is divided and redivided into leaflets 
with regularly pointed and notched edges. 
A central vein runs the length of each leaf- 
let. From it, secondary veins run toward the 
edge, ending in or near the notches of the 
leaf rather than in the points.

These sensations are 
caused primarily by caffeine and ephedra (also 
known as ma huang), which is the key ingre- 
dient in herbal ecstasy. Ephedra is an herb that 
has been used in China for 2,000 years to treat 
respiratory problems. The active chemical of 
the herb ephedra is ephedrine. Ephedrine 
stimulates the cardiovascular and central 
nervous system. It may cause harmful reac- 
tions in people with high blood pressure, heart 
disease, diabetes, and other conditions. People 
with vulnerability to ephedrine can suffer from 
heart attacks, strokes, and seizures when tak- 
ing the drug. There have been several reports 
of adverse reactions, including liver failure, 
elevated blood pressure, strokes, and deaths. 
Some countries have introduced limitation of 
the amount of ephedrine that is allowed in 
food supplement and some states in the USA 
have banned the sale of herbal ecstasy.

Heroin is made by treating 
morphine with acetic anhydride; the resulting 
substance is four to eight times as potent as 
morphine. Heroin was first developed from 
morphine by the Bayer Company of Germany 
in 1898; it was originally used as a narcotic 
analgesic, but its undesirable side effects were 
found to far outweigh its value as a pain- 
killing drug, and there are now strict prohibi- 
tions on its use in many countries. 

Heroin constricts the user's pupils, slows res- 
piration, heartbeat, and gastrointestinal activ- 
ity, and induces sleep. Among those addicted 
to it, however, heroin's most valued effect is 
the ecstatic reaction that it gives after being in- 
travenously injected; within seconds a warm, 
glowing sensation spreads over the body. This 
brief but intense rush is then followed by a 
deep, drowsy state of relaxation and content- 
ment that is marked by a clouding of con- 
sciousness and by poor concentration and at- 
tention. This state lasts two to four hours and 
then gradually wears off. Some individuals do 
react negatively to heroin, experiencing only 
anxiety, nausea, and depression. 

Heroin in powder form can be sniffed, or in- 
haled, and when dissolved in water it can be 
injected subcutaneously (skin-popping) or in- 
travenously (mainlining). But heroin addicts, 
as opposed to novice users of the drug, almost 
invariably inject it intravenously because this 


produces the most rapid and intense euphoric 
effects. 

Heroin is a highly addictive drug, and an ad- 
dict must usually inject heroin about twice a 
day in order to avoid the discomfort of with- 
drawal symptoms; these include restlessness, 
body aches, insomnia, nausea, vomiting, and 
diarrhea. An addict trying to break his body's 
dependence on heroin must undergo an intense 
withdrawal period lasting three or four days, 
with symptoms lessening markedly thereafter. 
Heroin addicts also develop a high tolerance 
to the drug; thus an addict must use the drug 
more often or in greater amounts to achieve 
the desired euphoric effects. Nevertheless, 
these effects tend to disappear completely in 
the case of very heavy use, although the 
physical addiction remains. 

A heroin addiction is expensive to maintain, 
and such addicts, when not gainfully em- 
ployed, often must engage in prostitution, pro- 
curing, burglary, robbery, or small-time nar- 
cotics peddling to supply their habit. Heroin 
addicts commit a disproportionately large 
share of property crimes in Western countries 
where use of the drug is a problem. 

Heroin illegally available on the street has 
been diluted to a purity of only 2 to 5 percent, 
being mixed with baking soda, quinine, milk 
sugar, or other substances. The unwitting in- 
jection of relatively pure heroin is a major 
cause of heroin overdose, the main symptoms 
of which are extreme respiratory depression 
deepening into coma and then into death. 
Aside from this danger, heroin addicts are 
prone to hepatitis and other infections owing 
to their use of dirty or contaminated syringes; 
scarring of the surfaces of the arms or legs is 
another common injury, owing to repeated 
needle injections and subsequent inflamma- 
tions of the surface veins. 

The private use and possession of heroin is il- 
legal in most countries of the world, although 
the drug may be used as a painkiller for termi- 
nal cancer patients and others who suffer se- 
vere pain. Most illegally distributed heroin 
comes from opium produced in the Middle 
East, Southeast Asia, and Mexico. Heroin ad- 
diction first appeared in the late 19th century, 
and for several decades thereafter it was cus- 
tomarily confined to the marginal or criminal 
elements in Western societies. But from the 
1960s on its use spread somewhat to youths in 
middle- and upper-income families and to 
Third World populations. Heroin use and traf- 
ficking are worldwide problems, and both na- 
tional and international law enforcement and 
regulatory agencies seek to control and sup- 
press those activities.

The Hippie era 
culminated with the Woodstock-festival 1969. 
Some groups developed to political groups 
others to cults. Drug overdoses, violence and 
the lack of clear leadership made the Hippie 
movement fade away but its impact on the 
drug use stayed.

She 
first became acquainted with jazz when the 
brothel keeper for whom she ran errands as a 
child allowed her to hear recordings by trum- 
peter Louis Armstrong and singer Bessie 
Smith. She made her professional singing de- 
but in obscure Harlem nightclubs in 1931 and 
recorded for the first time two years later. She 
was not recognized until 1935, and her small 
group of recordings of that period are today 
acknowledged as jazz masterpieces. She 
toured briefly with the Count Basie and Artie 
Shaw orchestras before becoming a nightclub 
solo attraction in 1940-never, however, sever- 
ing her jazz affiliations. Her last years were a 
struggle against heroin addiction, which even- 
tually killed her; but her later recordings show 
that, although her voice was ravaged, her 
technique remained supreme. Her autobiogra- 
phy, Lady Sings the Blues, written with W. 
Dufty, appeared in book form in 1956 and as a 
motion picture in 1972.

Poe, Dupin remained an eccentric genius, 
whereas Holmes made a signal impact on the 
popular imagination. Doyle modeled him on 
the methods and mannerisms of his former 
teacher in medical school, Dr. Joseph Bell of 
Edinburgh. A slim, nervously intense, hawk- 
nosed man, Sherlock Holmes uses purely sci- 
entific reasoning to solve crimes and can make 
the most startling deductions from trivial de- 
tails and bits of physical evidence overlooked 
by others. He also smokes a pipe, wears a 
deerstalker cap, plays the violin, and uses co- 
caine . He lives at 221B Baker Street in Lon- 
don. His partner and best friend, Dr. John H. 
Watson, is the genial but slightly obtuse narra- 
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tor of the Holmesian stories. Holmes's most 
formidable opponent is the criminal master- 
mind Professor Moriarty. Doyle introduced 
Sherlock Holmes in the short story A Study in 
Scarlet (1887) and went on to write at least 50 
more stories featuring the detective, as well as 
The Hound of the Baskervilles (1902) and sev- 
eral other novels. The character was easily 
transposed to the screen, and a series of films 
starring Basil Rathbone and Nigel Bruce as 
Holmes and Watson, respectively, began with 
The Hound of the Baskervilles in 1939. Jeremy 
Brett became the best-known player of 
Holmes on television, in the 1980s.

International Council on Alcohol and 
Addictions The International Council on Al- 
cohol and Addictions (ICAA), an independent, 
non-profit, non-governmental organization 
was founded in 1907 being then known as the 
International Bureau against Alcoholism and 
having its headquarters in Lausanne, Switzer- 
land. 

From the basic concept of an international in- 
formation office, ICAA has developed its pre- 
sent objectives which are to reduce and pre- 
vent the harmful effects of alcohol and drug 
abuse by the study of alcohol and addiction 


problems and the development of programmes 
in these fields.This has been achieved by the 
promotion of international consultation and 
co-operation to formulate concepts and meth- 
ods of prevention, treatment and rehabilita- 
tion, including public health and social policy. 
At the same time, the original information dis- 
semination and stimulation of contact between 
scientists and professionals in the various dis- 
ciplines involved has continued. Essentially an 
umbrella organization creating effective, long- 
term planning on alcohol and drug prevention 
and information, ICAA serves as a neutral, ob- 
jective platform for all professionals and oth- 
ers interested in problems of addiction. Its 
members come from more than 70 countries 
and represent a variety of organizations such 
as national councils or committees on drugs 
and alcohol, treatment and prevention pro- 
grammes, research institutes, therapeutic 
communities and indigenous peoples organi- 
zations. 

International Day against Drug Abuse 
and Trafficking A special day the 26 June 
each year is since 1987 by the United Nations 
decided to be the International Day against 
Drug Abuse and Trafficking where lots of in- 
formation activities take place. 

International Drug Control Treaties In- 
ternational treaties dealing with the control of 
production, manufacture, trade, distribution 
and use of psychoactive substances, The op- 
eration of the present international drug con- 
trol system is based on the principles of na- 
tional control by States as well as international 
cooperation between States and with the 
United Nations bodies, in compliance with the 
provisions of various international drug con- 
trol treaties. Three legally binding major in- 
ternational treaties currently in force govern 
international drug control: 

The Single Convention on Narcotic Drugs, 
1961 (together with the 1972 Protocol Amend- 
ing the Single Convention). 

The Convention on Psychotropic Substances, 
1971. 

The United Nations Convention against the Il- 
licit Traffic in Narcotic Drugs and Psychotro- 
pic Substances, 1988 

These drug control treaties are mutually sup- 
portive and complementary. An important 
purpose of the treaties is to codify internation- 
ally applicable control measures in order to 
ensure the availability of narcotic drugs and 
psychotropic substances for medical and sci- 
entific purposes, and to prevent their diversion 
from licit sources into illicit channels. In addi- 
tion to various articles that address illicit drug 
trafficking, the treaties also include some gen- 
eral provisions in drug abuse.

The Single Convention on Narcotic Drugs, 
1961 aims to prevent and combat drug addic- 
tion by means of co-ordinated international 
drug control action. Essentially, the Conven- 
tion seeks to limit the possession, use, trade, 
distribution, import, export, manufacture and 
production of drugs exclusively to amounts 
needed for medical and scientific purposes. It 
also prohibits the practices of opium smoking, 
opium eating, coca leaf chewing, hashish 
(cannabis) smoking and the use of the canna- 
bis plant for any non-medical purposes. Addi- 
tionally, the Convention contains some provi- 
sions dealing with the medical treatment and 
rehabilitation of drug addicts. 

The 1972 Protocol is a set of agreed-upon 
amendments to the 1961 Single Convention 
which came into force 1975. 

The Convention on Psychotropic Substances, 
1971 was developed in response to the diversi- 
fication and expansion of the spectrum of 
drugs of abuse, introduced controls over a 
number of synthetic drugs (which included 
several amphetamine-type drugs, seda- 
tive/hypnotic and hallucinogens, according to 
their abuse potential on the one hand and their 
therapeutic value on the other. The Conven- 
tion also contains special provisions relating to 
the abuse of these substances which aim at en- 
suring early identification, education, treat- 
ment, aftercare, rehabilitation and social rein- 
tegration of persons who have become ad- 
dicted to any of the substances. 

The United Nations Convention against the Il- 
licit Traffic in Narcotic Drugs and Psychotro- 
pic Substances, 1988. In addition to compre- 
hensive measures against drug trafficking, in- 
cluding provisions for the extradition of drug 
traffickers, confiscation of proceeds and con- 
trolled deliveries, and provisions against 
money laundering and the diversion of precur- 
sor chemicals, this Convention also provides 
for international commitment and cooperation 
in regard to the elimination or reduction of il- 
licit demand. 

International Narcotics Control Board 
The International Narcotics Control Board 
(INCB) of the United Nations is an independ- 
ent treaty body composed of 13 members 
elected by ECOSOC. Members of the Board 
serve in their personal capacity, not as Gov- 
ernment representatives. It is the Board's re- 
sponsibility to promote Government compli- 
ance with the provisions of the international 
drug control treaties and to assist them in this 
effort.

Internet addiction Internet Addiction is a 
broad term covering a wide-variety of behav- 
iors and impulse-control problems. They can 
be divided into five specific types of Internet 
addiction: 

1. Cybersexual Addiction (addictions to adult 
chat rooms or cyberporn). 2. Cyber- 
relationship Addiction (online friendships 
made in chat rooms or newsgroups that re- 
place real-life friends and family, this also in- 
cludes the issue of cyberaffairs). 3. Net Com- 
pulsions (compulsive online gambling, online 
auction addiction, and obsessive online trad- 
ing). 4. Information Overload (compulsive 
web surfing or database searches). 5. Com- 
puter Addiction (obsessive computer game- 
playing or to programming aspects of com- 
puter science, mostly a problem among men, 
children, and teenagers). 

As the incidence and prevalence of Internet 
Addiction Disorder (IAD) has been increasing 
exponentially, several support group has been 
established. 

Some DSM.-like criteria for the diagnosis of 
Internet Addiction Disorder (IAD) has been 
suggested: 

A maladaptive pattern of Internet use, leading 
to clinically significant impairment or distress 
as manifested by three (or more) of the follow- 
ing, occurring at any time in the same 12- 
month period: 

(D tolerance, as defined by either of the fol- 
lowing: 

- (A) A need for markedly increased amounts 
of time on Internet to achieve satisfaction 

- (B) markedly diminished effect with contin- 
ued use of the same amount of time on Inter- 
net 


(II) withdrawal, as manifested by either of the 
following: 

- (A) the characteristic withdrawal syndrome 

- (1) Cessation of (or reduction) in Internet use 
that has been heavy and prolonged. 

- (2) Two (or more) of the following, develop- 
ing within several days to a month after Crite- 
rion 1: 

- (a) psychomotor agitation 

- (b) anxiety 

- (c) obsessive thinking about what is happen- 
ing on Internet 

- (d) fantasies or dreams about Internet 

- (e) voluntary or involuntary typing move- 
ments of the fingers 

- (3) The symptoms in Criterion 2 cause dis- 
tress or impairment in social, occupational or 
another important area of functioning 

- (B) Use of Internet or a similar on-line ser- 
vice is engaged in to relieve or avoid with- 
drawal symptoms 
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(II) Internet is often accessed more often or 
for longer periods of time than was intended 
(IV) There is a persistent desire or unsuccess- 
ful efforts to cut down or control Internet use 
(V) A great deal of time is spent in activities 
related to Internet use (e.g., buying Internet 
books, trying out new WWW browsers, re- 
searching Internet vendors, organizing files of 
downloaded materials.) 

(VI) Important social, occupational, or recrea- 
tional activities are given up or reduced be- 
cause of Internet use. 

(VII) Internet use is continued despite knowl- 
edge of having a persistent or recurrent physi- 
cal, social, occupational, or psychological 
problem that is likely to have been caused or 
exacerbated by Internet use (sleep deprivation, 
marital difficulties, lateness for early morning 
appointments, neglect of occupational duties, 
or feelings of abandonment in significant oth- 
ers) 

Special questionnaires are used by the support 
groups as an example: 

How can you tell if you are addicted? Here are 
some typical warning signs: 

1.Do you feel preoccupied with the Internet 
(think about previous on-line activity or an- 
ticipate next on-line session)? 2.Do you feel 
the need to use the Internet with increasing 
amounts of time in order to achieve satisfac- 
tion? 3. Have you repeatedly made unsuccess- 
ful efforts to control, cut back, or stop Internet 
use? 4.Do you feel restless, moody, depressed, 
or irritable when attempting to cut down or 
stop Internet use? 5. Do you stay on-line 
longer than originally intended? 6. Have you 
jeopardized or risked the loss of significant re- 
lationship, job, educational or career opportu- 
nity because of the Internet? 7. Have you lied 
to family members, therapist, or others to con- 
ceal the extent of involvement with the Inter- 
net? 8. Do you use the Internet as a way of es- 
caping from problems or of relieving a dys- 
phoric mood (e.g., feelings of helplessness, 
guilt, anxiety, depression)? 

If you can answer "yes" to five or more of the 
questions, then you may suffer from Internet 
addiction. 

Several support groups can be found on the 
Internet. 

Interplanetary mission Colloquial term for 
travel from one crack house to another in 
search of crack. 

Interpol International Criminal Police Or- 
ganization, ICPO was established after 
World War II, with headquarters in Paris. 
Interpol does not conduct worldwide crimi- 
nal investigations; rather, it is a records 
clearinghouse that serves as a means of 


communicating information from the police 
of one country to those of another. 
Intervention Colloquial term for process of 
presenting reality to a person who is out of 
touch with it, in a receivable and caring way - 
a collective process for family and friends de- 
veloped by the Johnson Institute more than 20 
years ago as a means to break through alco- 
holic denial and prepare the way for positive 
action -although the circumstances may seem 
controntive, the process is non-punitive and 
often helps the participating family and friends 
as much or more than the alcoholic.

Intoxication A condition that follows the 
administration of a psychoactive substance 
and results in disturbances in the level of con- 
sciousness, cognition, perception, judgment, 
affect, or behaviour, or other psychophysi- 
ological functions and responses. The distur- 
bances are related to the acute pharmacologi- 
cal effects of, and learned responses to, the 
substance and resolve with time, with com- 
plete recovery, except where tissue damage or 
other complications have arisen. The term is 
most commonly used with regard to alcohol 
use; its equivalent in everyday speech is 
"drunkenness". Alcohol intoxication is mani- 
fested by such signs as facial flushing, slurred 
speech, unsteady gait, euphoria, increased ac- 
tivity, volubility, disorderly conduct, slowed 
reactions, impaired judgment and motor inco- 
ordination, insensibility, or stupefaction. 
Intoxication is highly dependent on the type 
and dose of drugs and is influenced by an in- 
dividual's level of tolerance and other factors. 
Frequently, a drug is taken in order to achieve 
a desired degree of intoxication. The behav- 
ioural expression of a given level of intoxica- 
tion is strongly influenced by cultural and per- 
sonal expectations about the effects of the 
drug. 

Acute intoxication is the term in JCD-10 for 
intoxication of clinical significance (F110) 
Complications may include trauma, inhalation 
of vomitus, delirium, coma, and convulsions, 
depending on the substance and method of 
administration. 

Habitual intoxication (habitual drunkenness), 
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applied primarily to alcohol, refers to a regular 
or recurrent pattern of drinking to intoxication, 
Such a pattern has sometimes been treated as a 
criminal offense, separately from the individ- 
ual instances of intoxication. 

Other general terms for intoxication or intoxi- 
cated include: drunkenness, high, under the in- 
fluence, inebriation.

Intoxication, pathological A syndrome 
characterized by extreme excitement with ag- 
gressive and violent features and, frequently, 
ideas of persecution, after consumption of dis- 
proportionately little alcohol. It lasts for sev- 
eral hours and terminates with the patient fal- 
ling asleep. There is usually complete amnesia 
for the episode. A controversial entity primar- 
ily used in a forensic context. (F 10.07)

Iproniazid The first drug of the monoamine- 
oxidase inhibitor series to be introduced into 
medicine (1958). It was employed as an anti- 
depressant until it was found to cause liver 
damage. Prior to its introduction as an antide- 
pressant, iproniazid was studied as a drug 
similar in function to the antituberculotic drug 
isoniazid, which it resembles in chemical 
structure. It prevents the enzymatic breakdown 
of norepinephrine, the brain-neurotransmitter 
substance concerned with emotional stimula- 
tion. It does so by inhibiting the enzyme 
monoamine oxidase. Iproniazid has been re- 
placed in antidepressant therapy by other 
members of the monoamine-oxidase inhibitor 
series (e.g., isocarboxazid, phenelzine, and 
tranylcypromine) and the tricyclic antidepres- 
sant drugs (e.g., imipramine, amitriptyline, 
and nortriptyline), which have less severe side 
effects.

the proportion of cirrhosis deaths due to alco- 
holism, the percentage of alcoholics with 
complications dying of cirrhosis in a given 
year, and the ratio of all alcoholics to alcohol- 
ics with complications. Although both the as- 
sumption that P, K, and R are constants and 
the conceptual basis of the formula attracted 
increasingly heavy criticism, and, by 1959, 
Jellinek himself recommended abandoning it, 
for lack of alternatives, the formula remained 
in wide use into the 1970s.

Jellinek gath- 
ered and summarized his own research and 
that of others in the important and authorita- 
tive works Alcohol Explored (1942) and The 
Disease Concept of Alcoholism (1960).

Jünger Ernst (1895-1998), German novelist 
and essayist, a formerly ardent militarist and 
nihilist whose outlook in mid-career changed 
to an equally ardent belief in peace, European 
federation, and individual dignity. The change 
was manifested in Der Friede (written 1943, 
pub. 1948; "The Peace"), dedicated to the 
memory of his son who died fighting in Italy. 
Jünger used cocaine during the World War I 
and has especially in Psychonauten - rauch 
und drogen, 1970 written about the effects of 
cocaine. 

He ran away from home in 1912 to join the 
French Foreign Legion, served with it in Af- 
rica, was wounded as a German soldier on the 
Western Front in World War I, and returned to 
that front as a captain in World War II. In 
1920, before studying philosophy and natural 
sciences at the universities of Leipzig and 
Naples, he published In Stahlgewittern (The 
Storm of Steel), which argued that Germany's 
tribulations in World War I were a prelude to 
rebirth and victory. Despite his militarism, he 
resisted Adolf Hitler's offers of friendship in 
the late 1920s. Indeed, during Hitler's chancel- 
lorship, he wrote an allegory on barbarian 
devastation of a peaceful land (Auf den Mar- 
morklippen, 1939; On the Marble Cliffs), 
which, surprisingly, passed the censors. In 
World War II he was indirectly associated 
with fellow officers who plotted to kill Hitler. 
Jiinger's later writings include Gläserne Bie- 
nen (1957; The Glass Bees), a disturbing story 
of a jobless former soldier in an overmecha- 
nized world symbolized by artificial bees and 
marionettes. Other more recent works include 
Siebzig verweht, 2 vol. (1980-81; "Seventy 
Drifts Away"), and Aladins Problem (1983), a 
novel in which all social values other than the 
cult of the dead are denied; its nihilistic hero, a 
sometime German aristocrat and officer in the 
Polish People's Army, finally finds his voca- 
tion organizing funerals. Jiinger was also the 
author of several essays and the recipient of 
many German and international awards. He 
was was honored by visits of both president 
Mitterand and Bundeschancellor Helmuth 
Kohl at his 100th birthday.

Kava Also spelled cava or ava. A non- 
alcoholic drink prepared from the roots of the 
shrub Piper methysticum, widely used in the 
South Pacific both ceremonially and socially. 
It is yellow-green in colour and somewhat bit- 
ter, and the active ingredient is alkaloidal in 
nature. The active principle is kawain, which, 
as kava is customarily used, produces mild 
euphoria and sedation. Heavy use can result in 
dependence and medical problems. The roots 
are chewed usually by young girls and then 
put in coconut milk to ferment. Consumption 
of the beverage takes place in the kava cere- 
mony, which is rigidly prescribed and includes 
the ritual making and drinking of kava and a 
ceremonial feast. Occasions for the kava 
ceremony can be social, such as a gathering of 
chiefs, a visit of a chief from a neighbouring 
island, or a gathering before battle, or it can be 
ceremonial, such as the conclusion of a public 
assembly presided over by a chief or king, the 
inauguration of a new chief, or a meeting with 
a god or gods for divination.

He was discharged from 
the Navy during World War II as a schizoid 
personality, he served as a merchant seaman. 
Thereafter he roamed the United States and 
Mexico, working at a variety of jobs that in- 
cluded railroad man and forest ranger, before 
he published his first novel, The Town and the 
City (1950). Dissatisfied with fictional con- 
ventions, however, Kerouac developed a new, 
spontaneous, nonstop, unedited method of 
writing that shocked more polished writers. 
On the Road, written in three weeks, was the 
first product of the new style. A formless 
book, it deals with a number of frenetic trips 
back and forth across the country by a number 
of penniless young people who are in love 
with life, beauty, jazz, sex, drugs, speed, and 
mysticism but have absolute contempt for 
alarm clocks, timetables, road maps, mort- 
gages, pensions, and all traditional American 
rewards for industry. The book drew the atten- 
tion of the public to a widespread subterranean 
culture of poets, folk singers, hipsters, mys- 
tics, and eccentrics, including the writers Allen 
Ginsberg, Gregory Corso, William Burroughs, 
John Clellon Holmes, Peter Orlovsky, Gary 
Snyder, and Philip Whalen, all important con- 
tributors to the Beat movement. All of Ker- 
ouac's works, including The Dharma Bums 
(1958), The Subterraneans (1958), Doctor Sax 
(1959), Lonesome Traveler (1960), and Deso- 
lation Angels (1965), are autobiographical, 
and most of them feature other prominent Beat 
writers as characters. The posthumously pub- 
lished Visions of Cody (1972) was originally a 
part of On the Road.

He con- 
tinued his experimentations on guinea-pigs, 
rabbits, dogs and finally on his own, Kollers 
discoveries made a sensation on an ophta- 
mologist conference in Heidelberg and revolu- 
tionized eye-surgery. His friend Sigmund 
Freuds father was one of the first patient bene- 
fiting from cocaine anastetics. In his memoirs 
Sigmund Freud has expressed some bitterness 
that it was his friend and college Carl Koller 
and not himself that got the honor of being the 
discoverer of cocaine as a local anastetic. 
Freud writes that it was he who gave Koller 
the idea. Freud were in love and had discon- 
tinued his experiments prematurely to go and 
see his fiancee.

Lognormal distribution Refers to the the- 
ory, first propounded by Sully Ledermann in 
the 1950s, that alcohol consumption is distrib- 
uted among the drinkers in a population ac- 
cording to a lognormal curve varying between 
populations on only one parameter, so that a 
large proportion of alcohol consumption is by 
a small proportion of drinkers. Although Led- 
ermann's particular formulation is now dis- 
credited, it is considered generally true that, in 
societies where alcohol is available freely on 
the market, drinkers are distributed along a 
spectrum of levels of alcohol consumption in a 
unimodal curve skewed to the left (referred to 
as the unimodal distribution of consumption, 
which also characterizes consumption of most 
consumables). The focus on the distribution of 
consumption in the population became associ- 
ated with renewed attention to alcohol control 
measures to reduce levels of alcohol problems 
in a population; hence, his public-health ori- 
ented perspective is sometimes termed the dis- 
tribution-of-consumption theory.

In interna- 
tional treaties named lysergide but usually 
known as LSD short for Lysergic acid di- 
ethylamide. 

A crystalline compound, derived from lysergic 
acid and used as a powerful hallucenogenic 
drug. It can be derived from the ergot alka- 
loids (as ergotamine and ergonovine, principal 
constituents of ergot, the grain deformity and 
toxic infectant of flour caused by the fungus of 
grasses, Claviceps purpurea). LSD is prepared 
in the laboratory by chemical synthesis. Its ba- 
sic chemical structure is similar to that of the 
ergot alkaloids. LSD also is related structur- 
ally to several other drugs (e.g., bufotenine, 
psilocybine, harmine, and ibogaine); all can 
block the action of serotonin (the indole amine 
transmitter of nerve impulses) in brain tissue. 
LSD was discoverd 1938 by the Swiss chemist 
Albert Hoffman. LSD produces marked devia- 
tions from normal behaviour, which probably 
are consequences of its ability to inhibit the 
action of serotonin, though the mechanism of 
the drug remains uncertain. Because of that 
ability LSD was used experimentally in medi- 
cine as a psychotomimetic agent to induce 
mental states that were believed to resemble 
those of actual psychotic diseases (primarily 
the schizophrenias). 

After administration, LSD can be absorbed 
readily from any mucosal surface, even from 
the ear, and acts within 30 to 60 minutes. Its 
effects usually last for 8 to 10 hours; occa- 
sionally some effects persist for several days. 
Two serious side effects are prolongation of 
and transient reappearance of the psychotic re- 
action. 

Since LSD is not an approved drug, its thera- 
peutic applications are regarded as experimen- 
tal. In the 1960s LSD was proposed for use in 
the treatment of neuroses, especially for pa- 
tients who were recalcitrant to more conven- 
tional psychotherapeutic procedures. LSD also 
was tried as a treatment for alcoholism and 
was used to reduce the suffering of terminally 
ill cancer patients. The drug also was studied 
as an adjunct in the treatment of narcotic ad- 
diction, of autistic children, and of the so- 
called psychopathic personality. None of these 
claims were substantiated by the early 1990s, 
and researchers found no clinical value in the 
use of LSD. 

Pure LSD is a white, odorless crystalline pow- 


der that is soluble in water. Because an effec- 
tive dose of the pure drug is almost invisible, 
it is mixed with other substances, such as 
sugar, and packaged in capsules, tablets, or so- 
lutions, or spotted on to gelatin sheets or 
pieces of blotting paper. 

LSD is usually taken orally, but is sometimes 
inhaled or injected. Short-term effects appear 
soon after a single dose and disappear within a 
few hours or days. Appearing first are physical 
effects including: numbness; muscle weakness 
and trembling; rapid reflexes; increased blood 
pressure, heart rate, and temperature; impaired 
motor skills and coordination; dilated pupils; 
nausea; and, occasionally, seizures. 

Dramatic changes in perception, thought, and 
mood occur shortly after the physical effects. 
These may include: 

vivid, usually visual, "pseudo- 
hallucinations" that the user is aware are not 
real 

distorted perceptions of: time (minutes seem 
like hours); distance (hazardous if operating 
motor vehicles or standing near balcony 
edges); gravity (sensations of floating or being 
pressed down); the space between oneself and 
one's 

environment (for some, a feeling of oneness 
with the universe, for others, a feeling of ter- 
ror) 

fusion of the senses (music is "seen," colors 
"heard") 

diminished control over thought processes, 
resulting in recent or long-forgotten memories 
resurfacing and blending with current experi- 
ence, or in insignificant thoughts or objects 
taking on deep meaning feelings of a mystical, 
religious, or cosmic nature (generally the most 
desired effect). 

But many users experience unpleasant reac- 
tions to LSD. Fear, anxiety, and depression 
may occur, even with experienced users who 
have had no prior adverse reactions. Calling 
these reactions "bad trips," users feel that they 
are losing their identity, disintegrating into 
nothingness, and that there is no reality. 
Pseudo-hallucinations give way to terrifying 
true hallucinations, sometimes resulting in 
violence, homicide, or suicide. In some cases, 
this psychotic state lasts several days or even 
longer. Because adverse effects are particu- 
larly common among new users, early LSD 
trips are usually taken in the company of ex- 
perienced users who can often help curb acute 
panic reactions. 

No deaths resulting exclusively from LSD 
overdose have been reported. Cases of suicide, 
however, have occurred during or following 
LSD intoxication. Other results of violent or 
hazardous behavior include accidental (some-

times bizarre) fatalities, homicides, and self- 
mutilations. 

Long-term effects appear after repeated use 
over a lengthy period, or some time after the 
short-term effects of a single dose have worn 
off. "Flashbacks" (unpredictable, spontaneous 
recurrences of the original LSD experience 
without the user's taking the drug again) can 
occur weeks, months, or even up to a year af- 
ter the last encounter with the drug. Typically, 
flashbacks last only a few minutes or less and 
are usually visual images ranging from form- 
less colors to frightening hallucinations. The 
cause of the flashbacks is unknown, but they 
frequently occur after an LSD user smokes 
cannabis. 

Chronic LSD use may result in prolonged de- 
pression and anxiety. 

There appears to be a higher risk of spontane- 
ous abortion and congenital abnormalities in 
babies born to women who regularly used 
LSD during pregnancy. But in almost all such 
cases reviewed, the mothers had also taken 
other drugs during pregnancy; it is thus diffi- 
cult to determine how much each drug con- 
tributed to the problems. 

Tolerance to LSD's hallucinatory and physical 
effects develops rapidly, making larger 
amounts of the drug necessary to produce the 
same effects. Often, within a few days of con- 
secutive daily doses, no amount of the drug 
will produce the desired effects. After several 
days of abstinence, however, both the halluci- 
natory effects and the effects on blood pres- 
sure and reflexes are again felt. A person who 
has built up tolerance to LSD will also be re- 
sistant to the effects of the other, less potent 
hallucinogens, such as psilocybine and mesca- 
line. This phenomenon is called cross- 
tolerance. 

There is no physical dependence on LSD after 
continuous use, for there are no withdrawal 
symptoms after the drug is discontinued. 

Some regular LSD users become psychologi- 
cally dependent on the drug, and the need to 
keep taking it becomes a compulsion. They 
represent a small minority of LSD users, how- 
ever, and in street language are called "acid 
heads" or "acid freaks".

The mandrake has long been known for its 
poisonous properties. In ancient times it was 
used as a narcotic and an aphrodisiac, and it 
was also believed to have certain magical 
powers. Its forked root, seemingly resembling 
the human form, was thought to be in the 
power of dark earth spirits. It was believed 
that the mandrake could be safely uprooted 
only in the moonlight, after appropriate prayer 
and ritual, by a black dog attached to the plant 
by a cord. Human hands were not to come in 
contact with the plant. In medieval times it 
was thought that as the mandrake was pulled 
from the ground it uttered a shriek that killed 
or drove mad those who did not block their 
ears against it. After the plant had been freed 
from the earth, it could be used for beneficent 
purposes, such as healing, inducing love, fa- 
cilitating pregnancy, and providing soothing 
sleep.

In the wild state the plant be- 
comes a round-headed tree; under cultivation, 
which improves the quality of the brew, it re- 
mains a small, multi-stemmed shrub, requiring 
a minimum of two years between harvests for 
regrowth. 

Drying methods vary. In Brazil the leafy 
branches are placed on a six-foot square of 
beaten earth, called a tatacua, and a fire is kin- 
dled around the area, providing preliminary 
roasting; the branches are next heated on an 
arch of poles over a fire; and the dried leaves, 
placed in pits in the earth, are ground into 
coarse powder, producing a maté called caa 
gazu, or yerva do polos. In Paraguay and parts 
of Argentina the leaves, with midribs removed 
before roasting, are made into a maté called 
caa-míri. Caa-cuys, a Paraguayan maté of su- 
perior quality, is made from leaf buds. In a 
newer method, similar to the Chinese proce- 
dure for drying tea leaves, the leaves are 
heated in large cast-iron pans. 

In brewing maté, the dried leaves (yerba), 
placed in dried hollow gourds, are covered 
with boiling water and steeped. The gourds, 
called matés or culhas, are decorated, some- 
times silver mounted; the vessel may even be 
made entirely of silver. The tea is sucked from 
the gourd with a bombilla, a tube about 15 cm 
long, often made of silver, with a strainer at 
one end to keep leaf particles from the mouth. 
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Mate, usually served plain, is sometimes fla- 
voured with milk, sugar, or lemon juice. When 
tightly covered, it retains flavour during stor- 
age.

Other drugs such 
as PCP are frequently misrepresented to be 
MDA. 

At low doses, effects appear 30 to 60 minutes 
after ingestion and persist for approximately 
eight hours. Users generally report a sense of 
well-being along with heightened tactile sen- 
sations, intensification of feelings, and in- 
creased self-insight. Higher doses produce ef- 
fects similar to those of LSD, including hallu- 
cinations or sensory distortions. Physical ef- 
fects resemble those of amfetamines, and in- 
clude dilated pupils, high blood pressure, and 
dry nose and throat. These effects are not usu- 
ally very pronounced at low doses. 
Occasionally, adverse after-effects do occur, 
usually in the form of marked physical ex- 
haustion coupled with anxiety, lasting up to 
two days. At high doses, serious physical reac- 
tions requiring immediate medical treatment 
have occurred, and MDA associated deaths 
and near deaths have been reported.

mulse, was not mead but wine sweetened with 
honey. Mead is made in modern times as a 
sweet or dry wine of low alcoholic strength, 
such as the homemade mead of the Pennsyl- 
vania Dutch region in Pennsylvania, USA and 
in Finland, where it is known as sima.

Mescaline is a naturally occurring alkaloid, 
the active principle contained in the flowering 
heads of the peyote (q.v.) cactus species Lo- 
phophora williamsii of Mexico and the south- 
western United States, that has been used as a 
drug to induce hallucination. The mescaline 
molecule is related structurally to two hor- 
mones secreted by the adrenal glands, adrena- 
line and noradrenaline; both are catecholamine 
compounds that take part in the transmission 
of nerve impulses. Mescaline was isolated as 
the active principle of peyote in 1896, and its 
structural resemblance to adrenaline was rec- 
ognized by 1919. Mescaline is prepared from 
the peyote cactus by extraction and purifica- 
tion, but it can be synthesized. 

The heads or "buttons" of the cactus are dried 


and then sliced, chopped, or ground, and 
sometimes put in capsules. Mescaline may 
also be synthesized as a powder and distrib- 
uted in capsule or tablet form, although the 
synthetic product is almost never available to 
illicit users. Mescaline is usually taken orally, 
but can be inhaled by smoking ground peyote 
"buttons" or (more rarely) injected. It is con- 
siderably less potent than LSD, with an aver- 
age dose ranging from 300 to 500 mg. Prepa- 
rations sold as mescaline sold on the streets 
seldom contains mescaline but PCP, or PCP 
combined with LSD. 

In experiments mescaline requires 2 to 3 hours 
for onset of action, and its effects sometimes 
last for more than 12 hours. The hallucinatory 
effects vary greatly among individuals and 
even for a particular individual from one drug 
session to the next. The variations seem to re- 
flect such factors as the mood and personality 
of the subject and the setting in which the drug 
is administered. Hallucinations are usually 
visual, less often auditory. The common men- 
tal effects include euphoria, heightened sen- 
sory perception, visual hallucinations (charac- 
teristically including brightly colored zigzag 
lines or geometric patterns — which the user 
knows are imaginary), perceived alterations of 
one's body image, and difficulty in thinking. 
Reports of mystical or religious experiences 
are common. Side effects include nausea and 
vomiting. High doses can cause headache, dry 
skin, hypotension (low blood pressure), car- 
diac depression, and a slowing of the respira- 
tory rate.

Methadone is the most effective form of 
treatment for addiction to heroin and other 
narcotics. Methadone first became available at 
the end of World War II. Similar to morphine 
in its analgesic effect, it was originally used in 
medicine to alleviate severe pain. Methadone 
is used in the form of its hydrochloride salt, 
which is a white, crystalline powder with a 
bitter taste. It is soluble in water, in alcohol, 
and in chloroform. 

Methadone's usefulness in treating heroin ad- 
diction was discovered in the 1960s. It is now 
routinely used on a daily, long-term (mainte- 
nance) basis as a substitute drug given to per- 
sons who were formerly or who would other- 
wise be addicted to heroin. It is given orally 
once a day. Methadone's usefulness as a her- 
oin substitute stems from several important ef- 
fects the drug has. First and foremost, when 
taken daily it prevents a former heroin addict 
from feeling withdrawal symptoms and it sup- 
presses his drug hunger for heroin. Second, 
methadone itself causes no euphoric effects 
whatsoever, unlike heroin, so the person feels 
no disruptive psychological craving for it. 
Third, the human body does not develop a tol- 
erance for methadone, unlike heroin, so 
methadone doses of the same (rather than in- 
creasing) size can be taken for long periods of 
time. Fourth, when used on a maintenance ba- 
sis, methadone actually blocks the euphoric 
effects, or "high," produced by heroin, thus 
robbing this drug of its psychological attrac- 
tiveness to the former addict. Finally, metha- 
done's lack of euphoric effects and its 24-hour 
period of action enable persons maintained on 


it to lead relatively normal lives involving 
work, schooling, and normal family and social 
relations. 

Methadone is an addictive drug, but one can 
more easily cease using it than heroin. Be- 
cause of this, methadone is sometimes used to 
detoxify heroin addicts; the addict switches 
from heroin to a high daily dose of metha- 
done, which is then gradually reduced over 
several weeks until the patient is drug-free. In 
this way the severe withdrawal symptoms en- 
countered in abruptly quitting heroin are 
avoided. 

Methadone-maintenance therapy is markedly 
successful in keeping addicts off the use of 
heroin or whatever other narcotic they were 
using, but there is considerably less success in 
enabling such people to stop using methadone 
as well and be drug-free.

The hallucinogen effects are relatively mild 
and is mainly characterized of visual halluci- 
nations,: Lysergic acid amide may also be ex- 
tracted from the seeds and injected to produce 
a more immediate and intense experience.

It is most frequently adminis- 
tered by injection to ensure rapid action, but it 
is also effective when given orally. 

Morphine produces a relaxed, drowsy state 
and many side effects that result from the de- 
pression of the respiratory, circulatory, and 
gastrointestinal systems. It also is an emetic 
and a general depressant. The most serious 
drawback to the drug is its addictiveness. 
Morphine, an opium alkaloid, can be con- 
verted into heroin, which shows a considera- 
bly stronger euphoric effect and is so power- 
fully addictive that its manufacture is legally 
prohibited. Other derivatives of morphine in- 
clude the analgesics methylmorphine (co- 
deine), ethylmorphine, dihydrocodeinone, and 
dihydromorphinone and the emetic apomor- 
phine. The structure of morphine proposed in 
the 1920s by J.M. Gulland and R. Robinson 
was confirmed in 1952 by its total synthesis, 
accomplished by M. Gates and G. Tschudi. 
Synthetic organic chemistry also has provided 
a number of compounds (as meperidine, 
methadone, and pentazocine) that have in part 
supplanted morphine in medical use.

include the unconnected use of two or more 
drugs by the same person. It carries the conno- 
tation of illicit use, though alcohol, nicotine, 
and caffeine are the substances most fre- 
quently used in combination with others in in- 
dustrialized societies. 

Multiple drug use disorder (F1g) is one of the 
"Mental and behavioural disorders due to psy- 
choactive substance use" in ICD-I0, diagnosed 
only when two or more substances are known 
to be involved and it is impossible to assess 
which substance is contributing most to the 
disorder. The category is also used when the 
exact identity of some or even all of the sub- 
stances being used is uncertain or unknown, 
since many multiple drug users often do not 
know themselves what they are taking. 

The French term "polytoxicomanie" conveys a 
meaning similar to that of multiple drug use, 
except that dependence on one or more of the 
drugs taken is assumed.

Since 
nalorphine precipitates acute withdrawal 
symptoms when administered to morphine 
addicts, it has been used to diagnose addic- 
tion. Nalorphine is ineffective against respi- 
ratory depression caused by barbiturates and 
general anesthetics. Its overdose may cause 
serious bodily disturbances. 

Naloxon Naloxone. 

Naloxone C,,H,,NO,, an opioid receptor 
blocker that antagonizes the actions of opioid 
drugs. It reverses the features of opiate intoxi- 
cation and is prescribed for the treatment of 
overdose with this group of drugs. 

Short for N-allyldihydrohydroxynormorphi- 
none, its chemical name.

Naltrexone C,,H,;NO,, used as an antago- 
nist to narcotic drugs. Naltrexone is a medi- 
cation that was initially developed for the 
treatment of narcotic or opioid dependence, 
including heroin, oxycodone and morphine, 
etc. Now naltrexone is also being used in the 
treatment of alcohol dependence.Naltrexone 
appears to reduce the craving for and the 
pleasurable effects of alcohol. Naltrexone 
does not cause unpleasant or dangerous reac- 
tions with alcohol, as Antabuse. You may 
not experience any physical effects from the 
combination of alcohol and naltrexone. But, 
if you drink, naltrexone will not prevent the 
effects of alcohol that cause impairment. 
Naltrexone does not decrease blood alcohol 
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levels in people, and it will not sober you up. 
People who benefit from naltrexone treat- 
ment are more likely to be highly motivated 
to stop drinking, are in the early stages of re- 
covery, are in a treatment program that in- 
cludes counselling, and take the medication 
daily as prescribed. Naltrexone is not for 
people who: are currently using heroin or 
narcotic pain killers, have active hepatitis or 
liver failure; or have kidney damage The 
most common side effect is nausea. Some 
people have reported difficulty in sleeping, 
anxiety, nervousness, abdominal 
pain/cramps, vomiting, low energy, joint and 
muscle pain and headache. Many of these ef- 
fects are mild and disappear with time. Nal- 
trexone can cause liver damage when taken 
in excessive doses. There are no studies on 
the use of naltrexone in pregnant or nursing 
women. Naltrexone should be used only if 
the patient and physician decide that the po- 
tential benefit is worth the potential risk. If 
you take narcotics including heroin in small 
doses, you may not feel any effects because 
they will be blocked by naltrexone.However, 
if you take large doses of narcotics to over- 
come naltrexone, you may die or be seri- 
ously injured. Naltrexone will block the 
effects of narcotics including codeine in 
cough or pain preparations. Patients on 
naltrexone should carry a wallet card to alert 
physicians and other emergency health-care 
providers to instruct them on pain man- 
agement. Naltrexone is not a cure to alcohol- 
ism, but when used as part of a treatment 
plan it can help some alcohol dependent 
people remain abstinent.Naltrexone is not 
habit-forming, people do not feel high or 
down, and it does not cause physical de- 
pendence. There are no withdrawal effects 
after ending naltrexone treatment. The long- 
term effects of naltrexone have not yet been 
researched.

The syndrome usually occurs in youth or early 
adult life and is presumably due to dysfunc- 
tion of the diencephalic reticular system. The 
narcoleptic can fall asleep anywhere, anytime- 
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while in conversation, at work, while eating, 
and even when standing or walking. Sleep 
may last a few seconds or several minutes, 
rarely for more than an hour, and the narcolep- 
tic is easily awakened to an alert state. Narco- 
leptics may also experience sleep paralysis, 
which normally occurs as one is either falling 
asleep or awakening. Although mentally alert, 
the narcoleptic experiencing sleep paralysis is 
totally unable to move for a very brief period. 
Most narcoleptics reveal rapid eye movement 
(REM) at the onset of sleep, in contrast to 
normal sleep, in which REM occurs about 90 
minutes after the onset of sleep. Associated 
with narcolepsy is cataplexy, a brief impair- 
ment of muscle tone such as a limpness of the 
arms or legs. Narcolepsy can be treated with 
central stimulants such as amfetamines.

Neuropathy Peripheral Disorder and func- 
tional disturbance of the peripheral nerves.

Neurotransmitter Any of a group of chemi- 
cal agents released by neurons (nerve cells) to 
stimulate neighbouring neurons, thus allowing 
impulses to be passed from one cell to the next 
throughout the nervous system. The site 
where neurons meet is called the synapse and 
consists of the axon terminal (transmitting 
end) of one cell and the dendrite (receiving 
end) of the next. A microscopic gap called a 
synaptic cleft exists between the neurons. 
When a nerve impulse arrives at the axon ter- 
minal of one cell, a chemical substance is re- 
leased through the presynaptic membrane, 
traveling in milliseconds across the synaptic 
cleft to the postsynaptic membrane of the ad- 
joining neuron. The chemical release is stimu- 
lated by the cell's electrical activity. 

Although a large number of chemical sub- 
stances are believed to act as neurotransmit- 
ters, only a few have been identified. Among 
those known are acetylcholine, norepinephrine 
(noradrenalin), dopamine, and serotonin. 
Some chemical agents, such as acetylcholine, 
excite (activate) neurons, while others act as 
inhibiting substances. Research has shown that 
some psychoactive (mind-altering) drugs func- 
tion by changing synaptic activities.

Nicotine is used in the form of inhaled to- 
bacco smoke, "smokeless tobacco" (such as 
chewing tobacco), snuff, or nicotine gum. 
Each puff of inhaled tobacco smoke contains 
nicotine that is rapidly absorbed through the 
lungs and delivered to the brain within sec- 
onds. Considerable tolerance and dependence 
develop to nicotine Because of its rapid me- 
tabolism, brain levels of nicotine fall rapidly 
and the smoker experiences craving for a fur- 
ther cigarette :30-45 minutes after finishing 
the last one. In the nicotine user who has be- 
come physically dependent, a withdrawal syn- 
drome develops within a few hours of the last 
dose: craving for a smoke, irritability, anxiety- 
anger, impaired concentration, increased appe- 
tite, decreased heart rate, and sometimes head- 
aches and sleep disturbances. Craving peaks at 
24 hours and then declines over a period of 
several weeks, although it may be evoked by 
stimuli associated with previous smoking hab- 
its. In its psychoactive effects, nicotine is a 
unique substance with a biphasic effect; when 
inhaled in short puffs it has a stimulant effect, 
but when smoked in deep drags it can have a 
tranquilizing effect. This is why smoking can 
feel invigorating at some times and can seem 
to block stressful stimuli at others. Nicotine is 
also an addictive drug, though, and smokers 
characteristically display a strong tendency to 
relapse after having successfully stopped 
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smoking for a time. When ingested in larger 
doses, nicotine is a highly toxic poison that 
causes vomiting and nausea, headaches, stom- 
ach pains, and, in severe cases, convulsions, 
paralysis, and death. 

Crude nicotine was known by 1571, and the 
compound was obtained in purified form in 
1828; the correct molecular formula was es- 
tablished in 1843, and the first laboratory syn- 
thesis was reported in 1904. Nicotine is one of 
the few liquid alkaloids. In its pure state it is a 
colourless, odourless liquid with an oily con- 
sistency, but when exposed to light or air, it 
acquires a brown colour and gives off a strong 
odour of tobacco. 

Nicotine Replacement Therapy Pharma- 
cological treatments used as an aid to smoking 
cessation. It may include such devices as 
transdermal patches, nicotine gum, and nico- 
tine nasal sprays and inhalers.

OPIOIDS - Introduction Opioids consists 
of three main groups: 

1. Endorphines the substances produced in the 
human body who effectivally decrease the 
feeling of pain in the brain. 

2. Opiates substances directly derived from 
the opium poppy like morpine and codein. 

3. Opiate-related synthetic drugs, such as me- 
peridine and methadone. 

The opioids are unrivaled in their ability to re- 
lieve pain. Opium is the dried milky gummy- 
like exudate from the unripe seed pods of the 
poppy plant Papaver somniferum, which 
grows naturally throughout most of Asia Mi- 
nor. Of the 20 or more alkaloids found in 
opium, only a few are pharmacologically ac- 
tive. The important constituents of opium are 
morphine (10 percent), papaverine (1 per- 
cent), codeine (0.5 percent), and thebaine (0.2 
percent). 

Opium appears either as dark brown chunks or 
in powder form, and is generally eaten or 
smoked. Heroin usually appears as a white or 


brownish powder, which is dissolved in water 
for injection. Most street preparations of her- 
oin contain only a small percentage of the 
drug, as they are diluted with sugar, quinine, 
or other drugs and substances. Other opiate 
analgesics appear in a variety of forms, such 
as capsules, tablets, syrups, elixirs, solutions, 
and suppositories. Street users usually inject 
opiate solutions under the skin ("skin pop- 
ping") or directly into a vein or muscle, but the 
drugs may also be "snorted" into the nose or 
taken orally or rectally. 

Tolerance is developed rapidly and completely 
in the more important members of the group, 
morphine and heroin, and they are highly ad- 
dictive. In addition, they produce respiratory 
depression and frequently cause nausea and 
emesis. As a result, there has been a constant 
search for synthetic substitutes: meperidine, 
first synthesized in Germany in 1939, is a sig- 
nificant addition to the group of analgesics, 
being one-tenth as potent as morphine; al- 
phaprodine is one-fifth as potent as morphine 
but is rapid-acting; methadone, synthesized in 
Germany during World War II, is comparable 
to morphine in potency but has a much longer 
action-tome; levorphanol is an important syn- 
thetic with five times the potency of morphine. 
These synthetics exhibit a more favourable 
tolerance factor than the more potent of the 
opiates, but in being addictive they fall short 
of an ideal analgesic. Of this entire series, co- 
deine has the least addiction potential and 
heroin has the greatest. 

Opiates have been used both medically and 
non-medically for centuries. A tincture of 
opium called laudanum has been widely used 
since the 16th century as a remedy for 
"nerves" or to stop coughing and diarrhea. 

By the early 19th century, morphine had been 
extracted in a pure form suitable for solution. 
With the introduction of the hypodermic nee- 
dle in the mid-19th century, injection of the 
solution became the common method of ad- 
ministration. 

Heroin (diacetylmorphine) was introduced in 
1898 and was heralded as a remedy for mor- 
phine addiction. Although heroin proved to be 
a more potent painkiller (analgesic) and cough 
suppressant than morphine, it was also more 
likely to produce dependence. 

Of the 20 alkaloids contained in opium, only 
codeine and morphine are still in widespread 
clinical use today. In this century, 

many synthetic drugs have been developed 
with essentially the same effects as the natural 
opium alkaloids. 

Opiate-related synthetic drugs, such as me- 
peridine (Demerol) and methadone, were first 
developed to provide an analgesic that would 
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would not produce drug dependence. Unfortu- 
nately, all opioids (including naturally occur- 
ring opiate derivatives and synthetic opiate- 
related drugs), while effective as analgesics, 
can also produce dependence. (Note that 
where a drug name is capitalized, it is a regis- 
tered trade name of the manufacturer.) 
Modern research has led, however, to the de- 
velopment of other families of drugs. The nar- 
cotic antagonists (e.g. naloxone hydrochlo- 
ride) - one of these groups - are used not as 
painkillers but to reverse the effects of opiate 
overdose. 

Another group of drugs possesses both mor- 
phine-like and naloxone-like properties (e.g. 
pentazocine, or Talwin) and are sometimes 
used for pain relief because they are less likely 
to be abused and to cause addiction. Neverthe- 
less, abuse of pentazocine in combination with 
the antihistamine tripelennamine (Pyriben- 
zamine) was widely reported in the 1980s, par- 
ticularly in several large cities in the United 
States. This combination became known on 
the street as "Ts and blues." The reformulation 
of Talwin, however, with the narcotic antago- 
nist naloxone has reportedly reduced the inci- 
dence of Ts and blues use. 

OPIOIDS - History The narcotic and sleep- 
producing qualities of the poppy have been 
known to humankind throughout recorded his- 
tory. Sumerian records from the time of 
Mesopotamia (5000 to 4000 BC) refer to the 
poppy, and medicinal reference to opium is 
contained in Assyrian medical tablets. 
Homer's writings indicate Greek usage of the 
substance at least by 900 BC; Hippocrates (c. 
400 BC) made extensive use of medicinal 
herbs including opium. The Romans probably 
learned of opium during their conquest of the 
eastern Mediterranean; Galen (AD 130-200) 
was an enthusiastic advocate of the virtues of 
opium, and his books became the supreme au- 
thority on the subject for hundreds of years. 
The art of medicinals was preserved by the Is- 
lamic civilization following the decline of the 
Roman Empire; opium was introduced by the 
Arabs to Persia, China, and India. Paracelsus 
(1493-1541), professor at the University of 
Basel, introduced laudanum, the modern tinc- 
ture of opium. Le Mort, a professor of chemis- 
try at the University of Leyden (1702-18), dis- 
covered paregoric, useful for the control of di- 
arrhea, by combining camphor with tincture of 
opium. 

Smoking of opium was introduced in Europe 
and Asia in the late 1500s when it was found 
that opium like the newly discovered tobacco 
was possible to smoke. In the 1600s there was 
reports over opium dens and opium smoking 
as a social problem in China. The European 


had few attractive things to trade with the 
Chinese and exported opium from India to 
China and in short time established an opium 
epidemic in China. When the Chinese gov- 
ernment stopped this it led to the Opium Wars 
Because there were few alternative therapeu- 
tics or painkillers until the 19th century, opium 
was somewhat of a medical panacea. Thus, al- 
though at least one account in 1701, by a Lon- 
don physician named Jones, spoke of an ex- 
cessive use of opium, there appears to have 
been no real history of concern until recent 
times, and opiates were easily available in the 
West in the 19th century, for instance, in a va- 
riety of patent medicines. Physicians pre- 
scribed them freely, they were easy to obtain 
without prescription, and they were used by all 
social classes. At one time, the extensive use 
of these medicines for various gynecological 
difficulties probably accounted for the high 
addiction rate among women (three times the 
rate among men). 

In 1803 a young German apothecary's assis- 
tant named Sertiirner isolated crystalline mor- 
phine as the active analgesic principle of 
opium. Codeine is considerably less potent 
(1/6) and is obtained from morphine. Diace- 
tylmorphine-or heroin-was developed from 
morphine by the Bayer Company of Germany 
in 1898 and is five to 10 times as potent as 
morphine itself. The invention of the hypo- 
dermic needle in 1856, and its subsequent use 
to administer opiates during wartime produced 
large numbers of addicted soldiers (about 
400,000 during the U.S. Civil War alone); it 
was thought mistakenly that if opiates were 
administered by vein, no dependence or addic- 
tion would develop, since the narcotic did not 
reach the stomach. Toward the end of the 19th 
century, various the use of opiates, and nar- 
cotics became identified more with the so- 
called criminal element than with medical 
therapy. 

By the turn of the 20th century, narcotic use 
had become a worldwide problem, and various 
national and international regulatory bodies 
sought to control traffic in opium from the 
Near and Far East. In modern times various 
synthetical opioids has been developed. 
OPIOIDS - Effects, tolerance, with- 
drawal and overdose The effects of any 
drug depend on several factors: The doses, 
how the drug is adulterated, how potent the 
active substances are, if the drug is taken with 
food or other drugs, the body weight of the 
user and the users past drug experiences, the 
psychological and emotional status of the user, 
the manner in which the drug is taken, the cir- 
cumstances under which the drug is taken, the 
interaction with other people and the environ- 
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ment. 

Short-term effects of opioids appear soon after 
a single dose and disappear in a few hours or 
days. Opioids briefly stimulate the higher cen- 
ters of the brain but then depress activity of 
the central nervous system. Immediately after 
injection of an opioid into a vein, the user feels 
a surge of pleasure or a "rush." This gives way 
to a state of gratification; hunger, pain, and 
sexual urges rarely intrude. The dose required 
to produce this effect may at first cause rest- 
lessness, nausea, and vomiting. 

With moderately high doses, however, the 
body feels warm, the extremities heavy, and 
the mouth dry. Soon, the user goes "on the 
nod," an alternately wakeful and drowsy state 
during which the world is forgotten. as the 
dose is increased, breathing becomes gradu- 
ally slower. With very large doses, the user 
cannot be roused; the pupils contract to pin- 
points; the skin is cold, moist, and bluish; and 
profound respiratory depression resulting in 
death may occur. overdose is a particular risk 
on the street, where the amount of drug con- 
tained in a "hit" cannot be accurately gauged. 
In a treatment setting, the effects of a usual 
dose of morphine last three to four hours. Al- 
though pain may still be felt, the reaction to it 
is reduced, and the patient feels content be- 
cause of the emotional detachment induced by 
the drug. 

The most long-lasting and conspicuous 
physiological responses are obtained from the 
central nervous system and the smooth muscle 
of the gastrointestinal tract. These effects, 
while restricted, are complex and vary with 
the dosage and the route of administration (in- 
travenous, subcutaneous, oral). Both depres- 
sant and stimulant effects are elicited. The de- 
pressant action involves the cerebral cortex, 
with a consequent narcosis, general depres- 
sion, and reduction in pain perception; it also 
involves the hypothalamus and brain stem, in- 
ducing sedation, the medulla, with associated 
effects on respiration, the cough reflex, and 
the vomiting center (late effect). The stimulant 
action involves the spinal cord and its reflexes, 
the vomiting center (early effect), the tenth 
cranial nerve with a consequent slowing of the 
heart, and the third cranial nerve resulting in 
pupil constriction. Associated effects of these 
various actions include nausea, vomiting, con- 
stipation, itchiness of the facial region, yawn- 
ing, sweating, flushing of skin, a warm sensa- 
tion in the stomach, fall in body temperature, 
diminished respiration, and heaviness in the 
limbs. 

The most outstanding effect of the opiates is 
one of analgesia. All types of pain perception 
are affected, but the best analgesic response is 


obtained in relieving dull pain. The analgesic 
effects increase with increasing doses until a 
limit is reached beyond which no further im- 
provement is obtained. This point may fall just 
short of complete relief. 

Depression of cortical function results in a 
euphoric response involving a reduction of 
fear and apprehension, a lessening of inhibi- 
tions, an expansion of ego, and an elevation of 
mood that combine to enhance the general 
sense of well-being. Occasionally in pain-free 
individuals, the opposite effect, dysphoria, oc- 
curs and there is anxiety, fear, and some de- 
pression. In addition to analgesia and associ- 
ated euphoria, there is drowsiness, mental and 
physical impairment, a clouding of conscious- 
ness, poor concentration and attention, re- 
duced hunger or sex drives, and sometimes 
apathy. 

Apart from their addiction liability, respiratory 
depression leading to respiratory failure and 
death is the chief hazard of these drugs. All of 
the more potent opiates and synthetics produce 
rapid tolerance, and tolerance to one member 
of this group always is associated with toler- 
ance to the other members of the group (cross- 
tolerance). The more potent members of the 
group have a very great addiction liability 
with the associated physical dependence and 
abstinence syndrome. 

Long-term effects appear after repeated use 
over a long period. Chronic opiate users may 
develop endocarditis, an infection of the heart 
lining and valves as a result of unsterile injec- 
tion techniques. drug users who share needles 
are also at a high risk of acquiring HIV and 
AIDS. Unsterile injection techniques can also 
cause abscesses, cellulitis, liver disease, and 
even brain damage. Among users with a long 
history of subcutaneous injection, tetanus is 
common. Pulmonary complications, including 
various types of pneumonia, may also result 
from the unhealthy lifestyle of the user, as 
well as from the depressant effect of opiates 
on respiration. 

Opioid-dependent women are likely to experi- 
ence complications during pregnancy and 
childbirth. Among their most common medi- 
cal problems are anemia, cardiac disease, dia- 
betes, pneumonia, and hepatitis. They also 
have an abnormally high rate of spontaneous 
abortion, breech delivery, caesarean section, 
and premature birth. Opioid withdrawal has 
also been linked to a high incidence of still- 
births. infants born to heroin-dependent moth- 
ers are smaller than average and frequently 
show evidence of acute infection. Most exhibit 
withdrawal symptoms of varying degrees and 
duration. The mortality rate among these in- 
fants is higher than normal. the various opiates 
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and related synthetics all produce about the 
same physiological effects. All are qualita- 
tively similar to morphine in action and differ 
from each other mainly in degree. 

Tolerance and dependence 

With regular use, tolerance develops to many 
of the desired effects of the opioids. This 
means the user must use more of the drug to 
achieve the same intensity of effect. chronic 
users may also become psychologically and 
physically dependent on opioids. Psychologi- 
cal dependence exists when a drug is so cen- 
tral to a person's thoughts, emotions, and ac- 
tivities that the need to continue its use be- 
comes a craving or compulsion. With physical 
dependence, the body has adapted to the pres- 
ence of the drug, and withdrawal symptoms 
occur if use of the drug is reduced or stopped 
abruptly. Some users take heroin on an occa- 
sional basis, thus avoiding physical depend- 
ence. 

Withdrawal from opioids, which in regular us- 
ers may occur as early as a few hours after the 
last administration, produces uneasiness, 
yawning, tears, diarrhea, abdominal cramps, 
goose bumps, and runny nose. These symp- 
toms are accompanied by a craving for the 
drug. Major withdrawal symptoms peak be- 
tween 48 and 72 hours after the last dose and 
subside after a week. Some bodily functions, 
however, do not return to normal levels for as 
long as six months. Sudden withdrawal by 
heavily dependent users who are in poor 
health has occasionally been fatal. Opioid 
withdrawal, however, is much less dangerous 
to life than alcohol and barbiturate with- 
drawal. 

OPIOIDS - Opioid Dependence Syn- 
drome In the World Health Organization 
ICD-10 Classification of Mental and Behav- 
ioural Disorders defined as: 

F11. 2 Opioid Dependence Syndrome 

A cluster of physiological, behavioural, and 
cognitive phenomena in which the use of opi- 
oid takes on a much higher priority for a given 
individual than other behaviours that once had 
greater value. A central descriptive character- 
istic of the dependence syndrome is the desire 
(often strong, sometimes overpowering) to 
take opioid (which may or may not have been 
medically prescribed). There may be evidence 
that return to substance use after a period of 
abstinence leads to a more rapid reappearance 
of other features of the syndrome than occurs 
with nondependent individuals. 

Diagnostic Guidelines 

A definite diagnosis of dependence should 
usually be made only if three or more of the 
following: 

have been experienced or exhibited at some 


time during the previous year: 

(a) a strong desire or sense of compulsion to 
take opioid; 

(b) difficulties in controlling opioid-taking be- 
haviour in terms of its onset, termination, or 
levels of use; 

(c) a physiological withdrawal state when 
opioid use has ceased or been reduced, as evi- 
denced by: the characteristic withdrawal syn- 
drome for opioid; or use of the same (or a 
closely related) substance with the intention of 
relieving or avoiding withdrawal symptoms; 
(d) evidence of tolerance, such that increased 
doses of opioid are required in order to 
achieve effects originally produced by lower 
doses (clear examples of this are found in opi- 
ate-dependent individuals who may take daily 
doses sufficient to incapacitate or kill nontol- 
erant users); 

(e) progressive neglect of alternative pleasures 
or interests because of opioid use, increased 
amount of time necessary to obtain or take the 
substance or to recover from its effects; 

(f) persisting with opioid use despite clear 
evidence of overtly harmful consequences, 
such as depressive mood states consequent to 
periods of heavy substance use, or drug- 
related impairment of cognitive functioning; 
efforts should be made to determine that the 
user was actually, or could be expected to be, 
aware of the nature and extent of the harm. 
Narrowing of the personal repertoire of pat- 
terns of opioid use has also been described as 
a characteristic feature. 

It is an essential characteristic of the depend- 
ence syndrome that either opioid taking or a 
desire to take opioid should be present; the 
subjective awareness of compulsion to use 
drugs is most commonly seen during attempts 
to stop or control substance use. This diagnos- 
tic requirement would exclude, for instance, 
surgical patients given opioid drugs for the re- 
lief of pain, who may show signs of an opioid 
withdrawal state when drugs are not given but 
who have no desire to continue taking drugs. 
In the USA a slightly different diagnosis tradi- 
tion exists mainly organised after DSM IV: 
Diagnostic Criteria 

A.Opioid abuse: A destructive pattern of 
opioid use, leading to significant social, 
occupational, or medical impairment. 

B.Must have three (or more) of the following, 
occurring when the opioid use was at its 
worst: 

1. Opioid tolerance: 

Either need for markedly increased amounts of 
opioid to achieve intoxication, or markedly 
diminished effect with continued use of the 
same amount of opioid. 2. Opioid withdrawal 
symptoms: 
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Either (a) or (b). 

(a) Two (or more) of the following, develop- 
ing within several hours to a few days of re- 
duction in heavy or prolonged opioid use: 
sweating or rapid pulse 

increased hand tremor 

insomnia 

nausea or vomiting 

physical agitation 

anxiety 

transient visual, tactile, or auditory hallucina- 
tions or illusions 

grand mal seizures 

(b) Opioid is taken to relieve or avoid with- 
drawal symptoms. 3. Greater use of opioid 
than intended: 

Opioid was often taken in larger amounts or 
over a longer period than was intended 
4.Unsuccessful efforts to cut down or control 
opioid use: 

Persistent desire or unsuccessful efforts to cut 
down or control opioid use 5.Great deal of 
time spent in using opioid, or recovering from 
hangovers 6.Opioid caused reduction in so- 
cial, occupational or recreational activities:

The legitimate uses of opium are medical 
and include the extraction of purified opium 
alkaloids (e.g., morphine, codeine; qq.v.) and 
the manufacture of alkaloid derivatives (e.g., 
dihydromorphinone, dihydrocodeinone). 
Opium, either raw or purified as alkaloids 
and their derivatives (such as heroin), is also 
used illicitly. 

In the 1st century AD, Dioscorides, whose De 
Materia Medica was the leading text on phar- 
macology for centuries, described opium. As- 
syrian herb lists and medical texts refer to both 
the opium poppy plant and opium. The growth 
of poppies for their opium content spread 
slowly eastward from Greece and Mesopota- 
mia. Apparently opium was unknown in either 
India or China in ancient times, and its wide- 
spread cultivation in these countries is a com- 
paratively recent development. Knowledge of 
the opium poppy first reached China about the 
7th century AD, but Japan probably did not 
begin cultivating it until the 15th century. 
Opium smoking did not begin until after the 
discovery of America, where the practice of 
pipe smoking originated. It was reported as a 
problem in China about the middle of the 17th 
century. Between World Wars I and II the il- 
licit cultivation of the poppy for opium be- 
came established in the mountains of western 
Mexico. Later, it was begun to some extent in 
Peru and Ecuador.

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Opium wars (1839-1843, 1856-1860), two 
wars fought between Great Britain and China 
in which Western powers gained significant 
commercial privileges and territory. The 
Opium Wars began when the Chinese gov- 
ernment tried to stop the illegal importation of 
opium by British merchants. 

The First Opium War started in 1839 when the 
Chinese government confiscated opium ware- 
houses in Guangzhou (Canton). Britain re- 
sponded by sending an expedition of warships 
to the city 1840. The British won a quick vic- 
tory and the conflict was ended by the Treaty 
of Nanking (Nanjing), 1842. By this treaty, 
and a supplementary one signed 1843, China 
was forced to pay a large indemnity, open five 
ports to British trade and residence, and cede 
Hong Kong to Great Britain. The treaty also 
gave British citizens in China the right to be 
tried in British courts. Other Western powers 
demanded, and were granted, similar privi- 
leges. 

In 1856, Guangzhou police boarded the Brit- 
ish ship Arrow and charged its crew with 
smuggling. Eager to gain more trading rights, 
the British used the incident to launch another 
offensive, precipitating the Second Opium 
War. British forces, aided by the French, won 
another quick military victory in 1857. When 
the Chinese government refused to ratify the 
Treaty of Tientsin, which had been signed in 
1858, the hostilities resumed. In 1860, after 
British and French troops had occupied Bei- 
jing and burned the Summer Palace, the Chi- 
nese agreed to ratify the treaty. The treaty 
opened additional trading ports, allowed for- 
eign emissaries to reside in Beijing, admitted 
Christian missionaries into China, and opened 
travel to the Chinese interior. Later negotia- 
tions legalized the importation of opium.

The endocrine secretion, insulin, is 
important in the metabolism of sugar in the 
body . Insulin is produced in small groups of 
especially modified glandular cells in the pan- 
creas; these cell groups are known as the islets 
of Langerhans. The failure of these cells to se- 
crete sufficient amounts of insulin causes dia- 
betes ). 

Alcohol misuse is one of the main causes of 
pancreatitis diagnosed as alcoholic pancreati- 
tis. Hemorrhage in the pancreas and acute 
pancreatitis are serious conditions. If not re- 
lieved rapidly, they may cause death. The 
symptoms are not definite, resembling those 
of peritonitis or intestinal obstruction.

After several years of 
Hollywood "head" pictures which sang the 
praises of hallucinatory drugs, Panic in Needle 
Park was the first major film of the 1970s to 
explore the dark side of addiction. Druggie Al 
Pacino convinces his casual girlfriend Kitty 
Wynn to "shoot up." She rapidly becomes a 
heroin addict, joining Pacino in a nightmarish 
world populated by the dregs of New York. 
Pacino and Wynn fall deeply in love, even as 
their drug dependency drags them farther 
down the road of degradation. There is no re- 
demption in this painfully realistic drama, 
only death for both lovers. Among the actors 
so convincingly playing New York "street 
people" are relative newcomers Raul Julia and 
Paul Sorvino.

Paranoia The central theme of a group of 
psychotic disorders characterized by system- 
atic delusions. The word paranoia was used by 
the ancient Greeks, apparently in much the 
same sense as the modern popular term insan- 
ity. Since then it has had a variety of mean- 
ings. Toward the end of the 19th century it 
came to mean a delusional psychosis, in which 
the delusions develop slowly into a complex, 
intricate, and logically elaborated system, 
without hallucination and without general per- 
sonality disorganization. In contemporary 
psychiatric practice, the term paranoia is gen- 
erally reserved for all rare, extreme cases of 
chronic, fixed, and highly systematized delu- 
sions. All the rest are called paranoid disor- 
ders. Some psychiatrists, however, have come 
to doubt the validity of paranoia as a diagnos- 
tic category, claiming that what has in the past 
been considered paranoia is actually a variety 
of schizophrenia 

One of the most common delusions in para- 
noid disorders is that of persecution. A chief 
contributing factor is an exaggerated tendency 
to self-reference; i.e., to systematically misin- 
terpret remarks, gestures, and acts of others as 
intentional slights or as signs of derision and 
contempt directed at him. Self-reference be- 
comes paranoid delusion when a person per- 
sists in believing that he is the target of hostile 
actions or insinuations, aimed at him by some 
enemy or band of enemies, when this is actu- 
ally not the case. The identifying marks of de- 
lusional conviction are (1) readiness to accept 
the flimsiest evidence in support of the belief 
and (2) inability to entertain seriously any evi- 
dence that contradicts it. 

In addition to the common persecutory type of 
paranoid reaction, a number of others have 
been described, most notably paranoid grandi- 
osity, or delusions of grandeur (also known as 
megalomania), characterized by the false be- 
lief that one is a superlative person. 

Paranoic disorders are common side-effects of 
stimulants as amfetamine and cocaine. Under 
and after intense use of stimulants the user of- 
ten believe that he is followed by police or 
that a friend or an unknown person is an agent 
trying to frame him. Paranoic disturbances can 
lead to violence as the user believe he is under 
threat or attack from others.

In cases 
where there is no known cause (the major- 
ity), it usually appears after age 40 and is re- 
ferred to as Parkinson's disease. Parkinson- 
ism usually refers to similar symptoms re- 
sulting from certain antipsychotic drugs, re- 
serpine (a blood pressure drug), carbon 
monoxide or manganese poisoning, or 


MPTP (a heroin analog). Symptoms are 
treated with the drugs deprenyl (selegiline), 
L-DOPA (given with carbidopa to reduce 
side effects) and amantadine. Parkinsonism 
is named for English surgeon James Parkin- 
son, who first described it in 1817.

Passive smoking The involuntary inhala- 
tion of smoke, usually tobacco smoke, from 
another person's smoking. Coined in the 1970s 
in connection with studies of the effects of 
such inhalation, the term helped to draw atten- 
tion to the detrimental effects of smoking on 
people in the smoker's immediate environ- 
ment. 

Environmental tobacco smoke, ETS contains 
essentially all of the same carcinogens and 
toxic agents that are inhaled by the smoker. 
Involuntary exposure to ETS is also a cause of 
disease, including lung cancer, in healthy non- 
smokers. In addition, ETS can result in aggra- 
vated asthmatic conditions, impaired blood 
circulation, bronchitis, and pneumonia. The 
children of parents who smoke have an in- 
creased frequency of respiratory and middle- 
ear infections and symptoms, and are at risk of 
impaired lung function. ETS is also a cause of 
additional episodes and increased severity of 
symptoms in asthmatic children. Babies born 
to women who smoke during pregnancy, as 
well as those infants exposed to ETS, have a 
much greater risk of dying of sudden infant 
death syndrome.

In 
the early 1960s, however, clinical tests on 
humans revealed side effects ranging from dis- 
torted self-perception to severe disorientation 
and unpredictable, psychotic behaviour. The 
drug was never marketed for human use, al- 
though it is in use in veterinary medicine. Be- 
cause PCP is relatively easy and inexpensive 
to manufacture, an illicit drug trade sprang up 
during the mid-1960s, and violence related to 
the use of PCP - including suicide and homi- 
cide - grew to alarming proportions in the 
1970s and '80s. Related agents that produce 
similar effects include dexoxadroland keta- 


mine. PCP turns up on the illicit drug market 
in a variety of tablets, capsules, and colored 
powders. Many people who use PCP may do it 
unknowingly because PCP is often used as an 
additive and can be found in marijuana, LSD 
and metamfetamine. In illicit use PCP may be 
taken orally, intravenously, or by sniffing, but 
it is usually smoked;typically mixed in pow- 
dered form with a leafy substance such as 
parsley, mint, tobacco, or marijuana; it may 
also be dissolved in a liquid and sprayed onto 
the leaves. effects begin within minutes. At 
first, the user feels euphoria, body warmth, 
and tingling, Roating sensations, and a feeling 
of calm isolation. Auditory and visual halluci- 
nations may appear, as well as altered body 
image, distorted perceptions of space and 
time, delusions, and disorganization of 
thought. Accompanying neurological and 
physiological symptoms are dose-related and 
include hypertension, nystagmus, ataxia, dy- 
sarthria, grimacing, profuse sweating, hyperre- 
flexia, diminished responsiveness to pain, 
musde rigidity, hyperpyrexia, hyperacusis, and 
seizures. 

Effects usually last for 4-6 hours, although re- 
sidual effects may take several days or longer 
to clear. During the immediate recovery pe- 
riod there may be self-destructive or violent 
behaviour. PCP delirium, PCP delusional dis- 
order, and PCP mood disorder have been ob- 
served. As is the case with the hallucinogens, 
it is not known whether such disorders are 
specific drug effects or a manifestation of pre- 
existing vulnerability. In JCD-10, PCP-related 
disorders are classed with hallucinogens 
(F16). 

As with other hallucinogenic drugs, PCP does 
not cause physical dependence. In low doses, 
it produces toxic effects similar to those of 
LSD, although violent and psychotic behav- 
iour seem to be more characteristic of PCP. 
Most users do not have psychotic episodes, 
but the drug is extremely unpredictable. The 
PCP user exhibits emotional instability, ex- 
cited intoxication, lack of coordination, high 
blood pressure, and increased deep-tendon 
muscle reflexes, and is often impervious to 
pain. At high doses, PCP is highly toxic and 
can cause convulsions and coma.typically 
smoked, mixed in powdered form with a leafy 
substance such as parsley, mint, tobacco, or 
marijuana; it may also be dissolved in a liquid 
and sprayed onto the leaves. Among chronic 
users, the reappearance of disorientation and 
visual, memory, and speech disorders has been 
noted.

Pellagra is endemic among the poor in coun- 
tries where unprocessed maize s the dietary 
staple. In other countries, it appears mainly in 
habitual heavy drinkers (alcoholic pellagra). 
Gastrointestinal symptoms may include nau- 
sea, voimiting, and abdominal distension. The 
mental symptoms are variable and may simu- 
late any type of mental disorder, but depres- 
sion is probably the most common psychiatric 
presentation. Disorientation, hallucinations, 
and delirium may develop, and some patients 
progress to dementia. Replacement therapy 
with niacin is effective in reversing most 
symptoms, although severe mental changes of 
long duration may not respond completely. 
Pelletier, Pierre-Joseph (1788-1842), 
french chemist who helped found the chemis- 
try of alkaloids. He was professor at and, from 
1832, director of the School of Pharmacy, 
Paris. In 1817, in collaboration with the chem- 
ist Joseph-Bienaimé Caventou, he isolated 
chlorophyll, the green pigment in plants that is 
essential to the process of photosynthesis. His 


interests soon turned to a new class of vegeta- 
ble bases now called alkaloids, and he isolated 
emetine. With Caventou he continued his 
search for alkaloids, and in 1820 they discov- 
ered brucine, cinchonine, colchicine, quinine, 
strychnine, and veratrine. Some of these com- 
pounds soon found medicinal uses. Such ap- 
plications marked the beginning of the gradual 
shift away from the use of crude plant extracts 
and toward the use of natural and synthetic 
compounds found in nature or formulated by 
the chemist. In 1823 Pelletier published analy- 
ses of several alkaloids, thus providing a basis 
for alkaloid chemistry. He also did important 
studies of other compounds, including caf- 
feine, piperine, and picrotoxin.

Well known for its hallucino- 
genic effects, contains at least 28 alkaloids, 
the principal one of which is mescaline. Pe- 
yote figures prominently in old religious 
rituals of certain North American Indian 
peoples and in the ritual of the Native 
American Church. The sale, use, or posses- 
sion of dried mescal buttons or live plants is 
prohibited by law in some places.Peyote is 
found only on limestone soils of the Chihua- 
huan desert of southern Texas, USA and 
northern Mexico. Averaging about eight cen- 
timetres (three inches) wide and five centi- 
metres (two inches) tall, the body of the pe- 
yote cactus is spineless, soft, and in most 
cases, blue green in colour. The more com- 
mon species, L. williamsii, has pink to white 
flowers in summer, the fruit ripening the fol- 
lowing year. L. diffusa, more primitive, 

grows in a small area in central Mexico. Its 
flowers are white to yellow, and the body is 
yellow green. 

This spineless, tufted, blue-green, button-like 
cactus, is the most famous of the hallucino- 
genic cacti. It grows wild from Central Mex- 
ico to Northern Texas. USA. It's known his- 
tory dates back to pre-Columbian times; pos- 
sibly as early as 300 B.C. During the past cen- 
turies the religious use of Peyote has spread 
northward into the United States and Canada 
among many of the Plains Indian Tribes such 
as the Navajo, Comanche, Sioux, and Kiowa. 
This cactus eventually came to replace the hal- 
lucinogenic but dangerous red mescal bean 
(Sophora secundiflora) as a ceremonial sa- 
crement. During the 1800's the North Ameri- 
can Peyote ritual was standardized. By 1920 
the ceremonial practices of most tribes were 
identical with only minor variations. 

In Mexico there is a popular liquor called 
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mescal. Many people believe that it is made 
from the Peyote cactus. Actually it is fer- 
mented from the Maguey plant, a large succu- 
lent of the Amaryllis family with sword-like 
leaves. This plant does not contain mescaline 
or related alkaloids. 

It was in 1896 that Arthur Heffter extracted 
mescaline from Peyote and tested it upon him- 
self. This was the first hallucinogenic com- 
pound isolated by man. About 350 mg of mes- 
caline is required for a psychotropic experi- 
ence, although definite effects can be felt from 
as little as 100 mg. Mescaline may comprise 
as much as six percent of the weight of the 
dried button, but is more often closer to one 
percent. An average dried button the diameter 
of a quarter weighs about 2 grams. it usually 
takes 6-10 of these buttons to gain the desired 
effect. 

It has been noted that the peyote experience is 
quantitatively somewhat different than that of 
pure mescaline, the former being more physi- 
cal than the latter. This is due to several of the 
other alkaloids present in the cactus. Not all of 
these substances have psychopharmacological 
activity when administered singly. Some of 
them in combination apparently potentiate the 
effects of the mescaline and definitely alter 
some of the characteristics of the experience. 
Two of these alkaloids - Hordenine and 
Tyramine - have been found to possess anti- 
bacterial activity, presumably because of their 
phenolic function. For ages the Huichol Indi- 
ans have rubbed the juices of fresh peyote into 
wounds to prevent infection and to promote 
healing. The Tarahumara Indians consume 
small amounts of peyote to combat hunger, 
thirst and exhaustion especially while hunting. 
They have been known to run for days after a 
Deer with no food, water or rest. Peyote has 
many uses in folkloric medicine including the 
treatment of arthritis, consumption, influenza, 
intestinal disorders, diabetes, snake and scor- 
pion bites and datura poisoning. The Huichol 
and other tribes recognize two forms of pe- 
yote. One is larger, more potent and more bit- 
ter than the other. They call it 
TZINOURITEHUA-HIKURI (peyote of the 
Gods). The smaller, more palatable, but milder 
buttons are called RHAITOUMUANITARI- 
HIKURI (peyote of the goddesses). The dif- 
ference between the two forms may be due 
solely to how old the plants are. Alkaloids 
tend to accumulate in these cacti with age. It is 
possible, however, that the goddess peyote is a 
different species. Until recently botanists be- 
lieved that the genus LOPHOPHORA con- 
sisted of a single but highly varible species. 
But in 1967 H.H. Bravo found near Queretaro 
in south-central Mexico another species which 


he named LOPHOPHORA DIFFUSA. This 
plant is yellow-green, soft, ribless and con- 
tains a somewhat different alkaloid mixture 
with far less mescaline that L. williamsi. 
About half an hour after ingesting the buttons 
the first effects are felt. There is a feeling of 
strange intoxication and shifting conscious- 
ness with minor perceptual changes. There 
may also be strong physical effects, including 
respiratory pressure, muscle tension (espe- 
cially face and neck muscles), and queasiness 
or possible nausea. Any unpleasant sensations 
should disappear within an hour. After this the 
state of altered consciousness begins to mani- 
fest itself. The experience may vary with the 
individual, but among the possible occurences 
are feelings of inner tranquillity, oneness with 
life, heightened awareness, and rapid thought 
flow. During the next several hours these ef- 
fects will deepen and become more visual. 
Colors may become more intense. Halos and 
auras may appear about things. Objects may 
seem larger, smaller , closer or more distant 
than they actually are. Often persons will no- 
tice little or no changes in visual perception 
while beholding the world about them, but 
upon closing their eyes they will see on their 
mind-screen wildly colorful and constant 
changing patterns. After several more hours 
the intensity of the experience gradually re- 
laxes. The entire experience may last from 6 
to 12 hours depending upon the individual and 
the amount of the plant consumed.

The 
modern pharmaceutical industry began in the 
19th century with the discovery of highly ac- 
tive medicinal compounds that could most ef- 


ficiently be manufactured on a large scale. As 
these compounds replaced herbal medicines of 
earlier times, the occurrence and severity of 
such diseases as pernicious anemia, rheumatic 
fever, typhoid fever, lobar pneumonia, polio- 
myelitis, syphilis, and tuberculosis were 
greatly reduced. Pharmaceutical industry re- 
search has greatly aided medical progress; of 
the 66 most valuable drugs introduced since 
aspirin in 1899, 57 were discovered and then 
produced in industrial laboratories. 
Pharmaceutical drugs Drugs available 
from pharmaceutical sources, i.e. manufac- 
tured by the pharmaceutical industry or made 
up by a pharmacist. Industry terminology 
categorizes drugs as ethical dnugs, available 
only on prescription, and over-the-counter or 
proprietary drugs, advertised to the consumer 
and sold without prescription. The list of 
dnugs requiring prescription varies considera- 
bly from country to countryi most psychoac- 
tive pharmaceuticals are available only by pre- 
scription in industrialized countries. Caffeine, 
antihistamines, codeine (an opiate), and alco- 
hol are the most common psychoactive con- 
stituents of over-the-counter drugs in such so- 
cieties.

In the JCD-10 World Health Organization 
Classification of Mental and Behavioural Dis- 
orders defined as: 

F19.2 Phencyclidine Dependence Syndrome 

A cluster of physiological, behavioural, and 
cognitive phenomena in which the use of 
phencyclidine (PCP) takes on a much higher 
priority for a given individual than other be- 
haviours that once had greater value. A central 
descriptive characteristic of the dependence 
syndrome is the desire (often strong, some- 
times overpowering) to take phencyclidine 
(which may or may not have been medically 
prescribed). There may be evidence that return 
to substance use after a period of abstinence 
leads to a more rapid reappearance of other 
features of the syndrome than occurs with 
nondependent individuals. 

Diagnostic Guidelines 

A definite diagnosis of dependence should 
usually be made only if three or more of the 
following have been experienced or exhibited 
at some time during the previous year: 

(a) a strong desire or sense of compulsion to 
take phencyclidine; 

(b) difficulties in controlling phencyclidine- 
taking behaviour in terms of its onset, termina- 
tion, or levels of use; 

(c) a physiological withdrawal state when 
phencyclidine use has ceased or been reduced, 
as evidenced by: the characteristic withdrawal 
syndrome for phencyclidine; or use of the 
same (or a closely related) substance with the 
intention of relieving or avoiding withdrawal 
symptoms; 

(d) evidence of tolerance, such that increased 
doses of phencyclidine are required in order to 
achieve effects originally produced by lower 
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doses; 

(e) progressive neglect of alternative pleasures 
or interests because of phencyclidine use, in- 
creased amount of time necessary to obtain or 
take the substance or to recover from its ef- 
fects; 

(f) persisting with phencyclidine use despite 
clear evidence of overtly harmful conse- 
quences, such as depressive mood states con- 
sequent to periods of heavy substance use, or 
drug-related impairment of cognitive function- 
ing; efforts should be made to determine that 
the user was actually, or could be expected to 
be, aware of the nature and extent of the harm. 
Narrowing of the personal repertoire of pat- 
terns of phencyclidine use has also been de- 
scribed as a characteristic feature. 

It is an essential characteristic of the depend- 
ence syndrome that either phencyclidine tak- 
ing or a desire to take phencyclidine should be 
present; the subjective awareness of compul- 
sion to use drugs is most commonly seen dur- 
ing attempts to stop or control substance use. 
In the USA a slightly different diagnosis tradi- 
tion exists mainly organised after DSM IV: 
Diagnostic Criteria 

A.Phencyclidine abuse: A destructive pattern 
of phencyclidine use, leading to significant 
social, occupational, or medical impairment. 
B.Must have three (or more) of the following, 
occurring when the phencyclidine use was at 
its worst: 1. Phencyclidine tolerance: 

Either need for markedly increased amounts of 
phencyclidine to achieve intoxication, or 
markedly diminished effect with continued 
use of the same amount of phencyclidine. 2. 
Greater use of phencyclidine than intended: 
Phencyclidine was often taken in larger 
amounts or over a longer period than was in- 
tended 3. Unsuccessful efforts to cut down or 
control phencyclidine use: 

Persistent desire or unsuccessful efforts to cut 
down or control phencyclidine use 4.Great 
deal of time spent in using phencyclidine, or 
recovering from hangovers 5.Phencyclidine 
caused reduction in social, occupational or 
recreational activities: 

Important social, occupational, or recreational 
activities given up or reduced because of 
phencyclidine use. 6.Continued using phen- 
cyclidine despite knowing it caused significant 
problems: 

Continued phencyclidine use is continued de- 
spite knowledge of having a persistent or re- 
current physical or psychological problem that

Poe, Edgar Allan (1809-1849), American 
writer, known as a poet and critic but most fa- 
mous as the first master of the short-story form 


especially tales of the mysterious and macabre. 
The literary merits of Poe's writings have been 
debated since his death, but his works have re- 
mained popular and many major American and 
European writers like have professed their artis- 
tic debt to him. 

He attended the University of Virginia for a 
year, but in 1827 his foster father, displeased by 
the young man's drinking and gambling, refused 
to pay his debts and forced him to work as a 
clerk.Poe, disliking his new duties intensely, 
quit the job, thus estranging Allan, and went to 
Boston. There his first book, Tamerlane and 
Other Poems (1827), was published anony- 
mously. Shortly afterward Poe enlisted in the 
U.S. Army and served a two-year term. In 1829 
his second volume of verse, Al Aaraaf, was pub- 
lished, and he effected a reconciliation with 
Allan, who secured him an appointment to the 
U.S. Military Academy. After only a few 
months at the academy Poe was dismissed for 
neglect of duty, and his foster father disowned 
him permanently.In 1836 he married his young 
cousin. Throughout the next decade, much of 
which was marred by his wife's long illness, Poe 
worked as an editor for various periodicals in 
Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, and in New York 
City. In 1847 Virginia died and Poe himself be- 
came ill; his disastrous addiction to liquor and 
his use of drugs, recorded by contemporaries, 
contributed to his early death of delirium tre- 
mens. 

Among Poe's poetic output, about a dozen po- 
ems are remarkable for their flawless literary 
construction and for their haunting themes and 
meters. In The Raven (1845), for example, the 
narrator is overwhelmed by melancholy and 
omens of death. Poe's extraordinary manipula- 
tion of rhythm and sound is particularly evident 
in The Bells (1849), a poem that seems to echo 
with the chiming of metallic instruments, and 
The Sleeper (1831), which reproduces the state 
of drowsiness. Lenore 1831) and Annabel Lee 
(1849) are verse lamentations on the death of a 
beautiful young woman. 

Poe, by his own choice, was a poet, but eco- 
nomic necessity forced him to turn to the rela- 
tively profitable genre of prose. Whether or not 
Poe invented the short story, it is certain that he 
originated the novel of detection. Perhaps his 
best-known tale in this genre is The Gold Bug 
(1843), about a search for buried treasure. The 
Murders in the Rue Morgue (1841), The Mys- 
tery of Marie Rogét (1842-1843), and The Pur- 
loined Letter (1844) are regarded as predeces- 
sors of the modern mystery, or detective, story 
Many of Poe's tales are distinguished by the au- 
thor's unique grotesque inventiveness in addi- 
tion to his superb plot construction. Such stories 
include The Narrative of Arthur Gordon Pym 
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(1838), noted for its blend of factual and fantas- 
tic material; The Fall of the House of Usher 
(1839), in which the penetrating gloominess of 
the atmosphere is accented equally with plot and 
characterization; The Pit and the Pendulum 
(1842), a spine-tingling tale of cruelty and tor- 
ture; The Tell-Tale Heart (1843), in which a 
maniacal murderer is subconsciously haunted 
into confessing his guilt; and The Cask of 
Amontillado (1846), an eerie tale of revenge.

Prohibition Policy under which the cultiva- 
tion, manufacture, and/or sale (and sometimes 
the use) of a psychoactive drug are forbidden 
(although pharmaceutical sales are usually 
permitted). Prohibition is also used to refer to 
religious proscriptions of drug use, particu- 
larly in Islamic countries. Legal prevention of 
the manufacture, sale, or transportation of al- 
coholic beverages with the aim of obtaining 
partial or total abstinence through legal means. 
Some attempts at prohibition were made in 
Aztec society, ancient China, feudal Japan, the 
Polynesian islands, Iceland, Finland, Norway, 
Sweden, Russia, Canada, and India, but only a 
few countries most notably, certain Muslim 
countries - have maintained national prohibi- 
tion. Most countries that have experimented 
with the ban have soon lifted it. Finland, for 
instance, adopted prohibition in 1919 and re- 
pealed it in 1931, and the United States 
adopted it in 1919 and repealed it in 1933. In 
northern European countries liquor control has 
reflected concern for the prevention of alco- 
holism. The Finnish prohibition outlawed the 
sale of spirits in an attempt to redirect the 
population toward greater consumption of 
beer (with lower alcoholic content). Sweden 
experimented with a system of liquor-ration 
books with the aim of limiting the individual's 
use of liquor. 
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Various cultures differ considerably in their 
attitudes toward drinking as well as their sys- 
tems of control. Among the Japanese, for ex- 
ample, drunkenness is not strongly con- 
demned, and the drunkard is simply prevented 
from harming himself or others. Other cultures 
may show high acceptance of drinking as a 
social custom with a norm directing moderate 
use. With regard to control, efforts have been 
directed toward the drinker, as in Sweden, or 
toward the seller, as in the United States. 

In the United States an early wave of move- 
ments for state and local prohibition arose out 
of the intensive religious revivalism of the 
1820s and '30s, which stimulated movements 
toward perfectionism in human beings, includ- 
ing temperance and the abolition of slavery. 
The precedent for seeking temperance through 
law was set by a Massachusetts law, passed in 
1838 and repealed two years later, which pro- 
hibited sales of spirits in less than 15-gallon 
quantities. The first state prohibition law was 
passed in Maine in 1846 and ushered in a 
wave of such state legislation before the Civil 
War. 

The drive for national prohibition emerged out 
of a renewed attack on the sale of liquor in 
many states after 1906. The underlying forces 
at work to support national prohibition in- 
cluded antipathy to the growth of cities (the 
presumed scene of most drinking), evangelical 
Protestant middle-class anti-alien and anti- 
Roman Catholic sentiment, and rural domina- 
tion of the state legislatures, without which 
ratification of the Eighteenth Amendment 
would have been impossible. Other forces in- 
cluded the corruption existing in the saloons 
and the industrial employers' increased con- 
cern for preventing accidents and increasing 
the efficiency of workers. 

The Anti-Saloon League, founded in 1893, led 
the state prohibition drives of 1906-13. During 
World War I a temporary Wartime Prohibition 
Act was passed to save grain for use as food. 
By January 1920 prohibition was already in 
effect in 33 states covering 63 percent of the 
total population. In 1917 the resolution for 
submission of the Prohibition Amendment to 
the states received the necessary two-thirds 
vote in Congress; the amendment was ratified 
on Jan. 29, 1919, and went into effect on Jan. 
29, 1920. On Oct. 28, 1919, the National Pro- 
hibition Act, popularly known as the Volstead 
Act (after its promoter, Congressman Andrew 
J. Volstead), was enacted, providing enforce- 
ment guidelines. 

Federal government support of enforcement of 
Prohibition varied considerably during the 
1920s. Illegal manufacture and sales of liquor 
went on in the United States on a large scale. 


In general, Prohibition was enforced wherever 
the population was sympathetic to it. In the 
large cities, where sentiment was strongly op- 
posed to Prohibition, enforcement was much 
weaker than in rural areas and small towns. 
Increased price of liquor and beer, however, 
meant that the working classes probably bore 
the restrictions of urban Prohibition to a far 
greater degree than the middle-class or upper 
class segments of the population. 

Prohibition brought into being a new kind of 
criminal - the bootlegger. The career of Al 
Capone was a dramatic instance of the devel- 
opment of bootlegging on a large scale. His 
annual earnings were estimated at 
$60,000,000. The rise of the bootlegging 
gangs led to a succession of gang wars and 
murders. A notorious incident was the St. Val- 
entine's Day Massacre in Chicago in 1929, 
when the Capone gang shot to death seven 
members of the rival "Bugs" Moran gang. His- 
torians of the underworld, however, suggest 
that by the late 1920s bootlegging was on the 
verge of semimonopoly control and that the 
end of gang wars was approaching. 

The temperance movement itself changed dur- 
ing the 1920s; the fundamentalist and nativist 
groups assumed greater leadership, tending to 
drive away less hostile and urban forces. 
Major supporters of Prohibition gradually be- 
came disenchanted with it, citing the increase 
in criminal liquor production and sale, the de- 
velopment of the speakeasy, and increased re- 
striction on individual freedom as its results. 
In 1932 the Democratic Party adopted a plat- 
form calling for repeal, and the Democratic 
victory in the presidential election of 1932 
sounded the death knell of the Eighteenth 
Amendment. 

In February 1933 Congress adopted a resolu- 
tion proposing the Twenty-first Amendment to 
the Constitution to repeal the Eighteenth. On 
Dec. 5, 1933, Utah became the 36th state to 
ratify the amendment, and repeal was 
achieved. After repeal a few states continued 
statewide prohibition, but by 1966 all had 
abandoned it. In general, liquor control in the 
United States came to be determined more and 
more at local levels.

It 
is manifested by a bloated and reddened face 
(similar to that of true Cushing syndrome), 
obesity, and hypertension, and distinguished 
from true Cushing syndrome by the more 
ready suppression of cortisol levels by admini- 
stration of dexamethasone, and by resolution 
of the biochemical abnormalities after cessa- 
tion of alcohol use. (E24.4) 
Pseudoabstinens Greek false abstinence. 
Abstinence symptoms can develop when an 
ex-addict gets into situations that reminds him 
of intense drug experiences this phenomena is 
called pseudoabstinence and has been ob- 
served among former users of amfetamines 
barbiturates, cannabis, cocaine and opioids.

It is a large shrub or small tree with 
quadrangular branchlets, oval to oblong leaves 
about 7.6 cm (3 inches) in length, and four- 
petaled white flowers about 2.5 cm (1 inch) 
broad. The fruits are round to pear-shaped and 
measure up to 7.6 cm in diameter; their pulp 
contains many small, hard seeds (more abun- 
dant in wild forms than in cultivated varieties). 
The musky, and at times pungent, odour of the 
sweet pulp is not always appreciated. 

Guavas are processed into jams, jellies, and 
preserves. Fresh guavas are rich in vitamins A, 
B, and C; they are eaten raw or sliced and 
served with sugar and cream as a dessert. The 
leaves can be boiled to a psychoactive decoc- 
tion used in traditional medicine against in- 
somnia. In Ghana guava is used ritually by the 
Ga-tribe. In South East Asia and China insects 
are fed with guava-leaves their excrements is 
collected and formed to small balls used as 
pills that are dissolved in hot water to a tea.

One of the naturally occurring hallucinogens 
found in over 75 species of mushrooms of the 
genera Psilocybe, Panaeolus, and Conocybe, 
which grow throughout much of the world. 
Psilocybine is the major hallucinogenic con- 
stituent of the mushrooms and psilocine is 
present in small amounts. After ingestion, 
however, psilocybine is converted to psilocine 
by the enzyme alkaline phosphatase; psilocine 
is about 1.4 times as potent as psilocybine. 
Psilocin and psilocybine produce experiences 
similar to those produced by mescaline and 
LSD. They act within 20 to 30 minutes, and 
the duration of action is about four hours. 
Chemically, psilocine and psilocybine are in- 
dole hallucinogens that block the action of se- 
rotonin (the indole amine transmitter of nerve 
impulses) in brain tissue. Psilocybine differs 
from psilocine in having a phosphate group at- 
tached to the molecule at the oxygen atom. 
Hallucinogenic mushrooms used in religious 
ceremonies by the Indians of Mexico were 
considered sacred and were called "god's 
flesh" by the Aztecs. In the 1950s the active 
principles psilocine and psilocybine were iso- 
lated from the Mexican mushrooms. They are 
not used in modern medicine. 

Pure psilocybine is a white crystalline sub- 
stance, but the drug also may be distributed in 
crude mushroom preparations, in dried brown 


mushrooms, or as a capsule containing a pow- 
dered material of any color. It is usually taken 
orally, but may also be injected. Doses of the 
pure compound generally vary from 4 to 10 
mg, although amounts up to 60 mg are not un- 
usual. 

The initial effects of this drug are felt after ap- 
proximately half an hour and usually last sev- 
eral hours. A small dose (4 to 8 mg) may pro- 
duce sensations of mental and physical relaxa- 
tion, fatigue, detachment from surroundings, 
and sometimes feelings of physical heaviness 
or, conversely, lightness. Changes in mood 
and vivid perceptual distortion (particularly 
visual) may also occur. Thought patterns are 
disrupted, and intense preoccupation with triv- 
ial details often occurs. Users often report pro- 
found mystical or religious experiences. 
Larger doses (13 mg or more) can produce 
dizziness; lightheadedness; abdominal dis- 
comfort; numbness of tongue, lips, or mouth; 
nausea; anxiety; and shivering. Marked 
changes in perception gradually develop, and 
the user experiences effects similar to those of 
LSD. Other reported effects include a sense of 
time passing slowly, yawning, facial flushing, 
sweating, depersonalization (a feeling of sepa- 
ration from one's body), feelings of unreality, 
and inability to concentrate. 

The substance purchased on the street as psi- 
locybine is only occasionally the pure drug. 
More often such drugs as LSD and PCP are 
misrepresented as psilocybine. See also: Hal- 
lucinogen.

Psychoactive drug or substance A sub- 
stance that, when ingested, affects mental pro- 
cesses, e.g. cognition or affect. This term and 
its equivalent, psychotropic drug, are the most 
neutral and descriptive terms for the whole 
class of substances, licit and illicit, of interest 
to drug policy. "Psychoactive" does not neces- 
sarily imply dependence-producing, and in 
common parlance, the term is often left un- 
stated. as in "drug use" or "substance abuse". 
(See also drug.) 

A cultural-political debate over whether gen- 
eral descriptive terms would give a favourable 
or unfavourable cast to the experience of 
mind-changing was conducted in many Euro- 
pean and English-speaking countries in the 
1960s and 1970s with regard to LSD and simi- 
lar drugs. The terms "psychotomimetic" and 
"hallucinogen" (the latter became the accepted 
name for this class of drugs) conveyed an un- 
favourable connotation, while "psychedelic" 
and "psycholytic" have a more favourable 
cast. "Psychedelic", in particular, was also 
used with the same broad scope as "psychoac- 
tive" (The Journal of psychedelic drugs even- 
tually changed to "psychoactive" in its title in 
1981.) See also: Psychotropic. 

Psychoactive substance use disorders 
A shortened version of the term used in ICD- 
10. Mental and behavioural disorders associ- 
ated with psychoactive substance use. The 


term encompasses acute intoxication (Flx.O), 
harmful use (Flx.l), dependence syndrome 
(F1x.2), withdrawal state (F1x.3), withdrawal 
state with delirium (F1x.4), psychotic disorder 
(Flx.5) and amnesic syndrome (Flx.6). For a 
particular substance these conditions may be 
grouped together as, for example, alcohol use 
disorders, cannabis use disorders, stimulant 
use disorders. 

Psychoactive substance use disorders are de- 
fined as being of clinical relevance; the term 
"psychoactive substance use problems" is a 
broader one, which includes conditions and 
events not necessarily of clinical relevance. 
See also: Alcohol-related problem and Drug- 
related problem.

Psychotherapy Treatment of mental disor- 
ders using psychological methods. Psycho- 
therapy does not include physiological inter- 
ventions, such as drug therapy or electrocon- 
vulsive therapy. Psychotherapy usually 
stresses helping patients to examine their own 
ideas about themselves and their lives; it may 
involve treatment of an individual, a family, or 
a group. Sigmund Freud developed the origi- 
nal form of psychotherapy, psychoanalysis. 
Behaviour modification aims to eliminate un- 
desirable habits or irrational fears using the 
principles of conditioning. Cognitive therapies 
try to show the client that certain, usually 
negative, thoughts are irrational, the goal be- 
ing to restructure such thoughts into positive, 
constructive ideas. Group psychotherapy al- 
lows clients to observe the effects of behaviors 
on others in a controlled setting. 

Psychotic disorder, alcohol- or drug- 
induced A cluster of psychotic phenomena 
that occur during or following substance abuse 
but not as a result of acute intoxication alone 
and not as part of a withdrawal syndrome. The 
disorder is characterized by hallucinations 
(typically auditory, but often in more than one 
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sensory modality), perceptual distortions, de- 
lusions (often of a paranoid or persecutory na- 
ture), psychomotor disturbances (excitement 
or stupor), and abnormal affect (such as in- 
tense fear, psychotic depression, or ecstasy). 
The sensorium is usually clear although some 
degree of clouding of consciousness may be 
present. Such entities as alcoholic hallucino- 
sis, amfetamine psychosis and persistent alco- 
hol- or drug-induced psychotic state are in- 
cluded within this category. 

"Alcoholic psychosis" has been used loosely 
in a mental hospital context for any mental 
disorder (including alcohol dependence) re- 
lated to alcohol use. In ICD.10, substance use 
psychotic disorders are distinguished from re- 
sidual and late-onset psychotic disor- 
ders.(F1x.5). 

Psychotic disorder, residual and late- 
onset, alcohol- or drug-induced Alco- 
hol- or drug-induced changes in cognition, af- 
fect, personality, or behaviour that persist be- 
yond the period during which a direct drug- 
related effect might reasonably be assumed to 
be operating. The term is included in JCD-10 
to cover what would more properly be called 
"mental and behavioural disorders, residual 
and late-onset, alcohol- or drug-induced, In 
ICD-10, this category (F11.7) includes alco- 
holic dementia not otherwise specified, 
chronic alcoholic brain syndrome, dementia 
and other milder forms of persisting cognitive 
impairment, flashbacks,  post-hallucinogen 
perception disorder, residual affective disor- 
der, and residual disorder of personality and 
behaviour. 

Psychotomimetic Tending to induce hal- 
lucinations, delusions, or other symptoms of 
a psychosis. 

Psychoton Amfetamine sulfate. 

Psychotria viridis The leaves of P. viridis, 
P. carthaginensis and some other species are a 
fundamental component of the Ayahuasca 
medicine in many areas of western Amazonia. 
Principal active biochemicals: N, N- 
dimethyltryptamines (DMT).Tryptamines 
(specifically dimethyltryptamine DMT) are 
derived most commonly from the leaves of 
chacruna. Psychotria viridis is the most 
widely used "chacruna legitima" of several 
species of Psychotria. Research is in pro- 
gress to better understand the specific phar- 
macological effects of various species of 
Psychotria. In some areas and practices, 
oco yagé, also known as chaliponga (Dip- 
lopterys cabrerana=B. rusbyana) or other 
plants are used in addition to or instead of 
chahruna. Dimethyltryptamines (including 
5-methoxy-N,N-dimethyltryptamine) are 
present in the leaves of Diplopterys. Diplop- 


terys is favored by some shamans and not 
by others. 5-methoxy-N,N- 
dimethyltryptamine is not present in Psy- 
chotria. Diplopterys leaves are 5-10 times 
more potent than an equivalent amount of 
Psychotria so fewer leaves are used. The 
leaves of either plant are not psychoactive if 
eaten or smoked due to the relatively low 
alkaloid content and rapid breakdown of al- 
kaloids by monoamine oxidase, a natural 
human enzyme. 

Psychotrop Psychoactive substance. 
Psychotropic In its most general sense, a 
term with the same meaning as psychoactive, 
i.e. affecting the mind or mental processes. 
Strictly speaking, a psychotropic drug is any 
chemical agent whose primary or significant 
effects are on the central nervous system. 
Some writers apply the term to dnugs whose 
primary use is in the treatment of mental dis- 
orders - anxiolytic sedatives, antidepressants, 
antimanic agents, and neuroleptics. Others use 
the terrn to refer to substances with a high 
abuse liability because of their effects on 
mood, consciousness, or both - stimulants, 
hallucinogens, opioids, sedatives hypnotics 
(including alcohol), etc. 

In the context, "psychotropic substances" re- 
fers to substances controlled by the 1971 Con- 
vention on Psychotropic Substances (see con- 
ventions, international drug).

It is cloudy and whitish in appear- 
ance, with sour buttermilk-like flavour, and 
about 6 percent alcohol content. It is made 
from fermented agua miel ("honey water"), 


the sap of the agave, or maguey, plant (often 
called century plant), collected by cutting the 
flower bud from a four- to six-year-old plant, 
leaving a basinlike cavity. After several 
months the cavity walls and surrounding leaf 
bases are scraped, the first sap is drawn, and 
the plant refills, providing up to 15 pints a 
day until it dies. The sap, containing ap- 
proximately 10 percent sugar, is fermented 
in vats for several days, often with the addi- 
tion of previously fermented pulque (madre 
pulque) to hasten the process. The freshly 
fermented beverage is consumed unaged, 
still containing suspended yeast cells, some- 
times with added fruit-juice flavouring 
(pulque curado). It is sold in containers, 
sometimes pasteurized before bottling, or by 
the barrel to drinking houses (pulquerias). 
An important and inexpensive source of car- 
bohydrates, amino acids, and vitamins for 
Mexico's lower-income population, pulque 
may in some regions provide the major liq- 
uid intake during the dry season. American 
Spanish, from Nahuatl poliuhqui, decom- 
posed, lost.

Comte in Poitou, he continued to study Greek, 
despite the opposition of the ecclesiastical 
faculty of the Sorbonne. After further studies 
at another Benedictine house and at various 
universities, including Paris and Montpellier, 
he went to Lyon, then an intellectual center, 
where he practiced medicine and published a 
reprint of the Aphorisms of the ancient Greek 
physician Hippocrates. At the same time he 
expressed his sense of humor writing popular 
almanacs making sport of astrology. Panta- 
gruel (1532), Rabelais's first great work, is the 
life story of a lusty young giant of great 
strength and appetites. It had its origins in an 
anonymous contemporary book entitled Les 
grandes et inestimables cronicques du grand 
et énorme géant Gargantua In the books of 
Pantagruel he gives detailed information on 
the use of cannabis.

Attendance of at least 50 people (varies 
widely from region to region around the 
world;some cities routinely attract over 
10,000. 

Use of dance drugs like ecstasy and LSD (var- 
ies widely from rave to rave; some raves are 
substance-free) 

Non-use of alcohol (varies from rave to rave) 
Vending of non-alcoholic "smart drinks" like 
guarana and coffein drinks, t-shirts, and DJ 
mix tapes 

Retro and "little kid" fashions 

"Chill out" areas or rooms featuring ambient 
music where sometimes cannabis is smoked. 
For various reasons there are negative conno- 
tations associated with the word, so many rav- 
ers choose not to say it. They may say "party" 
or "event," or they may refer to the rave by the 
name given by its promoters. 

Raven's End Film released 1963, director 
Bo Widerberg. Original title: Kvarteret Kor- 
pen. A classical Swedish film of an alcoholic 
father and a working class familys struggle 
against poverty This drama is set in the Ra- 
ven's End ghetto of Malmö, Sweden. The 
story centers upon a factory worker who as- 
pires to becoming a writer. Unfortunately, he 
and his mother, a charwoman, must work very 
hard to support his alcoholic father who re- 
fuses to work as a mere "commoner." When 
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he receives his first rejection slip (plus a few 
encouraging words) for his novel, he becomes 
distraught and seeks solace in the arms of a 
pretty neighbor, whom he accidentally im- 
pregnates. His life becomes more complex 
when she demands he marry her. Rather than 
stay and be trapped in a life in the slums, the 
fellow flees for Stockholm.

In it's natural enviorment, it 
often grows to heights of 10 or 15 feet. It's 
mescaline content is less than that of peyote 
(0.3-1. 2 percent), but because of it's great size 
and rapid growth, it may provide a more eco- 
nomical source of mescaline than peyote. One 
plant may easily yield several pounds of pure 
mescaline upon extraction. San Pedro also 
contains tyramine, hordenine, 3- 
methoxytyramine, anhalaninine, anhalonidine, 
3,4-dimethoxyphen-ethylamine, 3,4- 
dimethoxy-4-hydroxy-B-phenethylamine, and 
3,5-dimethoxy-4-hydroxy-B-phenethylamine. 
Some of these are known sympathomimetics. 
Others have no apparent effects when ingested 
by themselves. It is possible, however, that in 
combination with the mescaline and other ac- 
tive compounds they may have a synergistic 
influence upon one another and subtly alter 
the qualitive aspects of the experience. It is 
also possible that any compounds in the plant 
which act a mild MAO inhibitors will render a 
person vulnerable to some of the above men- 
tioned amines which would ordinarily be me- 
tabolized before they could take effect. 

San Pedro may be eaten fresh or dried and 
taken in the same way as peyote. There is evi- 
dence that the ritualistic use of San Pedro 
dates back to 1000 BC. Even today it is used 
by Curanderos (medicine men) of northern 
Peru. They prepare a drink called Cimora 
from it and take this in a ceremonial setting to 
diagnose the spiritual or subconscious basis of 
a patient's illness.

It also has a 
marked depressant action on the central nerv- 
ous system, and this is the basis of its main 
therapeutic uses. Combined with morphine it 
produces "twilight sleep," a state of analgesia 
and amnesia. This drug combination has been 
used during childbirth, and similar combina- 
tions are used for preoperative medication. 
Scopolamine taken orally is an effective rem- 
edy for motion sickness, probably because of 
its central depressant and antispasmodic ac- 
tion. It also finds use in controlling the rigidity 
and tremor of Parkinson's disease.

Screening test An evaluative instrument or 
procedure, either biological or psychological, 
whose main purpose is to discover, within a 
given population, as many individuals as pos- 
sible who currently have a condition or disor- 
der or who are at risk of developing one at 
some point in the future. Screening tests are 
often not diagnostic in the strict sense of the 
term, although a positive screening test will 
typically be followed by one or more defini- 
tive tests to confirm or reject the diagnosis 
suggested by the screening test. A test with 
high sensitivity is able to identify the majority 
of genuine cases of the condition under con- 
sideration. For example, sensitivity of 90% 
means that the test will identify as positive 90 
out of 100 people known to have the condition 
(and will miss the other 10, who are termed 
"false negatives"). 

Specificity, on the other hand, refers to a test's 
ability to exclude false cases; that is, the 
greater its specificity, the less likely the test is 
to give positive results for individuals who do 
not, in fact, have the disease in question 
("false positives"). 

The term "screening instrument" is also in 
widespread use, typically referring to a ques- 
tionnaire or brief interview schedule. Exam- 
ples of screening instruments for alcohol-use 
disorders include Alcohol Use Disorders Iden- 
tification Test (AUDIT), Michigan Alcohol- 
ism Screening Test (MAST), Munich Alcohol- 
ism Test (MALT), the Cut-down, Annoyed, 
Guilty, Eye-opener (CAGE) test, and the Le- 
Go grid.

Sedative or Hypnotic Dependence 
Syndrome In the /CD-10 World Health Or- 
ganization Classification of Mental and Be- 
havioural Disorders defined as: 

F13. 2 Sedative or Hypnotic Dependence 
Syndrome 

A cluster of physiological, behavioural, and 
cognitive phenomena in which the use of 
sedatives or hypnotics takes on a much higher 
priority for a given individual than other be- 
haviours that once had greater value. A central 
descriptive characteristic of the dependence 
syndrome is the desire (often strong, some- 
times overpowering) to take sedatives or hyp- 
notics (which may or may not have been 
medically prescribed). There may be evidence 
that return to substance use after a period of 
abstinence leads to a more rapid reappearance 
of other features of the syndrome than occurs 
with nondependent individuals. 

Diagnostic Guidelines 

A definite diagnosis of dependence should 
usually be made only if three or more of the 
following have been experienced or exhibited 
at some time during the previous year: 

(a) a strong desire or sense of compulsion to 
take sedatives or hypnotics; 

(b) difficulties in controlling sedative or hyp- 
notic-taking behaviour in terms of its onset, 
termination, or levels of use; 

(c) a physiological withdrawal state when 
sedative or hypnotic use has ceased or been 
reduced, as evidenced by: the characteristic 
withdrawal syndrome for sedatives or hypnot- 
ics; or use of the same (or a closely related) 
substance with the intention of relieving or 
avoiding withdrawal symptoms; 

(d) evidence of tolerance, such that increased 
doses of sedatives or hypnotics are required in 
order to achieve effects originally produced by 
lower doses; 

(e) progressive neglect of alternative pleasures 
or interests because of sedative or hypnotic 
use, increased amount of time necessary to ob- 
tain or take the substance or to recover from 
its effects; 

(f) persisting with sedative or hypnotic use de- 
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spite clear evidence of overtly harmful conse- 
quences, such as depressive mood states con- 
sequent to periods of heavy substance use, or 
drug-related impairment of cognitive function- 
ing; efforts should be made to determine that 
the user was actually, or could be expected to 
be, aware of the nature and extent of the harm. 
Narrowing of the personal repertoire of pat- 
terns of sedative or hypnotic use has also been 
described 

as a characteristic feature. 

It is an essential characteristic of the depend- 
ence syndrome that either sedative or hypnotic 
taking or a desire to take sedatives or hypnot- 
ics should be present; the subjective awareness 
of compulsion to use drugs is most commonly 
seen during attempts to stop or control sub- 
stance use. 

In the USA a slightly different diagnosis tradi- 
tion exists mainly organised after DSM IV. 
Diagnostic Criteria 

A.Sedative abuse: A destructive pattern of 
sedative use, leading to significant social, oc- 
cupational, or medical impairment. 

B.Must have three (or more) of the following, 
occurring when the sedative use was at its 
worst: 

1. Sedative tolerance: 

Either need for markedly increased amounts of 
sedative to achieve intoxication, or markedly 
diminished effect with continued use of the 
same amount of sedative. 2. Sedative with- 
drawal symptoms: 

Either (a) or (b). 

(a) Two (or more) of the following, develop- 
ing within several hours to a few days of re- 
duction in heavy or prolonged sedative use: 
sweating or rapid pulse 

increased hand tremor 

insomnia

Nonpathologic sedative use for recreational or 
medical purposes; repeated episodes of Seda- 
tive Intoxication. 

Sedative-hypnotic drug Chemical sub- 
stance used to reduce tension and anxiety and 
induce calm (sedative effect) or to induce 
sleep (hypnotic effect). Most such drugs exert 
a quieting or calming effect at low doses and a 
sleep-inducing effect in larger doses. Sedative- 
hypnotic drugs tend to depress the central 
nervous system. Since these actions can be ob- 
tained with other drugs, such as opiates, the 
characteristic of sedative-hypnotics is their se- 
lective ability to achieve their effects without 
affecting mood or reducing sensitivity to pain. 
For centuries alcohol and opium were the only 
drugs available that had sedative-hypnotic ef- 
fects. Chloral hydrate, a derivative of ethyl al- 
cohol, was introduced in 1869 as the first syn- 
thetic sedative-hypnotic, and in 1903 barbital 
was synthesized. Phenobarbital became avail- 
able in 1912 and was followed, during the 
next 20 years, by a long series of other barbi- 
turates. In the mid-20th century new types of 
sedative-hyponotic drugs were synthesized, 
chief among them the benzodiazepines (the 
so-called minor tranquilizers). 

Barbiturates were extensively used as "sleep- 
ing pills" throughout the first half of the 20th 
century. Among the most commonly pre- 
scribed kinds were phenobarbital, secobarbital 
(marketed under Seconal and other trade 
names), amobarbital (Amytal), and pentobar- 
bital (Nembutal). When taken in high enough 
doses, these drugs are capable of producing a 
deep unconsciousness that makes them useful 
as general anesthetics. In still higher doses, 
they depress the central nervous and respira- 
tory systems to the point of coma, respiratory 
failure, and death. Additionally, the prolonged 
use of barbiturates for relief of insomnia leads 
to tolerance, in which the user requires 
amounts of the drug much in excess of the ini- 
tial therapeutic dose, and to addiction, in

which denial of the drug precipitates with- 
drawal, as indicated by such symptoms as 
restlessness, anxiety, weakness, insomnia, 
nausea, and convulsions. 

Because of these health risks, the barbiturates 
were gradually supplanted by the benzodi- 
azepines beginning in the 1960s. The latter are 
more effective in relieving anxiety than in in- 
ducing sleep, but they are superior to barbitu- 
rates because of the reduced dangers of toler- 
ance and addiction and because they are much 
less likely to injuriously depress the central 
nervous system at high doses. They also re- 
quire a much smaller dosage than do barbitu- 
rates to achieve their effects. The benzodi- 
azepines include chlordiazepoxide (Librium), 
diazepam (Valium), alprazolam (Xanax), 
oxazepam (Serax), and triazolam (Halcion). 
They are, however, intended only for short- or 
medium-term use, since the body does de- 
velop a tolerance to them and withdrawal 
symptoms (anxiety, restlessness, and so on) 
develop even in those who have used the 
drugs for only four to six weeks. The benzodi- 
azepines are thought to achieve their effect 
within the brain by facilitating the action of 
the neurotransmitter gamma-aminobutyric 
acid, which is known to inhibit anxiety. 
Antipsychotic drugs (major tranquilizers), tri- 
cyclic antidepressants, and antihistamines can 
also induce drowsiness, though this is not their 
primary function. Most over-the-counter 
sleeping aids use antihistamines as their active 
ingredient.

Sedative/hypnotic Any of a group of cen- 
tral nervous system depressants with the ca- 
pacity of relieving anxiety and inducing calm- 
ness and sleep. Several such drugs also induce 
amnesia and muscle relaxation and/or have an- 
ticonvulsant properties. Major classes of seda- 
tives/hypnotics include the benzodiazepines 
and the barbiturates. Also included are alco- 
hol, buspirone, chloral hydrate, acetylcarbro- 
mal, glutethimide, methyprylon, ethchlorvynol, 
ethinamate, meprobamate, and methaqualone. 
Some authorities use the term seda- 
tives/hypnotics only for a subclass of these 
drugs used to calm acutely distressed persons 
or to induce sleep, and distinguish them from 
(minor) tranquillizers used for the treatment of 
anxiety. 

Barbiturates have a narrow therapeutic-to- 
toxic dosage ratio and are lethal in overdose. 
Their abuse liability is high; physical depend- 
ence, including tolerance, develops rapidly. 
Chloral hydrate, acetylcarbromal, g/lutethim- 
ide, methyprylon, ethchlorvynol, and ethina- 
mate also have a high liability for physical de- 


pendence and misuse and are also highly le- 
thal in overdose. Because of such dangers, 
none of the sedatives/hypnotics should be used 
chronically for the treatment of insomnia. 

All sedatives/hypnotics may impair concentra- 
tion, memory, and coordination; other fre- 
quent effects are hangover, slurred speech, in- 
coordination, unsteady gait, drowsiness, dry 
mouth, decreased gastrointestinal motility, and 
lability of mood. A paradoxical reaction of ex- 
citement or rage may be produced occasion- 
ally. The time before onset of sleep is reduced 
but REM sleep is suppressed. Withdrawal of 
the dnug concemed may produce a rebound of 
REM sleep and deterioration of sleep patterns. 
In consequence, patients treated over a long 
period can become psychologically and physi- 
cally dependent on the drug even if they never 
exceed the prescribed dose. Withdrawal reac- 
tions can be severe and may occur after no 
more than several weeks of moderate use of a 
sedative/hypnotic or anxiolytic drug. 
Symptoms of withdrawal include anxiety, irri- 
tability, insomnia (often with nightmares), 
nausea or vomiting, tachycardia, sweating, or- 
thostatic hypotension, hallucinatory misper- 
ceptions, muscle cramps, tremors and myo- 
clonic twitches, hyperreflexia, and grand mal 
seizures that may progress to fatal status epi- 
lepticus. A withdrawal delirium may develop, 
usually within one week of cessation or sig- 
nificant reduction in dosage. 

Long-term sedative/hypnotic abuse is likely to 
produce impairments in memory, verbal and 
nonverbal learning, speed, and coordination 
that last long after detoxification and, in some, 
result in a permanent ammnestic disor- 
der.Mental and behavioural disorders due to 
use of other sedatives or hypnotics.

Among these groups are such 
organizations as Alcoholics Anonymous and 
those for the victims and families of victims of 
specific diseases, child abuse, suicide, and 
crime. Groups concerned with a shared situa- 
tion include those for the elderly, single par- 
ents, and homosexuals. The definition of such 
groups sometimes includes social-advocacy 
organizations and halfway services (e.g., drug 
rehabilitation centers). Although self-help 
groups may draw on, or offer a bridge to, pro- 
fessional assistance, free services are usually 
provided by the members themselves through 
meetings, publications, and individual con- 
tacts.

Sev- 
eral antidepressant drugs achieve their effect 
by inhibiting the body's physiological inacti- 
vation of serotonin, resulting in the accumula- 
tion of that neurotransmitter in the brain (and a 
consequent elevation of mood). Conversely, 
excessive serotonin activity in the brain ap- 
pears to cause such symptoms as migraines 
and nausea. The hallucinogenic compound 
LSD may act by inhibiting the action of sero- 
tonin.

Solution Many pharmaceuticals are simply 
solutions of a medicament in water, alcohol, 
ether, glycerin, or some other solvent. Various 
flavoured waters (e.g., chloroform or pepper- 
mint water) may also be used as solvents. Af- 
ter mixing, many solutions require additional 
treatment such as sterilization or addition of 
antimicrobial agents, stabilizers, or buffers. 
Spirits are solutions of a volatile substance in 
alcohol or a mixture of water and alcohol. 
Elixirs are clear, sweetened hydroalcoholic 
(alcohol and water solvent) liquids for oral 
use, usually containing potent or nauseous 
drugs. Simple elixirs are prepared by solution, 
while those made from plant drugs are pro- 
duced by maceration or percolation (described 
below). Tinctures, solutions of a nonvolatile 
substance in alcohol or a mixture of water and 
alcohol, are manufactured by simple solution, 
maceration, or percolation. 

In maceration, the drug, suitably prepared, is 
placed, together with the extracting solvent 
(known as the menstruum), in a closed vessel 
and left for a defined period, usually three to 
seven days, with occasional shaking. The 
product is then filtered, the residue on the fil- 
ter (known as the marc) is pressed to avoid 
loss, and the mixed filtrates are clarified, ei- 
ther by subsidence (settling out) or filtration. 
In percolation, the powdered drug is first 
moistened with the extracting solvent, allowed 
to stand for a defined period, and then care- 
fully packed in a conical or cylindrical vessel 
with a perforated false bottom and a tap at the 
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base known as a percolator. Sufficient extract- 
ing solvent is added to saturate the drug, and, 
when liquid begins to drip from the percolator, 
the tap is closed and sufficient solvent added 
to form a layer above the drug. Maceration is 
then allowed to proceed for a defined period 
(usually 24 hours), followed by slow percola- 
tion, more solvent being added as necessary, 
until the desired volume of percolate is ob- 
tained, which is then clarified by subsidence 
or filtration. 

Fluid extracts are solutions, in alcohol, water, 
ether, or a mixture of these, of the active part 
of a vegetable drug so prepared that one cubic 
centimeter of extract has the same strength as 
one gram of the dry drug. More concentrated 
than tinctures, fluid extracts are made by per- 
colation or maceration. 

Numerous other types of solutions are used in 
pharmacy, such as collodions (viscous liquids 
for external application) or liniments (liquids 
for external application, usually consisting of 
a drug in oil or soap solution).

Steroid One of a group of naturally occur- 
ring or synthetic hormones which are complex 
lipids based on the cholesterol molecule, and 
which affect chemical processes in the body, 
growth, and sexual and other physiological 
functions. 

They include adrenal cortical, testicular, and 
ovarian hormones and their derivatives. 

In the context for of drug use and drug prob- 
lems, anabolic steroids are of principal con- 
cern. These compounds are related to male sex 
hormones; they increase muscle mass and, in 
women, cause masculinization. Anabolic ster- 
oids are misused by athletes with the aim of 
increasing strength and performance. 

Steroids are characterized by a molecular 
structure of 17 carbon atoms arranged in four 
rings. In the parent structure (named gonane 
and referred to as the steroid nucleus), the car- 
bon atoms are bonded to 28 hydrogen atoms. 
Steroids are important in biology, chemistry, 
and medicine. They include the sex hormones, 
adrenal cortical hormones, bile acids, sterols, 
anabolic agents, and oral contraceptives. 

The first therapeutic use of steroids goes back 
to the 18th century when foxglove extracts 
were found to be beneficial for some heart 
conditions. The active ingredient in these 
preparations, digitalis, is still used today. It is 
a steroid glycoside, a molecule in which a 
steroid is linked to a sugar residue. Many plant 
steroids are cardiac glycosides, which in large 
doses can be fatal and may be used by the 
plant to ward off predatory insects. Some 
toads secrete steroid glycosides that may also 
act as a defense mechanism. 

Corticosteroids and their synthetic analogues, 
such as prednisone and dexamethasone, are 
used therapeutically to control rheumatism 
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and other inflammatory ailments. Anabolic 
steroids - which increase constructive metabo- 
lism - are sometimes administered to postop- 
erative and geriatric patients to promote mus- 
cle growth and tissue regeneration. In recent 
years, a growing number of amateur and pro- 
fessional athletes have made use of synthetic 
analogues of testosterone to accelerate muscu- 
lar development and to improve strength. 
Medical researchers have determined that 
anabolic steroids can have harmful effects, 
particularly in young people who are still de- 
veloping physically. Continued and prolonged 
use may lead to heart disease, sexual and re- 
productive disorders, immune deficiencies, 
liver damage, stunted growth (in teenagers and 
young adults), and aggressive, violent behav- 
iour. See also: Abuse of non-dependence- 
producing substances. 

Steroid hormone Any of a group of hor- 
mones that belong to the class of chemical 
compounds known as steroids; they are se- 
creted by three "steroid glands" - the adrenal 
cortex, testes, and ovaries - and during preg- 
nancy by the placenta. All steroid hormones 
are derived from cholesterol. They are trans- 
ported through the bloodstream to the cells of 
various target organs where they carry out the 
regulation of a wide range of physiological 
functions. 

These hormones often are classified according 
to the organs that synthesize them: the adrenal 
steroids are so called because they are secreted 
by the adrenal cortex, and the sex hormones 
are those produced by the ovaries and testes. 
This distinction is not exclusive, however, be- 
cause the adrenal cortex also secretes sex 
hormones, albeit to a lesser extent than do the 
gonads, and the ovaries under abnormal condi- 
tions may produce adrenal steroids. 

The adrenal cortex produces the adrenocorti- 
cal hormones, which consist of the glucocorti- 
coids and the mineralocorticoids. Glucocorti- 
coids such as cortisol control or influence 
many metabolic processes, including the for- 
mation of glucose from amino acids and fatty 
acids and the deposition of glycogen in the 
liver. Glucocorticoids also help to maintain 
normal blood pressure, and their anti- 
inflammatory and immunosuppressive actions 
have rendered them useful in treating rheuma- 
toid arthritis and preventing the rejection of 
transplanted organs. Mineralocorticoids such 
as aldosterone help maintain the balance be- 
tween water and salts in the body, predomi- 
nantly exerting their effects within the kidney. 
The androgens are the male sex hormones. 
The principal androgen, testosterone, is pro- 
duced primarily by the testes and in lesser 
amounts by the adrenal cortex and (in women) 


by the ovaries. Androgens are primarily re- 
sponsible for the development and mainte- 
nance of reproductive function and stimulation 
of the secondary sex characteristics in the 
male. Androgens also have an anabolic (syn- 
thesizing and constructive, rather than degra- 
dative) function in stimulating the production 
of skeletal muscles and bone as well as red 
blood cells. To enhance the anabolic activity 
of androgens without increasing their mascu- 
linizing ability, anabolic steroids were devel- 
oped. Though originally intended to combat 
diseases marked by wasting, these synthetic 
hormones have been abused by individuals de- 
siring to increase their muscle mass, such as 
athletes seeking to gain a competitive advan- 
tage. Overdosing has been linked to serious 
side effects, including infertility and coronary 
heart disease. 

Estrogens are one of the two types of female 
sex hormones. They are secreted mainly by 
the ovaries and in smaller amounts by the ad- 
renal glands and (in men) by the testes. Estra- 
diol is the most potent of the estrogens. Func- 
tioning similarly to androgens, the estrogens 
promote the development of the primary and 
secondary female sex characteristics; they also 
stimulate linear growth and skeletal matura- 
tion. In other mammals these hormones have 
been shown to precipitate estrus (heat). The 
ovarian production of estrogen plummets dur- 
ing menopause. 

Progestins, the most important of which is 
progesterone, are the other type of female sex 
hormone and are named for their role in main- 
taining pregnancy (pro-gestation). Estrogens 
and progestins are secreted cyclically during 
menstruation. During the menstrual cycle, the 
ruptured ovarian follicle (the corpus luteum) 
of the ovary produces progesterone, which 
renders the uterine lining receptive to the im- 
plantation of a fertilized ovum. Should this 
occur, the placenta becomes the main source 
of progesterone, without which the pregnancy 
would terminate. As pregnancy progresses, 
placental production of progesterone in- 
creases, and these high doses suppress ovula- 
tion, preventing a second conception. The con- 
traceptive quality of progesterone led to the 
development of structurally modified pro- 
gestins and estrogens - the oral contraceptives 
known as birth-control pills, used by women 
to prevent unwanted pregnancy.

Stimulant In reference to the central nerv- 
ous system, any agent that activates, enhances, 
or increases neural activity; also called psy- 
chostimulant. Included are the amfetamines, 
cocaine, caffeine and other xanthines, nico- 
tine, and synthetic appetite suppressants such 
as phenmetrazine or methylphenidate. 

Other drugs have stimulant actions which are 
not their primary effect but which may be 
manifest in high doses or after chronic use; 
they include antidepressants, anticholinergics, 
and certain opioids. 

Stimulants can give rise to symptoms sugges- 
tive of intoxication, including tachycardia, pu- 
pillary dilatation, elevated blood pressure, hy- 
perreflexia.swcating, chills, nausea or vomit- 
ing, and abnormal behaviour such as fighting, 
grandiosity, hypervigilance, agitation, and im- 
paired judgment. Chronic misuse commonly 
induces personality and behaviour changes 
such as impulsivity, aggressivity, irritability, 
and suspiciousness. A full-blown delusional 
psychosis may occur. Cessation of intake after 
prolonged or heavy use may produce a with- 
drawal syndrome, with depressed mood, fa- 
tigue, sleep disturbance, and increased dream- 
ing. 

In ICD.10, mental and behavioural disorders 
due to use of stimulants are subdivided into 
those due to the use of cocaine (F14) and 
those due to the use of other stimulants, in- 
cluding caffeine (F15). Prominent among them 
are amfetamine psychosis and cocaine psy- 
chosis.

Stimulant Dependence Syndrome In the 
World Health Organization JCD-10 Classifica- 
tion of Mental and Behavioural Disorders, 
Geneva, 1992 defined as: 

F15.2 Stimulant Dependence Syndrome 

A cluster of physiological, behavioural, and 
cognitive phenomena in which the use of other 
stimulants including caffeine takes on a much 
higher priority for a given individual than 
other behaviours that once had greater value. 
A central descriptive characteristic of the de- 
pendence syndrome is the desire (often strong, 
sometimes overpowering) to take stimulants 
(which may or may not have been medically 
prescribed). There may be evidence that return 
to substance use after a period of abstinence 
leads to a more rapid reappearance of other 
features of the syndrome than occurs with 
nondependent individuals. 

Diagnostic Guidelines 

A definite diagnosis of dependence should 
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usually be made only if three or more of the 
following have been experienced or exhibited 
at some time during the previous year: 

(a) a strong desire or sense of compulsion to 
take stimulants; 

(b) difficulties in controlling stimulant-taking 
behaviour in terms of its onset, termination, or 
levels of use; 

(c) a physiological withdrawal state when 
stimulant use has ceased or been reduced, as 
evidenced by: the characteristic withdrawal 
syndrome for stimulants; or use of the same 
(or a closely related) substance with the inten- 
tion of relieving or avoiding withdrawal 
symptoms; 

(d) evidence of tolerance, such that increased 
doses of stimulants are required in order to 
achieve effects originally produced by lower 
doses; 

(e) progressive neglect of alternative pleasures 
or interests because of stimulant use, increased 
amount of time necessary to obtain or take the 
substance or to recover from its effects; 

(f) persisting with stimulant use despite clear 
evidence of overtly harmful consequences, 
such as depressive mood states consequent to 
periods of heavy substance use, or drug- 
related impairment of cognitive functioning; 
efforts should be made to determine that the 
user was actually, or could be expected to be, 
aware of the nature and extent of the harm. 
Narrowing of the personal repertoire of pat- 
terns of stimulant use has also been described 
as a characteristic feature. 

It is an essential characteristic of the depend- 
ence syndrome that either stimulant taking or 
a desire to take stimulants should be present; 
the subjective awareness of compulsion to use 
drugs is most commonly seen during attempts 
to stop or control substance use.

It is practically 
insoluble in water and is soluble only with dif- 
ficulty in alcohol and other common organic 
solvents. It has an exceptionally bitter taste. 
Strychnine has been used in rodent poisons 
and in smaller doses as a stimulant in veteri- 
nary practice. It increases the reflex irritability 
of the spinal cord, which results in a loss of 
normal inhibition of the body's motor cells, 
causing severe contractions of the muscles; 
arching of the back is a common symptom of 
poisoning. Strychnine rapidly enters the blood, 
whether taken orally or by injection, and 
symptoms of poisoning usually appear within 
20 minutes. The symptoms begin with cramps 
and soon culminate in powerful and agonizing 
convulsions that subside after a minute but re- 
cur at a touch, a noise, or some other minor 
stimulus. Death is usually due to asphyxiation 
resulting from continuous spasms of the respi- 
ratory muscles. Strychnine has been used in 
traditional medicine as a stimulant and aphro- 
disiaca Strychnine i sometimes used as an 
adulterant for illegfal drugs. The anger with 
strychnine is that even slightly ovedoses (over 
2 mg) can be fatal.

The clinical states that may occur, though not 
necessarily with all psychoactive substances, 
include acute intoxication, harmful use, de- 
pendence syndrome, withdrawal syndrome 
(state), withdrawal state with delirium, psy- 
chotic disorder, late-onset psychotic disorder, 
and amnesic syndrome.

The 
difficulties faced by drug addicts attempting 
to kick their habits provide the basis of this 
gritty, realistic drama that was filmed at a 
real rehabilitation house in Santa Monica, 
California. The story centers on an ex-con 
who is having trouble following the strict 
tules of the house. Soon he finds himself in- 
volved in an affair with another inmate, an 
ex-hooker. She is only supposed to monitor 
and assist with his recovery, not get emo- 
tionally involved. Their affair causes another 
resident to become jealous. He forces the 
lovers to leave the center. Unfortunately, the 
cure is not complete for the ex-con and soon 
after leaving, he begins looking for more 
drugs. This results in his dying of an over- 
dose in a cheap hotel. The ex-hooker then re- 
turns to the rehabilitation house to resume 
her own treatment.

Tea Beverage produced by steeping top 
leaves and buds of the tea plant Camellia si- 
nensis of the family Theaceae in freshly 
boiled water. 

Tea is consumed as either a hot or a cold bev- 
erage by about one-half of the world's popula- 
tion, yet it is second to coffee in commercial 
importance, largely because a significant por- 
tion of the world's tea crop is consumed in the 
growing regions. 

The major tea types, classified according to 
processing method, include: fermented, or 
black, tea, producing an amber-coloured, full- 
flavoured beverage without bitterness; semi- 
fermented, or oolong, producing a slightly bit- 
ter, light brownish-green liquid; and unfer- 
mented, or green, tea, resulting in a mild, 
slightly bitter, pale greenish-yellow beverage. 
Brick tea, formed of compressed leaves and 
sometimes other plant parts, is consumed 
mainly in Tibet and inner Asia. In some Asian 
countries the leaves may also be pickled and 
consumed as a vegetable, called leppet-so in 
Myanmar (Burma) and miang in Thailand. 

Tea is commonly sold in loose form, in filter- 
paper tea bags, or in soluble form. Tea bags 
were introduced by Thomas Sullivan, a New 
York wholesaler who sent tea samples to his 
customers in small silk bags instead of the 
usual tins. Instant teas, first produced in the 
1940s, include flavoured and cold-water- 
soluble types. 

Tea contains only four calories per cup when 
consumed without added ingredients but is a 
source of several B-complex vitamins, includ- 
ing B and nicotinic acid. Caffeine is responsi- 
ble for tea's stimulating effect. Flavour is pro- 
duced by volatile oils, and astringency and 
colour by tannin. Astringency and flavour de- 
velopment increase with length of the steeping 
period. Although some varieties produce col- 
our quickly, satisfactory flavour development 
requires three to five minutes of steeping to 
achieve the desired maximum caffeine extrac- 
tion and moderate amount of tannin. 

The origin of the use of tea as a beverage is 
lost in antiquity. A Chinese legend places the 
introduction of tea as a beverage in the reign 
of the emperor Shen Nung, about 2737 BC. 
However, the earliest mention to which mod- 
ern scholars give credence is found in the Erh 
Ya, an ancient Chinese dictionary, about 350 
BC. It is believed that tea cultivation began in 


the interior province of Szechwan in China, 
gradually extending down the Yangtze Valley 
to the seaboard provinces. Tea cultivation was 
introduced into Japan, along with other as- 
pects of Chinese civilization, in about the last 
decade of the 6th century. At first it was drunk 
primarily by Zen Buddhist monks, but by the 
13th century tea had become a popular bever- 
age in Japan. The ancient tea ceremony, or 
cha-no-yu, is still practiced widely. The Japa- 
nese variety of tea was introduced into Java in 
1684 by Andreas Cleyer, a German naturalist 
and doctor of medicine. In 1827 a young 
Dutch tea taster, J.I.L.L. Jacobson, risked his 
life to penetrate China's forbidden tea gardens 
and bring back tea seeds and labourers in or- 
der to cultivate the tea plant in the Dutch East 
Indies. 

Tea was first mentioned in European literature 
in 1559 as chai catai ("tea of China") in Navi- 
gationi e viaggi ("Voyages and Travels") by 
Gian Battista Ramusio, a noted Venetian au- 
thor. The first reference to tea by an English- 
man, in 1615, is credited to R.L. Wickham, 
who was in charge of the English East India 
Company's agency at Firando, Japan. More 
coffee was drunk in England than anywhere 
else in the world when tea was first publicly 
sold at Garway's Coffee House in London in 
1657. 

One of the most picturesque eras in maritime 
history was that of the clipper ships, which 
transported tea from China to England and 
North America. The world's greatest tea mo- 
nopoly, the English East India Company- 
which operated from about 1600 to 1858- 
played a major role in popularizing the bever- 
age. In an effort to perpetuate this monopoly, 
the British Parliament passed the Tea Act of 
1773, which precipitated the Boston Tea Party 
and which was a contributory cause of the 
American Revolution. 

The use of tea as a beverage was well estab- 
lished in Holland by the mid-17th century, and 
the afternoon tea custom spread across the At- 
lantic to New Amsterdam (now New York 
City). In England the custom of serving after- 
noon tea and cakes was originated by the 
Duchess of Bedford around 1840. Iced tea was 
introduced at the St. Louis World's Fair of 
1904 by Richard Blechynden, an Englishman 
who, unable to sell the heated beverage be- 
cause of hot weather, poured it over ice. 

The founding of India's tea industry stems 
from the appointment of a committee by Gov. 
Gen. Lord William Henry Cavendish Ben- 
tinck, in 1834, to formulate a plan for tea cul- 
tivation.

Techno A style of dance music that gained 
popularity in the 1990s, combines com- 
puter-generated, discolike rhythms with 
digital samples. 

Techno is often used as a catch-all term; in ac- 
tuality a wide variety of music is played at 
raves. In 1987-88, when raves began, techno 
was still a fairly new word being used to de- 
scribe the kraftwerk and Parlia- 
ment/Funkadelic-influenced music produced 
by a handful of African Americans in Detroit's 
club circuit. The style was warmer and more 
soulful than most techno we hear today, but 
colder and more electronic than the rhythm & 
blues sounds that were popular in the main- 
stream at the time. While early techno was 
probably in some DJs' playlists, the music of 
raves in 1987-88, according to dance music 
magazine articles from 1991-92, was primarily 
a mixture of psychedelic dance rock (the 
Sound of Manchester: The Happy Mondays, 
The Stone Roses) and Acid House (the club 
sound of Chicago at that time, which for some 
reason was very popular in England). The in- 
die dance rock sound went out the door rather 
quickly. More and more styles of electronic 
dancemusic succeeded acid house, evolving 
for better or worse into the myriad of styles 
commonly referred to as "techno." Be aware 
that the techno music played at raves is very 
rarely anything like the kind of 
"techno,""techno-rave," "techno-industrial," 
"techno-dance," or "Eurodance" music played 
on mainstream or even alternative radio sta- 
tions. People who go to raves generally don't 
expect to hear anything that they would hear 
on a mainstream radio broadcast. When pop 
songs with techno influences emerge, ravers 
and musicians quickly distance themselves 
from it and underground techno that sounds 
like it, so in its own way, mainstream "techno" 
helps speed the development of "real" techno. 
In general, the purpose of the music played at 
raves is to make people dance. But it is more 
than that: the music has to take people into 
trance, it has to lull the conscious mind while 
at the same time stimulating the subconsious 
as well as the body. Most, but not all, music 
played at raves is intended to lose yourself in. 
Techno played at raves is a faceless, nameless 
organism, free of the chains of pop song struc- 
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ture and major label hype. It may have a hook, 
but no chorus. It may have a voice, but no 
lyric. Time stops when the mind's clock of 
frequent distractions is disconnected by the 
surreal, hypnotic syncopated rhythms being 
woven around your head by the DJ on the 
decks. Time stops and the Vibe begins.

In maceration, the drug, suitably prepared, is 
placed, together with the extracting solvent 
(known as the menstruum), in a closed vessel 
and left for a defined period, usually three to 
seven days, with occasional shaking. The 
product is then filtered, the residue on the fil- 
ter (known as the marc) is pressed to avoid 
loss, and the mixed filtrates are clarified, ei- 
ther by subsidence (settling out) or filtration. 
In percolation, the powdered drug is first 
moistened with the extracting solvent, allowed 
to stand for a defined period, and then care- 
fully packed in a conical or cylindrical vessel 
with a perforated false bottom and a tap at the 


base known as a percolator. Sufficient extract- 
ing solvent is added to saturate the drug, and, 
when liquid begins to drip from the percolator, 
the tap is closed and sufficient solvent added 
to form a layer above the drug. Maceration is 
then allowed to proceed for a defined period 
(usually 24 hours), followed by slow percola- 
tion, more solvent being added as necessary, 
until the desired volume of percolate is ob- 
tained, which is then clarified by subsidence 
or filtration.

TOBACCO Introduction Tobacco is a sub- 
stance consisting of the dried leaves and stems 
of the plant Nicotinia tabacum, which contains 
the drug nicotine. The plant is native to North 


America, but now is grown aroundthe world. 
Nicotine is a powerful nerve stimulant and is 
extremely toxic. Two to three drops of pure 
nicotine, if taken all at once, are enough to kill 
the average person. Nicotine has been classi- 
fied as one of the most addictive drug in exis- 
tence. There are three principal ways to con- 
sume tobacco smoking, chewing and dipping, 
and snuffing. Allthree ways produce approxi- 
mately equal blood nicotine levels in tobacco 
users. 

Smoking 

Inhalation of tobacco smoke from pipe, cigar 
or cigarette has been identified as the single 
most preventable cause of death and disease. 
Cigarette smoke contains more than 300 
known poisons, including such substances as 
nicotine, arsenic, cyanide, carbon monoxide, 
phenol and formaldehyde. Cigarette smoking 
is such an enticing habit that few smokers re- 
alize they are addicted - until they are hooked. 
Chewing 

Looseleaf tobacco and "dipping" moist, 
ground snuff tobacco are two common ways 
to use tobacco without smoking. Many con- 
sume smokeless tobacco under the mistaken 
impression that it is safer than cigarette smok- 
ing. Smokeless tobacco contains powerful 
chemicals, including nicotine, nitrosamines, 
polycyclic aromatic hydrocarbons, and dozens 
of other carcinogens, that can injure tissues in 
the mouth and throat. Despite users' erroneous 
impressions about differing health risks in 
cigarettes and smokeless tobacco the health 
risks presented by smokeless tobacco use are 
substantial, and cigarettes and smokeless to- 
bacco cannot be meaningfully compared. The 
oral use of smokeless tobacco represents a 
significant health risk. It is not a safe substi- 
tute forsmoking cigarettes. It can cause cancer 
and a number of noncancerous oral conditions 
and can lead to nicotine addiction and de- 
pendence. 

Snuffing 

A dry powdered tobacco is "snorted" and 
brought into contact with the nasal passage- 
ways and the nicotine is absorbed through the 
epithelium in the upper nasal passages. 
Cigarette smoking is the major single cause of 
cancer mortality. Many people fail to recog- 
nize the traumatic effect that cigarette smoke 
and nicotine have on the circulatory system. 
Cardiovascular problems such as high-blood 
pressure, heart disease, stroke and circulatory 
deficiencies are common in cigarette smokers. 
Chronic obstructive lung diseases such as em- 
physema and chronic bronchitis are 10 times 
more likely to occur in smokers than in non- 
smokers. Smoking during pregnancy also 
poses mserious risks. Spontaneous abortion, 
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preterm birth, low birth weights, and fetal and 
infant deaths all are more likely to occur when 
a pregnant woman smokes. 

Use of smokeless tobacco causes serious oral 
health problems, such as oral cancers, leu- 
koplakia, enamel erosion and tooth loss, gin- 
givitis, halitosis and gum ulcers. Because 
nicotine is present in msmokeless tobacco all 
the cardiovascular problems associated with 
cigarette smoking can develop as well. 
Environmental Tobacco Smoke - commonly 
referred to as "second-hand smoke"- is the No. 
1 airborne carcinogen, killing more people 
than all other forms of air pollution combined. 
This involuntary smoke is a cause of disease, 
including lung cancer in healthy 

non-smokers. Many workplaces and other 
businesses that serve the public are now con- 
sidering smoking-control ordinances to protect 
the health of non-smokers. 

Children of smokers, forced to breathe sec- 
ond-hand smoke, have more respiratory prob- 
lems and miss more school than do children of 
non-smokers. It is estimated that smokers! 
children miss about three additional days of 
school per year, the equivalent of seven weeks 
of school over the 12 years mof primary and 
secondary schooling, due to exposure to ciga- 
rette smoke in the home. The fact that smok- 
ing cigarettes interferes with one's sense of 
smell is well known, smokers lose 15 to 20 
percent of their sense of smell. 

In many contries federal law requires a system 
of warnings on cigarette packages and adver- 
tising. In the USA the warnings begin with 
"SURGEON GENERAL'S WARNING," and 
are followed with: 1) "Smoking Causes Lung 
Cancer, Heart Disease, Emphysema, and May 
Complicate Pregnancy," 2) "Smoking byPreg- 
nant Women May Result in Fetal Injury, Pre- 
mature Birth, and Low Birth Weight," 3) 
"CigaretteSmoke Contains Carbon Monox- 
ide," or 4) "Quitting Smoking Now Greatly 
Reduces Serious Risks to Your Health." 
Prevention of other illegal drugs use begins 
with the prevention of tobacco and other 
gateway drug use. Gateway drugs are drugs 
that serve as almost essential social and psy- 
chological precursors to use of other drugs, 
such as marijuana, heroin and cocaine, al- 
though the link between the gateway drug and 
the other drug is not biochemical. 

TOBACCO - Botany Tobacco is the term 
for a number of species of Nicotiana or the 
cured leaves of several of the species that are 
used after processing in various ways for 
smoking, snuffing, chewing, and extracting of 
nicotine. Common tobacco is Nicotiana ta- 
bacum, native to South America, Mexico, and 
the West Indies. Wild tobacco is Nicotiana 


rustica, the species cultivated by the Indians 
of eastern North America and presently culti- 
vated in Turkey, India, and several European 
countries. These two species were described 
by Carolus Linnaeus in 1753. Other species, 
such as Nicotiana attenuata, Nicotiana tri- 
gonophylla, and Nicotiana quadrivalvis, have 
been used for smoking by the Indians of 
western North America. Ornamental, flower- 
ing tobaccos are N. sylvestris and Nicotiana 
alata grandiflora. All species of Nicotiana are 
probably native to the Western Hemisphere 
except several species native to Australia. 
Common tobacco may grow to a height of 4 to 
6 feet (1 to 2 m) when not topped. The flow- 
ers, which are borne in a panicle and are nor- 
mally self-fertilizing, are usually pink but may 
be carmine or white. The leaves of some of the 
large varieties may reach a length of 2 to 3 
feet, with a width of about half the length; but 
some of the Turkish, or Oriental, kinds, as 
grown commercially, may be less than 3 
inches (7.6 cm) long. 

N. rustica varies from 2 to 4 feet in height and 
usually develops suckers, or axillary shoots. 
The leaves are thick and broadly oval; the 
flowers are pale yellow to greenish. Both 
common tobacco and N. rustica have an epi- 
dermal covering of hairs, some of which are 
glandular and secrete a viscid liquid. Both 
species may have a high alkaloid content; that 
of N. rustica tends to be higher. 

Tobacco is high in ash content, which ranges 
from 15 to 25 percent of the leaf on a water- 
free basis. Flue-cured tobacco is rich in sugar, 
the cigarette grades having 15 to 20 percent or 
more. Cigar tobaccos are high in nitrogenous 
compounds but are almost free of starch and 
sugars. 

If leaf tobacco is not bought in ready-stemmed 
form, the first step in turning it into a product 
that the consumer can smoke, chew, or take as 
snuff is to remove midribs (central veins). For 
most products, manufacturers blend leaf of 
various types, origins, grades, and crop years 
to obtain the qualities that they require and to 
assure uniformity over the years. Cigarette 
manufacturers usually add sweetening prepa- 
rations and flavourings and process the to- 
bacco in a variety of secret ways before it is 
fed, as finely shredded rag, into the cigarette- 
making machines. Preparation of tobaccos for 
pipe smoking and chewing is as varied as the 
assortment of these products. Their manufac- 
ture may involve the incorporation of addi- 
tives and the application of pressure and heat. 
Snuff is usually made by fermenting fire-cured 
leaf and stem, and grinding it; salts and fla- 
vourings may be added. Cigars are made by 
wrapping a binder leaf around a bunch of cut 
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filler leaf and overwrapping with a fine wrap- 
per leaf; on all but the finest cigars the work is 
largely mechanized. 

TOBACCO - Health effects At present, 
1998 it is estimated that tobacco kills over 3 
million people per year. Based on current 
trends, however, the death toll will rise to 10 
million deaths per year by the 2020s or 2030s, 
with 70% of those deaths occurring in devel- 
oping countries. According to WHO esti- 
mates, there are approximately 1. 1 thousand 
million smokers in the world - about one-third 
of the global population aged 15 years and 
over. Globally, approximately 47% of men 
and 12% of women smoke. In developing 
countries, available data suggest that 48% of 
men smoke as do 7% of women, while in de- 
veloped countries, 42% of men and 24% of 
women smoke. According to the World Bank 
"Unless smoking behaviour changes, three 
decades from now, premature deaths caused 
by tobacco in the developing world will ex- 
ceed the expected deaths from AIDS, tubercu- 
losis, and complications of childbirth com- 
bined. 

Tobacco is a risk factor for some 25 diseases 
and while its effects on health are well known, 
the sheer scale of its impact on global disease 
burden may still not be fully appreciated. No 
single disease is expected to make such a giant 
claim on health as this one risk factor. Esti- 
mates indicate that tobacco is already respon- 
sible for about 2.6% of the total death and dis- 
ease burden, and that it is projected to triple its 
share to 8.9% of the total by the year 2020. 
For each 1 000 tonnes of tobacco produced, 
about 1 000 people will eventually die. 

In the more developed countries, the impact of 
tobacco on the health of men is being mani- 
fested at present, although it has yet to reach 
its peak among women. The epidemic is only 
now beginning in low- and middle-income 
countries. The biggest and sharpest increases 
in disease burden are expected in China and 
India, where the use of tobacco has grown 
most steeply. If current trends continue, two to 
three million annual tobacco-caused deaths are 
predicted for China alone by the 2020s. 

The risk at the individual level is even more 
alarming. Based on current data, lifelong 
smokers, on average, have a 50% chance of 
dying from tobacco And half of these will die 
in middle age, before age seventy. Smokers 
who die from smoking before age 70 will lose, 
on average, 22 years of normal life expec- 
tancy. 

Of all the diseases causally associated with 
smoking, lung cancer is the best known. How- 
ever, smoking actually causes more deaths 
from diseases other than lung cancer. In 1995, 


there were 514 000 smoking-caused lung can- 
cer deaths in developed countries, compared 
to 625 000 smoking attributable deaths from 
heart and other vascular diseases in the same 
year. Studies in the United Kingdom have 
shown that smokers in their 30s and 40s are 
five times more likely to have a heart attack 
than non-smokers. 

Smoking is a known or probable cause of 
death from cancers of the: oral cavity, larynx, 
lung, oesophagus, bladder, pancreas, renal 
pelvis, stomach, and cervix. 

Smoking is also a cause of heart disease, 
stroke, peripheral vascular disease, chronic 
obstructive lung diseases and other respiratory 
diseases, and low-birthweight babies. 
Smoking is a probable cause of peptic ulcer 
disease, unsuccessful pregnancies, increased 
infant mortality (including sudden infant 
death syndrome (SIDS). 

All tobacco products contain substantial 
amounts of nicotine, which is absorbed readily 
from tobacco smoke in the lungs and from 
smokeless tobacco in the mouth or nose. Nico- 
tine has been clearly recognized as a drug of 
addiction, and tobacco dependence has been 
classified as a mental and behavioural disorder 
according to the WHO International Classifi- 
cation of Diseases, ICD-10 (Classification 
F17.2). Experts in the field of substance abuse 
consider tobacco dependence to be as strong 
or stronger than dependence on such sub- 
stances as heroin or cocaine. Smoking typi- 
cally begins in adolescence. If a person re- 
mains smoke-free throughout adolescence, it 
is highly unlikely that he or she will ever be- 
gin smoking. Therefore, it is vital that inten- 
sive efforts be made to help young people stay 
smoke-free. 

Although 75-85% of smokers, where this has 
been measured, want to quit and about one 
third have made at least three serious attempts, 
less than half of smokers succeed in stopping 
permanently before the age of 60. Nicotine 
dependence is clearly a major barrier to suc- 
cessful cessation. 

Smoking control policies should contain 
strategies to strengthen smokers' motivation to 
quit, such as health education, public informa- 
tion, price policies, smoke-free policies, and 
behavioural programmes. In addition, there is 
evidence to indicate that, where appropiate, 
the use of pharmacological treatments, par- 
ticularly nicotine replacement products, can 
ease physical dependence-related difficulties 
for smokers who try to quit. 

In order to achieve successful cessation of 
smoking on a very large scale, special "cessa- 
tion programmes" are far from enough. Cur- 
rently, only a few health professionals are 
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trained in the treatment of tobacco depend- 
ence. All health professionals, including doc- 
tors, dentists, nurses, and, pharmacists, should 
be given both basic and in-service training so 
that they are capable of providing advice 
and/or treatment for tobacco dependence. To- 
bacco dependence is a serious public health 
problem which warrants serious attention if 
the epidemic of tobacco-related mortality and 
morbidity is to be reduced. 

Smoking cessation has immediate and sub- 
stantial health benefits, and dramatically re- 
duces the risk of most smoking-related dis- 
eases. One year after quitting, the risk of coro- 
nary heart disease (CHD) decreases by 50%, 
and within 15 years, the relative risk of dying 
from CHD for an ex-smoker approaches that 
of a lifetime non-smoker. The relative risks of 
developing lung cancer, chronic obstructive 
lung diseases, and stroke also decrease, but 
more slowly. Ten to fourteen years after 
smoking cessation, the risk of mortality from 
cancer decreases to nearly that of those who 
have never smoked. Smoking cessation shows 
a beneficial effect on pulmonary function, par- 
ticularly in younger subjects and the rate of 
decline among former smokers returns to that 
of never-smokers. Recent evidence shows that 
ceasing before the age of 35 is of greater bene- 
fit than ceasing at a later time, but there are 
still substantial benefits, no matter at what age 
one quits tobacco use. 

Environmental Tobacco Smoke, ETS contains 
essentially all of the same carcinogens and 
toxic agents that are inhaled by the smoker. 
Involuntary exposure to ETS is also a cause of 
disease, including lung cancer, in healthy non- 
smokers. In addition, ETS can result in aggra- 
vated asthmatic conditions, impaired blood 
circulation, bronchitis, and pneumonia. The 
children of parents who smoke have an in- 
creased frequency of respiratory and middle- 
ear infections and symptoms, and are at risk of 
impaired lung function. ETS is also a cause of 
additional episodes and increased severity of 
symptoms in asthmatic children. Babies born 
to women who smoke during pregnancy, as 
well as those infants exposed to ETS, have a 
much greater risk of dying of sudden infant 
death syndrome. 

TOBACCO AND HEALTH: THE FACTS 
How many smokers? 

1. 1 billion smokers worldwide. 

In developed countries, 41% of men and 21% 
of women regularly smoke cigarettes. 

In developing countries, 50% of men smoke, 
and 8% of women. 

The number of women who smoke is increas- 
ing in many countries. 

How many cigarettes? 


6000 billion cigarettes are smoked every year. 
In developed countries annual consumption of 
cigarettes dropped from 2800 cigarettes per 
adult in the early 1980s to 2400 in the early 
1990s. 

In developing countries, accounting for three- 
quarters of the world's population, per adult 
consumption rose from 1150 cigarettes per 
year to 1400, and is still increasing at 1. 7% 
per year. 

How many deaths are caused by tobacco? 
About 3 million deaths a year now, with about 
one-third of them in developing countries. If 
current smoking trends persist, approximately 
10 million a year in 30 to 40 years, with about 
70% of them in developing countries. 
Cigarettes currently cause just under 20% of 
all deaths in developed countries. 

SMOKERS HARM OTHERS AS WELL AS 
THEMSELVES 

Environmental tobacco smoke causes lung 
cancer and other diseases in individuals ex- 
posed to second-hand smoke; exacerbates al- 
lergies and asthma. 

Maternal smoking is associated with a higher 
risk of miscarriage, lower birth-weight of ba- 
bies, and inhibited child development; 

parental smoking is also a factor in sudden in- 
fant death syndrome and is associated with 
higher rates of respiratory illnesses including 
bronchitis, colds, and pneumonia in children. 
Every ten seconds, another person dies as a re- 
sult of tobacco use. Currently, tobacco prod- 
ucts kill about 3 million people a year, and this 
number is increasing. Unless current trends 
are reversed, that figure is expected to rise to 
10 million per year by the 2020s or early 
2030s, with 70% of those deaths occurring in 
developing countries. That means that a fail- 
ure to take serious preventive action will result 
in approximately 100 million people per dec- 
ade dying unnecessarily and prematurely by 
the decade of the 2030s, or perhaps a little ear- 
lier. Recent data confirm that the risks of 
smoking are considerably higher than previ- 
ously thought, especially when smoking be- 
gins during adolescence. Persistent smokers 
have a one in two chance of eventually being 
killed by cigarettes. 

Smoking, in fact, has been named as the single 
largest preventable factor in premature death, 
disability, and disease. 

The negative health consequences of smoking 
are not as immediate as with other hazardous 
substances. There is a 30-40 year delay be- 
tween the onset of smoking and the deaths that 
it causes. Therefore, the health risks of to- 
bacco use are vastly underestimated by the 
public, and even by many of the authorities 
who are responsible for protecting and pro- 
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moting public health. This is one of the rea- 
sons why tobacco products are still widely 
available and why lenient tobacco policies 
have been allowed to occur. 

Smoking rates have declined among adults in 
developed countries; however, the tobacco in- 
dustry has been quick to shift their attention to 
other markets, and smoking prevalence has in- 
creased in many developing countries. In de- 
veloped countries, an estimated 41% of men 
and 21% of women are smokers. In develop- 
ing countries, the corresponding estimates are 
50% of men and 8% of women. However, fe- 
male smoking prevalence is on the rise, par- 
ticularly in many developing countries. It has 
been proven that tobacco companies have 
been very successful in promoting smoking as 
a sign of women's increasing independence 
and equality. Unfortunately, that equality will 
be exhibited in mortality rates. As demon- 
strated by the developed countries, if women 
smoke at the same rates as men, they will die 
at the same rate as men. 

The combination of increasing affordability 
and modern advertising and promotion plays 
an important part in recruiting children and 
adolescents into tobacco use. 

The aggressive marketing of tobacco products 
along with their increasing affordability has 
been successful in enticing young people to 
begin smoking. At first, they are not con- 
cerned with the long-term health risks. How- 
ever, by the time they realize the deadly reper- 
cussions of smoking, they are hooked on a 
highly addictive drug. If those teenagers con- 
tinue smoking throughout their lives, then half 
will die from tobacco use. Of these, half will 
die in middle age and half will die in old age 
(over 70), losing about eight years of life ex- 
pectancy. Those in the former category will 
lose 20-25 years of life expectancy. Tobacco 
is not just a cause of death in old age but in 
many countries, is the leading cause of prema- 
ture death. 

China, with an economy which has been one 
of the fastest growing in recent years, illus- 
trates the challenge we face. From 1985 to 
1992, cigarette consumption per adult dropped 
by 13% in highly developed countries, but at 
the same time increased by 20% in China. For 
every cigarette less smoked in highly devel- 
oped countries, three cigarettes more were 
smoked in China. If current trends persist, two 
to three million annual tobacco-caused deaths 
are predicted for China by the 2020s. These 
trends also translate into approximately 50 
million of the young people under twenty 
years of age alive today in China dying prema- 
turely from the consequences of smoking. 
TOBACCO - History When Christopher Co- 


lumbus discovered the Americas, he found the 
natives using tobacco in much the same man- 
ner as it is used today. The American Indians 
believed it to possess medicinal properties, 
which was the main reason for its introduction 
into Europe. Tobacco was important in Indian 
ceremonies, such as the smoking of the pipe of 
peace. Evidently the natives of North and 
South America had developed crude methods 
of tobacco culture. Tobacco-growing's exten- 
sion to practically all parts of the world began 
with its introduction into Europe: France, 
1556; Portugal, 1558; Spain, 1559; and Eng- 
land, 1565. Jean Nicot, the French ambassador 
to Lisbon in whose honour the genus Nico- 
tiana was named, is said to have sent the seed 
of N. tabacum to Catherine de Médicis, the 
queen consort and regent of France. Portu- 
guese and Spanish sailors took tobacco from 
Europe to all parts of the world. 

There are no available records as to early to- 
bacco culture outside Europe, but the begin- 
nings of tobacco culture by European settlers 
in America took place in the following areas 
on the dates indicated: Santo Domingo, 1531; 
Cuba, 1580; Brazil, 1600; Jamestown, Vir- 
ginia, 1612; Maryland, 1631 Tobacco soon 
became the chief commodity exchanged by 
the colonists for European manufactured arti- 
cles. 

Overproduction was an economic problem 
from the beginning. After the American Revo- 
lution tobacco culture expanded from the co- 
lonial areas in Virginia and Maryland into 
Kentucky, Tennessee, North Carolina, Ohio, 
and Missouri. Tobacco leaves were originally 
air-cured-left to dry in a barn or shed for sev- 
eral weeks. Later, smoke from a wood fire was 
used (fire curing), thereby enabling the leaf to 
withstand long ocean voyages by sailing ship. 
About 1825 the fire-curing method was modi- 
fied in parts of Virginia and North Carolina by 
the use of charcoal, which eliminated the ef- 
fect of smoke on the taste and aroma of the 
leaf. The method was further modified after 
the American Civil War by the introduction of 
a furnace with metal flues. 

A light, air-cured leaf known as White Burley 
appeared about 1864, after a farmer in Brown 
County, Ohio, found individual tobacco plants 
that were deficient in green coloring. These 
plants, when cured, manifested a light yellow- 
ish-red color, and the cured leaf was porous, 
extremely absorptive, and highly suitable for 
use in manufacturing mixtures for chewing 
and smoking. It has also been suitable for use 
in manufacturing the popular American 
blended cigarette. 

Under the 1700s snuff was the tobacco prepa- 
ration in fashion, it was used at the royal 
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course often by ladies, Snuff-boxes often with 
erotic motifs became popular. Under the 
1800s the cigar-smoking became popular 
among the upper-classes. The hand rolled 
cigarette was invented in the 1700s in Spain 
but it was not until the industrial revolution at 
the end of the 1800 that the mass use of ciga- 
rettes begun. In the 1900s cigarette smoking 
became fashionable and advertising where in- 
tense. Women began to smoke as a part of 
womens liberation. It was not until the 1960s 
that the long suspected health risks with to- 
bacco were understood -especially the tobacco 
induced lung-cancer. 

During the 1990s the tobacco smoking among 
men in the western world has declined and be- 
came socially unacceptable. The impact of en- 
vironmental smoke has lead to the ban of 
smoking in workplaces and public places. The 
political pressure on the tobacco industry has 
also lead to regulations of advertising. In Asia, 
Africa and Eastern Europe the smoking has 
increased. 

Tobacco Dependence Syndrome In the 
World Health Organization JCD-10 Classifica- 
tion of Mental and Behavioural Disorders: 
F17.2 Tobacco Dependence Syndrome 

A cluster of physiological, behavioural, and 
cognitive phenomena in which the use of to- 
bacco takes on a much higher priority for a 
given individual than other behaviours that 
once had greater value. A central descriptive 
characteristic of the dependence syndrome is 
the desire (often strong, sometimes overpow- 
ering) to take tobacco There may be evidence 
that return to substance use after a period of 
abstinence leads to a more rapid reappearance 
of other features of the syndrome than occurs 
with nondependent individuals. 

Diagnostic Guidelines 

A definite diagnosis of dependence should 
usually be made only if three or more of the 
following have been experienced or exhibited 
at some time during the previous year: 

(a) a strong desire or sense of compulsion to 
take tobacco, 

(b) difficulties in controlling tobacco-taking 
behaviour in terms of its onset, termination, or 
levels of use; 

(c) a physiological withdrawal state when to- 
bacco use has ceased or been reduced, as evi- 
denced by: the characteristic withdrawal syn- 
drome for tobacco, or use of the same (or a 
closely related) substance with the intention of 
relieving or avoiding withdrawal symptoms; 
(d) evidence of tolerance, such that increased 
doses of tobacco are required in order to 
achieve effects originally produced by lower 
doses; 

(e) progressive neglect of alternative pleasures 


or interests because of tobacco use, increased 
amount of time necessary to obtain or take the 
substance or to recover from its effects; 

(f) persisting with tobacco use despite clear 
evidence of overtly harmful consequences, 
such as depressive mood states consequent to 
periods of heavy substance use, or drug- 
related impairment of cognitive functioning; 
efforts should be made to determine that the 
user was actually, or could be expected to be, 
aware of the nature and extent of the harm. 
Narrowing of the personal repertoire of pat- 
terns of tobacco use has also been described as 
a characteristic feature. 

It is an essential characteristic of the depend- 
ence syndrome that either tobacco taking or a 
desire to take tobacco should be present; the 
subjective awareness of compulsion to use 
drugs is most commonly seen during attempts 
to stop or control substance use. 

In the USA a slightly different diagnosis tradi- 
tion exists mainly organised after DSM IV 
A.Nicotine abuse: A destructive pattern of 
nicotine use, leading to significant social, oc- 
cupational, or medical impairment. 

B.Must have three (or more) of the following, 
occurring when the nicotine use was at its 
worst: 

1. Nicotine tolerance: 

Either need for markedly increased amounts of 
nicotine to achieve intoxication, or markedly 
diminished effect with continued use of the 
same amount of nicotine. 2. Nicotine with- 
drawal symptoms: 

Either (a) or (b). 

(a) Two (or more) of the following, develop- 
ing within several hours to a few days of re- 
duction in heavy or prolonged nicotine use: 
sweating or rapid pulse 

increased hand tremor 

insomnia 

nausea or vomiting 

physical agitation 

anxiety 

transient visual, tactile, or auditory hallucina- 
tions or illusions 

grand mal seizures 

(b) Nicotine is taken to relieve or avoid with- 
drawal symptoms. 3. Greater use of nicotine 
than intended:

4.Unsuccessful efforts to cut down or control 
nicotine use:

By increas- 
ing the rate of metabolism of the substance, 
the body may be able to eliminate the sub- 
stance more readily. Functional tolerance is 
defined as a decrease in sensitivity of the cen- 
tral nervous system to the substance. Behav- 
ioural tolerance is a change in the effect of a 
drug as a result of learning or alteration of en- 
vironmental constraints. Acute tolerance is a 
rapid, temporary accommodation to the effect 
of a substance following a single dose. Re- 
verse tolerance, also known as sensitization, 
refers to a condition in which the response to a 
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substance increases with repeated use. Toler- 
ance is one of the criteria for the dependence 
syndrome.

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drugs that slow down the central nervous sys- 
tem (CNS), and thus are similar to such other 
CNS depressants as alcohol and barbiturates. 
The term "major tranquillizer" was formerly 
applied to drugs used to treat severe mental 
illnesses, such as schizophrenia. However, 
these drugs are now more commonly called 
neuroleptics; their action specifically relieves 
the symptoms of mental illness, and they are 
rarely misused for other purposes. 
Anti-anxiety agents share many similiarities 
with barbiturates; both are classified as seda- 
tive/hypnotics. These newer agents were intro- 
duced under the term "tranquillizer" because, 
it was claimed, they provided a calming effect 
without sleepiness. Today, tranquillizers have 
largely replaced barbiturates in the treatment 
of both anxiety and insomnia because they are 
safer and more effective. The degree of 
sleepiness induced depends on the dosage. 
Tranquillizers are also used as sedatives be- 
fore some surgical and medical procedures, 
and they are sometimes used medically during 
alcohol withdrawal. 

Although tranquillizers do not exhibit the seri- 
ous dependence characteristics of barbitu- 
rates, they nevertheless can produce tolerance 
and dependence. They may also be misused 
and abused. The first drug to be labelled a 
tranquillizer was meprobamate in 1954. To- 
day, however, the most popular anti-anxiety 
agents are the benzodiazepines. Since the 
early 1960s, the benzodiazepines have ac- 
counted for more than half the total world 
sales of tranquillizers. 

The first benzodiazepine developed was 
chlordiazepoxide (Librium). The next was di- 
azepam; it is marketed, among other brand 
names, as Valium. In the early 1970s 

With tranquillizers, a therapeutic dose (i.e. 
what is medically prescribed) relieves anxiety 
and may, in some people, induce a loss of in- 
hibition and a feeling of well-being. Re- 
sponses vary, however. Some people report 
lethargy, drowsiness, or dizzi- 
ness.Tranquillizers, though, have very few 
side effects. 

As the dose of a tranquillizer is increased, so 
is sedation and impairment of mental acuity 
and physical coordination. Lower doses are 
recommended for older people or for those 
with certain chronic diseases, since their bod- 
ies tend to metabolize these drugs more 
slowly. 

Studies show that anti-anxiety agents, even at 
the usually recommended and prescribed 
doses, may disrupt the user's ability to perform 
certain physical, intellectual, and perceptual 
functions. For these reasons, users should not 
operate a motor vehicle or engage in tasks 


calling for concentration and coordination. 
Such activities are particularly hazardous if 
tranquillizers are used together with alcohol 
and/or barbiturates (i.e. otherseda- 
tive/hypnotics.) or antihistamines (in cold, 
cough, and allergy remedies). These effects 
occur early in therapy, however, and wane 
over time with increased tolerance (when 
more of the drug is needed to produce the 
same effect). 

Because some tranquillizers (such as diaze- 
pam) are metabolized quite slowly, residue 
can accumulate in body tissues with long- 
term use and can heighten such effects as leth- 
argy and sluggishness. 

Tranquillizer overdose, particularly with ben- 
zodiazepines, has become increasingly com- 
mon since the 1960s. While these drugs are 
usually safe even when an overdose is taken 
(death rarely results from benzodiazepine use 
alone), they can be fatal in combination with 
alcohol and other drugs that depress the cen- 
tral nervous system. 

Because tolerance to the mood-altering effects 
of tranquillizers can develop with regular use, 
higher daily doses become necessary to main- 
tain the desired effects. Tolerance may occur 
even at prescribed doses. Chronic users may 
become both psychologically and physically 
dependent on tranquillizers. Psychological de- 
pendence exists when a drug is so central to a 
person's thoughts, emotions, and activities that 
the need to continue its use becomes a craving 
or compulsion. 

With chronic use, especially at higher doses, 
physical dependence can also occur. The 
user's body has adapted to the presence of the 
drug and suffers withdrawal symptoms when 
use is stopped. The frequency and severity of 
the withdrawal syndrome depends on the 
dose, duration of use, and whether use is 
stopped abruptly or tapered off. Symptoms 
range in intensity from progressive anxiety, 
restlessness, insomnia, and irritability in mild 
cases to delirium and convulsions in severe 
cases. 

Dependence may also occur following long- 
term therapeutic use, but withdrawal symp- 
toms in such cases are mild. Patients complain 
of gastrointestinal problems, loss of appetite, 
sleep disturbances, sweating, trembling, 
weakness, anxiety, and changes in perception 
(e.g. increased sensitivity to light, sound, and 
smells). Risk of dependency increases if tran- 
quillizers are taken regularly for more than a 
few months, although problems have been re- 
ported within shorter periods. The onset and 
severity of withdrawal differ between the ben- 
zodiazepines that are rapidly eliminated from 
the bod and those that are slowly eliminated. 
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In the former case, symptoms appear within a 
few hours after stopping the drug and may be 
more severe. In the latter case, symptoms usu- 
ally take a few days to appear. 

If a woman uses tranquillizers regularly, the 
drug can affect the baby for up to 10 days after 
birth. Babies may exhibit the withdrawal 
symptoms common to such other depressant 
drugs as alcohol and barbiturates. These 
symptoms include feeding difficulties, dis- 
turbed sleep, sweating, irritability, and fever. 
Symptoms will be more severe if the doses the 
mother took are higher. Administration of di- 
azepam during labor has been linked to de- 
creased responsiveness and respiratory prob- 
lems in some newborns.

The disease is caused 
by Mycobacterium tuberculosis, a rod-shaped 
bacterium 2 to 4 micrometers in length. Symp- 
toms of TB include coughing, chest pain, 
shortness of breath, loss of appetite, weight 
loss, fever, chills, and fatigue. Children and 
people with weakened immune systems are 
the most susceptible to TB. Half of all un- 
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treated TB cases are fatal. 

In 1995 the World Health Organization 
(WHO) declared TB to be a global emer- 
gency, the first such designation ever made 
by that organization. According to WHO, a 
person becomes infected with TB every 
second, and every year 8 million people 
contract the disease. In 1996 it was esti- 
mated that one in three people were in- 
fected with TB. WHO predicts that from 
1995 to 2005, nearly 300 million people 
will contract TB. TB was responsible for 
nearly 3 million deaths in 1995. 

TB is transmitted from person to person, usu- 
ally by inhaling bacteria-carrying air droplets. 
When a person sick with TB coughs, sneezes, 
or speaks, small particles that carry two to 
three viable bacteria surrounded by a layer of 
moisture are released in the air. When these 
particles are inhaled, bacteria lodge in the 
lungs and multiply. 

TB has existed since at least 2000 BC, as 
shown by tubercles found in mummified 
bodies. References to TB can be found in 
the writings of ancient Babylonia, Egypt, 
and China. The term tuberculosis was first 
used in 1839, and it is derived from the 
Latin word tubercula, meaning small lump, 
referring to the small scars seen in tissues 
of infected individuals. TB reappeared in 
Europe and the United States in epidemic 
form in the 19th century. 

In 1882 Robert Koch, a German country 
doctor, discovered the bacteria that caused 
TB. Using simple but precise observations 
and experiments, Koch demonstrated the 
presence of the bacteria and how it was 
transmitted. 

In Paris, French bacteriologists Albert 
Calmette and Camille Guerin worked with 

a virulent strain of bovine (cow) tubercle 
bacillus at the Pasteur Institute. In 1924 
they prepared a vaccine, BCG (Bacillus 
Calmette Guerin), in hopes of protecting 
the world against tuberculosis. It was ad- 
ministered to a newborn child who was at 
high risk of developing TB. The vaccine 
was successful, and the child never con- 
tracted the disease. 

In 1944 Selman Waksman, a Russian- 
American _ soil-microbiologist, isolated 
streptomycin from a fungus, Streptomyces 
lavendula, heralding the beginning of mod- 
ern antibiotic therapy for TB. 

The success of drug therapy and the declin- 
ing rates of disease incidence and mortality 
over the next 30 years instilled a sense of 
confidence in public health officials that 
TB could be conquered. As antibiotic ther- 
apy became the primary treatment, mortal- 


ity rates from TB decreased significantly. 
Multiple factors contribute to the current in- 
crease in TB. The HIV is the single greatest 
risk for progression of TB infection to disease. 
People with HIV have weakened immune sys- 
tems that increase their susceptibility to TB, 
and TB often progresses rapidly from the pri- 
mary to the secondary stage. In 1990, 4 per- 
cent of TB cases worldwide were attributed to 
HIV infection. By the year 2000 the rate is ex- 
pected to increase to nearly 14 percent. The 
increase of TB is highest in Africa and Asia, 
where the spread of HIV is currently the most 
rapid. A second factor contributing to TB re- 
surgence is the failure of patients to complete 
their prescribed treatment. Successful treat- 
ment of TB requires therapy beyond the pe- 
riod of obvious symptoms. When patients fail 
to follow the full six to nine months of antibi- 
otics, they may become actively infectious, 
spreading the disease to others. An infected 
person may infect as many as 10 to 15 other 
people in a single year. Failure to complete the 
full round of treatment also can cause the 
emergence of TB bacterial strains with ac- 
quired drug resistance, further complicating 
treatment by increasing the length and cost of 
therapy. 

The emergence of strains of bacteria that 
are resistant to multiple drug therapy is a 
serious problem, particularly because there 

is no ready drug treatment available to 
combat newly emerging strains. To im- 
prove compliance, the WHO strongly rec- 
ommends that all countries, especially 
those in Africa and Asia, adopt the program 
of directly observed therapy (DOT). DOT 
requires health workers to watch patients to 
make sure that they follow the exact course 
of treatment. The success rate and the cost 
effectiveness of this program have been 
proven around the world. Epidemics in 
New York City, Tanzania, and China in the 
early 1990s were brought under control us- 
ing DOT. 

Migration, international travel, and tourism 
also have contributed to the global spread 
of TB. The extreme difficulty of screening 
immigrants and travelers for TB allows the 
disease to cross international borders easily. 
The substantial increase in homelessness, 
and the related circumstances of poverty, 
crowding, and malnutrition, also have con- 
tributed to the increased incidence of TB in 
the industrialized countries during the last 
20 years. The prevalence of tuberculosis in 
the homeless population is 150 to 300 times 
higher than in other populations. 

Drug abusers are a special risk group for 
TB because of their often weakened im- 
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mune-system and exposur to both HIV and 
TB in their environment.

The Twelve Traditions of Alcoholics Anony- 
mous: 

1. Our common welfare should come first; 
personal recovery depends upon A.A. unity. 

2. For our group purpose there is but one ulti- 
mate authority - a loving God as He may ex- 
press Himself in our group conscience. Our 
leaders are but trusted servants; they do not 
govern. 

3. The only requirement of A.A. membership 
is a desire to stop drinking. 

4. Each group should be autonomous except in 
matters affecting other groups or A.A. as a 
whole. 

5. Each group has but one primary purpose - 
to carry its message to the alcoholic who still 
suffers. 

6. An A.A.group ought never endorse, fi- 
nance, or lend the A.A. name to any related 
facility or outside enterprise, lest problems of 
money, property, and prestige divert us from 
our primary purpose. 

7. Every A.A. group ought to be fully self- 
supporting, declining outside contributions. 

8. Alcoholics Anonymous should remain for- 
ever nonprofessional, but our service centers 
may employ special workers. 

9. A.A., as such, ought never be organized; 
but we may create service boards or commit- 
tees directly responsible to those they serve. 
10. Alcoholics Anonymous has no opinion on 
outside issues; hence the A.A. name ought 
never be drawn into public controversy. 

11. Our public relations policy is based on at- 
traction rather than promotion; we need al- 
ways maintain personal anonymity at the level 
of press, radio, and films. 

12. Anonymity is the spiritual foundation of 
all our traditions, ever reminding us to place 
principles before personalities. 

Twelve-step group A mutual-help group 
organized around the twelve-step programme 
of Alcoholics Anonymous (AA) or a close 
adaption of that programme. AA's programme 
of twelve steps involves admitting one is pow- 
erless over one's drinking and over one's life 
because of drinking, turning one's life over to 
a "higher power; making a moral inventory 
and amends for past wrongs, and offering to 


help other alcoholics. A recovering alcoholic 
"on the programme" must never drink again, 
although this objective is accomplished one 
day at a time. AA is organized in terms of 
"twelve traditions", which enjoin anonymity, 
an apolitical stance, and a non-hierarchical or- 
ganizational structure. Other  twelve-step 
groups vary in their adherence to the twelve 
traditions. There are now some hundreds of 
organizations of twelve-step groups, each fo- 
cused on one of a wide range of behavioural, 
personality, and relationship problems. Others 
operating in the drug field include Cocaine 
Anonymous, Drugs Anonymous, Narcotics 
Anonymous, Nicotine or Smokers Anony- 
mous, and Pill Addicts Anonymous. For fami- 
lies of alcoholics or addicts, there are Al-Anon, 
Alateen, and CoDependents Anonymous. 
Treatment institutions with a strong AA em- 
phasis are often loosely described as "twelve- 
step programmes."

UROD of opiate addicts by naloxone was de- 
veloped at the University of Vienna in 1987 
by Lorimer et al (Lorimer method). During 
general anaesthesia high doses of naloxone 
were given. A detoxification of heroin addict 
could in this way be managed in 2-5 days, the 
protracted withdrawal response lasted how- 
ever for several weeks after. In 1994 Legarda 
et al. developed and modified the method by 
using the opiate antagonist naltrexone. In con- 
trast to the Lorimer method where the short 
acting substance naloxone where given intra- 
venously the method by Legarda used long- 
acting naltrexone via a nasogastric tube. 

After the detoxification procedure either with 
the Legarda method or the Lorimer method 
the patients were treated orally with naltrex- 
one for 6 to 9 months. The results has been 
promising and different UROD designs is now 
developed world-wide. Both naloxone and 
naltrexone are relatively pure antagonists 
which block the effects of opiates by competi- 
tive binding at the opioid receptors. In practice 
UROD can be seen as a way to achieve almost 
instant physical detoxification which creates a 
good platform for further treatment to over- 
come the psychological dependence and and 
for rehabilitation. For highly motivated heroin 
addicts who are committed to a treatment plan, 
but fear the painful normal detoxification 
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process, UROD can be an alternative. 

UROD is however associated with consider- 
able risks, serious adverse events such as in- 
advertent anaesthetic overdose, aspiration, or 
death may occur as the inherent anaesthetic 
risk. To avoid severe and possible life threat- 
ening withdrawal symptoms, the patient must 
be intubated and treated with several sub- 
stances mainly influencing the functions of 
the vegetative nervous, cardiovascular and 
gastrointestinal systems, this must me done in 
a professional intensive care setting. Normal 
opiate detoxification is per se not fraught with 
a high risk of mortality and it has been argued 
that UROD has an unacceptable risk:benefit- 
ratio. On the other hand the drop out ratio in 
traditional detoxification is very high and the 
risks of continued heroin use are well-known.

The "ni- 
espilver" is a sternutatory dust, on trade in 
Europe, extracted by rhizome of white Vera- 
trum. 

Ingestion of parts of the plant, infusions pre- 
pared with them or dust inhalation, induce the 
characteristic symptoms: especially a rapid- 
onset vomiting, wich limits the systemic ef- 
fects; nausea, dizziness, profuse and cool per- 
spiration and decrease of heart rate can be as- 
sociated symptoms. 

Veratrum album White hellebore. One of 
the most important medical plants in ancient 
Greece. Grows in Europe, from Lapland to It- 
aly. Rhizome leaves and an root is used to 
make a pulver. Veratrum album closely re- 
sembles the American veratrum species, but is 
distinguished by its yellowish-white flower. 
The fresh rhizome has an alliaceous odour, but 
when dried it has no marked smell. Its taste is 
first sweet, then bitter and acrid, leaving the 
tongue tingling and numb. Its powder is ash- 
coloured. White Hellebore deteriorates by 
keeping. It is scarcely ever used internally ow- 
ing to the severity of its action. It is stated to 
have been one of the principal poisons used in 
Europe for arrows, daggers, etc. 

Authorities differ as to the presence or ab- 
sence of the veratria of cevadilla. It contains 
jervine, pseudo-jer-vine, rubijervine, veratral- 
bine and veratrine. Cevadine is stated to be 
absent. There is fatty matter, composed of 
olein, stearin and a volatile acid, supergallate 
of Veratia, yellow colouring matter, starch 
ligneous matter, and gum; the ashes contain 
much phosphate and carbonate of lime, car- 
bonate of potassa and some traces of silica, 
and sulphate of lime. There has been found in 
it a white, crystalline, fusible and inflammable 
substance called barytin, of which the proper- 
ties have not been thoroughly investigated. 
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A violent, irritant poison. When snuffed up the 
nose it occasions profuse running of the nose; 
when swallowed, severe vomiting and profuse 
diarrhoea. It was formerly used in cerebral af- 
fections, such as mania, epilepsy, etc., and for 
gout, as a substitute for colchicum or the Eau 
Mediciale of Husson, when 3 parts of the wine 
of White Hellebore added to | part of lauda- 
num was given in doses of from 1/2 fluid 
drachm to 2 fluid drachms. 

It is occasionally used in the form of an oint- 
ment or decoction in obstinate skin diseases 
such as scabies, or to kill lice, but even this 
use is not free from danger. It is also occa- 
sionally used as an errhine or sternutatory, di- 
luted with starch or other mild powder, in 
cases of amaurosis and chronic affections of 
the brain. 

The principal use of the plant is in veterinary 
medicine. 

Dosages the powder, 1 to 8 grains, gradually 
and cautiously increased, commencing with 1 
grain. Of the vinous tincture, from 20 to 60 
minims. | to 2 gram of the dried snuff is le- 
thal. 

Narcotic symptoms, such as stupor and con- 
vulsions, appear in addition to vomiting and 
diarrhcea, when the dose is fatal. The poison 
may be treated by drinks and injections of cof- 
fee, stimulants to overcome the depressed 
condition of the heart and arteries, and opiates 
and demulcents to relieve internal inflamma- 
tion.

Vodka An alcoholic liquor originally dis- 
tilled from fermented wheat mash but now 
also made from a mash of rye, corn, or pota- 
toes. 

Vodka is clear in colour and without definite 
aroma or taste, ranging in alcoholic content 
from about 40 to 55 percent. Because it is 
highly neutral, with flavouring substances 
mainly eliminated during processing, it can be 
made from a mash of the cheapest and most 
readily available raw materials suitable for 
fermentation. Potatoes were traditionally em- 
ployed in Russia and Poland but have largely 
been supplanted there and in other vodka- 
producing countries by cereal grains. 

Vodka originated in Russia during the 14th 
century, and the name is a diminutive of the 
Russian voda ("water"). The beverage was 
mainly popular in Russia, Poland, and the 
Balkan states until soon after World War II, 
when consumption began to increase rapidly 
in the United States and then in Europe. Most 
producers purchase previously distilled and 
purified neutral spirits that are extremely high 
in alcohol content, with almost no flavouring 
substances remaining. Such spirits are then 
additionally purified by a filtration process, 
usually employing charcoal, and are then re- 
duced in strength with distilled water and bot- 
tled without aging. 

In Russia, where fairly low alcohol content of 
40 percent by volume is preferred, and in Po- 
land, where 45 percent is more common, 
vodka is usually consumed unmixed and 
chilled, in small glasses, and accompanied by 
appetizers. In other countries it is popular for 
use in mixed drinks because of its neutral 
character. It may be combined with other bev- 
erages without imparting flavour of its own 
and substituted for other spirits in cocktails 
not requiring the specific flavour of the origi- 
nal spirit. Popular vodka drinks include the 
screwdriver, made with orange juice; the 
bloody Mary, with tomato juice; vodka and 
tonic, a tall drink; and the vodka martini, with 
vodka substituted for gin. 

Vodkas are sometimes flavoured. Zubrowka, 
yellowish in colour, highly aromatic, and with 
a somewhat bitter undertone, is produced by 
steeping several stalks of Zubrowka, or buf- 
falo grass, in vodka. Other flavoured vodkas 
are made with such ingredients as lemon peel, 
berries, peppercorns, and caraway.

Volatile Rapidly evaporating substances use 
for sniffing. See: Volatile substances. 
Volatile substances Substances that va- 
porize at ambient temperatures. Volatile sub- 
stances that are inhaled for psychoactive ef- 
fects (also called inhalants) include the or- 
ganic solvents present in many domestic and 
industrial products (such as glue, aerosol, 
paints, industrial solvents, lacquer thinners, 
gasoline, and cleaning fluids) and the aliphatic 
nitrites such as amyl nitrite. Some substances 
are directly toxic to the liver, kidney, or heart, 
and some produce peripheral neuropathy or 
progressive brain degeneration. The most fre- 
quent users of these substances are young ado- 
lescents and street children. 

Abuse of volatile hydrocarbons - inhalants - is 
not new. Getting "high" by inhaling ether or 
nitrous oxide was common in Europe, Great 
Britain, and North America during the 1800s. 
In the 1960s widespread sniffing of the sol- 
vents in model airplane glue and nail polish 
remover began. 

When aerosols were first brought on the mar- 
ket, they contained fluorocarbons, which, 
when sniffed, resulted in many fatal accidents. 
Because of growing abuse and also environ- 
mental concerns about the earth's ozone layer, 
fluorocarbons in aerosols have been replaced 
with hydrocarbons. How effective this meas- 
ure is, is unknown as yet. 

The user typically soaks a rag with inhalant 
and places it over the mouth and nose, or puts 
the inhalant in a paper or plastic bag which is 
then put over the face (inducing anoxia as well 
as intoxication). Signs of intoxication include 
belligerence, assaultivencss, lethargy, psy- 
chomotor impairment, euphoria, impaired 
judgment, dizziness, nystagmus, blurred vi- 
sion or diplopia, slurred speech, tremors. un- 
steady gait, hyperreflexia, muscle weakness, 
stupor, or coma. syndrome. 

The most volatile substances used for mind- 
altering purposes are ordinary household 


products which are inhaled or sniffed by chil- 
dren to get high. There are thousands of 
household products on the market which can 
be misused as inhalants. Inhalants are the most 
frequently used drug among children. exam- 
ples of products children abuse to get high in- 
clude model airplane glue, nail polish re- 
mover, cleaning fluids, hair spray, gasoline, 
the propellant in aerosol whipped cream, spray 
paint, fabric protector, cooking spray and cor- 
rection fluid. These products are sniffed, 
snorted, bagged (fumes inhaled from a plastic 
bag), or "huffed" (inhalant-soaked rag, sock, 
or roll of toilet paper in the mouth) to achieve 
a high. Inhalants are also sniffed directly from 
the container. 

Like anesthesia, inhalants slow down the 
body's functions. The user may feel stimu- 
lated, disoriented, out-of-control, giddy, light- 
headed, and even display violent behavior. In- 
halant abuse can cause severe damage to the 
brain and nervous system, leading to impaired 
mental and physical functioning. Because in- 
halants can starve the body of oxygen, they 
can lead to unconsciousness and death, com- 
monly referred to as sudden sniffing death 
(SSD), even if used only once. Some children 
use inhalants by spraying the substance into a 
plastic bag, paper bag or balloon and holding 
the bag over their nose and mouth, putting 
them at risk of suffocation. 

Inhaled vapors from solvents and propellants 
enter the bloodstream directly from the lungs 
and are then rapidly distributed to the brain 
and liver - those organs with the largest blood 
supply. Most volatile hydrocarbons are fat- 
soluble, and are thus absorbed quickly into the 
central nervous system. Their action slows 
down breathing and heart rate. 

While some volatile hydrocarbons are metabo- 
ized and then excreted through the kidneys, 
many are eliminated from the body un- 
changed, primarily through the lungs. The 
odor of solvents may therefore remain on the 
breath for several hours following inhalation. 
The complete elimination of volatile hydro- 
carbons may take some time, since they are re- 
eased slowly from fatty tissues back into the 
blood. 

Short-term effects appear soon after inhalation 
and disappear within a few hours. After inhal- 
ing there is a euphoric feeling, characterized 
by lightheadedness, exhilaration, and vivid 
fantasies. Nausea, drooling, sneezing and 
coughing, muscular incoordination, slow re- 
flexes, and sensitivity to light may also occur. 
Some users' feelings of being very powerful 
may lead to reckless and bizarre behavior. 
Solvent abuse has been linked with such anti- 
social activities as dangerous driving, property 
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damage, and theft. 

Deep, repeated inhalation over short periods 
may result in a loss of control, culminating in 
hallucinations, unconsciousness, or seizures. 
The effects of the first brief inhalation fade af- 
ter several minutes. The experienced user, 
however, may prolong the effects for up to 12 
hours, increasing the dose by concentrating 
the drug inside a plastic bag and continuing to 
sniff. For the majority of users, most effects 
disappear within an hour after sniffing is 
stopped, although hangovers and headaches 
may last several days. 

A number of deaths have been associated with 
acute inhalant abuse, most prominently "sud- 
den sniffing deaths" and suffocations. Sudden 
sniffing death, which typically follows strenu- 
ous exercise or undue stress after several deep 
inhalations, is caused by heart failure resulting 
from severely irregular heartbeat. Death by 
suffocation has occurred after users have 
fallen asleep or become unconscious with a 
plastic bag over nose and mouth. Some acci- 
dental deaths have been due to bizarre behav- 
ior caused by sniffing. 

Long-term effects appear following repeated 
use over a lengthy period and include such 
physical effects as pallor, thirst, weight loss, 
nosebleeds, bloodshot eyes, and sores on the 
nose and mouth. Some solvents, such as aro- 
matic hydrocarbons (e.g. benzene), interfere 
with formation of blood cells in bone marrow, 
while others may impair liver and kidney 
function. A heavy user of inhalants may find 
that he or she needs more and more to get 
high. These heavy users are most at risk for 
brain damage. 

The signs of inhalant abuse are 

- red, glassy or watery eyes 

- slow, thick slurred speech 

- disorientation 

- general drunken appearance 

- complaints of headaches and nausea 

- chemical odor on the body or clothes 

- chemical odor in the room 

- staggering gait and uncoordination 

- inflamed nose, nosebleeds, and rashes 
around the nose and mouth 

- loss of appetite 

Volatile Solvent Dependence Syn- 
drome In the World Health Organization 
ICD-10 Classification of Mental and Behav- 
ioural Disorders defioned as: 

F18.2 Volatile Solvent Dependence Syndrome 
A cluster of physiological, behavioural, and 
cognitive phenomena in which the use of vola- 
tile solvents takes on a much higher priority 
for a given individual than other behaviours 
that once had greater value. A central descrip- 
tive characteristic of the dependence syn- 


drome is the desire (often strong, 

sometimes overpowering) to take volatile sol- 
vents. There may be evidence that return to 
substance use after a period of abstinence 
leads to a more rapid reappearance of other 
features of the syndrome than occurs with 
nondependent individuals. 

Diagnostic Guidelines 

A definite diagnosis of dependence should 
usually be made only if three or more of the 
following have been experienced or exhibited 
at some time during the previous year: 

(a) a strong desire or sense of compulsion to 
take volatile solvents; 

(b) difficulties in controlling volatile solvent- 
taking behaviour in terms of its onset, termina- 
tion, or levels of use; 

(c) a physiological withdrawal state when 
volatile solvents use has ceased or been re- 
duced, as evidenced by: the characteristic 
withdrawal syndrome for volatile solvents; or 
use of the same (or a closely related) sub- 
stance with the intention of relieving or avoid- 
ing withdrawal symptoms; 

(d) evidence of tolerance, such that increased 
doses of volatile solvents are required in order 
to achieve effects originally produced by 
lower doses; 

(e) progressive neglect of alternative pleasures 
or interests because of volatile solvents use, 
increased amount of time necessary to obtain 
or take the substance or to recover from its ef- 
fects; 

(f) persisting with volatile solvents use despite 
clear evidence of overtly harmful conse- 
quences, such as depressive mood states con- 
sequent to periods of heavy substance use, or 
drug-related impairment of cognitive function- 
ing; efforts should be made to determine that 
the user was actually, or could be expected to 
be, aware of the nature and extent of the harm. 
Narrowing of the personal repertoire of pat- 
terns of volatile solvents use has also been de- 
scribed as a characteristic feature. 

It is an essential characteristic of the depend- 
ence syndrome that either volatile solvents 
taking or a desire to take volatile solvents 
should be present; the subjective awareness of 
compulsion to use drugs is most commonly 
seen during attempts to stop or control sub- 
stance use. 

In the USA a slightly different diagnosis tradi- 
tion exists mainly organised after DSM IV: 
Diagnostic Criteria 

A.Inhalant abuse: A destructive pattern of in- 
halant use, leading to significant social, occu- 
pational, or medical impairment. 

B.Must have three (or more) of the following, 
occurring when the inhalant use was at its 
worst: 
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1. Inhalant tolerance: 

Either need for markedly increased amounts of 
inhalant to achieve intoxication, or markedly 
diminished effect with continued use of the 
same amount of inhalant. 2. Greater use of 
inhalant than intended: 

Inhalant was often taken in larger amounts or 
over a longer period than was intended 3. Un- 
successful efforts to cut down or control inha- 
lant use: 

Persistent desire or unsuccessful efforts to cut 
down or control inhalant use 4.Great deal of 
time spent in using inhalant, or recovering 
from hangovers 5.Inhalant caused reduction 
in social, occupational or recreational activi- 
ties: 

Important social, occupational, or recreational 
activities given up or reduced because of inha- 
lant use. 6.Continued using inhalant despite 
knowing it caused significant problems: 
Continued inhalant use is continued despite 
knowledge of having a persistent or recurrent 
physical or psychological problem that is 
likely to have been worsened by inhalant

Wine 1. A beverage made of the fermented 
juice of any of various kinds of grapes, usu- 
ally containing from 10 to 15 percent alcohol 
by volume. 2. A beverage made of the fer- 
mented juice of any of various other fruits or 
plants. 3. Something that intoxicates or ex- 
hilarates. 

The major constituents of wine are water, 
sugar, and alcohol. More than 400 known 
compounds contribute to the flavour, aroma, 
and colour of wine.Wines are distinguished by 
color, flavor, bouquet (aroma), and alcoholic 
content. They may be red (when the whole 
crushed grape is used), white (using the juice 
only), or rosé (when skins are removed after 
fermentation has begun). Wines are also clas- 
sified as dry (when grape sugar ferments com- 
pletely) or sweet (when some sugar remains). 
There are three main types of wine: natural 
(still), fortified, and sparkling. The alcoholic 
content of natural wine comes from fermenta- 
tion. Fortified wine (e.g., Sherry, Port, Ma- 
deira) has brandy or other spirits added to it. 
Sparkling wine (Champagne is the best 
known) is fermented a second time after bot- 
tling. Wine is differentiated by the variety of 
grape, climate, location and soil of the vine- 
yard, and treatment of the grapes before and 
during wine making. Fermentation starts when 
wine yeasts on the skins of ripe grapes come 
in contact with the grape juice (called must). 
Run off into casks, the new wine then under- 
goes a series of chemical processes, including 
oxidation, precipitation of proteins, and fer- 
mentation of chemical compounds, that create 
characteristic bouquet. After periodic clarifi- 
cation and aging in casks, the wine is ready to 
be bottled. The world's leading wine producer 
is France. Other major producers are Italy, 
Spain, Germany, Chile, Argentina, South Af- 
rica, Australia, and the USA. .The term wine is 
also applied to beverages made from other 
plants, e.g., dandelion and elderberry. 

Wine had a history by the time the Old Tes- 
tament was written; in Genesis 9:20 it is as- 
cribed to Noah. In ancient Greece wine was 
dark and usually drunk with water; to drink 
it unmixed was regarded as riotous. At that 
time wine was kept in casks, goatskins, or 
earthenware amphorae and stoppered with 
oil or a greasy rag; effectively, air was work- 
ing on it all the time. There was little change 
in Roman days, though with greater wealth 
there came an approach to connoiseurship. 
But the full maturing of wine was impossible 
until the bottle and the cork were generally 
used. 

During the European Middle Ages, the pro- 


duction and quality of wine, so far as can be 
ascertained, fell steadily from classical days. 
The Romans had planted vines wherever the 
climate would tolerate it-in North Africa, 
Spain, Gaul, Britain, and Illyria in particular. 
Their cultivation continued for local consump- 
tion, and because of the need of wine for the 
communion service, the care of the vineyards 
was particularly an ecclesiastical preoccupa- 
tion. The reappearance of good wines and fa- 
mous vineyards invariably resulted from the 
efforts of monks or of monarchs distinguished 
by their devotion to the church. 

The planting of vines in some of the most fa- 
mous Rhenish and Burgundian vineyards is 
traditionally ascribed to Charlemagne, but it 
was not until the 12th century that the great 
wine-growing areas were planted and found a 
larger market. Owing to the limits of medieval 
transport, vineyards had to be by riversides; 
and the most famous wines came from lands 
along the Rhine, the Garonne, and the Loire 
rivers. 

The use of wine bottles and corks as it is 
known in modern times seems to have become 
common toward the end of the 17th century, 
the development of both resulting largely from 
the work of Dom Pierre Pérignon of Haut- 
villers, the father of the champagne trade. An- 
other important change was the discovery, by 
accident in the year 1775 in the Rheingau, that 
grapes left to rot on the vines produced a 
sweetness and bouquet unobtainable other- 
wise. In the mid-1750s the Madeira shippers 
first began scientifically fortifying their wines 
by adding a proportion of brandy to them, a 
process essential for the manufacture and ma- 
turing of almost all dessert wines. 

European vineyards were visited by a disaster 
that threatened at one time to wipe them out 
completely when, in 1863, there was acciden- 
tally imported an American louse of the genus 
Phylloxera, which fed upon the roots of vines. 
Large wine-growing areas were devastated as 
the pest spread; 2,500,000 acres (1,000,000 
hectares) were thought to have been ruined in 
France; and in Madeira and the Canary Islands 
wine production ceased completely. The rav- 
ages were checked eventually by the importa- 
tion of louse-resisting stocks from California, 
on which the older vines were grafted. 

The manufacture of wine varies in detail ac- 
cording to the type of wine to be produced, but 
it usually follows a standard pattern. The 
grapes are crushed and the grape must is al- 
lowed to ferment in vats, usually after the ad- 
dition of sulfur dioxide to suppress wild yeasts 
and organisms other than the true wine yeast 
Saccharomyces ellipsoideus. A selected strain 
of wine yeast may be added at this point. Heat 
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is produced by the fermentation, and the tem- 
perature may have to be controlled within op- 
timum limits. Air is excluded from the vats as 
much as possible to discourage the action of 
Acetobacter, the vinegar-forming bacterium, 
and other harmful organisms. When fermenta- 
tion is well advanced, the "free-run" wine is 
drawn off. Fermentation continues and is 
completed after several weeks. The wine is 
racked (drawn) off to separate it from the lees, 
or sediment of yeast, acid potassium, tartrate, 
and other matter; in the case of quality wines, 
racking may be repeated at intervals for sev- 
eral years during the aging period in wood.

Withdrawal syndrome A group of symp- 
toms of variable clustering and degree of se- 
verity which occur on cessation or reduction 
of use of a psychoactive substance that has 
been taken repeatedly, usually for a prolonged 
period and in high doses. The syndrome may 
be accompanied by signs of physiological dis- 
turbance. 

A withdrawal syndrome is one of the indica- 
tors of a dependence syndrome It is also the 
defining characteristic of the narrower psycho- 
pharmacologjcal meaning of dependence. 

The onset and course of the withdrawal syn- 
drome are time-limited and are related-to the 
type of substance and dose being taken imme- 
diately before cessation or reduction of use. 
Typically, the features of a withdrawal syn- 
drome are the opposite of those of acute in- 
toxication. 

The alcohol withdrawal syndrome is charac- 
terized by tremor, sweating, anxiety, agitation, 
depression, nausea, and malaise. It occurs 6- 
48 hours after cessation of alcohol consump- 
tion and, when uncomplicated, abates after 2-5 
days. It may be complicated by grand mal sei- 
zures and may progress to delirium (known as 
delirium tremens). 

Sedative withdrawal syndromes have many 
features in common with alcohol withdrawal 
but may also include muscle aches and 
twitches, perceptual distortions, and distor- 
tions of body image. 

Opioid withdrawal is accompanied by rhinor- 
rhoea (running nose), lacrimation (excessive 
tear formation), aching muscles, chills, goose- 
flesh, and, after 24-48 hours, muscle and ab- 
dominal cramps. Drug-seeking behaviour is 
prominent and continues after the physical 


symptoms have abated. 

Stimulant withdrawal (the "crash") is less well 
defined than syndromes of withdrawal from 
central nervous system depressant substances; 
depression is prominent and is accompanied 
by malaise, inertia, and instability. 

See also: Hangover. 

Synonyms: Abstinence syndrome; withdrawal 
reaction, withdrawal state. 

Withdrawal, conditioned A syndrome of 
withdrawal-like signs and symptoms some- 
times experience by abstinent alcohol- or opi- 
ate-dependent individuals who arc exposcd to 
stimuli previously associated with alcohol or 
drug use. 

According to classical conditioning theory, 
environmental stimuli temporarily linked to 
unconditioned withdrawal reactions become 
conditioned stimuli capable of eliciting the 
same withdrawal-like symptoms. In another 
version of conditioning theory, an innate com- 
pensatory response to the effects of a sub- 
stance (acute tolerance) become conditionally 
linked to the stimuli associated with substance 
use. If the stimuli are presented without actual 
administration of the substance, the condi- 
tioned response is elicited as a withdrawal-like 
compensatory reaction. 

Synonym: Conditioned abstinence. 
Withdrawal, protracted The occurrence of 
symptoms of a withdrawal syndrome, usually 
minor but nonetheless discomforting, for sev- 
eral weeks or months after the acute physical 
withdrawal syndrome has abated. 

This is an ill-defined condition that has been 
described in alcohol-dependent, sedative- 
dependent, and opioid-dependent individuals. 
Psychic symptoms such as anxiety, agitation, 
irritability, and depression are more prominent 
than physical symptoms. Symptoms may be 
precipitated or ex-acerbated by the sight of al- 
cohol or the drug of dependence, or by retum 
to the environment previously associated with 
alcohol or other drug use.

amfetamine (uppers), mescaline, cocaine, and 
other drugs. In Aug. 1994 a 25th-anniversary 
Woodstock concert was held in Saugerties, 
N.Y., c.7 mi (11 km) east of Woodstock. 

2. Film released in 1970, altermative titel 
Woodstock - 3 Days of Love & Music. Direc- 
tor Michael Wadleigh Woodstock set the stan- 
dard for all rockumentaries to come.Sensing 
that the now-legendary 1969 Woodstock con- 
cert would be something morethan a mere 
"happening", director Michael Wadleigh 
brought along a virtual battalion of cinematog- 
raphers and assistants. As a result, what could 
have been an aloof, detached record of the 
landmark concert is as "up close and personal" 
as it was possible to get without actually being 
there. Utilizing widescreen, splitscreen and 
stereo-sound Wadleigh puts the viewer right in 
the middle of the 400,000 screaming, mud- 
caked spectators, then zooms in to loving 
closeups of the stars.

World Customs Organization The World 
Customs Organization, established in 1952 as 
the Customs Co-operation Council, is an inde- 
pendent intergovernmental body with world- 
wide membership whose mission is to enhance 
the effectiveness and efficiency of Customs 
administrations. 

Since the beginning of this century, there has 
been a continuous effort to standardize and 
harmonize Customs formalities with the aim 
of simplifying and facilitating international 
trade. As early as 1923, the League of Nations 
signed, in Geneva, the International Conven- 
tion Relating to the Simplification of Customs 
Formalities. Certain Customs questions were 
also included in the General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade (GATT) of 1947. However, 
there was no specialized body responsible for 
examining Customs procedures or making 
proposals to simplify and harmonize those 
procedures. In a joint declaration made in 
Paris on 12 September 1947, in a Europe 
which had been completely ravaged by the 
Second World War, 13 European countries 
agreed to give consideration to the possibility 
of establishing an office in Brussels. A study 
Group for the European Customs Union was 
created to prepare the way for this project. 

The following year the Study Group set up an 
Economic Committee and a Customs Commit- 
tee. The activities of the Economic Committee 
were subsequently suspended, its work tend- 
ing to overlap with that of the Organization for 
European Economic Co-operation (OEEC), 
later succeeded by the Organization for Eco- 
nomic Co-operation and Development 


(OECD), which was responsible for the distri- 
bution of American aid to Europe. 

However, the Customs Committee, which had 
been assigned the task of making a compara- 
tive study of Customs techniques in the vari- 
ous countries concerned, with a view to their 
standardization, pursued its work. It devoted 
particular attention to the establishment of a 
common nomenclature and the adoption of a 
common definition of value for Customs pur- 
poses. It also studied various aspects of Cus- 
toms regulations. These three components 
were the origin of the three Conventions 
signed in Brussels on 15 December 1950 : 

- The Convention establishing a Customs Co- 
operation Council (entered into force on 4 
November 1952). 

- The Convention on the Valuation of Goods 
for Customs Purposes (entered into force on 
28 July 1953). 

- The Convention on Nomenclature for the 
Classification of Goods in Customs Tariffs 
(entered into force on 11 September 1959). 
The Customs Co-operation Council was thus 
born in the Belgian capital in 1950. Its inaugu- 
ral session was held on 26 January 1953 with 
17 Members.3 It is for this reason that Interna- 
tional Customs Day is celebrated every year 
on 26 January. Thus, in 1993, the Organiza- 
tion's 40th Anniversary was celebrated. It 
should be emphasized that the WCO is not 
linked, in any legal way, with the European 
Union (EU). There is often confusion in this 
respect given the WCO's founding Members 
and the common factor of "Brussels". How- 
ever, all the EU Member States are also Mem- 
bers of the WCO and there are frequent meet- 
ings between the two organizations. From its 
limited European origins, the CCC has devel- 
oped into an international organization of 
worldwide scope and influence. 

In 1994, the Council adopted the informal 
working name "World Customs Organization" 
(WCO) for the Customs Co-operation Coun- 
cil, in order to give a clearer indication of the 
nature and world-wide status of the Organiza- 
tion. 

As previously stated, the WCO currently 
comprises 145 Members (one country, one 
vote) which all have the same weight, i. e. 
they all have the same rights and obligations. 
The first non-European country to join the or- 
ganization was Pakistan. 

General principlesThe WCO is the only inter- 
governmental worldwide organization compe- 
tent in Customs matters. In order to fulfill this 
mission the WCO : 

(i) establishes, maintains, supports and pro- 
motes international instruments for the har- 
monization and uniform application of simpli- 
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fied and effective Customs systems and pro- 
cedures governing the movement of commodi- 
ties, people and conveyances across Customs 
frontiers, thus contributing to the development 
of trade and the economic and social well- 
being of nations; 

(ii) reinforces Members' efforts to secure, 
through control and enforcement, compliance 
with their legislation, in particular by endeav- 
oring to maximize the level and effectiveness 
of Members' co-operation with each other and 
with international agencies in order to combat 
Customs offenses; 

(iii) assists Members in their efforts to meet 
the challenges of the modern environment and 
adapt to changing circumstances, by promot- 
ing communication and co-operation among 
Members and with other international organi- 
zations, and by fostering human resource de- 
velopment, improvements in the management 
and working methods of Customs administra- 
tions and the sharing of best practices. 

The WCO has two official languages, English 
and French. However, Spanish is also used for 
Customs Valuation matters arising from the 
GATT/WTO Valuation Code. Spanish and 
Russian are used for the Customs Convention 
on Containers, 1972. Recently, Spanish was 
introduced as official language of the technical 
Committee of Rules of Origin. 

The WCO Budget was BF 523 million for 
1994/95 (US$ 16.5 millions). It is financed 
principally by the Members' annual contribu- 
tions, based essentially on the scale of contri- 
butions of the United Nations. There is a 
minimum contribution of 0.15 % of the budget 
(this is approximately equivalent to the price 
of a family car : US$ 26.000 ). 

Functions and objectives of the WCO 
Generally speaking, the WCO has to study all 
questions relating to co-operation in Customs 
matters, i.e. : 

- To examine the technical aspects of Customs 
systems, as well as the economic factors re- 
lated thereto, with a view to proposing practi- 
cal means of attaining the highest possible de- 
gree of harmony and uniformity. 

- To prepare draft Conventions. 

- To make recommendations to ensure the uni- 
form interpretation and application of Conven- 
tions. 

- To make recommendations, in conciliatory 
capacity, for the settlement of disputes con- 
cerning the interpretation or application of the 
Conventions. However, the WCO is not a 
court and cannot side with one party or the 
other. 

- To furnish interested governments, on its 
own initiative or on request, with information 
or advice on Customs matters. 


- To co-operate with other intergovernmental 
organizations as regards matters within its 
competence. 

Unfortunately, in the majority of countries, 
Customs officials still do not realize how 
much their work depends on regulations which 
have their origin in the World Customs Or- 
ganization. This is the case, inter alia, when 
they use the Customs tariff based on the Har- 
monized System (or the Brussels Nomencla- 
ture), when they have to determine the Cus- 
toms value of goods, or apply the numerous 
Customs technique instruments (e.g. the 
Kyoto Convention or the ATA Convention). 
World Health Organization The Constitu- 
tion of World Health Organization was 
adopted on 22 July 1946 by the International 
Health Conference, which was convened by 
the Economic and Social Council and held in 
New York. WHO came into being on 7 April 
1948, when the 26th United Nations member 
ratified its Constitution. 

The World Health Assembly is the policy- 
making body of WHO and meets in annual 
session. The Executive Board, which meets 
twice a year, acts as the executive organ of the 
Assembly. Six regional organizations have 
been established as integral parts of the Or- 
ganization, each consisting of a regional 
committee and a regional office. Regional 
committees meet in annual sessions. The Se- 
cretariat consists of a Director-General, six 
Regional Directors, and such technical and 
administrative staff as is required. 

The objective of WHO is the attainment by all 
peoples of the highest possible level of health. 
Health, as defined in the WHO Constitution, is 
a state of complete physical, mental and social 
well-being and not merely the absence of dis- 
ease or infirmity. In support of its main objec- 
tive, the Organization has a wide range of 
functions, including the following: 

To act as the directing and co-ordinating au- 
thority on international health work; 

To promote technical co-operation; 

To assist Governments, upon request, in 
strengthening health services; 

To furnish appropriate technical assistance 
and, in emergencies, necessary aid, upon the 
request or acceptance of Governments; 

To stimulate and advance work on the preven- 
tion and control of epidemic, endemic and 
other diseases; 

To promote, in co-operation with other spe- 
cialized agencies where necessary, the im- 
provement of nutrition, housing, sanitation, 
recreation, economic or working conditions 
and other aspects of environmental hygiene; 
To promote and co-ordinate biomedical and 
health services research; 
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To promote improved standards of teaching 
and training in the health, medical and related 
professions; 

To establish and stimulate the establishment of 
international standards for biological, pharma- 
ceutical and similar products, and to standard- 
ize diagnostic procedures; 

To foster activities in the field of mental 
health, especially those activities affecting the 
harmony of human relations. 

WHO also proposes conventions, agreements, 
regulations and makes recommendations about 
international nomenclature of diseases, causes 
of death and public health practices. It devel- 
ops, establishes and promotes international 
standards concerning foods and biological, 
pharmaceutical and similar substances.

In industrial chemistry, zymology is a branch 
in which important research is conducted into 
the commercial production of amyl alcohol, 
ethyl alcohol, and vitamins by yeast and butyl 
and propyl alcohol by bacteria. It is also im- 
portant in the baking, brewing, and winemak- 
ing industries. 

Zymoscope An instrument used in zymology 
to determine the fermenting strength of yeast 
by measuring the amount of carbon dioxide 
given off by a specific amount of sugar. 
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
